In t li i s ea si* a pai t v ot Hindu H ol i ri‘v el lers sjni n k Ual (ailoiiri'd 
water on Muslim passers-]>y ubo naturalK »r(»t enraged and assaulted some 
of the party, includin;r one Hideshi Shau who is a lo(‘al Hindu lead(*r. This 
assault on Jfidt‘slii Shaw was r(‘scnterl to h\ the local llimlus and five or six 
^hundred of them (‘ollected aiul attaeked the local ^^uslims causin^JT bodily 
^juries fo them, dainajres to their houses, tresfiass and loolinj? some items fif 
household artiides. I'lie local polnc and the men of tlie localitv' rushed to 
the affected, area ami dispersed tin* rioters before inucdi datnay'r* cnubl he done. 
Aft a result of this riotinir. II huti'fm houses wen* ardualh damaged and 
four houses some projieities were looted. The casualtio-, were one dead, 
two severely wounded and 14 slightlv injurerl arnori^rst the Muslims, and 
two severely and three slightly wounded aniong.st the Hindus. 

reinforcements fyoni Harraokpore and Alipore and a Magifttrate 
> rived soon after and promulgated hection 144 and imposed a curfew for 
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twelve hours from 4 o’clock in the afternoon of March 15 to 4 o’clock in th 
morning of March 16. Armed police pij-kets were posted to different place 
and patrols were organised and within a short time, i.e., by 4-^30 p.m. th 
situation was brought under control. One e;ase of arson is reported, wher 
a kutrlia building belonging to a Muslim but occupied by three Hindu 
and two Muslim shop-keepers was set fire to, causing damage to propertie 
inside the shojjs. One of these shops was owned by a Hindu who had 
jewellery store. It was noticed that Hindus were responsible mainly fo 
setting fire to the house. The Fire Brigade prevented the fire from spreading 
and the police took charge of the shop.^ to prevent further looting. It i 
estimated that properties worth Ks. 4,t)0() i^ere l(H)ted from Hindu an( 
Muslim Hho])S. Further enquiries are being made. 

Ten criTFiinal cases have been started, two ot rioting instituted by Hindi 
cornjilainants, and om‘ cas(« of noting and minder, six cases of rioting 
theft, and one case of aiMui b\ Muslim comjilainaiits. The ])olice hav^’ttifcll 
U]) the investigation and ‘^o far 12 Muslims and 20 Hindus have 
arr('st(*d. 

At present tin* situation is normal and the mills have begun wer! 
and riolice vigilama* is continuing. Steps are being taken to extent 
1 ing-I(‘aders wlio an* responsible for the rioting. The (piestion of tah 
furthei steps to ])iev(‘nt a repi'tition of such incidents is being seriou 
(“onsidered by (iovernment.

The Hon’ble Sri BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Sir, on the recommenda 
tion of Ills [•.xeellency tin* (ioveriior. I beg to move that a sum ol 
Rs. 37,11,(160 1)1* granb'd for e\p(*ndit me undi'r the h(*ad “7 — Lam: 
IL'venut'”. 

Sir, I would onl.N mak«* a few iemark> at the lit'ginning* ami reserve mi 
re]>ly after 1 hear tin* cut motions. But in making u few remarks in tin 
heginning, 1 would like lo niciilion a few factN alxuit which the House it 
natiuall\ aiiMoii'', and cut motions imvt* been taid(‘d. 

Sir, before 1 n'ler to llioNt* jannls, 1 would first mention one i»oint that 
has been much discusst‘d on the floor ot this House during the budget 
discussion. Sir, it has bct*n sanl during tin* gcm*ial discussion that the cost 
of mlministration is increa>ing rapidly. d'ben*tore, I would like to point 
out that, so far as tlli^ (b'partnu'iit n conceriietl , the cost of administratioE 
is IS pt'r ci'iit. of the total reccijils. I tiiink, Sii\ the House wall ag*ree tliai 
IS ju'r cent, is a n*asoiiai>le cost, and so far as tins department is concerned 
the honourable members will not tiiid fault with the cost ratio. 

Sir, briefly reviewing last > ear’s work, I would like to mention first the 
series of legi.slative measures that this House has passed at the request ol 
this d(‘j)artment . You will remember that a large number of Bills waa 
brought by this department to this flouse in order to afford relief to the 
suffering people. T would like to mention, jiarticularly, the West Bengal 
Premises Bent (\>ntnd Art, the We^^t Bengal Xon-Ag‘ricultural Tenancy 
Bill and the Faleutta Thiha Tenancy Act.

This ‘Act .'^ccks t(» adjust the relation.ship between the 
landlord and the tenant on a fair and ecpiitable basis. Several difficultiefl 
have actually cropped up in the working* of tin's Act but I may assure this 
House that wc are verv keenly watching the working of this Act 
whenever difficulties will crop up the department will try to solve it as 
urgently ns possible. 
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Sir the Non-Agricultural Tenancy Bill has not yet receiverl the assent 
fiig Excellency the (Governor and, vve ho]>e, will shortly receive His 
IHlency’s assent. Sir, this Bill atlords protection to a very lar^^e hotly 
tenants who were left uuprotcctt‘d so lonj^r. And then. Sir, there is also 
I Calcutta Thika Tenancy A(‘t which jrives i)rotection to the Thika tenants 
Calcutta.

It aj)pt*ars every vear before the 
Assembly to rimiind us of the gener(*us promises that we make to our people 
in this respect during election. But Sir. it is a ])ity that by these discus- 
sions vear after \a*ar the couiityv gains nothing but smooth^ excuses from 
us. Ill tht‘ first vear ol tlie provincial autoiiomv of the Government of 
India Act of lfl3o, a Gommi.ssion was appointed to emjuire and report on 
the various aspect’s of this <,uestion. A huge sum was expended on thi.s 
Kiuiiiiry Committee which made extensive tour in various parts of India to 
gain direet knowUnlge of land revenue systtuus prevailing in all the provinces 
of India. The {''ommission suhmitted their report and then the then Govern- 
ment appointed a Special Oth(‘er to examine the practical and fi^ncial 
implications of the repifrt ot that Knqniry Committee. The Special Officer s 
report is also there. .After that, several other preliminarv steps were also 
taken and ultimately during the last Ministry of United Benga a Bill was 
introdnceil for the abolition of rent-receiving interest in out un- 

fortunately due to partition and its consequences the House could take 
that Bill into eonsideration. I am glad to hear from the Don ble Revenue 
Minister today that the Government is really anxious to introduce measures 
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r abolition of renUreceiviiifr interest in land at the earliest opportunity, 
Tom the siteecb of the Hon’ble Revenue Minister 1 am persoimliy convinced 
hat the (jovernment’s desire in this reject is genuine. I do not question 
heir honesty, hut, Sir, I have become extremely nervous when I heanl 
piom the Ilon’ble Minister that our activities in this respect der>end very 
jnuch upon the pleasures of tlie Central Authorities. In the past the Central 
Authoi ities ah\ays stood in our \va> . In lh‘nj*aJ opinion seems to be 
unanimous that rent-receiviup: inttuest in land should be abolished. Even, 
Sii', the bi^ laiidlordN aUo lee) that sindi a measure should be taken.

Jaite” 
on that was also not fouml satisfactory enou^'h to satisfy the demands c>. 
tlie tenants and the ♦j^rowin'i disi-ontent increased in volume and in intensit. 
all llie more. A (lommiss,ion was appointerl then to into tlie entire 
fpiestion of tin* relations Ixdwem the tenants and the landlfirds resulting- 
in tin* passing- of tlie Bengal Tenanev .\ct ot ISS'i Latei' on also. Sir, the 
Benj^'al Tenancy Act was amended to ji^-ive sintahle satisfaction and aimuids 
to .the tiMiants in the year lf>L*3.

Sir, the Land lu'vt'iuic' (bmimission had definitely oh.served that the 
maJorit^ of tin' ('ommission had reac lied the ( (uiclusioii fliat “w'hatever may 
have* het'ii the justificat ion for tlie Permanc'nt Settlement in 17.93, it is no 
Ioniser suitahle to tip^ eomlitions of the piesent time.” They observed 
furtlit'i', “it should be replaec'd b\ om' which will brim? the actual cultivators 
into tlie position of tenants boldino* directly under the Government hy 
acciuirin*? the interests of all elassos ot rc'iit receivc'is.” If we look to paeje 
17 of the Beport, we find that the zamindars in Beiipral had never had an 
absolute ri}?ht to property in the soil, nor was it intended to ^ive them such 
rij?hts by the permanent settlement. If you gro still further on page 41 
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will find, Sir> that majority of the ^embers of the Commission were 
^Sluitely of the opinion that no other j^ntion than state acqiiisition would 
^ adequate to remedy the defects of the present land system. 


Sir, they calculated the financial implications of the question as well. 
They went into this question, and jrave a financial account of the state 
purchase on the basis of ready assets and comjien^ation taken on the basis of 
10 times the net income, showing: an increase of 2 crores of revenue and 
^11 the basis of compensation at 12 or 15 times the net income, an increase 
-ff something between 1 47 and *48 crores, respectively. When the entire 
kn<l Is to be liiiuidated in course i)l‘ (50 \ears, and there will be no interest 
(fv sinkin^r fund, it will amount to 4*78 crores. Sir, the.\ went very deeply 
into the implications, financial and otherwise, of the whole (juestion. Sir, 
duritif^ the debate, representatives of zanundary interests here including* the 
biggest zamindar of united Bengal, the Maharajadhiraj of Burdwan, did 
not also oliject to the proposed implementation of tin' jiroposals formulated 
and adumbrated in the Bt'port of the Floud Commission. They did 
not object What the Maharaja ot Burdwan objected to was that 

during the unsetlb'd condition in the country on acianint of war, it W'as 

not jiossiblc to undertake a piofiosal of such magmtudi' involving such a 
huge tinaiicial liabilit.v and he waliteil that it shouhl ht' jioslponed till after 
the tcimination ot the war Now the war lias toidcd Sii , the zaniindars’ 
interest would havt' been hotter served it tbev took tinu' by the forelock iind 
ant icijiatcfl the dangers aht'ad.

Sir, 1 would re([uest the 
ITon’blo Minister tbrongb yon t(» jnirtienlarly notr‘ tbe^ wording'<r of the 
notifir-atiou, namely, lor the settlement ot immigrants. Sir, I do not know^ 
whether tbr' llon’ble Minister lias got information that the area mentioned 
in the nrit ifieation not only includes arable and fertile lands Imt also 
residential houses, huts, mo.sques, idgas and graveyards. Sir, the inhabitants 
of these villages are mostly cultivators and their only means of livelihood 
is derived from the income from the sale-proceeds of the fruits of the 
orchards, bamboos, fi^ from the tank, vegetables grown on these lands and 
usual cultivation. Sir, we Muslims thought that the acci'ptance of the 
Mountbatten Award by the Congress and the Muslim League should set at 
rest the TIindu-MusHm ipiestinn, and accordingly we decided not to raise 
snch questions us might lead people to look at problems of everv-day business 
of life from old communal standpoint and we persuaded ourselves to believe 
that the majority community would not b^ unfair to the minority. But,

Janab 8. M. ABDULLAH: Mr S{ >eak(‘r, Sir, the (piestion of abolition 
of per;naneiit settlement in Bt'n^^al is in (be air for many years and it is an 
admitted fact that permanent settlement ha.s bui^ ceased io s(*rve any 
national interest and it is no lon^^er retjuiied tf> suit (be inter(*st of ifjo 
country. But it is a sad iiony of fate and it is unfortunate on our ]»art to 
lemind the (fovernment that evtui after the attainment of fre(*dom, this 
dreadful permanent settlement which is sucking- the life-blood of the e.ountry, 
a .settlement under vvhicdi the people, the poor eulti\ators are <.fioaninj:C 
ill poveity for fhe last IdO \ears, a system of land tenure w fiieh has taken 
away the peace, comfort and hajipiness of the pe(»f)lf* of Benf.(a], is still 
pre\ ailing in the country, and it i.s more glaring and it is — T would .say — 
rather shameful on our part that under the (a>ngres,s regime tliis liad sy.stem 
of land tenure .should still contHiue and continue for eternity wulhout any 
change, without any break*. Sir, the object of the Congress is to establish 
Krishak-Mazdoor Baj in the ((mntry and to create a “Society basCid on 
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equality and fraternity, a society in which there will be no distinction 
between the rich and the poor. And here is a glaring example how for th^ 
interest of a particular section of the people, the interest of the rich peopl 
of society, whose proportion in comparison with the population of Denga 
is very scanty, the interest of the entire cultivators, the poor landle^ 
cultivators, has been sacrificed. 

Sir, in the last year’s Budget we find that 10 lakhs of rupees war- 
allocated to meet the preliminary expenses in connection with the abolitl 
of the permanent settlement, but, Sir, we find that nothing has been don 
to implement the promises given by the Government. On the contrary w 
find that this year nothing has been said in this respect and no amount h.* 
been provided in the Budget in order to abolish the hateful zamindaj 
settlement. You know, Sir, that the Governments of Biliar, Unit 
Provinces and Madras have already made provisions for the abolition of th. 
permanent settlement from their Provinces, but to our utter disappointmey 
Bengal which claims to be a province which always leads other province- 
in the political sphere in India today is tagging behind in this respect. S' 
I will ap])eal to the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Liind and Land Itevenm 
Depi irtment to express a clear-cut opinion about this issue of the abolition 
of permanent settlement, which is a vital issue for Bengal and to enlighten 
the House about the principle and the ])rogramme Government proposes to 
follow. 

Sir, in order to improve the economic condition of the cultivators I would 
suggest that tins zamindar> system should be replaced by a raiyatwan 
system by whicli the Go\ernment will be able to come in direct touch with 
tile cultivators by aecpiisition of all the agricultural lands and if this he 
giv(‘ii etfect to it will bring a fundamental (diange in the rural economy of 
Bengal, Sir, when this ])(‘rmanent .settlement was introduced we find that 
the zamiudars’ income was Its. 20 lakhs, one-tentli of the revenue of 2 crores, 
and it is now about 12 to 15 erores, I am speaking of united Bengal, and 
after partition the income of the zamiudars ol West Bengal may be le.ss 
proportiouutelx . The income of the zamiudars thus ve see has increased 
from 20 lakhs to 1,200 lakhs, but on the otlier hand we find that tlie 
zamiudars’ revenue has not increased hut in course of 150 years the rent 
level has incieased many times. Thus a licavy burden of taxation has fallen 
upon the jHior cultivators. Sir, 1 must say it is a peculiar system in a free 
and democratic country in which we find that a clear-cut division has been 
made between the rich au(l the poor, a division has been made to protect 
the interest of the rich at the sacrifice of the poor. It is a system in which 
we fiml that the cultivators have been turned into the position of serfs and 
slaves. Sir, it is a glaring disparity and difference of treatment between 
one section of jieople and the other, and I must say that it is a system in 
which provision has been made to make the rich remain richer for eternity 
and the poor remain poorer for eternity and ages to come. Thus we see 
a huge sum of 12 erores of rupees which is being produced by the toils and 
labours of the tillers of the soil, the cultivators, is going to the coffers of 
the rich. I would suggest that if this system of permanent settlement is 
abolished, then this amount we can utilise for the benefit of the tillers of 
the soil or we can utilise this huge amount for any other nation-building 
department. Sir, the abolition of permanent settlement will not only 
increase the revenue but will place the Government in a stronger position 
to develop agriculture, to utilise the national and material resources of tlu 
country for the general good of the people as a whole. 

In conclusion, I must say, Sir, that the prosperity, well-being ano 
' upliftmeiit of a nation depends not on the well-being and prosnerity of 
selected few but it depends on the prosperity, well-being and upliftment o* 
each and every member of the nation. So I will request the Government 
to think over the matter. The permanent settlement is really a bane on 
Mrt of the Government and they should think over the matter and 
in Anolish this svstem. 
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With these words, Sir, 1 coiniuend iiiy motion to the iiCH*eptance of tho 
)iise.

Sii, let Us eoiisidei what is the real i!l from which tln^ country in 
sullering. If tlie ill from which the counlry is sufVeiing- is really the 
existence of permanent setthmieut, th<*n abolish it by all meariM without 
payniiuit ot comt>ensation. But. Sir, it, on tin- othei hand, w (• com(‘ to the 
eonciusioit that the abolition of jcermaiienf settlement eanm»t be (be |ianiw;ea 
of all the evils, tlnm kis*]) it, regulate it or nindif\ it in any way wbieb niav 
be suitable to tlie eountiy. Sir, if we earefull.\ eonsider the agricultural 
state of the countiy, we will find that inothei earth has refinseil to sfiring up. 
It has been said a thousand times by one or other waiter and economist that 
mother earth has now' refund to spring up and the land has becom*» 
exhausted by centuries of cultivation. 
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Now, Sir, what is the remedy for all these P It has been said that the 
remedy lies in seieutiHc culfivation, in inereasin^>' production and in a 
thousand and other ways. Jf this permanent settlement stands in the way 
ol increasin^^ the production of land, carryin*,^ on intensive cultivation and 
taking to other means lor increasing the productivity of the land, then 
abolish it by all means. Rut, on tlie other hand, if it is the apathy of the 
people, if it is the neglect of the j>eople, if it is the ignorance of the people, 
which has led to this state of things, then change your people, organise 
your j)eople, tea{di your people. Then and then onlv the problem will be 
solved. 

Sir, 1 am reiuling from Wolff’s ‘T-o-operation in Agriculture”: “We 
fiave g’firn* on pi-ecisely in the same old humdrum way — com])hiining like the 
Jews at t!i(‘ Red S(*a when our duty was to ‘go forwaid’ hut not seeking to 
remedy what was amiss. It looked as if farmers thouglit that there wa> 
something derogatory and d<*grading in (^i-iijicration or else they dreaded 
‘Socialism’ of which ( ’o-ofuuat ion is in truth antipodes, trregariousness and 
readiness to aid in concert have indeiMl never been a leading' feature in the 
chai'ueter of oui rural population. And in justice hi* it said it has taken 
even tlnrse whom wc* now look up to as oiir models in the matter long enough 
to hindsle to (lo-operat ion. In all countries fanners are ditlicult to move. 
Ridgian and Italian Ministers liav * long openlv bewailed tlie distrust for 
co-o[K‘rati ve jiraidices which was cleaidv oliservahli' among theii peasantry. 
It has taken a long tinn* e\en to noisr tierman lai'ineis. now the hugest 
agi'icultural co-operators in the world, loi tin* (iiiaiity (d I niled Stall’s

ijuoting. 

Then. Sir, at page 'Jl, it has been said: “.Vg ncult ure hy itsell is still 
only an oidinaiy cialt, hut it it is to lie pratdised with suet'ess, it is tle])i‘ndent 
Upon the aid ot ni’m’I.iI ol the mo^t leeondite scieiire.s as well as upon 
tiioronghly eommercial management Tin* old-lashioiied simple methods and 
(‘asy calcu'aiioiis will no longei suffice. The farmer ot today wants to he, 
in jierson oi l»y suhstitute, a skilled trader. Then* must he a knowledge 
of trading jnimiples, ot marktds, a powei oi scientific calculation, of 
chemical analysis and hotanica! examination sindi as an ordinarv small 
iarniei' can neither he expected to pos.si’ss nor can afford to purcliase for 
hinisidf.” 

Tlu’se are the things,- Sir. 'i'hat is to say, imjuovenient of agriculture, 
iuteiisitii'd cultivation, intensified prodindion aie the only remedy for all 
the ills Ironi which we are suffering and not the abolition of [lermanent 
settlement. Sir, the permanent settlement m a way has already been 
abolished hy the imposition of lainl cess, hy the imposition ot education 
cess, by tin* imposition of education tax and hy^ the imposition of agricultural 
income-tax. Ry all these jiroeesses ju’iinaiient settlement lias nearly been 
abolished and I do not know what further imposition is going to be made 
upon agricultural iin-oni^. So bi a way the permanent settlement has already 
been abolished. It is only the skeleton, the frame, which remains. Even 
if for the good of the country, for tlie welfare of the countrv it he necessary 
'0 abolish the skeleton which is in existence, I cannot have any objection to 
that. But r am po.sitively and siiu'crely of opinion that the abolition ‘of 
permanent settlement would further deteriorate the condition of the 
peasantry, the condition of the raiyats. My friend here advocates that in 
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lace peiinaneiit .settlement the raiyatxxari system should he enacted, 
ir what is meant by “raiyatwari s.Nsteur’y The raiyatwari system means 

f iat instead of paying rent to the ]>rivate landlord tlie laiyat will pay rent 
Xjevi to the St.ite or to the ( fovernment. What ditlVreiice can there be.^ 
[lie ruiyat uill have to pay in any ease. Whether lie pays rent to the State

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ihuiab MD. KHUOA BUKH8H: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 must support the 
abolition of the zamindary and not only zamindary but all rent-receiving 
interests in land, and I must also urge uptm the Government that they 
should devise ways and means for their quick abolition. Sir, the Govern- 
ment have tried to make out a case that as the Centre are not interested and 
not sympathetic for reasons of their own and partly because they do not 
have the wherewithal for the acquirement of these rentrreceiving interests 
and excuse of lack of funds has been put up to slow the process of nationalisa- 
tion. But, Sir, to my mind the abolition of the zamindary system, in other 
words, nationalisation of land shouhl be made without compensation. Sir, 
we may fight shy of these wfmls “without compensation’' to-day but the 
conditions are soon approaching when it w'ill be imperative, when we will 
be impellHl, wdien we shall be stampeded and hurried into abolition of this 
larnl system withfjut compensation. Sir, lei us not ignore the waiting on 
the w'all. The w^orld has definitely taken a swing to the left and the “ism” 
that is being propounded hy the lioft has taken a very firm hold on the 
woiid mind and we are passing through a phase where w'6 must take 
decisions; otherwise we shall he overwhelmed. Sir, in order that w^e may 
not he overwhelmed and in order that we may not be stampeded into doing 
something we must have ])lans and formulas ready. Therefore w’e must from 
now on, from this v(*ry moment apply our minds as to how’ we can nationalise 
land without^ paying any compensation. Sir, when this compensation, 
question was being mooted on the floor of this House privately an interested 
gentlemali said, why only make the zamiudars your target, the capitalists 
also enjoy more wealth than is good for them but you are not trying to touch 
them. Sir, we will have to toucdi everybody; we shall have to nationalise 
everything; capitalism in all its forms must go. But to-day, Sir, because 
we liave on the agenda the subject of Ihe abolition of the rent-receiving 
interests that is wdiy, Sir, w'e shall concentrate on ihe persons who receive 
rents and how best >ye can liquidate them. Sir, in passing I may remark 
and I may point out that these capitalists, other than landlords, at least 
enjoy their wealth hy their own toil, hy their work, hut these zamindars 
they enjoy an unearned income to wdiioh they have no right and no title and 
the sooner they are got rid of the better it will he for the social as w^ell as 
the political .condition of the peopl(‘. But, Sir, I must also utter a word of 
warning, u word of caution which is this that before we can even think of 
nationalising land we must first of all devise ways and means for administer- 
ing the land system. Without setting uj> the machinery for administering 
this land system whieh is now' being managed by the different zamindars 
we should not launch upon this nationalisation of land. Sir, we know 
whatever the land system he, whether raiyatwari or direct relationship! 
betw'eeu the tenant and the State, the condition of the poor peasant is the 
same. We have got the khas mahal lands hut T shall luvve to confess, to 
„ my utter sliume, that tin' lot of the peasantry in the khas mahal lands is 
in no way superior to or better than the lot of the tenants of the private 
laudh)rds. In fact they aie in many iiistanee< worse. So if it is our 
objective to nationalise land we must first of all apjdy ourselves to the 
sotting up of the machinery to rofft out corruption, nepedism and jobbery 
and all the other had things that have cropped up in the administrative 
system right from the top to fhe bottom. AVe shall have fo get rid of that^ 
Then w'e must cleanse our minds and pre]mre ourselves first before w’e can 
think of any of thes^^ noble ohjeeis. My fri<*nd Janah Sayeed Sahib traced 
the history of the emergence of this zamindary syst,eTn. TiOrd Cornwallis 
created this permanent settlement. For creating this 1)0 had a certain 
objective. It w'us not for nothing that he granted concessions to a body 
of men who called them the agents ,of Government for the collection of 
land revenue. Certain privileges w'ere attached to those men as also certain 
obligations. Now that we have got our* National Government, now* that 
we are free, Sir, we must oblige those zamindars to fulfil their part of the 
contract . Till such time as we nationalise land, as we liquidate finally and 
take over the control of all land and its ^administration in theliandl of the 
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8tai% we must oblige tlie zamindml? to fulfil tbeir part of the contract. 
Terms and conditions have l>een Jf/m down when they were created. Instead 
oi acting upon those terms th^ have all flocked to Calcutta. They have 
started spending money on new cars, and new women and new horses. 
Sir, by legislation they must be forceo and obliged to go back to their land 
and perform the duties that devolved upon them as their being agents of 
the Government for the collection of land revenue. That, Sir, is uie least 
we can do. And, at the same time, as I have said, we mu.st have a com- 
preliensive plan of setting up the machinery as well as setting up an 
organisation whereby we can liquidate the zamindars without paying them 
any compensation; they just do not deserve dt.

Janab ABUL HASHEM: Sii, I have moved two cut motions hut I have 
spoken on only one and may 1 know whetlier 1 shall not he entitled to sjieak 
again on the other motion of mine? 


Mr. SPEAKER: Only one speech is allowed. Suppose a member moves 
ten motions, how (•an I allow him to deliver ten speeclms if the day’s business 
is to h(‘ finished within a certain time limit. 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: 1 was under the impression, Sir. that though 
all the (;ut motions were askinl to he moved by the respective members at 
one stretch, the\ could he taken up one by one and every time a speech is 
made, may be by the same ineniher if he has moved two motions. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is the reason why 1 said that all the x;ut motions 
should he moved in the first instance and then when the turn came to 
deliver speeches the memhers should deliver their speeches once only within 
the time-limit prescribed touching on the subject matter of all their cut 
motions. 


Janab ABUL HASHEM: If it be so, Sir, I would request the Ilou’ble 
Minister to reply’ to my cut motion reading, “To raise a discussion about 
insecurity of service of the lower grade employees of the Settlement Dejiart- 
raeut” on which I could not deliver a sjieech in view of the Hon’ble 
Speaker’s ruling. 


The Hon’ble Sri BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 was 
listening with very great interest to the speeches delivered from both sides 
nt the House. W4* have thi.s afternoon covered a wide field beginning from 
the early (^ys of the permanent settlernenf up to the future w^hen Marxism 
will bear its fruit in this c<»untr\ through the process of history. Sir, I 
do not want to cover that w ide field in niy re])ly, but I wmuld like to refer to 
one nr two broad points that have been str(»ssc*d by live Jumourable members 
in the course of their, speeches. I w'as sorry that the honourable^ member 
fr()ni Birbhum w’ho happens to lie ah.sent and who cliose to stay away after 
delivering his speech has not jiropounded at ajl a Vedantic or any other 
philosophy, in refuting the Marxist philo.sophy etiunciatc^d by other members 
of this House. That is the (mly regret that I can express. I shall now go 
on to reply to the points raised by*" other members. 


Sir, it has been said that the abolition of the rent-receiving interest has 
become an immediate necessity. There is no doubt, Sir, it has become a& 
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immediate necessity, and in my openin^f^eech 1 did not mince matters that 
it was an immediate necessity, and if abolished sooner, no one would 
be more pleased than the present Government. But in the meantime 
Government would have to evolve a new land tenure system which will be 
a better system than the present khas niahal system of Government. Sir, 
it is after all the people who will have to settle their own affairs. It is the 
people into whose hands power has come, and it is our duty to give a new 
and fresh era of freedom to our peoiJiC^ who are after all our mavsters today. 

•Sir, Janab Abul Hashem has referred to two things. He has said that 
Bengal appointed tin* Floud Commission about ten years ago and he has 
referred to the refommendations of the Floud Commission. But I must 
remind the House that those calculations have now become out of date. 
Since the partition of the province the situath)n that was possible for un- 
divided Bengal has, as the honourable members are aware, completely 
changed. West Bengal districts are generally much higher assessed than 
the districts of East Bengal and as a result its land revenue has as high a 
percentage as 41 *4 per cent, of the total raiyati assets of this province. I 
do not know whether sucli a high percentage of land as.sessment exists in 
any other province of India. It mu.st he admitted that financially it is a 
gum lo (lov(*rnm('nl to have* net 41 -I j)cr ctmt. of tlie iota! assessment without 
practically any exjiendilure. Well, Sir, it is a veiy large income in the 
context of the cost iiivolvtMl, hut, Sir, as some ot our fia'ends liave said, T 
do not wish tf> h)ok at the rpiestion from the financial aspect only. It has 
its political, social afid economic implications and it has its effects also on 
human existence. llK'refore, Sir, this (juestion has got to be tackled from 
all points of view, and we are examining all the angles and trying to give 
as speedy an effect to the scheme as possible and as ciremmstanoes permit. 

Now, Sir, I would refer to another point that has ]>een made by Janab 
Abul Hashem. He has said that he is convinced about tlje hono fidrs of the 
Government of West Bengal. But he has expressed certain misapprelien- 
sions about the pretensions (»f the (Vntrt‘. Sir, T do not want to drag the 
Central Government in this House because the Central Government knows 
bow to (bd'eud itself, headed as it is by the most brilliant leader of the 
country, Hon’ble Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, the Ibinie Minister of India. 
1 can only say, Sir, that tlie shadow of sovereign Bengal that is lurking 
beliind his criticisms, tlie .sooner it is buried the better. The Government 
of AVest Bengal are fullv convinced that our destinies — the destinies of the 
millions of peojile of this country — he safe in the hands of leaders like 
Hon’ble Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru and Iloii’bh* Sardar I’atel. iSir, it has 
been mentioned that tlirnr should be nationalisation of land without com- 
pensation. T havt‘ pointeil out th(‘ impossibility of such a course: it is not 
only a (luestion of legal difficulty but it is a (jiiestion of economic adjust- 
ment. Now, Sir, I will mention one fact that will clearly bring out the 
position f)f landlords in West Bengal. Sir, you know tliat those landlords 
who pay a rent or revenue of Ks. 2,(100 and over or a road and public worlds 
cess of over Es. 500 are entitled to be voters in a zamindary constituency, 
and the total number of such voters iu West Bengal is only 339. That is 
to say, only 339 people pay a land revenue of Us. 2,000 and over or a road 
and public works cess of over Us. 500. Sir, when we are speaking of the 
abolition of the rent-receiving interests without compensation, we should 
bear in mind that we are taking away the assets of not onlv tlie big landlords 
but also of the vast' multitude of middle class people. Therefore it is not 
easy nor is it desirable to rush to hasty conclusion.s in these matters. 
Bather it would be wise to go into the matter and find out what are the 
implications of the proposals .*yjggested by the various persons. Sir, I 
would not dilate on this point any further. 

I would now refer to the motion moved by Janab Abdur Eahman who 
referred to an incident in the Baraset subdivision. Some time ago a press- 
»ate was issued by the Government of West Bengal on this matter, and 
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it waa made absolutely clear in that press-note that there has been only 
a notification under section 4 wUlefi entitles (Jovernment only to enter upon 
and survey a land. ’ In tliat press-note it was made crystal clear that in 
respect of af?iicultural and homestead lauds Uoveriiment would naturally 
take into consideration their claims on the laud and exclude so far as possible 
all those lands where people have eretded houses or where people are carryinpr 
their agricultural activities. Section 4 empowers the (lovernraent to enter 
upon the laud, hut that does not mean at all aequisitiou of land and driving 
away the occujjants therefrom, I am sorry tliat the honourable member 
has in thi^^ cnnnectiou tliought fit to raise a llindu-Muslim controversy. I 
can assure him that the West Bengal (Government as a secular (Government 
do not want to l»e iiiiiair to any >e< tion of the people. His misleading 
statement, therefore. Sir, 1 must sadly <*oufess, proceeds out of a long 
inheritance of a mental complex which the honourable member has not yet 
been able to get lid of. 


Sir, the time at my disposal is very slout. 1 sliould therefore like to, 
say that the (iovernment of West Bengal would he really anxious to carry 
out the land rtdoriu^. Sir. I ciuite feel the vast hopes and <*xpectations 
routed in the minds ot the ])eo|>V since the achii'veimmt of our fieetlom and 
I know tliat tin* pempie an* im|)atienl t(» wait an\ longer. We all feel 

that that imjiat H'I km* and passion ho- a change t<» he (piiti* natural, ami we 
admit that a <‘han<^e neeessar\ . But \\»* must put our heads together 
and evolve a sound seheme to build a new futun‘ lor Ihmgal, and that new 
and hTi<.:ht liiluie <'aii he Imilt only h\ the joint (dTorts of us all. The 
responsihilit v now licN not only ui>on (Jovernment hut upf)u every individual 
who must play his part and make his (‘outrihution towards huihliug up that 
future. Sir, we must all join together in making this great venture a 
success. I must jit tin* saim* tune sound a not(» of warnmg to my friends 
opposite not to come and critieist* (Government in a d(*structive spirit. Sir, 
the achie\ eluent of freedom has been done by the (‘fforts of the majority 
of the p(*ople Init the tusk of making tlnit freedom real has fallen not only 
on that majority of the peojde hut on every individual who is a citizen of 
tree India today. 

Sir, I oppose all the ( ut mol ions and support my motion and commend 
it to the acceptaiK e of the House. 

Janab ABUL HASHEMS Will the llon’hle Minister H])eak a few words 
about luy motion r(‘garding the officers of the Settlement l)epartment ? 


The Hon’ble Sri BIMAL CHANDRA SIN HA: We shall consider this 
tjuivstioii and look into their grievances and find out what relief can bo given 
to them.

S— Provincial Excise. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His J'ixeelleney the (lovernor, 1 beg to move that a sum of 
Kh, 34,09,000 he grunt<*d for exi»enditure under the head ”8 — Provincial 
Excise”. 

Sir, as I nee the various cut motions tabled, it seems to me that most, 
if not all, of the movervS of such cut motions have got only one burden to 
speak of and one it(*m to talk about. Sir, a.n a person who was born in a 
family whose tradition was “Taste not, smell not, toiudi not that which 
intoxicates the brain” it is one of the fnndameiital creeds of my very 
existence, and that is av(»idance of anything which is regarded as an in- 
toxicant. As a medical man it has been my misfortune to see people under 
tJie influence of various types of intoxicants, and I have often w’ondered 
how anyone could get into the habit of having l)eeTf addicted to any <lrug 
which undermines him. which makes him les.s than a human being; ana 
therefore the ((uestion of prohibition about which my friends, the members 
of the Assembly, are so eager isU mutter in which I am a natural co-operator. 
A person gets addicted to an intoxicant, and now I refer not only to those 
who use country spirit or foreign liquor but also those who 
pac/iwai, toddy and -beer, those who take opium, ganja and hh(mg, all of 
which come under that one heading “Excise”. Now, Sir, these intoxicants 
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— or shall we say these substances — ^are used by three classes of people or 
under three different kinds of circumstances. They are used bv medical 
men for the puri>ose df relieviiifr distress. I believe there could be no 
objection on the part of any individual to the employment of these drugs 
for su<h relief purposes. Some of these materials are also used for various 
commendal purposes. That a^rain is a matter in which I should imagine 
there is a consensus of opinion that such use should be allowed. Then 
again there are substances which are used by particular comniufilties and 
groups of people in tliis province, for instance, pacJncat of which the 
Santals are so fond and tari of which another group of people are so fond; 
and then there is the third grouj) of people who are the real addicts, those 
who have got the habit and camiot get rid of tlie habit. As I said before, 
they h(*(‘onu* really less than human beings and perb)rni all acts in order to 
achieve the end, namely, to get hold of an intoxicant. 

Sir, witli regard' to tln*se three groups, I will take the second group first, 
that is to say, wliat is to bt‘ done with that group of people that comes home 
tired after the whole day’s work and who for generations have been 
accustomed to drink a liltb' /unhuai or a little turi. As T said before, I 
liave this advantage not having n^ed liipior in any shaju' or ftirm tiiat I can 
take an objective view of th<‘se <'onditions. It is sometimes one of the 
^liibhoh'ths : “la*t us have Ibohihition”. 1 am reminded of a story T heard 
U)metiine ago. where two ]»ovs were found fighting om' with the other in the 
streets of London, ami the big bov bit the small boy. Both were arrested 
ind tak('n to the Taiw* (’ourts, and the Magislrat(‘ asked tin* big boy “Did 
you hit the small hoyy” He said: “Yes, Sir, T have.” The Magistrate 
isked : “Why <lid you do ity” “Because,” he said, “he called my sister 
a|uint.” The Magistrate asktul : “Is your sister squint?” “No, Sir,” he 
<aid, “I have not got any sister.” “Then why did you hit him?”, asked 
he Magistr.at(‘. “Because,” he said, “on princi])le.” Therefore, Sir, on 
principle you must put forward prohiliition, hut let us take the reality. Is 
it possible for you to arrange for us matters in such a way that you can give 
a diversion or mode of amusement to these people, so that you can replace 
their want with something else. As a physiedan, T have to say this. It is 
UQ use leaving a void, Ijccause he would either go in f(»r illicit distillation 
or h<‘ will im])or1 or smuggb* these goods from outside. 

Sir, in this province there an* certain prolilems witli regard to this 
matter of prohibition which you inust not lose sight of. Firf*t of all, in this 
province of Id districtN, 11 districts are termed “Border districts”! Some 
tmrder districts against Pakistan: some are bordering on Bihar and Orissa 
neither of winch has taken any particular ste]) towards prohibition’ 
^condly. Sir, most ot the labourers in the industrial areas who indulge in 
large quantity of country liquor belong not to this province but come from 
outside, and until th(*ir sordal condition is such and tli(‘ir mental outlook 
IS such that they an* able to form the habit of temfierancc, it is inipo.ssihle 
for you to do aiiylliing (*ven forcibly, h(‘cause these people are generally 
seasoned workers. They go back after six inontbs or three months to their 
country homes where they get back to their old habits. A habit once 
lonned, IS difficult to get rid of, unless there is a su.stained effort on the 
part of those who feel for it^ — a susfairM*d effort to g(‘t rid of this habit, 

difli<-ultv with regard to this province is that th(‘re is a place 
called ( handernagore \fhich is French territory where as everybody is aw^are 
there is no duty on liquor. 

T have know n from mv own experience w'hat temptation that place gives 
to those wdio want to indultre in liquo^ if liquor is not found in this province 
These are the difficulties wdiich we must combat again.st. 

Then, with Regard to Calcutta where probably the largest amount of 
liquor is sold or other intoxicants ar^ sold, particularly opium and ganja. 
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that this capital city haft a floating population of immense magnitude coming 
from different countries and provinces with different habits and customs we 
cannot ignore. The reform of such a basic character as prohibition cannot 
succeed unless the i)eople support it whole-heartedly. Public opinion has to be 
created in support of it before any successful and effective step could be 
t^ken. Sir, it is tlierefore necessary to proceed in a manner— in order that 
we might achieve our goal of prohibition — which may be effective. One 
method ilff to iii(“ieu.se the pric'es of these commodities. I may tell you that 
we are already chaiging the highest prices for these intoxicants in Bengal 
compared to any other province; secondly, that we can stop and we have 
stopijed issue of new licenses unless in very ex(*ei)tional circumstances; 
thirdly, that we can reduce the number of working hours in these shops; 
and tourthly, that we can increase our drive against illicit practices. We 
have already introduced one day as a “Dry Day” in the town of (hihmttiv, 
and its surroundings. That may be increased iti number. The Clubs have 
been brouglit und(;r l^xcise (‘ontrol from Fel)ruary last. Tt is therefore the 
Ofunion of the (iOV{*rnment of AVe.st Bengal that no step should be taken 
wjth regard to pr(dii})ition unless we are able to prevent illicit distillation 
f)n lh(‘ one hand and smuggling on the other. Apart from the fact that 
any scheme of prohibition would mean loss of revenue, when there is a 
question of principle tlie loss of revemie is of insignificant moment. But 
apart from the loss of revenue you shall have to em])loy an Enforcement 
Branch which may cost you a good deal of money before you (’an realise 
your ifb'jil. (Janab Anri, ; It is a vicious circle.) Yes, it is a 

vicious circle because* tin* whob* thing is vicious. Therefore the proposition 
that th(‘ A\ est Beng'al tiovernm<‘nt want is to take up this prohibition 
8ch(‘m(^ in certain areas where it can be introduced. Sir, prohibition can 
Ik:* done in three different ways — either take tin* province as a whole and 
indict any foiin of offence against piohibition anywhere in the province 
with a large body of Enforcenu*nt Branch which would insist and see that no 
smuggling and no illicit ])rocurement is allowed ; or it may be that we may 
pick U]i one or tw(» or three particular ty])es of intoxicants and prevent them 
from Iieing used; and thirdly, we may pick up a particular geographical 
art*a where it is possible for us to have a cordon to prevent either smuggling 
of goods from outside or allowing illicit distillation in that area. The 
(}oV(*rnment of West Bengal are considcTing the last step iti order to find 
out wlu're and in what manner the j>rohihitinj) can be introrluced in this 
provima*. Tlu* (iov(‘rnment of India had apj)ointed a committee of experts 
and itidusf rial^ts to consi(h‘r the question of anti-inflation, and one of the 
measures suggested was that at the pn^sent moment it wms not desirable to 
go in for ))rohibition because that would mean cutting of the revenues and 
also increasing your co.st for the purpose of orotecting the country from 
either illicit distillation on one hand or smuggling on the other. In these 
circumstances I feel that while prohibition as an ideal and a goal and as an 
achievement to ))e desired for is a matter whii’h admits of no doubt what- 
soever, as an administrative measure we have got to r’onsider how and to 
what exient it may be safely introduced in this ])rovince. 

Sir, at the pres(‘nt moment T do not desire to go further into any of the 
t>robIems rais(‘d by different members who may move their (Uit motions. I 
fthall give replies aftew I have heard them. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Sir, T beg to move that the demand of 
Eft. for expenditure Tinder the head “8 — Provincial Excise” be 

reduced by Rs. 100. 

I move this in order to .raise a discussion about Government’s failure to 
formulate and put into operaTlon any scheme or policy for total prohibition 
in We«t Bengal. 

Jaitab ABUL HABHEM: Sir, I beg to move that the demapd of 
Kb. 34,69,000 for expenditure under the head “3 — Provincial Excise” be 
Yedneed hy Es. 100. 
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I more this in order to raise a discussion about Government's failure to 
introduce measure for prohibition. 

Jtaab A. F. M. ABDUR RAHMAN: Sir, after hearing the beautiful 
exjdanation of the Hon’hleihe Leader of the House, I do not want to move 
my motion. ^ 

Janab MAHAMMAD 8AYEED MIA: Sir, I beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. *34, 09, 000 for expenditure under the head “8 — Provincial 
Excise’’ be reducetl by Rs. 100. 

I move this in order to raise a discussion about the failure of Government 
to introduce prohibition throughout the province. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I would not detain 
the House for more than a few minutes. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: 1 wish to tell the House that enough time had been 
taken in disposing ot the cut motions under the head “laind Revenue” and 
we have got to finish the day’s work, if possible. Therefore speeches will 
have to be cuitailed. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Sir, 1 shall not d(*tain tlie House for 
more than a f<‘W minutes. The House was just now regaled with a disserta- 
tion from th(* ilon’hle Re\enue Miui.ster on various angles of vision — 
I)oliti(*al, socio-economie and ideologiiyil, but our angle is never changed: 
if nia\ b(‘ acute or ol)tus(‘ — it may be this or that, but it is never the right 
angle. 'Fhe angle ot vision of th(‘ Ilon'bh* the Ibtuiiit'r of West Rengal 
does not appear to me to be a right angle. He has come forward with 
apolog\ lor relaxation and exhilaration and in some shapi* or form for 
(IrunkaiaK and figiits sh\ of infrodm ing prohibit ion. It is riviliy so incon- 
sistent with the pledges and assiiranees that have been gi\(‘n times without 
iiiunhtn’ not merel\ h\ the (iovauninent of evcuy provinei^ hut by tlie 
(longres*. oi ^^anisat ion itself. Sir, not only the political organisation like 
tln‘ t'oii^n*ss hut also various other organisations, religious persuations and 
crta*ds and s\ stems of ciN ilisatiou in the world have advoealinl proliihitiou 
ill no niictniain terms. 

Sir, tliis pmnicious e\il of drinking mits into the vitals of luimau society, 
desti(»\'' human mateiial and uHimatel\ leads to de(diMe iir production as 
well. From the economic point of view, from the economic angle of vision 
also prohibition has g-ot to he advoc-ated. I’roliihition has got fo he advocated 
and su|»])oile(l with all the enthusiasm and seriousness at our di.sposal. 

Sir, I would not enter into details, hut I may only remind the Hon’ble 
Premi<*r of West Bengal that another (jovernment in Bombay never w^as 
troubled about thi.s question. Thev are pnqiared to drop their revenue of 
17 crores and odd.s for the sake of prohibition. (The ITon’ble l>r. 
Bidhan CIrA^'DRA Roy: That is Matlras.) I beg your pardon. Tt is Madras. 
Even for the purpose of financing a scheme for total prohihitirm, they are 
prepared to sjiend a further sum of 2 crores and odds. If the Government 
of Madras have got the courage to introduce prohibition in the face of the 
fact that they have got to lose a revenue of 20 crores, I do not see any reason 
wdiy Bengal will fight shy of it, why Bengal wu'll subscribe to a defeatist 
mentality, knowing fully well that this evil has been responsible for various 
miseries and complications in human society. As I w^as pointing out the 
other day, from the statistics it appears that three-fourths of the crimes of 
the world oan he traced to the habit of drinking. Fourteen hundred yearn 
ago, the followers of the great Rrophet never suhscrihed to the defeatiat 
mentality. One word from that great reformer in human society was 
enough. Drinking, gambling and games of chances were eradicated in a 
few years from the whole country of Arabia. ^ If it has been possible in any 
other country of the world, in any other province in India, I do not see why 
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the Premier of West Bengal — or for the matter of that, the Governmem 
of West Bengal — should subscribe to the defeatist mentality, and try tc 
regale and amuse the people only by dissertation about this or that, onlj 
with assurances about formation of a committee of investigation oj 
industrialists' and economists. Sir, it is not ^yse. It is neither political 
expediency nor it is justified by any canon or standard of decency to try tc 
amuse j>frople or hoodwink them by saying that prohibition is very difficuH 
to introduce in the province. If you have to lose 5 or 6 crores of youi 
I’evenue, you cun meet your deficit in other ways. If it has been possible 
in other provinces, it will be possible here. Therefore, I will appeal to the 
Government tliiit if total prohibition is not possible, let them proceed 
gradually, step by step, district by district. After all, human material is 
the most important consideration that must weigh with the authorities con- 
cerned. Human material is the most important factor. That must come 
first into consideration in any scheme of social, economic or political con- 
struction of human society. 

Sir, with these few words I move my cut motion. 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am really happy and proud 
to know lliis evening that our Priimier has Ihe honour to belong to a family 
whose motto is “touch not, drink not, smell not any intoxicating liquor”. 
Sir, sf) 1 would like to ask the llon’hle Premier why he does not consider 
himself as the fittest person to introduce the same motto for the entire people 
over whom be is now pr(‘Miding. Let the people of Bengal have the same 
motto and tin* same advantage of tliat mott«j “Drink not, toiicb not, smell 
not intoxicating liiiuor and other intoxicants”. 

Sir, th(‘ Hon’ble Premier antieipat(‘d all the arguments that wo pro])osed 
to a(lvan(;e in favour of our proposition and he has in his way answered them 
before^ they wert‘ raised. I am lurthei glad to know, Sir, that he has 
pleaded his immediate inability to implcunent them into action. TTis main 
argument against th(‘ introdnetion of immediate jirohibition in Bengal is 
that of the Id districts of West Bengal 11 are border districts, and since 
he has no control over th(‘ borders tlu'refore tlu' probbun seems to be difficult 
<d‘ solution. ILue again if I want to say anything T am afraid my friend 
the Ilon’ble Sri Bimal Chandra Sinha will jump on me and say that some idea 
of ITnited Sovereign Ihmgal is lurkinu- in my mind and he would say, the 
sooner the shadow of Sovereign Bengal is removed, the better. T would 
say in retort, after liearing the sp(*eeh of the Ilon’ble Premier and the 
difficulties of the border lines, that the sooner the llon’ble Mr. Sinha 
realises that tin* Sovereign Bengal is the only solution to mould our destiny 
according to our desire, the better. 

The next thing that the Hon’hle Premier says is that since it is impossible 
to enforce prohibition, since pcMiple would continue to indulge in drinking, 
it is no use losing so much of our revenue. 1 would ask him point blank — 
and by this f(uestinn T will conclude my speech — is drinking the only vice 
to which the people of Bengal are addicted, or there are other vices tooP T 
would ask straightaway, is it not a fact that millions of onr pt*ople are 
addicted to many other vices? Supposing if it be our habit to indulge in 
immoral traffic in women, does the Government propose to formulate some 
scheme tor squeezing some money out of that vice to increase the revenue 
of Bengal on the ground that this is prevalent in Bengal ? Sir, there should 
not be any difference between means and end. Ill-earned money, be it of 
an individual or of a .society, is bad. Therefore, Sir, it makes no difference 
• whatsoever if a soidetv or a nation indulges in vices and earns immoral 
money and .if individuals are forced to be moral. There should be one single 
moral code, for the individual as well as for the society. Therefore, Sir, I 
JronLd upon the Hon^ble the Premier who fortunately for me belongs 
hates drinking as also represents a party which is suppos^ 
to advocate of prohibition, to enforce prohibition. Sir, if 
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we cannot have prohibition having this Premier and this Party in power, 
w© should simply wonder how Dry Congress is so fast becoming much 
wot.

Janab MD« KHUDA BUKHSHs Air. SpeuKer, Sir, I for one was 

extremely surprised that tli«^ Jloii’ble l^reinier who is iii charge of Excise 

blew hot and cold in (he saine breath. While he afliniited that total 
prohibition is their ultimate aim and objective he, Sir, tried to plead mamr 
excuses for his inability to introduce prohibition. Sir, this will not do. If 
we accept a certain thing we must go the whole hog with it. If w’e say to 
the country that we shall have prohibition we should try to implement 
prohibition. Sir, it is no time now for us to try and hoodwink the public 
and keep their hopes deferred. That is what we have been doing and this 
is the warning that I want to give to the (iovernmeiit to-day that please 
do not play with words. Please state your objective; please be sure in your 
own mind what you are going to do. If it is really prohibition tliat you 

are going to achieve tell the world so and achieve. If for some reason or 

other prohibition cannot be enfon ed please say so. Do not mince matters. 
You will tell them that prohibition is your ultimate obje<’tive but you will 
prove something else by acting otherwise. To me, Sir, it has been a series 
of surprises this evening. I was again surprised by another friend of mine 
who had to take recourse to Gandhibad for support of prohibition. Sir, 
1 am afraid Mahatma Gandhi himself took recourse to the idenle" of lelaili 
and to ideals of other Dharmas for the propagation of p^hj^ition« Siv, 1 
do not want to minimise the ideals of Mahatma Gandhi mit A« a Vxmimy 
Sir, I certainly refuse to invoke Gandhibad in support ©f proliibil^a, W 
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own religion is sufficient unto me. My Prophet, Sir, introduced prohibition, 
as an honourable member to my left had occasion to mention in this House, 
in one minute. As soon as it was revealetl unto him that prohibition should 
be introduced lie introduced prohibition. No difficulty was experienced 
because at that time they were a receptive people. What is the trouble with 
us now? Our ruinds perhaps are not receptive. That is another matter. 
We sliall have to educate our own minds and then talk about it. I take 
this opportunity of drawing the jfttention of the Hon’ble Pfemier to one 
thinj** since we are on the subject, Sir. Last year when the Excise Amend- 
ment Bill was bein^^ passed in this House I had occasion to draw the atten- 
tion of the Hon ’hie Minister who was then piloting the Bill to the Masonic 
Lodges. Sir, Masonic Tiodges have been brought under the purview of 
the Amendment Act and the lodges are now being treated as places where 
drinks are being sold. Sir, 1 again want to impress on the Hon’ble Minister 
in charg'e that the lodges are on a footing entirely difi'erent from the 
drinking houses. In the lodg^es drinks are not sold. The members pay 
consolidated subscription to tlieir lodges and there are members who perhaps 
drink and drinks are consumed in those places. 1 would request the Hon’ble 
Minister in charge to exempt Masonic Lodges. 

The Hon’bte Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: But you are now blowing 
hot and cold ! 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Why are you confusing the issues? 
1 plead for tin* exemption Ix'cause there i.s not yet prohibition. Prohibition 
‘ought to come. But in the meantime there should not be injustice done 
t(» a particular institution. When prohibition comes the wliole country 
will go dry as also the Masonic liO<lges but when the country is not yet going 
dry, u'hen the gcmtlemen interested in breweries are tbeie to advise (loverri- 
ment tf) see that tlie country does not go dry, you see 1 am helpless. But 
as long as there is no prohibition I want to imjiress ii])f)n the llon’ble 
Premi('r who is in cdiarge ot the Excist* jiortfoho to see that justice is done 
to a particular institution. That is wli\ 1 w.mt to drtiw his particular 
attention. lt(‘verting to this I would expect that the llon’bb* Minister 
would go into the (jU(‘stion of the masonry rights. I ani sure, Sir, there 
arc many members of tin* (rovernmeiit Bench(*s who are Masons. (Cries 
of “No, No” from (he fkmgress Benches.) What is the point in shouting 
“‘No, No”. Sliall 1 w’itli the permission of the Speaker name the individual 
members wdio are members of the Masonic Lodges? (Mr. SrK\KKR: No.) 

I do not want to enter into any controversy but I know' the members because 
f m(*et them in the same jiiace. Why should they shout “No, No”? By 
shouting they want to hide the real tact; I have nothing to hide. 

(At this stag(* the member having reached tlie time-limit resumed liis 
seat. ) 

8ri J. C. GUPTAS Mr. S| leaker, Sir, uo doubt the province’s deficit 
binlget and the inability to provide the bare necessities of life is an obstacle 
in the way of tlie (lovernment. There is also no doubt that the difficulties 
of enfoniiig prohibition are great; preventing illicit distillation is probably 
a greater iiifficulty. This (juestioii cannot be judged in terms of loss of 
revenue alone and the difficulties cannot outw'eigb the consideration of the 
great loss in human materials and the miseries in the families of drunkards. 
We cannot possibly prove false also to the Father of the Indian nation. 
We need not try to be wiser than Mahatma Gandhi who had an unerring 
vision anil who could spot out tho defects. How I wish he was spared a 
Jew years to drag us out of the rut and to put us on new' ways which we are 
not able to do by ourselves. I Know*, Sir, mere legislation or swearing by 
the iKtIicy of prohibition will do no good. But at the same time we must not 
get defeated on the miestion of loss of income. My constructive suggestion, 
therefore, would be : us, the people, take upon ourselves the responsibility 

to ovei^ome the difficulties which certainly confront the Government. Let 
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he piwjple organise themselves either in particular ai^^nr district- wise or. 
If possible, province-wise, and then insist upon the Gwemment to stop the 
sale of liquor. Until this is done, we shall lack th^y>^^^^ strengifiilino 
doubt, but what I am going to suggest is this: The Hon’ble the Premier 
was right in pointing out tbe difficulties about enforcement and all that, 
[)ut I do not agree that in border areas the difficulty would be greater. To 
me it seems that in bonier areas we will have many enforcement people; 
In border areas we have a staff who will prevent smuggling and I would 
•nggest that bonier areas should be taken \i\) first. If areas like the districts 
)f Alalda and Dinajpur are taken up, we have got to maintain a staff' there, 
we have got to incur expenses for enforcement purposes for prevention of 
imuggliug.

toother Taxes and Duties. 

The Hon’ble Sri NALINI RANJAN BARKERS Sir, on tlie recoinnienda- 
tioii of the (ioveruor I beg to move that a sum of Us. 12,47,900 be grunted 
for exfienditure under tlie head “14 — Other Taxes and Duties'’, during the 
^ear 1949-r)(): 

Sir, tlie estimate of revenue from thi.s head is 7 crores 47 laklis. ♦The 
COST of collection is therefore vei‘5’ low. I think the House will surely 
appreciate the fact that the collection charges are so low, in fact the lowest 
iu the country. From })age 14 of the publication already circulated to 
lionoiirahle mem))cr,> entitled “The AVe.9t Bengal Provincial Ilupee — from* 
where it comes and wliere it goes”, it will appear that ervm including all 
indirect cost*, the co.sf of collection works out at 1*8 per cent. only. 

1 may state for the information of the House that our estimated receipts 
from the Bengal FInauce (Sales Tax) Act for the current year alone are 
1 crore 40 lakhs more than the estimates and 40 lakhs more than the 
actuals of umlivided Bengal for 1940-47. 

This indicates that evasiujis are being elt'ectivelv cbepkeJ and we have 
provided for improving the machinery further for elf'ectively checking such 
evasions. For example, we have started a Central Section for this purpose 
and will strengthen it further this year. I shall surely make note of ihe 
various suggestions which the hpnoufalde members may be pleased to inake^ 
to check evasion and I can assure them tliat, wherever found practicabloi 
I shall try to work upon them. 1 need hardly stress that although evasion* 
may benefit one individually, for the collective good of the nation its effects 
are indeed harmful. The public has, therefore, a part to play in dhecking- 
such evasions and I hope and trust that in our endeavour we alifidl have 
the advantage of receiving increasing public co-operation. * 

It appears to me, Sir, that there is some misconception in public mind 
about the structure and mechanism of Bales Tax. L^t some honourable 
members of the House may share in that misconception, I feel called upon, 
in the interest of a proper appreciation of the question, to explain briefly 
the operations of the tax in this province. 

Ours is a single point tax, which means that it is a* tax levied at one^ 
and a single stage and hot, like Madras, levied at many points. 
register dealers if their annual turnover exceeds Rs. 50,000, and impoliers 
and manufacturers if t^lei^ annual turnover exceeds Rs. K^XIO. The 
registered dealers are, as it wexe, fenced off within a tax-ring. Honourable 
members are aware that the larger part of our economy is outside this ring*

The bulJk of the goods in use, particularly in the countryside, do not enter 
into this ring at all but are produced, dealt in and consumed outside this 
tax-ring. Such goods, particularly those produced by the villagers, do not 
pay the tax, even if they are not on the exemption list. 

It will thus appear that by far the larger part of usable goods in this 
Province is outside the scope of the tax. The restriction is severest in 
this province. For, no province has « such a high registrable turn-over. 
In some provinces’, it is as low as Ms. 5,()00 so that almost everybody is 
roped in. Even in Bombay it is Its. ;j0,00() for ordinary dealers .as atrainst 
Us. 00, 000 in this Province. 

All transactions witliin tlie ring are also exempted from the operations 
of the Act. Sale hy one registered dealer to another is not subject to tax, 
though returns are ordinarily to he submitted in respect of such transactions. 
Government keep full information of transactions within the ring but suc’i 
transactions are tax-free. 

** Tl^ tax is levied only when a commodity passes out of the ring, z.c.,^hen 
a registered dealer seljs to a person outside the ring who may be a dealer or 
. it) coii||pumcr. !Now this tact must bt‘ taken into consideration in comparing 
oui*^ rate with that of Madras. In Madras they charge the tax at every 
- stage. The tax is levied when a manufacturer sells to a wholesaler, when 
a wholesaler sells to another wholesaler or to a retailer, and when the 
retailer sells to a consumer. We tax it only when the last registered 
dealer in the chain sells it. So our tax of 3 pice is not generally more 
eevere than the Madras rate of one pice only, which is being raised to l^J 
pice in some cases this year. 

Ai)art from the severely restricted scope of the scheme itself, we have 
a long exemption list. Madras exempts almost nothing. They tax rice, 
paddy, chillies, tamarind and almost everything. We have an’ exemption 
list wdiieli contains all food-grains besides many other commodities wliicli 
make a fairly long list. Then we exempt sales of raw' materials, 
machineries, etc., to the manufacturers. Madras does not. We exempt 
sales of goods by dealers who themselves despatch tliem outside the province. 
Some other provinces do not grant such exemi)tions. 

I hope the House wilJ^ uow realise w'hat great care has been taken to 
devise our system so that its impact on our economy may not involve much 
haYdsliip. 

Jflnab 8a M« ABDULLAH: Sir, 1 beg to move that the demand of 
Hs. ll\47,00() for expenditure under the head “13 — Other Taxes and Duties’" 
.he reduced by Us. 100. 

, I move this in order to raise a discussion about the policy of the Govern- 
ment with regard to tax on newspapers, coal, wood and fuel. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, all section® of this House including the members of 
the Treasury Benches ^baVe recorded their disapproval and discontent 
wgarding the imposition of Sales Tax by the Government *of Bengal. In 
iniposing this tux it wdll appear from the budget speech of the Hon’hle 
Finance Minister that the (toverument have been guided by the only 
principle — the principle of balancing the budget. Government have not 
been guided by any other principle hut the only principle of balancing the 
budget. In onler to fulfil their own object, the popular Government — the 
National Government — it seems, never cared to look up to the interests 
of the common peonle and I will say that in order to balance their budget, 
.lliey have sacrificed— -they have^ali^ady lorgotten— the interests of** the 
common man. They have never thought in their»;ninds the pledges .'^rhich 
the Conw^a members have given to their constituency, to their coitotry-, 
men. They have come to this Assembly, they have attained freedom — for"^ 
VhomP For the masses, for the downtrodden and mberaMe^masses. But 
^ look at this pft)vision, it seems that this is a glaring example

o| Ilow these people, these Congressmen, those who came here to ohitmpioa 
the cause of the masses, the downtrodden, those who came here to establish 
the Krishak-MajdooT Raj, are going to establish the Krishak-Majdoor Raj 
by imposing taxes on the Tery necessities of life, by imposing taxes even 
on newspapers. We know that newspaper is an instrument to help the 
^owth of healthy public opinion and it plays a very important role «i 
dispelling the ignorance of the countrymen. It is the newspapers whi^ 
only can guide people in these days of turmoil, in the days when the country 
is really ])asising through a crisis, when the National Government is faced 
with not only outside dangers but with internal dangers, such as musS 
iiiovenienls. It is the uewsj>apers which can dispel the darkness and 
misunderstanding of the public. Hut, to our utter surprise, we find that 
th<‘ newspapers whicdi can carry the message of the National Government 
to the hearths ami homes of the people are going to be deprived of their 
h‘gitimate rights. 

Sir, I do not know how this (iovernmeiit can forget tlie sacrifices which^ 
some of tlie natumalist newspapers have undergone iii tlieir struggle for 
national freedom. Toihi\ the time has c<une wlien we must give inCtlf 
fa(“ilities to (lie newspajxTs in order to sjirea<l mass education, in order to 
make the ])en])le jxdit ical-minded , in onler to guide tlie i)eoj)le in the;!J^fope» * 
channel. To my mind tht‘ tax which the Government is going to impose 
upon the newspajiers is very unwise on the part ot the (iovenimei\^/' because 
iiews])apers can ])la> a very important part in moulding the political destiny 
and shape of the country. I do m»t find any justifiiation how wc can tax 
the ne\x s])apcrs. With tax upon the ncw.sjiapm’s, the price will be liigh 
and so the poor people ill be compelled to go without the newspaper. So> 

1 Miink that instead of taxing the newsjiaper it is tin* duty of the National 
(Tov(‘niiMcnt to hcl)) the' newsjiapers hy way of subsidy if th(‘y want real 
MTvice of the country, if thc\ want to uplift the niass(*s, to <Io something 
good, Nomclliing heiieticial tu the X'ountry. As administraloi’s, wliatever 
the Minister will do, the\ will do with some motive of patriotism. Let our 
Government he guided not hy tbe jirincijile of halumdng the hudgei. ThifV 
st^Teotyped hudget \\hich was prejiarcd under the British Govi'rnment has 
still the same shn]>e. No cliango, no revolutionar>’ cliange, we find in the 
budget. Idle budget is going to curb tlie right of (he newspaiier. So, 1 
would reijuest (he Hou’hle Minister not to impose this tax upon the news- 
paper at all. 

Sir, regal ding taxes on necessaries of life — wood and fuel — you know 
our countiy is ])Oor and today ^^hateve^ we do, we must see whether our 
poor ])eo]ile, the jioor cultivators, arc cajmble of paying tliat tax. The 
taxable capacity of the ])por man has already been exliaiisted and they are 
not in a position to j)a> more taxes, but, to our utter disappointment, w^e 
find that taxes have beep imposed even on wood ami fuel which today are 
very difficult to get. As regards tln‘ orice of wood, you will find that in 
the hlack market coal and fuel are seljing at very higli rates and there is 
scarcity in the country and if you put taxes on them, they will vanish from 
tlie market ail, at once. If tin* Government want tQ impose lax, they must 
si*e that after the imjiosition, they do not vanish awav from the market. 
They must .see that more sujiply is given to the puhlic. They are going 
to introduce tax, but they hu've the resj»onsibility to keep the proper supply. 

Sir, wkb these words I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House.

Shijkh MOHAMAD RAFIQII6: Mr, Speaker, Sir, like my friends I 
- will not narrate the details of harassmeiite of the sales tax officer* nor cite ^ 
instances of oases where parties have been assessed to sales tax;, parties which 
have ceased to exist and parties who have surrerfdered their registration 
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l^rtifloates years and years ago. After 15tli August 1947 when new 
Pdinisters were installed and after Jlie introduction of so many repressive 
measures people have become callous to criticise the Government and bring 

the notice of Government any of their grievances, because, Sir, here in 
this House and outside this House the Government does not listen to the 
grievances of the people. I would like to draw the atteution of the Hon ’hie 
the Finance Minister to one fact which being a businessman himself he 
will really appreciati'. When a firm or individual is heavily assessed by 
income-tax autlliority the party appeals to the Assistant Commissioner for 
justice. The stamp which tht‘ party has to affix on the appeal is only annus 
3. In case he is successful, he gets back all the money which he had to pay 
on account of unfair assessment. Hut if you want to appeal against the 
order of the assessing sales tax officer you have to affix stamp of thy value 
of o per cent, of the amount against M'hich an apptMil i.4 fo be made and 
‘also you have to spend about Its. o to Its. (I to get a co[)y of the assessment 
order. The income-tax assessment ordt‘r can be liad by affixing a stump 
of only annas '.2 on an application and the copy is* seiit to your bouse. In 
tlie case of a sales tax ajjpeal you arc to rot for days and days to get copies 
from the office of the Sales Tax Commissioner. You Iiave also to spend a 
pretty good amount by \vii\ of f<‘es to tlie pleaders. If after all these 
expenses. \ou are siK'ct'ssful in winning yoip* appeal, you gi‘t back your 
money but o per cent, on stami)s is not refunded to you. Wliethef yfiu 
win or lost* Government always j>rofits to the extent of 5 to 10 ]>er cent. 
Besides tluit yon are to pay your ])leuder's fees and other expeust*s. I liope 
the Ilon'ble the Finance Minister will persoiiall\ lor)k into the matter and fix 
the aj)jH*al fees at the same rate as is usually charged hy the Income-tax 
Dejjai tment. Sir. I do not think it is fair that in an ai)])eal against an 
order of the assessing sales tax officer the party should he made to pay 5 
per cent, on stumps. Aftc'r all, busincHs, now-a-days, does not yield moro 
than 1 to ‘2 per cent, profit on the capital outlay and f) per cent, on stampN 
for aj)peal, togetln*!’ with pleaders* fees, •etc., is very excessive* charge. 
Therefore, Sir, I hope the IIoiThle flu* Finance Minister will agree to my 
suggestion and reduce the appeal stamps to annas eight. 

The Hon’ble Sri NALINI RANJAN BARKER: Sir, 1 find it i)erplexing 
wliat rejdies to give. I explained in detail the system of our sales tax in 
this Province* hut at least e)r d s])eeches were made which had no conncc- 
'tion with tlie scheme, and wliicJi show little ap[)n‘ciation of the structure of 
the sales tax. B(*caiise some^ of my triends j)n the 0})])osite side* said that 
we have taxed religious hooks, but vou know. Sir, n’ligious bo{»ks are 
exempted. The*!! Mr. Abdulin pleaded for new.spa])erH. f also aj)preciate 
the services rendered by tlie newspapers in our freedom Tnovemeiit and in 
educating public opiuion. IVix is not a tbing wbich is eit}i<*i' b*vi(*d or not 
levied as a sort of punisliment (»r reward. There are many peojile who have 
gone to jail o times or (i times in connection with the freedom movemt*nt, 
y(‘t they are paying taxes in some form or other. Even the* new’spapers 
themselves are not demanding tfital exemption. The News])aper Associa- 
tion has approaclied me and they want to change the sales tax OTi the sale 
of newspapers to a tax on the sale of spa(‘e for atlvertisements and w(* are 
considering this whether we can change if or not. Then Mr. Abdulla 
spoke of sales tax in his anxiety for the welfare of tlie Krishak but lie dot*H 
not seem to know that in respect of the saic.s tax, the Krishaks are really 
benefited in the sense that their gcwids are mostly outside the jiurview of 
the goo<ls subject to sales tax. And, so far as collection of sales tax is 
concerned, I, believe about 3 crores 3r> luklis is in (’alcutta ami the rest, 
some 6'J or 70 lakhs from the whole of the districts. He also said that 
there is ho policy behind the sales tax. To that I will reply later. He 
said that the budget is being framed in the .same way as the Britishers used 
to do. That is partially thie; so we have got to frame the estimates in some 
form just as the Britishers used to do. But, Sir* if the budget has been

framed in the same way, I find also that the budget criticisms also have not 
improved but have been just in the samg old way. The same old stories are 
being repeated always. 

Sir, Mr, Rafiq^ue has asked me to enquire into the stamp duties on deeds 
of sales. I will look into the matter and if any rebate is due it will 

be given (Janab Mp. Sayeed Mia : What about agricultural income- 

tax.^) Agricultural income-tax is not covered by this item. 

I w'ould now ask Mr. Abdullah to forget this also that freedom means 
no tax, that freedom means that only the topmost few men are to be taxed, 
lie vSays that there is no policy behind the sales tax. I do not want to 
argue that point because it is no use demonstrating the theoretical justi- 
fications of the sales tax (Janab Mi). Sayked Mia: What about the 

sales of Malda imwigoes?) I hope my friend should understand the structure 
of sales tax befon* asking me questions. In Malda mango is sold by auction. 
Auction sales r>f oOdHH) mangO(‘s are taxed but the tax does not go to the 
consumer. It was represented to the Suhrawardy Government that the tax 
had to be paid by the sellers as it could not be passed over to the consumers. 

It is not qeressary to seek a theoretical justification of the sales tax; 
for, all the world over this tax lias come to stay owing to growing demands 
ou the r(‘sources of the State and forms one of tin* most important sources 
of re\enue, even rivalling sometimes Customs duties and income-tax. The 
most important ieatuie of the sales fax is its ])roductivity and most of the 
modern nations dike Kngland, I'nited States ol America, France, Russia 
and others have lesorted tfi it and it is found that its revenue-yielding capacity 
is gradually going up. I ma\ particiilaily mention the case of Russia 
when' sales tax is the main .souree of their ii'vemie, being as much as 80 
jier cent, of the total revenue of tin* State. Ajiait Irom its yield it is also 
tairly easy and convenient to collect and the nn'chanism of collection is 
not as cumhroiis as in other iorms ot taxes. It is unavoidable that such a 
ta.x should sometimes tomdi even the poorer section of the community, but 
as I liavc alieady indieateil, the structuie of tliis tax has bt'cn so framed 
in (his l‘rovin(‘(‘ and tin* exonijitions so de\ised as to leave out ot its purview 
most of till* daily neeess,iries of the (*ommon man. If desjiite these exem])- 
tions it sonu'what affects the poorer section ot the community, I do not 
consider this to be I'litirelv a disadvantage from Ilu‘ ])olitical point of view; 
for in my o]union tlu're can be no jiolitieal consciousness in the ]K'ople 
unless all, irrespeetivi* ol their positions in life, cun share in the burden 
ot administration. Indirect taxation, sueh as the salt's tax, affords a means 
of reaching those classes which, mainly becau.se of administrative difiiculties, 
are not liable to the more direct form of taxation. Tlierc is the further 
point that if only a st'ction of the community is to be taxed, its yield, by 
the very nature ot it, is bound to be limited. In the process of such u 
tux the people develop a lively interest in the affairs of Government and 
their natural inquisitiveness to know how the money they jirovide is spent, 
is in itself a political (‘dueation which is so valuable in a growing demo- 
cracy, Wilii all its merits and demerits the sales tax lias to be pressed on 
the understanding ot the jieojde; for an intelligent democracy cannot be 
created on the basis of a long-coutimied ignorance with respect to tax 
obligations. 

1 (piite appreciate the feelings of the House tliat whatever may be the 
theoretical and even practical justification for including soipe items in the 
necessaries of life within the purview of the sales tax, it may not accord 
with our political sentiments. I know, Sir, sometimes sentiments are to 
be W'spected and 1 have therefore already indicated the intention of the 
Government to exempt musTard oil from the operation of the tax. We 
have also decided to exempt matches from the operation of the tax. I may 
alvso say that the Government desire to examine the exemption list further 
with a view to finding out the items whicli may cause real hardship to the 
poor people, and find out if a few more exemptions are also possible. I 
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hope the House will appreciate our difficulties to make drastic revision of 
the exemption list here and now, without having* reasonably sufficient 
time to examine the position in all its details and bearings. I would also 
humbly request the House to consider whether it will be prudent for us 
to so drastically revise the taxable list of the Act passed only three months 
ago after due deliberation. 

With these words. Sir, I oj>pqse the cut motion and commend my motion 
for the acceptance of the House. ^

28— Jails and Convict Settloments. 

Tho Hon’bio Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA fiOYs Sir, 1 beg to move that 
a <uin fd Rs. 71, dS, 0(10 be granted tor expt'nditure umler the head “28 — 
Jails and (’onvict Settlements”. 

H(»viiig tor this grant 1 shall retiain from making a detailed reference 
to the diflerent h(‘ads of the budget, but I tliiuk I slunild give an account 
ot the main prolilenis ot the department for the information of the House 
and g’lve an idea ot tla* ditferenl s(‘h<*nu‘s that tlu* di‘partnK*ni has taken 
up tor con^ide^a^ion. The most impoitant subj(‘ct that has been engaging 
the attention ot the il(‘i)artnient is the re\ Ision' of the Reiigal Jail (^ode in 
the light ot the m‘\\ set up. A Sp(*eial Oltieer who was ap])ointi‘d last year 
has aheady submitted a rejmrt and his basic proposals for jail reiorms, * and 
now lit* is busy seiulinizing the Jail (\Hh‘ rules to suggest anu'ndmVnis, 
vln'ie nec<*ssai\. A.s .soou as lii.s ])roposals ai’t* completed, we shall place 
them hetore a ('ommittee to be appointed for the piiijiose. Those of his 
re(‘ommendations whiidi the (lovernmeiil eould accej)! straightaway are 
iMung gi\en effect to. Members are perhaps aware that since 1!I47 the post 
oi Ins])ector-(reneral ot Prisons was being held b\ tin* Director of Hi'alili 
Seryices in addition to his other (luti(*s, and lit* is assisted by a Dejmtv 
Insj)e(‘tor-( reneral of Jbisous. J he ( lovernment liave now decided that 
there should he, in view of the various iiioblems that are coming up before 
the departmeiii, apjiointed a whole-time Ins}K*ctor-( jeiieral of Prisons who 
uoiild l)e heli»ed hy an advisory (‘ommittee tor the lormulation of measures 
oi jail retorms. 

There is another impoitant decision taken by the (R)vernnient, that is, 
to stait a blanket factory in the Dnfn J)um (,'entra] Jail for tin* manufaeJure 
ot blankets and shawhs tor the use ol prisoners, jxdice and warder forces, 
hospitals, orpliaiiages, etc. If the re(|uisite machim*ries are available the 
factoi\ will start w'orkiiig wJtliin a slmit pcrioil. it has tieen f<*lt that 
the life ol the warder of a jail is rather liard and stienuous and therefore 
It has been projaised that each warder should get a day and a riiglit off in 
a w'eek. Therefore the warder staff has lieen slnuigtheiied liv the addition 
ol 192 permanent posts. 

Eleven additional teachers liave also been sanctioned for imparting 
primarj' education to pri.soners of all chesses in the District and the Central 
Jails. Arrangements have been made for replacing tlie hand-driven ghanis 
hy electric oil mills as far and as soon as possilile. 

The Berliampore District Jail has been amalgamated wuth the Berhum- 
pore Special Jail. This will mean that there will he a Central Jail for the 
northern districts. The utilisation of the Berhampore District Jail build- 
ings for the extension and improvement of the Borstal treatment of adoles- 
cent offenders is also under contemplation. It is desired to reopen the 
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reformatory and industrial schools at Alipore which were closed during 
the last war. The schools had a capacity of 145 offenders dealt with under 
the Children Act. A new industrial and reformatory school with a capacity 
for 800 boys is urgently necessary for the extension of the Children Act 
throughout the Province. Pending examination of the scheme an industrial 
school has been opened temporarily in the premises of the Borstal school at 
Bankura. 

The retirganisation of After-Care in this Province with district associa- 
tions for all districts under the control of tlie Central Provincial After-Care 
Association is also a scheme wliich is l)eing implemented. 

The . opening of a training school for jail warders and other staff on the 
lines of the Police Training School is also being examined. The Outram 
Institutjon in Dum Dum has been acquired for such a purpose. 

It has been suggested to us tliat in the jails arrangements, should be 
made for vocational training as well as for providing amenities as far as 
possible and all these proposals are being examined. 

Sir, I do not want to refer To the cut motions that are before the House 
except to say that the cut motion proposed by Janab Md. Syeed Mia to raise 
a discussion about the policy is a subject so vague that it is not possible 
for me at this stage to give any information to him with regard to the 
points he may liave to say to us. 

With these words, Sir, I move that the motion for the grant he accepted. 

ilanab MDi KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, the Hon’ble Premier has assured 
us that be is doing his best to have the Beng*al Jail Code revised and to 
have it brought into line with conditions now existing. Sir, I am a visitor 
of two jails, the two jails now amalgamated into one which he has had 
occasion to mention, the Berhamj)ore District and the Sjjeciul Jails. Sir, 

1 liave seen the kind of food that the jail authorities liave to give to the 
convicts. Much as they would like to improve the quality ot th(‘ food 
they cannot do so because of the allotment made for convicts in the Jail 
Code. Sir, the IlonTile Premier being an eminent physician ought to know 
better than we do what is necessary tor even a convict. 

Then, Sir, the emjihasis should he on the reclamation of the convict and 
not so much on his imnishmcnt. Wc semi a man to jail because he has 
oft'emled against society. In some cases, Sir, it is on the sj>ur of the 
moment and he is genuinely regretful of what he has done. Last year, 
Sir, if you would remeinher, 1 had suggested that the (Tovernment should 
set up a body to keep a track ol the convicts who are let out from jails 
uud to see how they are behaving in society. My object was that, in order 
that the Government were able to fulfil their obligations to society as a 
whole, they should not forget this body ot men who come out from jails 
and are naturally desjiised as having been jail birds. Sir. many of them, 
as I said, are genuinely jieniteiit in jail and they make an honest effort to 
reclaipi themselves, hut wheii they come out after having spent the best 
years of their life in jail, they are usually in peuury and in poverty and 
society not Ixjing edueate<l to that extent usually does not come forward 
to hel}> them. Therefore I suggested and 1 suggest again to the Hon’ble 
Premier that lie should set up a body with officials as well as nou-ofticials 
to help these convicts with suitable loans or grants and help them in other 
ways to stand again on their feet, to stand again on their legs, so that they 
may again become useful members of the society. Sir, we .shall also have 
to take upon ourselves the responijjbility to educate public opinion and we 
shall also have to teach the public not to despise a man who had been in 
jail once. As a visitor I know that the persons whom the public outside 
call convicts or jail-birds, people who have come to jail after having 
murdered or having committed jiny other offence are so good that I have 
at times felt overwhelmed w’ith their genuine goodness of heart. Such is * 
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the stuff, Sir, that inhabit the jails, the penetentiaries and convict settle- 
ments. Sir, we must make up our mind that we should give them all 
opportunities when they come out of jail.

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 congratulate our 
Hoirble Premier for what he has done and whut he proposes to do for the 
amelioration of the condition of prisoners. 1 think, Sir, 1 have got nothing 
to say against what lie has already done or what he proposes to do, but one- 
thing I suggest to him. I liad been a vi.sitor to the jail for a very long 
time and I liave seen, Sir, during my visit that criminals get hardened. 
After conviction a man who has serv’ed a long-term imprisonment gets 
hardened, and if another prisoner gets simple imprisonment for on^ two 
or three months he calls him names. I mentioned these things before, 
and my friend over there objected to my exactly referring to the bad names 
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which hardened criminals utter in respect of other prisoners. If you like, 
if you have no objection, Sir, I can mention what they say. Hardened 
criminals saf to short-term prisoners OJt?, and such like 

things. 

Now, Sir, what I propose to say is this and you have not mentioned it. 
In order to ameliorate the moral condition if the object and motive of 
punishing a criminal is to reform him and if by punishing and keeping 
him in the custody of the State we can reform him, it should be our aim 
to reform him in every way, and for this purpose, Sir, of course you have 
made provision for teachers for teaching the convicts up to tho primary 
standard. But, Sir, you have not made any provision whatever for giving 
them moral education': and religious education. (Cries of “No, no“ from 
Opposition benches. The Hon’lde Dr. Bidiian Chandra Roy: Maulvis, 
Padres go there.) Then it is all right. I have got nothing more to say. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, some 
years 1 met one of the Khasi Chiefs in Shillong, and I went to the 
Court wliere lie presi«1(*d. It is an* ancient system which prevailed for 
2,000 years, and you will he surprised to know, those who have not been 
to the Khasi and .laintia Hills will he surprised to know that there the 

tenant is the sole possi'ssor of land and pays no rental to anybody, and he 

is a free man. When I wihit to ihe Court 1 was told that the Ciiief could 
impose punishment for up to ten y(‘ars’ inii)risonment. T asked the (liief 
where the jail was. n(‘ said, \\v don't hav<‘ any jail. The very fact that 
I ii^strict tin* fn*e(lom of a particuilar indiviilual in not cnllivalilig his own 
land hilt to get himself attached as a servant to a particular house in the 
clan is (juite (‘iioiigh punishment lor tin* individual. That should he^ an 
eye-open(*r to us and 1 can assnn* \ou that wln*n I entered the jail, a> soon 
ns the jail gati* clnj)]»e<l me in, the th>t reaction was that T felt lhat I had 
become a ditfereni individual to what I was lK*f()ie 1 entered the gate. This 
feeling I have* never been ahh* to ^-et out of me and although this juiiliculur 
miKjepi is not mine as you an* all aware — ni\ friend tin* late lamented 
Mr.*Kirun Suiikar Uoy was in charge*, f am on!\ carrying on until somohod’- 
else takes it up— hut, so tar as 1 am coiicenn'el, I have* not the* slightest 
doubt that tin* suggestion whh*h my h’ie*nd Mi. Klinda Bnklish has inaele 
with regard to having a new ielea of jamology is ahsolutids a sound one. 

It may take* a little time ’h(*i()rc we can lay down the scheme hut the ideal 

is ct'i'iainly there*. As re*gards my tneml heie who has suggesteil that there 
should he some arrangements made for making tlu‘se men fee*! tiiat they 
are human he'ings, and arc not sei many cattle, that suggest iein also is one 
wliicli the (Jovcrninent is hound to give tull (*e>nsideration to. My friend 
Mr. Muelassir llossain is an old jail visitor and liis opinion we lespect and 
I hope and trust that it would he ])ossihle for us so far as our efforts are 
concerned that we would he able to make* some elift'erence at any rate in the 
way in which the e*onvicts both under-trial jiiisoiiers as well as convicted 
prisoners are kept in our jails and convict .settlements. With these words, 
il^ir, 1 beg to move, for tlfe acceptance of the House, the tlemanil that I have 
made he*fore the House. 

The motion of the Hoii’hle Dr. Bidhaii Cliandra Roy that a sum of 
Rs. he granted fw expeuditure under the liead “28 — Jails and 

Convict Settlements” was then pit and agreed to. 

2B— Police. 

The Hon’bte Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency flie Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 4,61,91,000 be granted for expenditure under tUp head 29 — Police. 

AS I got up to speak on this i^otion my Iriead Mr. Kbuda Bukhsb said 
T Trill nimfA Mr. Hashein's own words and sav this i# a 
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hardy annual. The main cut motions that have been put before the House 
indiofite that there are six or seven points on which friends want to discuss 
this problem. First and foremost is the question of ‘^expenditure on police*'. 
Secondly, “inefficiency of the police department in maintaining peace and 
order in the country”. Thirdly, “corruption in the police”. Fourthly, 
“tyranny and high-handedness of the police in the rural areas”. Fifthly, 
“not granting and cancellation of licences for firearms of the Muslims”; 
sixthly, “not adhering to comuiunal composition of the police”; and, lastly, 
there is one question that has ht^n put forward whose proper meaniug I 
have failed yet to realise hut I lione the speaker will make it clear what 
he lueauli T>y “Ministers' anti-social interference with the’^ activities of the 
Enff)rcement Department”. ^ ^ 

Sir, I am not surprist'd at tlie amount of excitement whicdi members of 
this House express when the ileinaml for “Police” comes in. 1 can *well 
recall the position ‘Jd years ago when I first entered the la'gislatnre and 1 
also can rememher how we felt tiiat it was almost imi)erative on us to oppose 
the Ihjlice giant. If we analyse the reasons jiartieularly after years 
one cannot tail to a])preeiatt* the reasons which then led ns to object to the 
Jh»liee grant, not that an>' luemluM- ot tlu‘ legislature th<*n thought that 
people did not need protection, not that an> member of tbe Legislatnre or 
of the Congress thought that production and industrial lift' slioiiltl uof be 
allowed to go on iinbamjiei ed, not that jicople did not feel the necessity to 
call in the siipjKirt of the police when an attempt is matle to rob a iierson 
or commit burj»laiy in a particular bouse but the reason for the opposition 
is not tar to seek. In those days it was the authorities, the Dritishers, 
who [xissesswl and the others who did not possess. Tin* polii’e w ho normally 
sliouhl jirotect the jiossessor camc' to be regarded as an arm, as a limb of 
the lm])t‘rialistie regime and this fetding was not to be because, 

of t]i(‘ eviileuee that 1 and otliers have of lh<‘ way in which Police in ilioso 
days were emplo\ed lor the pur])ose of suppressing the natural demands of 
the peoph' ol this count I’V for tu'cilom and iudepemleiu'e. As the CoiiMei^s 
struggled on towards its g’oal, whoever ojiposed the progress, from whatever 
(juarter this opjiosition camt*, they heeapie the taboo of the jiurty. The 
origimd (dgei tive of any police force is and sliould he the proteediou of the 
individual iriespective t)t the person or the group or the tiuailer who seeks 
protection. 


Sir. this is the fundamental cdiarge of the jiolioe. Under the new^ 
situation, under the new oiivironnients the jxdiee have to eoiiform to the 
new’ set of things. They have to realisi* that they are not serving all 
Imperialist master; they have to realise that they arc the servants of the 
]KH)yde. As soon as you take uji that jiosition, whether in actual day to day 
aft'airs the present police force follow’ this rule is another proposition, I 
shall have something to say when the (|Uestion of efficiency ami corruption 
of the police comes in. Put J shall give you a formal proposition, and that 
is tliis that W’ith the advent of fieedoni w lien we have, got to face the 
numerous problems ]>otli within the provime and outside it, the need for 
protection has become greater; and if that is the proposition for the whole 
of the country it is more so for West Pengal. JJengal has been divided, 
there is a border line of CiOO miles across which smuggling has taken place 
and is taking place, acro.s.s w hich fights And communal factions have taken 
placA, perlyips begun on a very insignificant matter. The usual .sfory is 
that a person who had owned land on one side of the country and owii«^ 
another higha or two on the other side — 'the moment he goes to cut the 
paddy — if Ik* belongs to one area and goes to the other area, at once a dispute 
arises and cla.shes occur. Everyday,.! receive series of telegrams from 
different parts of^rura^ areas — not from towns only —asking for protection, 
protection against the oppros^ors generally, protection against orglintsed 
groups and anti-social elements whom the villagers now call Communists. 
Therefore, with the advent of fieedom, With the onset of partition the need 
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for strengtliening the police — not merely keeping the police as it was 
before but I speak with a firm conviction that the need for a police efficient 
and strong'— is being felt and will be felt more and more. I am second to 
none in my desire for non-violence and truth. Again, that is an ideal 
which has been put before us bv the Master, but neither I nor the whole lot 
of us together can conceive of any method of translating that ideal into 
practice. We will struggle after it, we will try to achieve it ; and it is one 
of iny firm convictions -that when you have an ideal before you towards 
which you are anxious to move forward, you are a live motion and if you 
have got vitality in you the more you proceed towards that ideal the further 
the ideal recedes fjorn you. That is one of the fundamental creeds of my 
conviction. Therefore, I am not afraid, I am not ashamed that the ideal 
has not been achieved today, that the Ham Hajya has not still been there; 
but I say this that with all the circumstances that have followed the 
Partition the need for protection is being increasingly felt — whether it is 
protection of one community against another, whether it is protection 
against the anti-social activities, or whether it is protection of one worker 
against another worker, as we are witnessing every day. It would be 
futile, it would be folly for any Government to say, ‘^we shall not give 
protection”. 

Sir, having said that I will now pass on to the expenditure on Police. 
I hapve a hobby when I speak on matters such as tliis. I have collected the 
budget figures from the year 11140-41 up till the budget estimates for the 
year 1040-00, and the result of my empiiry is revealing. In 1040-41 the 
proportion of the figure for the Police bu«lget to the total expenditure was 
16 per rent.; in 1041-42, 16 per cenf.; in 1042-42, the War year, it went up 
to 20 per cent, because along with the J^olice budget there was a grant from 
the (Vntre for Civil Defence purposes; in 1042-44 i1 went up to 20 per cent.; 
in 1044-40, towards the termination ol the War, it came down 1o l(i per 
cent.; in 1040-06 the (hvil Defence expemlituie of the Government of India 
was stepped and the figure came down to 14 per cent., in 1046-47 it was 
18 p^r 0ent.; in 1948-40 it was 10 per rent.; and in 1040-00 it is again 
10 per rent. Members will therefore ob^erve that exce])t tor the War years 
when the figure was above 10 per eeitt.. the total ex])enditure ou Police 
corresponding to the total revenue (‘xpenditure of a year remained almost 
the same, whether you take Bengal as a whole or whether you take West 
Bengal into account. I have compared these figures with the figures of 
two other Provinces, namely, Bonii)ay and h^ast Punjab. I have taken 
Bombay because Bombay resembles West Bengal in many particulars. 
Bombay bas a large cosmopolitan city which requires extra i)olice arrange- 
ment such as Calcutta does. Bombay has a population of 21 millions and 
West Bengal bus a population of a little over 21 millions. Yet Bombay 
spends Rs. 68o lakhs in the year 1948-49 for the Police and it is budgeted 
in 1949-50 for 702 lakhs. I have taken East Punjab again because that is 
also a partitioned province requiring various aiTangements being made for 
protection, and I find tliat with a population of lOA millions they sjiend 
nearly 2 crores. If yon take the per capita figure, it works out at 2 3 
rupees for West Bengal and 3*4 rupees for Bombay. There is a brochure 
which has Iwen circulated by the Finance Department which gives us some 
very startling figures. The brochure is called “The Provincial Rupee — 
from where it comes and where it goes”. I wonder if my friends here 
have studied the book. Sir, you would see on page 3 of the brochure that 
the percentage of expenditure on Police to the total oost of departments 
other than revenue earning departments, has been 15 per cent, in 1946-47. 
But if you take the figure of total expenditure of 4bat year aad compare 
it with that on the Police,, the percentage was lower. In any case the 
percental of police exapenditure varied between 17* 1 and 17 4 in the year 
1948-^, loking^ the expenditure of ihosjp items which are not revenue earning, 
but if you take all the items of expenditure as I have done, the percentage 
ol expenditure ou police is 15 per^iput., the figure that^I have arrived at.

She question lias been asked, need we have'sucb a large police force. Sir, 

I would not at this moment confuse the issue by trying to find ou^ whether 
the police force that we employ today are efficient or inefficient, corrupt 
or honest, because that is another proposition. The amount of corruption 
or honesty, the amount of efficiency or inefficiency to be found in the police 
force, 1 declare, has a corresponding bearing to the amount of honesty and 
corruption thi^t we have in our own midst, to the amount of efficiency ^nd 
inefficiency that -we possess, because after all they ha%'e to be taken from 
the society as a whole. Therefore, it is no use simply putting out your 
finger of scorn and point t(» the policemen and say “Thou art the hrute’^ 

In tlijs connection 1 would repeat the suggestioii which my frientl 
Mr. Gupta made the other day in another connection that if we were to tak» 
upon ourselves the honorary and the honorific task of creating a better 
atmosphere round us, if we decide<l on not giving bribe to anybody even , 
though by giving bribe we get a little preference, if we are prepared to 
suffer inconvenience rather than go in a round about way, 1 am perfectly 
sure the effect on the police force would be more or less phenomenal. 

Some people seem to think that the number of police force employed 
in an area or a province can he regulated on the basis of geography. A 
little consideration wdll show that that is not possible. Calcutta lias a 
small area compared to, let us say, Birbbum or llunkura, and yet Oalcutta 
w'ltli its varied population, with its numerous industrial coneernjt, wdth 
the various types of jieople that come in and go out of (hdeuttu, with the 
retugee i)r(d)!em, with its distress and want in all directions, forms a 
problem of its own. Ilow'rah is probably one-sixth of Midnapore aqd yet 
we art‘ to j)rovide for Howrah the same poliee force as we art* providing, 
for Alidnapore, because JIowTab again is an industrial area. That is wdiy 
immediately after tlie partition we had a directive from the CVntre tl) 
increase tuir police force because the Centre then said that it would not 
be jaissible for the provinces io call in the Army in aid of tlie civil power. ^ 
The jirovinces were also directed to modernise the arms and eciuipmfmts 
of the j)olice force and the Iloim* Guards wlu'rever tlu'v were. They were *' 
also told to put in (piicker means of eommnnication between one centre 
and anotlu ‘1 by installing wireless sets. Tlu'y provided arms and 
ammunitions foi' the purpose to the poliee in West Jlengal, The Govern- 
ment of Imliji also insisted upon the police performing certain agency 
functions, for example, security control w'ork and registration of foreigners 
for which even now’ (lovernment pays a small percentage. Jb’otection of 
vital points and installations, telepljones, electric stations, gas stations, 
water sup])ly and drainag<* station}^ and so on lias to be provided for. 1 
have already mentiom‘d the long stretch of border covering bOO odd miles 
where we have to provide hundreil poliee pickets in order to prevent 
incidents occurring along the border and across it. We had to start an 
anti-r(d)hery section as a special liranch of the Calcutta Police. We had 
to put on a separate organisation for Watch and AVard duties at the 
Calcutta Port area. We had to have additional Tear Smoke Squads in the 
Calcutta Police. We have created a wTimen’s section in the Calcutta 
Police. And the police stations, particularly those in the border area-s 
have to be connected with the centre by means of wireless because road 
communication w'ith these areas is very difficult and often news regarding 
riots do not reach the centre except through wireless apparatus and it ia 
only through this means that Calcutta could know what was happening 
m Basirhat within half an hour of the raid. We had to provide houses . 
for the border forces for which we had either to construct buildings or hire 
buildings,,, ^ , 

Sir, if you will permit me for a little while I shall go quick^ over the 
incuients which have taken plaot in this province since January 1948, 

‘ partuularly after the death qf Mahatmaii, There was mi d|^|irge of 
communal frenzy aD over India as a rfpult of which communal organusations 
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lik^^ tli« R.S.S.*, theliusUm NaHonal Guards and tlie KJiaksars were banned 
by the, Gbvefmnent of India. In view of the distressing situation, both as 
regards food as well as want of accommodation for thia la/ge volume of 
refugees who poured in from East Bengal and whose distress was being 
exploited by the Co;iimunists, the West Bengal Government found it necessary 
to take action against the Communist Party. All these actions would 
K&lfe remained dead letters unless elective forte was available for the 
purpose of implementing tlie policy beltiud such actions. You will recall 
,that soon after in March, 1948, there was 44 strike among the Central 
Government employees and we had to take elaborate police precautions of 
|fl*eventing the spread of the strike or of the confused condition. We had 
a tram workers’ strike on the 1st of Juue, 1948. I am not taking the^ 
smaller incidents into account. We had aii Crdnance Depot Clerks’ strike' 
in duly, the Central Bank employees’ and later on the Lloyds Bank- 
employees’ sirike came on in August, 1948. Then I skip over other 
smaller incidents — the incidents w'hich happened during the Mahairum 
festival in November last, the attack on the police party in Howrah by the 
Cominunisl Party in November; the Satyagralia of the R.S.S. people in 
BtKHunber; tlie tram strike on the 15th of December for which we had to 
reimpose section 144. The studenls tried to defy it and took out a proces- 
sion on the 11th of January of this year followed by the great demonstration 
by the, students on the ITtli of January. The latest incidents I need only 
refer to are these, namely, the raid on the 2(ith of I'ehruary and the 
tlireatened strike that was to maUnialise on tlie 9th of March last, and last 
but not the least the disturbed condilion that appeared only three da\s ago 

in one of the mill areas, Kankinara. 

* 

Sir, every one of these incidents reminds ns that if yon want to 
administer, you must strengthen your Intelligenee Department, you must 
strengthen your Preventive Ofiicers’ Department, yon must have enough 
* fQrce not merely to take action when action is necessary hnt also to jneveiit 
actjon when there is evidence that an action is going to he taken. Within 
the last two years we had to j)ay to the staiV tor increased salaries, along 
with tlie increase in salaries of other dejiartments, a sum of Hs. (iO lakhs. 
Sir, if you take the figures of the exptmditine for the year 194(>-47 and 
compare them with the figures of tlu‘ year 1949-50, you will find that the 
figure for lt)4()-47 for the whole Bengal was 4 erores 77 lakhs. In 1949-50 
we propose 4 erores fll lakhs. 'Phis figure has been adversely criticised 
by some of our friends-. Now let me give you an analysis wliich has caused 
this difference. (Jauah Am i- IIashkm:, How long will the Premier takei^) 
It my friend is so tried, he may take a little rest outside. 

ilanab ABUL HA8HEM: On a point of order. Sir. 1 take excejition 
to wdiai the Hon’ble the Premier has said. I a.sked how long the Hon’ble 
Premier would go on. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: As long as I think it 
necessary. 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM; Sir, he has no right, no business to ask me 
to go outside. 1 return to him the advice he has given. 

.. Mr. SPEAKER: I think tlie Ilon’hle the Premier will take it into due 
consideration that he should not ask any member of The House to go outside. 

The Hon’bie Or. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I thought that he 
was feeling tired and I wanted him to take some rest, I am sor^y if that 
has upset him. . I withdraw it.

Sir, along with the other conditions that Government mentioned before 
which have followed in the wake of the partition, the Communist menace 
which I do not see any chance of being mitigated in the near future will 
give us no respite so far as expenditure on Police is concerned* But even 
with that I will again draw the attention of the members of the Hoy^e to 
a significant fact which has been published in a brochure issued by the 
Finance Department “The West Bengal Provincial Rupee’’ in which ^ou’ 
will fihd that whereas throughout the last 10 years the JPolioe' occupied the 
first place in the expenditure, then came the Civil Supplies, then o^e 
General Administration, then came Medical Relief and then came £ducatioii» 
but in the year 1949-50 you will find two significant facts. One is that after 
Police comes Civil Supplies, then comes Medical Relief, then comes* 
Education. General AdminLstration has gone to the fifth place. That 
shows that the trend of the budget is to provide for those subjects in which 
people are interested and by which people are affected, namely, food, 
medical relief and education and further if you look at the Development 
grant budget you will find that here the Police is not at the top; th^ place 
of honour is occupied by the Medical Relief Department, Public Health 
Department, which has consumed or proposes to consume 55 per cent, of 
the total Development Grant given by the Government of India and next 
comes Education. The Police occupies the lowest place. 

Sir, with regard to the proposition which has been raised by those

* f^®9UPDUJAl Mr. Speaker, it is reallSr with a 

.to raiae a discussion about the failure of 
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tSbiWnineBt to protect the Muslim minority in WestsSB^Sugal from the 
highhandedness and’ tyranny of the rural police. Sir, f?Want to make ^ f 
distinction at the outset aud make it abundantly olear that my indictment 
and allegation is not ag^nst the entire police force as such . There are 
police officers in the Province who have conducted themselves admirably 
well even in the midst, of riots. There have been police officers who even 
risked their own lives for the maintenance of law and order in the Province^ 
All honour and credit to them. But my complaint centres round that secticm 
of the police force which in the name of maintenance of ln\^ and* prder^ has 
carri^ on devastation in the countryside. The Hon’ble the Tremier of 
West Bengal in his learned dissertation upon the necessity of increasing 
the frtilice force comparing the amount of expenditure that had to be 
provided ior Howrah Vith tliat provided for the district of Midnapore^ 
justifies this additional expenditure on the ground that tliis particular town 
has got ,much bigger problems to tackle. Naturally therefore larger 
expenditure is necessary to cope with the demands of the towns, possibly 
because larger police force has to be stationed in the towns so tliat disturb- 
ances may be promptly brought under control. But behind tJic scei^, 
Sir, in the countryside, act?} of tyranny and oppression go on unchecked, 
undeterred, unthwarted, undetected' and that with absolute impunity all to 
the cost of the poor, unfortunate Muslims of Bengal. Sir, the time at my 
disposal will not perhaps })ermit me to reft‘r to such incidents in detail. 
They have occurred since the Partition of Bengal: not one, not two, but 
hundreds of such incidents have occurred in which Muslims have been 
subjected to tortures, to cruelties, to barbarous savageries. 1 pointed out 
in the course of the debate on the Security Bill that my constituency alone 
would be sufficient to condemn the police force of West Bengal. Shaziidpurt 
Bahiitali, Dayarampur, Mirpur, Jalangi, Domkal, Katwa, Patuapara, 
Krislinagar and last but not the least, Kankinara, and the Mohurxum 
disturbances in (\ilcutta — do they not conclusively prove that the Muslims 
of West Bengal stand on the brink of a volcano. I would ask the Hon^lH© 
the Premier of West Bengal to realise the nature and extent of this 
oppression, to realise the sufferings and miseries of the Mussalrnans of West 
Bengal in the border areas. I would request him to go into the matter 
deeply. Some time ago at Jalangi in Sagarpara union, the armed police 
sitting upon the breasts of Mussalrnans mercilessly tortured them shouting 
merrily and saying that tliey were retaliating for wliat liad ha^Jpened to the 
Hindus in Noakhali. When I could get no help fn)m the police, I approacli- 
ed the military authorities at Barrackpore-and thanks to their intervention 
the situation was brought under control and that section of the armed 
police was transferred at once. If that was the situation in Jalhngi, the 
condition in my constituency was still worse, where the unfortunate Muslims 
were mercilessly tortured. Tlieir hands were squeeezed against railings 
and constables and sepoys one after anotlier practically trampled on them, 
Such has been the inhuman tortures and sufferings of the Mussalrnans and 
in spite of all that we could do by contacting the authorities there, nothing 
could be done for these unfortunate victims of police vandalism ; no redress 
was forthcoming. What is more exasperating, what is more distressing, 
what is more discouraging, what is more disappointing and what jis more 
hopeless and miserable in this system of administration is that in spite of all 
our effort they could hardly get any relief. Even magisterial investigations 
bore no fruit and in the end these unfortunate people were clapjied in* 
custody. Many had to rot in hajat for considerable" length of time, await- 
ing in suspense their fate while Some escaped with severe chastisement. 

' In spife of the fact that Jfhese unfortunate Muslims had to suffer all 
these indi^ities, all these tortures, in spite of the fact that they had to 
undergo these miseries and» sufferings, they have now to face further 
difficiuties and dangers khead and who knows what more is in store for them. 

Sir, one such incident happened at Patuapara and what was the^ sitaition 
Jkm? procession Vas attacked and houses were set 0|t ffre 
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pofiona were s^leo burnt in the flamee. But what did the Government do? 
They simply sanctioned a few thousand rupees by way of compensation. 
§0, Sir, our sufferings axsp in this way computed in terms of a few thous^d 
ru^es. Sir, the Hon’hle the Premier referring' tp Kankinara yesterday 
said that a compensation Of Bs. 4,000 had been given, and with thi^ amount 
of compensation and with their Press-Notes Government try to minimise 
the gravity of the situation. Sir, it is not loss of property alone with which 
the minority community are vital ly^ concerned ; it is not even the question of 
prestige and honour of the Mussalmans of West Bengal; it is not even the 
question of th£r business alone which is concerned; but it is a s^iiee of 
frustration, of insecurity and danger that looms large in the horizon that 
practically creeps into the hearts of the unfortunate Muslim masses of West 
Bengal arid makes it impossible for them to live in peace and security. Sir,' 
the Hon’ble Sardar Patel, India’s l^puty Prime Minister observes with 
ciiaracteristic bluntness that there is internal security all over lUdia. Yes, 
internal security indeed so far as the majority community are concerned, 
so far as those who are presiding over the destinies of India are concerned, 
but there is no internal security for the unfortunate Mussalmans of India. 

Sir, I shall not refer to those incidents which occurred in Delhi, in 
East Punjab, or in Bihar which practically decimated our population to the 
extent of several lakhs. I would not refer to those unfortunate scenes 
enacted in the heart of the capital city of Delhi of outrage of modesty of 
our mothers and sisters. But those unfortunate disturbances conclusively 
prove that all over India we have no protection whatsoever, we have no 
shelter anywhere, we have no position, no recognition, no quarter whatso- 
,«ver in this so-called secular administration of this country. 


Sir, tjie Hon’ hie the Premier took exception to my remark, “Do not 
hoodwink the people’’. But I would repeat once again with all the 
emphasis at my command, “Do not hoodwink the people. Do not create 
spurious and unreal assurances in the minds of Mus.salnians. Have the 
courage and candour to declare that yours is not a secular State when the 
Mussulmans of India have been shorn of their power and position, when 
they are nowhere in the administration, wlien you have not the courage 
and vision to see that without the introduction of, Muslim blood in the 
police administration you cannot guarantee any protection to them., and 
when in spite of all the assurances held out by you from time to time you 
have not been able to protect them. 


Sir, I will cite instances, if you permit me, from Murshidabad alone — 
not one, or two, but hundreds of cases showing how Muslims have fared 
under this system of administration in this land. Sir, during the Muslim 
League regime when any disturbances occurred — such disturbances did 
occur all over the country — it created commotion in the countryside. The 
Muslims of Bengal are today tortured and some protagonists of the Govern- 
ment come forward and say “All quiet on the eastern front; Muslims are 
quiet; Muslims are safe and secure; there are no troubles, no disturbances — 
^anks to the secular character of the Government obtaining in this country 
and we have the authority of a R. Ahmed who is perhaps having his jubilee 
celebration, of a Nuusher Ali who is getting perhaps further preferment, 
being perhaps translated to the Bench of the High Court-— all for their 
irresponsible statements about Moslems. They do not realise the gravity 
of the situation in the countryside. A hare faced mendacity and shame- 
less hypocrisy of this nature seeks to hide and conceal the real facts behind. 
This shows that they do not represent the Muslims. They are not conversant 
with the actual condition of the Muslims. They do not realise%the gravity 
of the situation. They do not ’^now where the Muslims stand. They do 
not know how the police forces have run amuck in broad daylight and 
tortured the Muslims and perpetrated every shade of indecency and every 
^ade of barbarity which human imagination can conceive of. You are 
hapfliing, do not iaugh> because he lau£^ best who laughs last. I reserve 
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th«l fund of laughter for that year of grace, when I shall aee yoii toppHn^ 
down from that -height. The mills of Gk>d, I can assure you, Sir, gria< 
sloirly but they grind exceedingly small. We haye seen mightier Govern 
melUts thap this. Government of West Bengal. They disappeared in thi 
thin air and crumbled to pieces like the baseless fabric of a vision. W 
have seen Hitler, we have seen Mussolini, we have seen Napoleon, we hav 
seen the mighty British Government being liquidated. We have seen th- 
Muslim League Government here which had impregnable position als( 
disappear in the thin air. So, do not laugh us to scorn. 1 would reques 
you to iieclare that yours is a theocratic Government, that it- is a communa 
Government, that it is a religious Government, that it is a Government fo] 
domination of one coinmunitv over another or one party over another. ] 
have no objection to that. It is unfortunate that my esteemed frienc 
the Hon’ble Premier of West Bengal dragged in the name of my revereC 
leader yesterday. 1 will not answer that. The relations of Mr. Fuzlui 
Huq with Dr. Bidhan (-handra Boy are very cordial and affectionate. 1 
think that name should not have been introduced in this discussion, 
Mr. Fazlul Huq is far too intelligent, far too high, far too wise, for this 
baseless allegation. Dr. Boy, will have to emulate his example aUd 
introduce some beneficial legislations for the unfortunate countrymen before 
he is in a position to criticize or attack him in that way.

*1^^ ' check the vagaries, vandalism, tyrannies and oppressions of 

wie police as well. Sir, when honourable member* on the other 
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to criticiie the British administration in season and out of season when their 
*own friends of the Congress persuasion were nnnecessamly tortured, we 
Toioed our opinion in their fatour. We had great regard for the ideals of 
-the Congress, we had great regard for the Congress ijrganisatioli, because 
•by a reijord of sufferings, by a record of service and Contribution to the 
political and social reform of the country, they saved Ind^i from the 
, grannies and oppression of the foreigners. But today whVt do we find? 
The same thing is being repeated ^on a much bigger scale and that in the 
liame of free India, that in the name of a secular S^tate, that in the name of 
a State which guarantees protection to both majorities and minorities. 
Sir, we minorities feel that we have now no share in the administration. 
But minorities must be treated as persons. Let me not be misunderstood. 
I do not seek any protection from the people of Eastern Bengal, I do not 
believe that these people will come forward for my protection because I 
belong to a different Dominion altogether. 1 urn an integral part of this 
Dominion. I am entitled to the same privileges, the same rights, the same 
status, the same position, the same opportunities, the same cultural, 
political, social and moral rights as any other human being, whether 
belonging to the majority or the minority that inhabit this land of ours. 
The members of the minority must be treated as persons and they must not 
be treated as helots, as interlopers in there own homelands. They must be 
treated as having a position of their own, a status of their own, a character 
of their own. They must be allowed to contribute according to their own 
lights and conviction to the political, to the social, to the cultural and to 
the moral advancement of the country and the community. 

The Hon’ble Premier in season and out of season urged upon the 
members that complexities of the situation brought about unrest, and 
terrible ferment that was going on all over the country and so expenses 
under this head must be on the increase. I shall not touch this point. Is 
it not necessary in view of this communal bitterness and in view of the 
inefficiency and inability of your police force to inspire greater confidence 
in the public mind? Is it not necessary to introduce some element of 
Muslims over here? Eastern Bengal, at any rate, has taken the initiative 
in this matter. They are trying to give at least 30 per cent, of posts in the 
Judiciary and Executive to non-Moslem minorities in East Bengal. Why 
not try that here? I requested His Excellency the Governor-General — 
— when he was Governor of West Bengal — to press upr)u the Ministry to 
introduce certain Muslim element not for the sake of any position hut for the 
sake of guaranteering some protection to minorities. 1 will personally ask 
no Moslem in the Assembly to press for any position in the Cal)inet, 
For God’s sake, you carry on the administration; you carry on the whole 
show, but, at any rate, in the Police, in the Executive, in the Judiciary, 
where the life and liberty of the people, the honour and prestige of the 
people, have got to be protected, you must provide for some adequate 
representation of Muslims so that they might guarantee protection tp 
Muslim minority. However fair-minded, however just, however honest, 
however well-meaning a Hindu officei’ may be in Bengal, he does not inspire 
that amount of confidence at the present moment in the Muslim mind as 
a Muslim officer would have done. The same consideration applies to Eastern 
Bengal as well. Sir, when there is a talk of exploring the avenues for 
settlement, when there is a talk of even having a joint defence to fi^ht 
‘the common menace, when there is a talk of levelling down all angularities, 
when there is a talk of sweeping away all difficulties, when there is a talk 
of resolving all the tangles. Why not accept my proposal whidi can 
effectively ease the communnljension in no time. 

After all, minorities are also a part of the nation, minPriti^ also belong 
to^the country. For God’s sake, have check upon the vagaries of the poKoe,. 
The only effective way of checking the vagaries of the police, the only 
effective way^of restoring confidence in the Muslim community, is to have 






knrt repregentation in the servioes n ot Muslims, specially in tlie 
Police, in the ^ Executive and in the Judlciar5% Quh licences of ^Muslims 
have all been cancelled mostly in the border areas. It is necessary all the 
more that jn the border, areas they should ha^i^e these guns to protect them- 
selves from the vandalism not merely of the police alone but also from the 
vandalism .of infuriated mobs who think that they are free citisens o| a ^e 
State, who think thnt they have got all the powers in their hands, who think 
that ^cy can nmnage, mismanage and bungle things and that they Imve the 
power to do whatever they like. For the sake of the helpless millions, in 
the nahie of humanity, in the name of the ideals that you have preached, 
you should implement the assurances that you have held out. For God’s 
sake, do not indulge in bombast, for God’s -sake do not indulge in spurious 
assurances any longer. Come forward and implement the assurances that 
you have held out to protect the minorities. If you want our allegiance, 
I am prepared to give our allegiance not once but times without number, 
over and over again, but on this condition that you have to guarantee 
protection to the minorities’ culture, to their civilization, to their traditions, 
to tWr political, social, cultural and economic rights in every possible 
way. (Applause from Opposition benches.) 


Janab ABUL HA8HEM: Mr. Speaker, Sir, before I come to my 
motion I feel it my duty to endorse word by word, clause by clause and 
sentence by sentence what my esteemed friend Janab Syed Badrudduja has 
just said. After the Partition, Sir, we Mussalmans generally advised our 
people to stand apart and aloof from active politics, so that our Congress 
friends might get fair and undisturbed opportunities to enjoy the fruits 
of their labour and suffering for some time. Very unfortunately. Sir, the 
oppression of the Muslims, particularly in the border districts in the name 
of security of the State has increased so much that today my friend Janab 
Syed Badrudduja who has always been a nationalist in his whole political 
persuasion coula not restrain himself from giving expression to his feelings. 
Sir, we are today confronted with numerous problems, and we are unable 
to tiike to nation-building activities, because of those troubles and 
difficulties. It is a pity that the Government after 18 months have not 
been able yet to create a sense of security in the minds of the minority. 
Sir, I have a recent experience, a personal experience that the Hon’ble 
Gr. Bidhan Chandra Hoy who is now in charge of the Polic«‘ Ih'partment 
has, so far as he himself is concerned, a genuine and sincen^ desire to see 
that the police do not commit excesses and do not do injustice to innocent 
persons. For that I congratulate him and thank him, but, Sir, it is not 
possible for him to detect and see personally all that is happening far 
behind the scene in the distant rural areas. I therefore urge upon him to 
set up Some sort of an organisation which can successfully detect these 
crimes. ‘ 

Now, Sir, I come to my own motion. I want to rnise hy my motion a 
discussion about Ministers’ anti-social activitie.s in connection with their 
enforcement branch of the Police Department. Sir, we hear so much, of 
anti-social activities of the enemies of State. Every sensible man will 
agree with the Hon’ble the Premier and liis Hon'ble colleagues that an 
all-out effort should be made to protect the people and the State from the 
anti-social Activities of anti-social iierspus. But, Sir, our efforts in this 
4tiirectio|i cannot achieve the desired success unless we ourselves by our own 
actions and not merely utterances show to the worbl that our desire is 
genuine, that we are not shouting the slogans only in order to suppresl" 
cur ovn political and personal rivals but we actually mean business. It 
is very unfortunate, Sir, that Ministers themselves are responsible for 
guilty of anti-social activities. A very well informed friend of mine a few 
nonius back informed me that when very big persons are involved and come 
under the mischief of the Enforcement Branch of the Police then their egeee 
are considered on a ministerial level* and more often than not they are

(The ]Son’ble 
BidhaW Chanpba Roy: Who are the Ministers P I want to know the 
names.) To everyone’s surprise when only half a dozen wit^ess^ remained 
to bp examined, for some reason unknown to ns this Ministry suspended 
the enquiry and that file is now safe "under the'oold storage of the Hon’ble 
Judicial Minister’s chamber in the Secretariat. (The Hon’ble Dr, BiDhaW 
Chandra Roy : I hope my honourable friend will take responsibility ior 
what he is stating here.) Why not? Certainly. The inierim report has. 
made scathing remarks against a police officer who was one of the suspects. 
The Assistant Public Prosecutor is the first who gave an opinion in the cpso 
of Washil Klian reritus Empen>r against whom also in the intei^im report, 
there is a remark like this. Refering to his opinion when h^V recommended 
some accused persons to be treated as Crown witnesses the interiin report 
says that the trend of the opinion of the Assistant Public Prosecutor whp 
was described by the police as Additional Public Prosecutor appeared to 
have been influenced by other persons tlian the merits of the case. With" 
regard to the then Public Prosecutor tlie interim report said that lie should 
not be allowed to go out honourably. . ' 

Mr. SPEAKER: May I know from the honourable member whether 
this intfrim report is confidential. If it is so, then I think it ought not 
to be referred to in this House. 

ABUL HASHEM; Anyway, Sir, since they “iTant to know the 
reason I may tell them that I am informed by persons who have authoritative 
knowledge of all that has happened behind the screen, that the present 
Public Prosecutor of Alipore who w-as then the senior Assistant Public Prose- 
cutor of Alipore was a party to the conspiracy when the case Wasil Khan and 
others versns Em])pror was tried. He was the legal adviser of the brotlier^- 
in-law of the brother of the Hon’ble the Judicial Minister. He is not 
present here. Therefore 1 do not xvant to mention anything in his ab<| 0 nee. 
They were involved and were a(rcused in a bank fraud case involving nearly 
70 to .^75 lakhs of rupees. For that, Sir, the whole case, the enquiry wa^ 
hushed up, was suspended and the Assistant Public l^rosecutor has been 
promoted to the rank of Public Prosecutor superseding the claims of ((he 
Additional Public Prosecutor and the then Public Prosecutor was allowed 
to go honourably and forced to fender his resignation. 1 raise this questicm 
only to draw^ the Hon’ble the Premier’s particular attention to this and this 
matter has been agitated in the press. I have seen articles in the Swaraj ^ 
in the monthly Prabatthi, and many other journals on this very case. Not 
conlent merely by suspending this eii<|iiiry wdiat is saddest of all is this 
that tliose persons who in the name of the Congress came forward to assist 
the investigating officers of the Enforcement Branch in detecting thesof 
crimes are now being ruthlessly persecuted and oppressed and those persons-^ 
against whom the enquiry w'us started, namely, "the Assistant Publgf 
Prosecutor and the officer-in-charge they are all promoted and they are 
quite safe and are moving at large and tho.se who appfjarcd and made state- 
ments as %"itnesses to prove the charges before the investigating officer of 
the Enforcement Branch they are now being severely oppriJssed. It may 
be, Sir, most likely that these things have happened behind the Prime 
Mimster’i* knowledge. I have raised this question not so Aiulcli to c^nd%nn 
or criticise anj^fc ^larticular Mini.ster or branch of the Police Department aa 
such but I have raised this question precisely with the object of drawing 
ike pointed attention of the BLon’ble the Pren^er and his Hon’ble coUeagud 
and to request them to look into the matter. ^ The records are there. U 
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ike Hon’ble Prime Minister cares^to consult liis presrai judicial Secretary 
Mr, Majara he will know everything. Now^ Sir, if he kindly looks into 
the 'matter and takes up the case, orders fresh enquiry and brings the 
l^ilty persons to book and thus protects those who appeared as witnesses 
before the investigating authorities protecting them 'from oppression then 
my bringing this motion would have been amply rewarded. If the Hon’ble 
the Pjemier wants details I can tell him that as to when the Barrackpore 
case was started, when it was decided and when the enquiry was made — I 
can furnish all these things outside the House after consulting the records. 
But I think he himself knows all these things and if he consults" the 
Judicial Secretary I think my information will not be liecessary. The 
Barrackpore case was started under United Bengal but the enquiry was 
started under Dr. (Ihosh’s Ministry and this Ministry is guilty of susfiend- 
ing that enquiry in order to protect some of their influential friends who 
occupy high positions in society. If from the top we go to protect under 
our wings these big criminals, in that case we shall never get spontaneous 
support of the poorer sections of the people in the maintenance of law and 
order. So we must begin from the top. 

With these words, Sir, I move that the demand under the head “Police** 
be reduced by Rs. 100. 

danab ABDUL WAHEED 8ARKAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the demand 
of the Police budget is in all conscience a heavy demand on the finances 
of a poor Province like that of ours. It is only meet and ])roper that this 
abnormally heavy drain on our le venue is fully justified. Can we lay our 
hands on our hearts and honestly say that the police we maintain at such 
a heavy cost is etfleient and free fnnn (corruption r How I wish we could 
do so. Much has been said in the Press and from the platform that since 
15tk August, 1947, tliere has been a tremendous change in the mentality 
of the police force. But the fiHjquent reports of firing on crowds belie all 
those statements. Only a few days ago a Sub-Inspector of Police in the 
district of Hooghly has been dismissed from service for unjustifiable firing 
on a crowd of men and women resulting in the death and serious injujry 
to some women. Such instances can be multiplied. These go to show 
that our fond hopes are far from being realised. Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel 
often preaches sermons to the members of the ])olice force to change their 
outlook but the question is, have these sermons produced the desired effect? 
The answtu' is to be found in tludr behaviour and their dealings wdth the 
public. The morale of the force has got to be improved and the feeliug 
that they are not the masters but the servants of the public sliould be 
ingrained in each and every member of the Porce, Bribery, corruption and 
nepotism should be r(»oted out and exmnplary jiunishments should be dealt 
out to the deliiKjuents, so as to serve as a warning to those who are inclined 
40 swerve from the jiath (d duty and rcMditude. Once the impression gains 
ground among them that dereliction of duty on their part will be severely 
dealt with, the men will .soon 1k' able to adjust themselves to the changed 
conditions and there will be a distinct improvement in all directions. At 
, the same time their emoluments will have to be increased suitably .so that 
there will be less temptijitiou on their part to resort to corrupt practices. 

As a measure of economy the posts„ of the Deputy Inspector-General of 
Police like those of the Divisional Commissioners should be forthwith 
abolished. The matter has been discussed and deliberated upon and there 
is general agreement that these posts can be safely abolished without 
impairing efficiency. A large amount of money can thus be saved which 
can be utilised in increasing the paj" of low paid servants. 

Sir, it apjiears that the .Government has launched campaign for 
cancellations of firearms in certain localities. In this campaign the 
Muslims have fared very badly. There are several instances. In the dis- 
trict of 24-Parganas, for example, the total number of licences was 1,578 
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of which 457 licences were cancelled mostly on ngn-political ffrounds^ Of 
the licences 658 were Muslims’, and' out of them the licences of 429 persons 
were cancelled. Frpih these “figrures it will not at iill be unreasonable to 
infer that the (roverniiient desire to leave the question Of protection of the 
minorities themselves. This has struck terror in the minds of the 
Muslims residents of the locality and unless the Government by their action 
restore the confidence of the ^minorities, the panic thus created will go on 
spreading. I leave it to the Hon’ble Minister-iii-charge to decide in what 
way -the lost confidence may be restored. Care should also be taken that 
similar treatment is not repeated. 

Sir, with regard to the granting of licences also the Muslims, I have 
come to know from a reliable source, are at a great disadvantage. 
Applications for licences for firearms from Muslims are not being considered 
at all and are filed, while all applications for licences from Muslims received 
six months back are also being held in abeyance. This is a very aOrious 
matter and I desire to invit(» the attention of the Hon’ble Minister-in- 
6harge to investigate into the matter and take necessary steps so that these 
grievances may be remedied without delay. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motions for the acceptance of the 
House. 

Janab A. F. M. ABDUR RAHMAN S Mr. Sj>enker, Sir, at the outset 
I must tell the House that I was very much hesitant to table my cut motion 
lest some of my honourable friends from Government benches might 
question that I have not yet been able to shake off my communal complexion, 
but still 1 am helpless becaus<» people come to me and ask questions regard- 
ing the subject-matter of my cut motion. 

Sir, the object of my moving the cut motion is to know from the 
Government what is their ])resent ])olicy regarding possession of fire-arms 
by major minority community, viz., the Muslims. Sir, one (jould under- 
stand the ])olicy of suspicion and distrust imimMlialely after partition about 
the j)eople who were of a different i)olitical persuasion. But, Sir, now 
W'hen the w’hole thing has settled down, why sliould the policy of suspicion 
and distrust continue!^ 

Sir, I have not got the figure of tl»e whole of M'est Bengal with me 
but from tlie answers of the starred (juestioii of my (‘stt'cintnl friend .lauab 
Jasimuddin Ahme<i, dated 17th of January, HMD, it ajipeared that as many 
as 4‘J9 gun licences helonging to the major minoiiiv community in the 
district of 24-rargaiias have been cancelled and their fij-e-nrms have beem 
taken pos.session of by the fb)vernmeiit. Sir, tin* tlien Hon’ hie Horae 
Minister gave as many as seven reasons why licences wc*r('. canctdhul and 
two of them were anti-social activities and activities inimical to thi* State. 
Sir, I do not know nmler what category the.se licensees whose licences were 
cancelled come. Sir, 1 think it will not ht* out of place, if I quote here a 
passage from a recent .sj)eech made by the Hon’ble l)ej)uty Prime Minister 
in the Indian Parliament regarding Indian Muslims — “They have on the 
whole kept the peace of the country and have .settled down somewhat 
disillusioned but more or le.ss wdlliiigly to their new loyalties.” Sir, the 
Muslims of West Bengal come under the category of Muslims of Indian 
Union and as such the remarks of the Hon’ble the Deputy Prime Minister 
is also applicable to them. Sir, the time for suspicion and distrust is over 
and the Muslims of West Bengal stood the test of loyalty to the State and 
therefore I request the Hon’ble Premier to issue orders for the restoration 
of the licences of the Muslims of West Bengal whose licences haVe been 
cancelled and return their fire-anus. Sir, the Hon’ble Premier knows it 
very well that trust begets trust. 

Sir, my second motion relates to the smuggling in border areas of the 
^district of 24-Pargana8. Sir, although Government has up an elaborate 
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machinery to stop smuggling from border area but they have failed to deal\ 
with it adecpiately. Sir, (luring the general discussion on the Supple- 
mentary Budget, I criticised the policy of the" Government to employ 
temporary stait' for anti-smuggling and I do not like to repeat the argu- 
ments here. Sir, failure on the part of the Governinent to stop smuggling 
has caused incalculable hardship and misery to the innocent people of that 
area. They are not getting their due (|Uota of-«upplies of essential controlled 
4. commodities and they are made to suffer for no fault of theirs. Sir, root 
out the anti -social elements from the border area and if necessary shoot 
them down but for the failuie of officers and men to discharge their duties 
properly and effectively, let the innocent people not .suffer.

Janab $• M. ABDULLAH: * Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is strange to find that 
among all the individual items of expenditure the largest slice goes to the 
Police. West Bengal has one-third area of United Bengal and its revenue 
dwindles to about one-third, but, Sir, the cost of maintenance of the police^ 
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|em to tliat of joint Bengal. Tlie Hon’ble Minister sever ponders 

in kifi blind as to how much it costs to the poor people of his country. It 
seems that it is the impression of the Hon ’hie Minister that if the police 
force is increased, peace and tranquillity will be maintained in this country 
which is the princijm! duty of the police. On that principle in framing the 
Budget the expenditure has been increased. To my miml it is not the 
increase in police force that can bring peace and order in this country, if 
Government really wants peace and tranquillity in tlie oountry, it must 
see that the characU'r of the police he changed, the outlook of the Police 
be changed. Government should take necessary steps in this direction. 
But, Sir, to our utter disappointment we find tliat though we have increased 
the number of police, in time of emergency, in time of difficulties, the 
police have failed to maintain law and order in the country. The police 
are very much apt to fire upon the innocent students and women even. The 
other day when the raiders attacked Duiii l)um iiero<lrome and Bastrhat 
police-station we have seen the worth of the police*. They failed to check 
the raiders. Government has increased the pedice force in order to save 
the country from the hands of the raiders and robbers, but it is a strange 
thing that today the police force have failed to show^ their ability. The 
real remedy is not increasing the police force. The real thing is that the 
police under two hundred years of foreign rule have lost their vitality, their 
partriotism and they have turned into a machine of the British Bureaucratic 
system of Government. What we demand from Government today is that 
if they want to bring real peace to the country, they should bring real 
transformation in the minds of the policemen, because they are our country- 
men. If we can import patriolism, if we can import new enthusiasin in the 
minds of the police force, in that case (mly peace can be maintained. I 
must congratulate the Hou’ble Premier for what he has said in course of 
his sj)eecii yesterday on the floor of the house. He has said that the police 
are uotliing but the servants of the peoj)le, and, in fact, they are going to 
he the loyal servants of the people. The sooner the police understainl this 
the better for Ihe country. Sir, the examples which have* Ik*^*!! given by 
my honoura])le friend Mr. Badrudduja show' that the police liave failed to 
protect the minority communities in the country. The Hon’hle the 
Premier has said that the police should protect every individual irrespective 
of group, section ami colour. That is a very good thing, hut the police 
have flailed to follow' that lesson of the Premier. It is the duty of the 
majority community, not only it is their i)olilical duty, hut it is their moral 
duty, it is their social duty to protect the minorities. 

Much has been said uliout oppression of the Muslims l)y the jiolii'e by 
my previous speakers. It seems to me that the entire police force has been 
applied to suppress the Muslims, Sir, it is not the policy of the Government 
to suppress the Muslims; it is rather tlie teiideiH'v of the policemen and 
hy their action they have shown that. Can anybody point out a single 
instance where the Muslim in general revolted against Government, 
Muslim masses committed a crime against (government On tlie other hand^ 
we find that the Hindus are preparing arms, they are preparing bombs, but 
the police do not take care of that, because they are Hindu.s and the police 
have got a communal colour. This communal colour, this narrowness of 
mi^d of the police must be changed. You have declared it to he a secu^lar 
State and you wdll give protection to all irrespective of caste or creed. Ihe 
day when the police will be able to give protection to all irrespective of 
caste, creed or colour, I must say that day peace w’ill return. Let the 
police change their mind. Let them instead of being a terror to the country 
be harbinger of peace and goodwill; let the police contact people irrespec- 
tive of caste or creed, let them not be guided by narrow principles, let 
them be guided by patriotism, love and brotherhood, because they are 
people of this country. One thing that I mu.st place before the Government 
is that they must import new blood into police. The old people who feiwed 
under the British Qovemmen^ all do routine work ; their work is not inspired 
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by patriotism. If new blood U importe"3 into the police force irrespective 
of caste or creed instead of increasing their number, I think we shall be 
able to maintain peace and order in the country w’ith a minimum number 
of police. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have heard from 
some housewife that lier husband is a devil at home but he is an angel out- 
side. That is the general remark which 1 liear from a devoted housewife. 
Such is the case with our Government. They are devils at home but 
angels outside. Sir, let me explain what I mean. They are threatening 
the minority as if the minority of West Bengal is not the responsibility of 
my friends over there. The minority of Pakistan, i.t., the Hindus of 
Eastern Pakistan, are their responsibility. That is the form of mind, that 
is the mentality by which they are guided and action is taken. Therefore, 
Sir, it is a constitutional anomaly of the highest order that a free country 
or a free Dominion would claim protection of the minority of the other 
Dominion. If you claim protection for the minorities of the Pakistan 
Dominion, and they in their turn, V.c., the Pakistan Government in their 
turn, claim protection of the minorities in this Union, wdial will be the 
fateP Then the sovereignity of the peoj)le, the sovereignily of the State 
recedes to the background, and there can be no freedom, no sovereignity. 
This is the state of things to which you gentlemen have converted this 
State of West Bengal. I address them through you, Sir, Mr. Sj>eaker. 
The minorities of Jhikistuii, /.c., the Hindus of Pakistan come forward and 
claim that it is their homeland, because they say — I have met many 
Pakistan Hindus who have come forward; the\ are first class gentlemen — 
they say that they would never have eome hut they have been lured by 
prospects of leadership, hy pixispects of employment, b> prospects of 
carrying on professions, and you lured them. Mr. Speaker, it is these 
gentlemen (pointing to t'ongress henehes) wlio lured tlnun to West Bengal 
and then a hue and cry was raised that tlie East Bengal Government or the 
Pakistan Government was not looking after the interests of the minorities 
and that it is tlu' indiftcrence of the Ihikistan Government to the interests 
of the minorities, that has driven them from Ihikistaii to your place. That 
is not a fact. It is you wlio lured them. They say “we voted for Ihirti- 
tion at your iuslunce and West Bengal is also our place and so we have 
come to West Bengal.” The result is that this exodus from East Bengal 
to West Bengal is demoralising and devastating. These gentlemen from 
East Bengal came to West Bengal with a certain grudge and malice against 
the Muslims of Pakistan. The police officers who have come from East 
Bengal, the Judicial Officers wlio have come from East Bengal, the East 
Bengal District Magistrates who have opted for West Bengal from East 
Bengal, they all have malice against the Muslims. It is a fact. I can 
prove this conclusively hy the production of documents, if necessary and I 
say this with full responsibility. So far as the East Bengal Hindus 
generally are concerned they have all come here excepting the Nirjatita 
Congress karmis who are still there. I have travelled all throitgh West 
Bengal from my district of Birbhum, to the border districts of Murshidabad, 
Hooghly and other places and throughout I found the minds of the Hindus

Mr. Speaker, abetted then^ instigated them to commit the crimes against 
the Muslims (The Hon’bhe Sri Bimal Chandka Sinha: Question!) and 
not only that, Sir, they are instigated and abutted by the police officers who 
have come from East Bengal to put the Muslims to serious, trouble. Sir, 
I can, also cite instances. What my friend Janab Badrudduja has said is 
quite true and his speech, 1 think, Wds the field. 
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jS^ow, Sir. the atrocities are being' committed upon the Muslims; the 
Muslims of West Bengal are suffering from innumerable disabilities at 
your hands. What is the remedy? If you are a civilised Government, if 
you are a democratic Government, there shall be no difference between one 
set of persons and another set of persons. But. Sir, you have deprived the 
Muslims of West Bengal of everything. I can also cite an instance of 
atrocities of recent occurrence. One Md. Musa 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

Janab MUDASSIR H08SAIN: Sir. may 1 have a few minutes more 
and I have finished. Now, Sir, one Md. Musa, a leading Muslim of Katwa 
in the district of Burdwan, was murdered in cold blood in the presence of 
the Subdivisional Officer, in the presence of the Oircle Inspt'ctor and in the 
presence of the armed police who were all formerly in Kjist Bengal. The 
Subdivisional Officer had a revolver in his waist and 18 armed constables 
were there and Md. Musa was lathnd and murdered. Then a case was 
started and the Subdivisional Officer who abetted the murder has been 
enquiring into the matter .and 1 just now got tlu* information that yesterday 
a certain woman was examined in connection w’ith tin* cas(’ and tliat woman 
said “Well, in the presence of you he had been murdered and if you wished 
you could save him.” Then the Subdivisional Otficer got enraged and said 
“Y^u will be put to jail”. The woman said “1 do not care to go to jail 
and even be hanged, when you liave murdered him.” Sir, such occurrences 
are taking place daily. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

Janab MUDASSIR HOSSAIN: Sir. 1 am just now finishing. Now, 
Sir, wdiat is the remedy? With folded hands I In'seech vou, you w]io are 
the leaders of the country, who are. leaders of onr perqile, to protect us. 
Wc have dissolved tiie Muslim League. There is no leadcrslii]) amongst 
us. AVe liave accepted and adopttMl you as our lead(*rs and we are loya] to 
the core and if any person can save you from trouble it is the Muslims of 
West Bengal who will save y<»n. No other jierson of any other community 
has the strength or the will to save yon. It is we who can save you 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y our time is up. Blcase resume your seat. 

Mr. C. E. CLARKE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, T rise to oppose all the cut 
motions. I have listened with considerable attention and very close interest 
to all the observations made by the honourable members in moving the cut 
motions to the Police grant. Whether tlie criticisms wliich have been 
made, some of them serious condemnations, are valid, I confess tliat I am 
hardly in a position to say. The fact remains howwer tha( it cannot be 
denied that an efficient police force is necessary, and because it is necessary 
the expenditure connected therewith sliould not ba opposd. 

1 do suggst, however, that to build up or maintain a competent police 
force imposes a double responsibility. There is without question the 
responsibility of Government to check and control the licence wliich results 
in corruption or oppressive practices and the individuals who commit them, 
but there is an equal obligation on the community composed of jirivate 
individuals os distinct from officials. A State begets tlie police force its 
people deserve, and the only satisfactory w^ay of (‘urtailing expenditure 
tmder this head is for the public in every sphere of life tfi conduct itself as 
to render this form of control unnecessary. The stamlards of the force 
reflect in fact, the standards of the people, for the individuals which form 
the force are recruited from the people and their basic morals ai;e those 
acquired in youth before coming under the influence of morale-building 
training and discipline in the Force. , 

On the question of recruitment it is jperhaps a small criticism lo 
in saying that selections iflisnld be made with the greatest possible 
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so that the elimination of certain elements lacking in a sense of their 
responsibilities as servants of the public can be efPected. Be that as it may 
the servant of the public, as with all servants, is worthy of his hire. He 
must be paid and paid adequately. He must be properly equipped to perform 
the duties expected of him. The equipment must be up to date for we have 
bad recent evidence that the adversaries of the State employ modem 
methods, and this brings me back to the question of the budget allotment, 
Oovernment admittedly has to meet numerous conflicting demands on 
available revenue, and in the modern ethics of democracy, to which India 
rightly subscribes, there is the responsibility to furnish the necessities and 
fundamental amenities of life, such ’as, medical services, food supplies and 
kindered other functions which were not in centuries past essentially 
acknowledged as an obligation of governance. But the development of 
these activities for the people’s welfare is dependent on peaceful conditions. 
The i)olice are the first line of defence in maintaining that peace which 
undoubtedly leads to conditions of plenty and prosperity. I therefore 
maintain that the preservation of law and order is the first charge on the 
peoples’ money and to treat it as such is undoubtedly in the best public 
interest and 1 support the Hon’ble the Chief Minister’s motion for the 
police grant. 

Before closing, Sir, I should like to raise again the question to which 
my colleague spoke on this occasion last year. I believe that there has 
been a marked improvement in police control over criminal perj>etrator8 of 
burglaries, robberies and similar violent activities in Calcutta and groat 
credit therefore is ^lue. I congratulak* the police and the Government 
behind it on this improvement. 1 welcome also the indications of better 
control at the Holi festival this year, and I am encouraged to hojic that 
these are signs of increasing competence in the widest field of control, 
responsible tor the prevention of such incidents as have been recently 
witnessed in IJum Dum, — incidents which in themselves warrant the 
exptmdihire in the t\’idest possible methods of jirotection for all classes and 
coipmunities seeking to preserve their peaceful ways of life. 

I therefore oppose all the cut motions. 

Janab MOLLA MOHAMMAD ABDUL HALIM: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the 
budget demand under the head “Police” is 4t)l lakhs which, to say the 
least, is staggering, and this appears all the more so when we compare these 
figures with those of the foreign Government when they ruled over us. If 
we refer to the budget allotments for the years 1940-41, 1941-42 and 1942-43 
of united Bengal, we will see that the figures then did not go beyond three 
crores but now we are spending so much as 4G1 lakhs for West Bengal 
only, and even that with what result? Hus it imj)roved the tone of the 
police in the least? I am constrained to say that the police today is as 
rotten as it was before, and in this connection I would refer to what has 
been liappeniug in ray district of Nadia. Since the dawn of freedom crops 
belonging to the Muslims are being damaged and looted, and Muslims 
totally demoralised as they are, cannot even where they are eighty against 
five move their little finger in self-defence for fear lest that might involve 
them in further trouble. 1 know, Sir, that many unfortunate Muslims. in 
their vain attempt to save their crops have been murdered and killed, and 
yet the police took no notice of it. This has been happening for more 
than one year. The District Magistrate is there: the police is there: we 
run from post to pillar and pillar to post but we get no help from anvwhere. 
My friend from Nadia ovm* there on the opposite side knows everything. 
I am perfectly sure that het will bear me out in everything that I am saying 
here. Jle also feels equally like myself helplei^s in this matter. 1 appeal 
to you, Mr. Premier, to come tp our help and succour. Tell us bluntly if 
you cannot give us protection. aUd in that case order a mass iaassacre of 
fifty lakhs of us. On the other hand if you really so desire, give us full 
jroteotion. We have seen that when an o%)er is non-communal he is 
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suddenly btmdled off. I know of a case when an officer who had been 
sympathetic to the Muslims had had to go away, and an officer who made 
a hell in one thana was transferred there to make a hell there. There things 
are going on merrily Sir. So what mj' friend Janab Syed Badrudduja has 
eaid is perfectly true. He has reflected the real state of affairs prevailing 
in every part of West Bengal. You are, Mr. Premier, the custodian of our 
honour^ of our property and everything, and I am sure you cannot have 
your conscience clear if you fail to give us protection that we are now so 
badly in need of. I therefore appeal to the Hon’ble Premier to take this 
matter in hand personally and come to our succour. 

Janab MUHAMMAD IDRIS: Mr. Sneaker, Sir, at this fag end of 
this evening’s sitting after so many valuable speeches tliat have been 
delivered, I think there is hardly any need for me to say much. Yet I will 
only mention one thing in which I cannot but express my deep concern, I 
mean the large scale seizure of firearms from Muslim holders including 
those in my district of Howrah. This has created a sense of insecurity and 
helplessness in the minds of the Muslims. So far as I know T am fully 
sure that there is no reason or justification for this unjust and uncalled for 
attitude of the Goverument, 

Sir, I am at a loss to imderstand the policy of tlie Government behind 
this unjust measure. But whatever had been the idea of the Government 
and some of their leaders about the Muslims and however mueli they might 
have doubted the loyalty of the Muslims, they should now change their 
minds and should be sorry for their misunderstanding the Muslims. Despite 
all .sorts of provocation, oppres.sion, hardship and torture by some section 
of the people and the police, and the insult inflicted upon them by question- 
ing their loyalty even hy some top-ranking Government spokesmen, the 
Mussalmans, thanks to Providence and thanks to their own sonnd judgment 
and sound .statesmanship of their leaders, have come out successful in their 
greatest trial that occurred immediately after the partition of India. The 
Mussalmans all along remained loyal to their country. They have shown 
to the world that their loyalty and patriotism is not a thing to he snatche<l 
»way by provocation (»r oppression, that the loyalty is not the monopoly 
of some particular section of the people that the country is us iiuK'h theirs 
as others’. They know that loyalty and patriotism is part and parcel of 
their Iman, that is, faith. I 

Tht'V know' that it is their birtliright to live here and that there is no 
power in this world to deprive them of that right and as su(di they have 
most firmly and irrevocably determined to continue to be citizens of India 
and they feel proud of their being Indians. S(» in times of difficulties and 
oppre.ssions they have not lost their heart iM>r they have looked towai^lN the 
other side of the boundary. Kven in their difficulties the Mussulmans have 
never disturbed the Government bv raising any murmur or (‘rv, far less creat- 
ing any trouble. Even the Mu.slim leaders have all ah)iig refrained from 
making any public statement to the press describing the atrocities and oppres- 
sions on the Muslinns only with a view that inter-communal relation slnmld 
improve. And thanks to the people of both the communities the inter- 
comrnunal relation has much improved. Only what is necessary now’ is that 
the Goverument should change their mind and should do aw'ay with certain 
^just policies which they have adopted. Governinent sliould change their 
ffolicy and at once return back tlie guns that were seized. Tht* other day 
the Hon’ble Chief Mini.ster appealed to all sections of the peojile to 
co-operate w^ith the Government and help them to build up a new State. 
The Muslims are never lacking in co-operating with (iovernment but, Sir, 
I humbly ask the Hon’ble the Chief Minister how co-operation can come 
from one side. Co-operation is not a thing that may come froin air. 
Co-opera tion always comes from within, from the heart itself. So, if you 
unjustly taklb away the flre-anns without ^y reason and thus oppress 
them, they will not be able to co-operate with you. 

5 . 
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So, I most earnestly appeal to the Hon’ble the Chief Minister to 
consider this. This is certainly a very important matter and not at all a 
trifling one. Particularly now w'hen dacoities and robberies have become 
rampant and life has become insecure, Government should seriously 
consider the necessity of allowing the people to possess their own firearms 
and protect themselves, their life and property. 

Once again I appeal to the Hon’ble the Chief Minister to direct his 
government and officers to retuni back the firearms to their owners who 
have been quite loyal, lawful and innocent citizens and from whom firearms 
have been taken away without any fault of their own.

Mr. SPEAKERS Order, order. The Leader of the House is entitled 
to a patient hearing. 

Th6 Hon’bla Dr. BIDHAN CHAWDRA ROYS Sir, I have also got in 
my possession all the incidents of communal disturbances that have taken 
p}^e during the last year and half. That is neither here nor there. Hard 
words, as I have said, do not break bones. By merely uttering flame and 
thunder it does ease anybody. On the other hand, the speech that my 
friend Mr. Badrudduja has made is just the type of speech which I hardly 
expected from a man of his calibre and intelligence. He should be one of 
th^e who should carry the torch of amity ami conco-rd. Instead of that, 
he has indulged in vituperations. He has said that he has got evidence of 
a conspiracy behind. Why did he not bring before me all the evidence 
that he possesses. If he had brought them before me and if I did not 
submit them to the strongest and strictest scrutiny, then he could have 
made such allegations against me. Not one word has he said as regards 
any conspiracy anywhere — not in one place. T deny that he has done it. 
Then he makes a wild allegation that a Magistrate (lid not obey the orders 
of the dei)artineut of (Government. That is again an untrue statement. 
No Magistrate lias lHH‘n given any orders to obey any instructions from 
Government which are not in the interest of the country as a whole. He 
seems to think that sotne Magistrate has been transferred from Murshidabad 
whom he probabl.v liked, Wcause the (lovernment did not like the action 
of the particuilar Magistrate as n'gards Muslims. T deny that. There is 
a^iflolutefy foundation whatever for making that wild allegation. My 

friend Mr. Abul Ka^eiii has suggested^ (A voiCK : Ahul Hashem and 

not Abul Kasem.) Yes, Abul Ilasiieui. I always remember him by his 
father’s name. He has told me about two instances. Mr. Dalmia’s 
■»^.iince I know. Jt was a cast* in which a party Messrs. Dalmia Jiad a 
gorb^wu where they used to keep two typers of cement — imported and 
ordinary cement. I went carefully into the whole affair and was satisfied 
that it was a hona fide mistake. He was made to pay the [>enalty and he 
was made to separate the godown tor imported ct'meut from the godown 
for the local cement. As regards the other case I wish he had told me in 
time. Tn that case 1 would have made every enquiry that he wanted and 
I w’oiild have placed before him JUid before the House also all the facts of 
the case. It is unfortunate that the gentleman about whom he had cast 

aspersions is not liere present in the House. I am perfectly sure that if 

he had he(‘n liere he would have given a full and complete statement in 
answer ami in refutation of the charges wliich have been made against 
him. I deprecate this method of attacking a person when he is not here 
and not giving him an opportunity to defend himself. 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: On a point of personal explanation, Sir. I 
did not want to give the name, but the Treasury Benches insisted that I 
should. And most reluctantly I submitted his name. 

The Hon*ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I do submit that if 
he had seeu that the gentleman about whom he was speaking was not here, 
common courtesy should have prompted him to wait until another oppor- 
tunity. I can assure him this that if he is found eveu one hundredth part 
guilty us has been suggeiij^d, he wdll not find a place in my Ministry 

tomorrow. (Cries of “Hear, hear”.) But that is neither here nor there.

These are not iiiethods which I expected from ii man of Mr. Ahul Hashem’s 
position and influence. 

As regards the allegation that has been made that applications for 
licences by Muslims were not received I have not heard of any such allega- 
tion. "If he will kindly tell me the date and the name of the person who 
made the application which was not received, 1 promise to make an 
enquiry, and whoever is responsible will be punished, but 1 deprecate again 
the vague charges tliat liave been made. 

Sir, with regard to licences, with regard to keeping of arms, the position 
the West Bengal (jovernment has taken is this that whenever there is any 
difiiculty, wherever there is anv amount of confusion, any amount of 
disturbance in a particular locality or an area, it is always best— we huv^ 
felt — to take away tlie guns from those who either cannot be depended 
upon to use tliem properly or who are not able to take i>roper care of them* 
It will he a news to some of my friends, Sir, that on the 8th and 9th of 
March last all the guns from all the gun shops in Ihilcutta had been removed 
to Fort William for protection. This is a part of our protection measures 
which 1 must take on behalf of the people because what do the invaders dof 
They go — as I saw, ^ou saw, everybody saw in the Ihini Dum raid — they go 
lor the revolver, tliey go for the gun. Therefore it is not only not enough 
to see that the man does not use his gun unlawfully but also to see that 
liis gun is not snatched awa> by the invader and used against him and 
against others. Therefore, Sir, this is the priiici])le wdiich the West Bengal 
Government have always fo]lowe<l with regard to the guns that liave been 
kej)t in a particular p]ac(‘. The local officers have got complete authority 
to select persons whom they tliiiik it will be salt* to allow them to continue 
to possess the gun from both the points of view tliat I have just mentioned. 

Sir, I have lieard a great deal about the liel])leHsn(*ss of I lie minority 
community. My Iricmi Mr. Mudassir Hosain is not lielplcss. He is not 
even lielpless against the hammer of our Speaker. The S]>eaker goes on 
hammering but lie goes on si>eaking. He is not helpless anywiiy tliougb he 
belongs to the minority community. He does go on talking even when 
the Speaker says, “Don’t talk I can tell you what the jiosition of the 
(iovernmeut is with regard to the attitude towards the minority community 
and what instructions it has issued to its officers. On the 28tb April, 1948, 
a notification was issutwl to ever> officer, to all District Magistrates, Sub* 
divisional Officers, all departments of Government, Commissioners of 
Divisions, Secretaries of the Government of West Bengal, Chief Secretary 
to the Government of Assam, Chief Minister, Cooch Bella r State ami to 
everyone concerned, which reads thus: — 

“I urn directed to refer to sub-sections {7) and (S) of section 1 of the 
Agreement reached at the Inter- Dominion Conference and to 
state that the Government attach tlie highest irnfiortaiice to Hie 
speedy creation of conditions such as would deter any exodus of 
the minority community and facilitate the return of the evacuees 
to their homes. To tliis end it is e.ssential that memhers of the 
minority community should liave confidence in tlie government 
officers and be able to look to them for protection and justice. 
Government accordingly declare that they ere determined not td 
tolerate, on the part of any of their servants, conduct prejudiciai 
to the interests of the minority community end any government 
Servant offending against this will be swarded exemplary aa4 
deterrent punishment. 

You are requested to ensure that the widest publicity be given to the 
instructions among all ranks of Govemm«?iit servants. Govern* 
niattt consider it of importance that mischief-makers and 
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rumour-mongers amongst the general public who attempt to 
create panic in the minds of the minority community should be 
efPectively prevented from indulging in these activities. You 
are accordingly requested to instruct all your subordinate oflScers 
to report immediately any instance in which such mischief is 
being committed and you should thereupon take the most 
stringent action to suppress it using for the purpose, it necessary, 
your power under tlie West Bengal Security Act or any other 
appropriate law, and Government regard the carrying out of the 
instructions as a matter of the highest importance and all work 
in this connection should receive your personal attention^’. 

These instructions were re-circulated on the 19th of January, 1949. 
This was after the Calcutta Agreement and, I wish that, instead of my 
friends trying to say something here under the protection of the Legislative 
Assembly, they would take this with regard to any incident that they have 
in mind and see the officer and ask him, “What are you going to do with 
regard to this?” And, if they are not satisfied with his action there is 
always a forum; there is always a Ministry in the Home Department which 
is prepared to meet all such cases when they come in. One of my old 
friends used to tell me one great philosophical anecdote. He used to say 
this. “Give a man power; he is sure to abuse it unless he is a superman 
or unless the public opinion is strong against his abuse of power”. This, 
I think, is a very sound principle to dej)en(l upon, instead of pleading 
inability, instead of pleading helplessness, instead of saying, “We are 
insecure”. All that we from the Governmeiit can do is to tell my officers, 
“you must follow a particular method, a particular system”. If they don’t, 
it is for them, those who are affected l)y it, to put pressure upon either the 
local officer or the head of the administration to sc^e that what they have 
stated in print is achieved in practice. Sir, I am told that some friend of 
mine said, “Government should change their mind”. I only plead with 
my minority friends, with my Muslim friends, I only plead with that friend 
that they also should change their miml. i^et them say, “Here we are; 
we demand from you this particular redress in this particular case”. As 
far as I am concerned 1 can promise them that they will get the redress 
but it is no use sim]>lv throwing mud one against the other because mud- 
slinging does not take us any turilim'. ^^’itb these words, Sir, 1 oppose 
all tile cut motions and movt* the motion that stands in my name for 
acceptance. (Applause.)

DEMAND FOR GRANT. 

37— Education. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, on the recommendation of the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 2,94,32,000 be granted for expenditure under the head “37— Education”. 

Sir, at the outset I must thank all wliether inside or outside the Legis- 
lature who in their anxiety 

danab MO. KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 

Mr, SPEAKER: Is it a jmint of order? 

ilanab MD. KHUDA BNKH8H: Yes, Sir. The Hon’ble Minister in 
his speecdi said that “I thunk all whether inside or outside the Legislature”. 
Is he permiited from the floor of this House to adilress the public outside? 

Mr. SPEAKER: J think 1 cannot take notice of these things. It is no 
point of order. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, at the 
outset I must thank all whether inside or outside the Legislature who in 
their anxieh to stn* the expansion and improvement of educational activities 
in the Province, have commented on tlie inade(juacy of tlie educational 
grunt and yet ha\e a]>])reciated some of the improved features of the 
Education Budget this year. The estimate for l949-5t) under head “37 — 
Education” in the new province of West Bengal nearly approaches the 
actual (‘Xpenditure on Education for tlie whole of undivided Bengal in the 
year before the partition. 1 do, however, agree with the sympathetic 
comment that the Budget Estimate for Education is still “lowly placed”. 
But, wh> does it occupy so humble a position in our Provincial Budget in 
comparison with tlie advanced place that it occupies in some of the other 

S rovinces in India? 4t is largely because throughout the period of 
[ontague-Chelmsford Keforms, when for the first time some importance 
came to be nttaehed to the nation-huildiiig departments Bengal was under 
the great handicap of the Meston Award. It took long years for the 
inequity and injustice to be undone partially, though not wholly, under the 
Niemeyer Awaid when the new Reforms came to be introduced in 1937 
under the Government of India Act of 1935. But, soon after the Second 
World War broke out, the storm in the West was joined by the typhoon 
from the East and it came to shake violently ’Our internal economy with the 
^ult that Education became one of the first casualties. War brought 
in its train an unprecedented famine and in the estimation Of the men 
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Government Education could only he selected for making expiatory fast. 
Then there were the communal riots prefatory to Partition and therefore 
expenditure under some of the other heads could make long strides, but 
not so on Education. On the top ot all these came the Partition raising 
problems demanding costly solution. The cumulative effect of such a close 
succession of misfortunes', extraordinary and calamitous in character, was 
that Education in our province could never come to share properly in the 
growth of revenue or in the progress of revenue expenditure which some 
other departments were able to do. Thus, if expenditure on Education 
reached the peak of 12T per cent, of the total revenue expenditure which 
was 12,76 crores in 1668-61), it came to share onl\ 7 1 per cent, of the 
total of such expenditure, viz.. 42 41 crores, in undivided Bengal in 1946-47 
under the Muslim League regime. 

This past account may help us to under'^tand how we have reached our 
present position and it will be sufficient. 1 think, to expose the iiollowness 
of the fanciful discovery whicli some ot our scientists have made, without 
taking into account the Develojmient expenditure under head ()6-B, that 
“the present West Bengal (lovernment has outdone the League Govern- 
ment in killing education'’. Some ot the scientists may be specialising. 
Sir, in killing inventions now-a-days. but culture which is rightly associated 
with high academic distinctions shouhl always have regard tor strict 
accuracy and truth. And the truth is that with the advent of the National 
Government, the downward trend of expenditure on Education has not onlv 
been arrested but Education is stea<lily reci^vering lost grounds. From < 
per cent, it has risen to nearly 9 per cent, ot the total revenue expenditure 
as the actuals of the latter part ot 1947-48, the revised estimates of the 
current year and the presented budget for the next will show. 


Now' to come to the business before us. A few' words are necessary, I 
suppose, to explain the variations between the Budgtd and the Revised 
estimates tor 1948-49. My honourable colleague, the Finance Minister, 
has already exphiined in his Budget Speecdi the unexi)ected financial 
difficulties through which we ha<l to jtass during the cunent \(‘ai‘ and the 
seveie cut to which the expected l>t‘veh)pment Grant from the (.’tuitre was 
8ubj('cted. He has explained also the anti-inffationai y cousich'rations to 
which our attention was drawn by the (Viitral Government and wdiich 
compelled us to go slow and cut down our expenditiiie on new' scdiemes. 
And if schemes in departments classified productive can be held in alM*yance 
it goes without saying that a subject like Education considered and classified 
as unproductive apjiarently in terms oi imnuMliute momffarv gain or 
material value will have to suffer reduction in its estimates and postpone 
the imiilementation of some of the new >chemes until larger fiimls are 
available or until it is recognised that w'»^ cannot grow' more food or grow' 
in health unless we grow in informed intelligen<*e. 

In these circumstances where we couhl or lia<l to go ahead ami wdiere 
we could not, a full and frank statement ot it upjiears in the Budget 
literature, in the Red and Blue and While books and particularly in the 
part showing the progress of Development and new' schemes. 


1948.49. 

Priniaryi Basic and Social Education. — Now' those who w'ill take the 
trouble of going through the Budget papers with understanding, will see 
that, although a cut of about 66 per cent, or 27.J lakhs wa> imposed on the 
Education Development Budget for the current year and Mome ot the new 
schemes came under a ban, we did not fail to attach priority to the essential 
items and even to spend more on them wlienever possible. For instance, 
top priority was attached to the scheme of “Increasing the salaries of the 
primary school teachers” and not only we were prepared to spend the total 
cudgel^ amount of 24*01 lakhs, which was the largest single item in our 
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Development Budget, but we thought it proper to spend 8 lakhs more for 
allowing further increase. Similarly, adult or social education which found 
only a small or no place in our previous estimates was provided for with a 
budget allotment of 5 lakhs, but as it took more time than could be 
anticipated for the Special Committee that was appointed under the Chair- 
manship of Sri Aiul Chandra Gupta to make their recommendations on 
such a new subject and for securing the Government of India’s approval, 
it would be possible to H})end only half the budgeted amount, viz., 2^ lakhs 
in the current year. The aim of our programme is not the narrow aim of 
"achieving mere literacy, although provision for literacy drive will be there, 
but that of imparting social and cultural education as well so that our adult 
men and women can ])roperly function as citizens of free India. To achieve 
this, arrangements are being made to provide cultural, informational and 
productive kiioweldge through libraries, poj)uiar di^cussions and demon- 
strations ajid with audio-visual aids such as radios, magic lanterns and 
cineinas. It may be sjiid in passing that we liave anticipated the Govern- 
ment of India scheme in this respect and because of the preparations made 
in advance it will be pf>ssible for us to avail fully of the Central Govern- 
ment subsidy next year. It is a matter of regret however that we could 
not make much headway with the scheme of introduction of basic education 
as the Government of India api)roval of tlie departmental .scheme has not 
yet been received and an amendment of the Trimary Education Act has come 
to be considered necessary. But we have taken preparatory measures to 
set up not only our Basic Training Schools but our Basic Training Colleges 
as well. AVhile the two schools are ex])ected to ;\iel(l KiU teachers- 
trained in basic education, the two colleges are expected to turn out 
annually (SO trainers each to staff larger number of training centres of basic 
education. 

Secondary Education. — pa.ssing on to the development of secondary 
education, I w'ould like to j)oiiit out to the honourable members that they 
should not be misled by examining the Development Budget for it. They 
should look to the General Budget also and if they do so they will find 
that the amount of maintenance grant for secondary schools which was 
Id lakhs la.st year (11147-48) has bwn doubled this a ear and (piite a new 
thing in tin* annals of secondary education in this province has been done 
hy completely overhauling the Grant-in-aid Rules and relating the same 
to improved scales of salary fixed tor the teachers in .secomlarA schools. To 
be eligible for grants under the new rules the .schools will have to maintain 
scheduled rates of studeuis’ fees with much higher jierc^ntuge of free 
studentships, viz., 10 to 20 jier cent, of the roll strength in different areas 
and to pay the teachers salaries acooniing to the scales laid down for the 
different categories ot teachers, viz., Rs. loO — 100 tor Head Masters of 
different grades of .schools; Rs. To — i’)0 for trained graudates plus an extra 
allowance of Rs. 2o — oO to Assistant Head Masters of different grades of 
schools; Rs. 00 — 100 for Graduates and trained Ender-Gradiiates ; and 
Its. 50 — 80 for riider-Graduates. The new rules and the new grants will, 
therefore, mean larger and more substantial aid for needy schools, improved 
scales of salary for the teaching staff and wider opportunities to poorer 
students to avail of secondary education. Thus we claim to have helped in 
our hiimhle way the needy .secondary schools and have upgraded and 
improved their service. AVe have not considered it our business to ppach 
merely the theory of better paid teachers and to forget in practice to insist 
on conditions that can go to improve their lot. AVe have, again, not simply 
laid down conditions but have offered substantial help to implement them, 
so substantially that in many cases schools have received double their 
existing grant. 

Cirit* EdUMtion. — Effective steps have been taken to provide better 
facilities for girls’ education in the secondary and collegiate stages. In 
pursuance of a previous programme three new Government schools for 
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w«re established during the year, one at Jhargram, a second at 
Rjishnagrar and a third at Jalpaignri at a cost of Rs. 2, 70, 000, Haring 
regard to the'expensire character of these schools, the present Government 
do not propose to multiply State high schools but to give substantial help 
to non-Govemment enterprise for promoting girls* schools and even girls’ 
colleges like the Berhampur Girls’ College that was established with Targe 
Oovernment support last year. 

Gotingn Education* — Apart from the larger grants that the Government* 
have made this year to help the existing and newly-started private colleges, 
Oovernment have established a new’ college at Darjeeling this year in 
response to the demand of the hill people. 

A sum of Rs. 8,80,000, in addition to Rs. 3 lakhs provided in the normal 
budget, has been spent during the current year for the development of the 
Sibpur Engineering College *in accordance with the accepted plans of its 
reorganisation designed to provide facilities for a larger number of students 
to avail of better and more specialised engineering training. A new 
Principal and some Assistant Professors have already been recruited and 
negotiations are being carried on w’ith the Government of India and scientific 
bodies for the recruitment of other necessary stafi for the full reorganisation 
of the College. Here it may be said in passing tliat a special grant of 
Rs. 41,0(K) is being paid to the College of Technology, Jadavpur, to enable 
them to continue the courses of training in overseership in Civil Engineering. 

University Education* — The grant to the Calcutta University was fixed 
at Rs. 5, 2”), 000 a few years ago. If, how’ever, there was a deficit in the 
University budget on account of the payment of dearness allowance to its 
employees, tiie University could have an additional grant to cover such 
deficit arising out <)f the payment of dearness allowance to the statt'. In 
1048-40 a sum of Ks. 4,()4,000 was provided for the jiayment of dearness 
allowance instead of a sum of Ks. 3 lakhs provided for flic purpose in 
1947^8. Another sum of Rs. 4,74,000 w'as provided in the Budget for 
1948-411 and earmarked for the improvement of the post-graduate depart- 
ments and of science teaching and research work including expansion of 
the laboratories of the University Science College. But as the University 
authorities represented that there w’as a big deficit in the University budget, 
the earraurking had to be w’aived and the whole amount had to be pain to 
the University for meeting their deficit. Thus, altogether a sum of 
Rs, 14,04,000 was paid to the University diiring the current year us against 
Rs. 8,30,r>44 only paid in the previous year. 

Tha question of medium of instruction. — I cannot leave this account 
of what of importance has been done in the current .\ear without 
referring to a major (juestion of educational policy in w’hicli my 
department had to take an original decision, viz*., the question of medium 
of instruction of the linguistic minorities. Here there was nothing to 
guide by w’ay of precedent; on the contrary, the air outside this province 
was full of allegations of denial of opportunity to have school education 
through the mother-tongue and forcible imposition of the majority language 
on the children of the linguistic minorities. I thought I must be guided 
in the matter by educational considerations and considerations of practic- 
ability and I took the decision that in school education the children of a 
linguistic minority, if their number in a .school justify, must have the 
privilege to learn through their mother-tongue and even to adopt the 
mother-tongue as the principal language of study although having regard 
to the necessity of their intimate future contact with the majority of the 
people of the province in which they are resident, they would study the 
provincial language from class V enward, i.s., in the secondary stage. 
Thin principle wluch wan adbpted by my department and annouitced in a 
pma-note last mmiBier was subaeqomiilj endorsed with eome elahmlimi> 
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though not to the extent we were prepared to go, by the Central Advisory 
Board in their Allahabad session in last January. The resolution of the 
Central Advisory Board of Education is in the following teims: — 

“Resolved that the medium of instruction in the Junior Basic stage must 
be the mother-tongue of the child and that where the mother-tongue was 
different from tlie regional or state language, arrangements must be made 
for instruction in the mother-tongue of tlie children, provided there are at 
least 40 such pupils in a school. The regional or state language where it 
is different from the mother-tongue should be introduced not earlier than 
class III nor later than the end of the Junior Basic stage. In order to 
facilitate the switch over to the regional language as medium of instruction 
in the secondary stage, children should be given the option of answering 
questions in their mother-tongue for the first two years after the Junior 
Basic stage. 

If, how’ever, there is a sufficient number of pupils to justify a separate 
sch(K)l in an area, where the regional or state language is different from the 
language of sucli a group, the medium of instruction in such school may 
be the language ol the inijiils. Suitable provision should be made by the 
})rovincial authorities for the recognition oi such schools imparting 
education through a niediuni other than the regional or state language.” 

If the different provinces in the Indian Union now loyally follow the 
above resolution, then the linguistic minorities in all the provinces will 
not only find })roper facilities tor education but will be relieved of the 
anxieties and apprehensions that they are now feeling so deeply in some 
areas outside Bengal at present.

Mass Edlioatioil — Primary. — Passing on to the consideration of our 
Budget estimates for the next year, 1 would like to assure the House that 
my (lepartment will follow the lines of advance and development on which 
we have proceeded in the current year and also undertake those measures 
which for want of funds we could not implement. In the field of mass 
education, we propose to encourage our primary teachers by a further 
increase in their salary and have provided an additional Rs. 8 lakhs to give 
effect to the same. With this addition the basic salaries of our primary 
teachers which were Rs. HI, 12 and 10 in 104o-4(I for trained Matric, Matric 
or trained and untrained non-Matric teachers of A, B and C categories will 
be Rs. 81, 23 and H), respectively, and with the dearness allowance given 
by the Government and the District School Boards their total emoluments 
will amount to Rs. 30-8, 28-8 and 24-8. I do not for a moment say that 
such emoluments can be considered adecjuate in these hard times, but we 
have to wait for better budgetary position before further improvement can 
be undertaken. The primary teachers have to recognise that the Govern- 
ment that could double their rates of pay and allowances within a space of 
four years do not reouire .such an unjirotessional conduct on their part as 
“strikes” to realise the low scales oi their salary or the necessity of their 
revision. In fact, it had to be pointed out to the primary teachers and the 
responsible section among them, it must be said to their credit, resolved not 
to go on a strike, 

Basic Education. — AVith the trained teachers already available and those 
coming out of our Basic Training Schools we propose to introduce our pilot 
Basic Schools in a selected ai^a in every district and with that object in 
view we have provided a sum of Rs. 3 lakhs in the next year’s budget. 
Areas from which co-operation in the «hape of lands and accommodation 
will be forthcoming will be selected in consultation with the representatives 
o| tke different districts in the As^mbly and in the District School Boards « 
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As the progress of basic education will depend entirely on trained 
teachers a sum of Rs. 5 lakhs and another sum ot Rs. 3 A lakhs have been 
provided in the next year’s Budget for Basic Training Colleges and Schools, 
respectively. 

Social Education. — Our scheme of social education also will come into 
actual operation next year and just as arrangement will be made to 
construct film library and produce appropriate literature at the provincial 
headquarters so also district organisations and mofussil centres will come 
to function with necessary equipments. Our scheme envisages the develop- 
ment of at least 600 centres next year and a provision of Rs. 3,00,(100 has 
been made for the purpose. With the Government of India subsidy now 
assured it may be possible to double the number of centres, if not* treble 
them . 

Secondary Education. — While the provision of additional grant of 
Rs. 13,00,000 for the secondary schools made in the current year has been 
repeated for the next year also to bring about the reform of school eilucation 
in all its stages. Government is awaiting the re])ort of the ('ommittee that 
was appointed to investigate the lines of necessary development and to 
recommend what steps should he taken to impart primary (junior basic) 
education through creative activity and make secondary education more 
diversified in character and suitable to the various needs, abilities and 
aptitudes of the adolescents. After protracted labour and good deal of 
careful consideration the Committee have framed their recommendations 
and syllabi for different stages and types of schools have also been framed 
by them. The work of the Committee has been finished and their report 
]s under preparation. The Report of the Committee and the new authority 
for the control and development of secondary education which the West 
Bengal Secondary Education Bill proposes to set up will, it is hoped, bring 
about the much desired reforms of our school education. 

College Education: More Girls’ Colleges.— For the promotion of 
college or undergraduate education, besides the normal grant a sum of 
Rs. 2,00,(X)0 has been provided in the Development Budget for the supply 
of .scientific equipments to Government and non-Government colleges and 
a separate provision of Rs. 1,46,000 lias been made for additional 
accommodation and equipment in the Pre.sidency College. With a Develop- 
ment grant of Rs, l,7o,000 it is also propo.sed to render substantial 
assistance to the establishment of two non-Government colleges for girls, 
one in the Burdwan Division at Hooghly and the other in the north at 
Jalpaiguri, if possible. 

Technical Education. — To offer better facilities for technical education 
the following provisions find place in our Development Programme for the 
next year, viz., Rs. 2,0j,000 for the development of Bishnupur Technical 
School and Rs. 2,65,000 for the reconditioning of the Burdwan Technical 
School. Our thanks are due to the Maharajadliiraja Bahadur of Burdwan for 
the generous gift that he has offered to make of lands and liuilding to hous^ 
the enlarged Burdwan Tecliuicai Institution. The reorganisation of the 
Calcutta Engineering College is also engaging the attention of the depart- 
ment and outside the Development Programme a sum of Rs. 1,74,000 has 
been provided for grants-in-aid to non-Ciovernment technical institutions 
requiring them. For further implementution of the final plan of the 
Sibpur Er^gineering College a provision ot Rs. 9,00,000 has been made in 
our Development Programme and Architecture and Town and Regional 
Planning courses will be opened there from the next session. The question 
of the preparation of schemes fpr providing instnictions in Marine 
Engineering and Naval Architecture has been taken up and my department 
is going to deal with it in consultation ^ith the Central Government. To 
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enable Jadavpnr College to raise the standard of training, inclnding that of 
Chemical Engineering, a separate prorision of Rs. 90,000 has also been 
made to cover necessary grants. 

Commorcial Education. — So far as commercial education is concerned it 
is proposed to implement, after certain modifications, the Younie Committee 
Report for the reorganisation of the Government Commercial Institute, 
which has been long awaiting, implementation. A sum of Rs. 2,43,000 
has been provided in the Budget for 1949-50 for the purpose. The Ministry 
of Education, Government of India, has approved in principle the details 
of the scheme, and it is presumed it is now before the Central Development 
Board for their approval. It is proposed to acquire a site and to provide 
the inistitution with its own buildings. 

Arts ®nd Crafts. — There hardly any provision now for the teaching of 
crafts ill the Government School of Art and the existing facilities for the 
training of qualified personnel in Pure and Applied Arts fall far short of 
the needs of the country. It is therefore proposed to provide for a more 
comprehensive course of training at this institution and to appoint Qualified 
etaft for the purpose. A sum of Rs. 33,500 has been provided in the next 
year’s budget to make provision for better training in Applied and Fine 
Arts in this institution with a view to meeting in particular the require- 
ments of cottage industries. The scheme has been formulated in consulta- 
tion with the Cottage Industries Board of the Government of India. Thus 
it will he realised that much greater attention is now being paid to the 
devehqunent of Technical, Commercial and Art eilucation than it has been 
possible to do so far. 

Sanskrit Education. — On attaining independence we could not afford to 
lose or even neglect our u^iicient heritage and culture. Indian independence 
without a renaissance of Sanskrit scholarship and culture can only mean 
sucli a vital decadence that no amount of injection of importeil knowledge 
and technique may he able to make her distinctive civilised existence 
possible. Government, therefore, appointed a Committee, under the 
Chairmanship of Dr. Justice Bijan Kumar Mukherjee, Judge, Federal 
Court, to reiK)rt on the reiiuired expansion of the Sanskrit College and on 
the increased facilities that should be granted for higher studies in 
Sanskrit and for advancing the cause of Sanskrit scholarship along tradi- 
tional lilies. The Committt^e’s recommendations liave been received and 
carefully examined. It is proposed to provide a Post-Graduate Department 
in the San.skrit College, to strengthen the Tol Department of that College 
and to make fuller provision for collegiate teaching by co-ordinating, if 
possible, the work of tlie Sanskrit and Presidency Colleges. It is also 
pro]>()sed to establish at least one (Toverument tol this year at Nahadwip, 
the ancient seiit of Sanskrit learning, and to reorganise the Bengal 
Sanskrit Association to make it an independent organisation to supervise 
and promote Sanskrit scholarship on right lines. A new scheme for better 
graiits-in-aid to ioli^ has been framed. About 100 tols have already been 
helped in 1948-49. In 1949-50, it may be possible to assist a larger number 
of tolff with more funds provided for the purpose. 

Mailra&sa Education. — After the partition, the Calcutta Madrassa vras 
removed to East Bengal. The Muslims of this province felt aggrieved that 
the oldest institution for Islamic studies established by the British in 
India and which in the past hud served as a great centre for higher training 
in Islamic studiCvS and culture had been removed from this province, 
depriving the Muslims of this province of facilities hitherto enjoyed by 
them for higher studies in. Islamic subjects. It fell to this Government, 
therefore, to correct a mistake of the previous Muslim League Government 
and set right an iniustice that was done to the Muslims of West Bengal. 
CK)Vernment have therefore decided to reopen the Calcutta Madrassa and 
<8quip it for the teaching of Islamic snhjeots along traditional lines, but 
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under modern conditions, to meet the cultural requirements of the Muslims 
of this province. Provision has been made for it in the budjfet tor the 
next year. 

It has been decided, however, to close down the Intermediate Classes 
attached to the Hooghly Madrassa. There appears to be a misap])reheiision 
in the minds of some about this decision and it has found expression in the 
dtd)ate and in tlm cut motions notified. Distinguished Muslim educationists 
are of opinion that the so-called reformed Madrassa education scheme falls 
between two stools in that it does not provide either a thorough grounding 
in Islamic subjects along traditional lines nor does it piovide as good a 
general education as can be had in the ordinary educational institutions, 
(invernment have therefore closed down the Hooghly Madrassa but at the 
same time have made an angements for the teaidiing of special Islamic 
subjects to such Muslim students as desire to receive instructions in them 
at the Hooghly Mohsin College in addition to the oidinar^ college subjects 
now taught there. Thus the same facilities will be available for the study 
of Islamic subjects in this college as are now provided for Sanskritic studies 
at the Sanskrit College where students read ordinary- colh‘ge subjt'cts but 
liaAe, in addition, sjiecdal instructions in Sanskritic studies. It is hoped 
that the ])res<‘nt decision of (lovernment will be rt‘cognist‘d as a (h*finite 
advance i‘ducationally on th(‘ previous ai rangeimmts and the cut motion 
notified will not be moved. 


University Education. — As [ have said before, on coming to oltic(‘, this 
(iovernment pi’ovided for a much larger grant to the (hJcutta I’ni versify 
than it used to gel ])reviou.sIy. AVe have even made a hit larger lump 
jwovision foi' the next ^ear tlian was made for tin* current yeai\ viz., l'V2<' 
lakhs, which, apart ti‘om the provision foi- dearness allowance, nearly 
double the ])reviously settled grant. Al’e have done it in anticipation ot 
ihe actual needs of the Cniversit^' whndi will have to be as('i*rta] iu*d upon 
an examination ot the Cniversity’s budgetary position and the losses 
siiflertMl by it through tin* shrinkage of its jurisdiction due to pail it ion ot 
lleng-al and establishment ot separate Cniversity in Assam. In s]>ite ot 
j)r)s,t-partition efforts to incituise the bs* income, ot substantially largtM’ 
giants fiom tin* Provincial (lovernimmt and ot acci'ssion of ('mitral grants 
tor higher scientific studies and ri'seaieh, the gulf het\A'(*(‘n its ]'(‘\(mu(‘ and 
expenditure remains unhridged we are told. IIow far it is due to nec'essary 
e\})ausioii of teaching services and how far to justifiable addition to 
administrative expimditure, we, who have to render account of our 
expenditure to tlie Legislature, are not exactly aware or sufficiently assured. 
Consistently with our responsibility to the ])rovincial exchequer it liecomes 
extiernely difKcult for us to certify Cniversity’s demands luessed at times 
for immediate acceptance and not without notices of imixmding crisis. 
Such a mode of getting or giving grants can only he full of lisks for the 
h niversity and not less so for a Minister or (jovernment , In the ciriuim- 
stances what is desirable is a committee to as.sess in consultation with the 
University the amount of grant that the University, might require for 
carrying on its teaching and administrative serviie.s with due regard to 
efficiency and economy. AA^ithout such a committee our department will^ 
have to examine the University ’s finances and do the work of assiwsment 
of University’s requirements as best as they can. As facilities concerled 
for the same can only facilitate tiimdy release of grants we hope tlia.se will 
be given ungrudgingly if the Cniversity do not agree to the proposal for 
the appointment of a committee. In a Government presided over by an 
ex-A^ice-Chancellor of the University and one oi the most distinguished of 
the UniverMty men of our day, there can be no lack of anxiety to help the 
University, but the programme and the principles on which help can be 
rendered should he rationalised and clearly determined if a Provincial 
Government none too resourceful like that of AV'e.st Bengal has to di.scharge 
any liahiJity incurred by the University.

— I have made a some- 
what long speech in the hoiH? of minimising ill-informed criticisms inside 
or outside the House. Here in the House those who will feel their doubts 
resolved and (luestions answered may be inclined to withdraw’ their cut 
motions.

I got the estimate jirepared in (‘onnection with the work 
of the Scliool Education Committee and for submission to the Central 
Advisory Hoard of Education. As the Government of India is prepared to 
assist by contributing only dO per cent, of the expenditure and not more, 
I do not know^ when with 70 jier cent, ot the sum of 14 crores of rupees 
placed at my disposal I shall be in a ])osition to satisfy the very patriotic 
demand to add to the political freedom of the country the blessings ot a 
good piimury education for the mass<‘s. Unless and until the House be 
pleased to assure me of such a supply I dare not make such a demand for 
grant. 1 shall however continiu* to pray that my successoi’ may have that 
singular good fortune.

Rut nevi'rt In'Iess T feel 
constrained to }K)int out with all the seiiousn(*ss at my disposal that the 
policy ot the Governnn’iit ot I\ est Rengal, so tar as Muslim institutions 
are concerned, has not been very hajipy. Sir, trom 1919 right uji to 1949, 
the Honlile tlie Minister ot Education knows it — he has })e(*n one of the 
0 dost members of this L(*gislature — he knows it perfectly well, that 
Ministers of Education with only one single exception, namely. Sir P. C. 
Mitter, Lave been Muslims, but Muslim Eili^ation Ministers have never 
attempted to make any distinction between Hindu and Muslim education 
nor to make any inroad on Hindu civilisation and culture. And it we go 
turther still, we come to their predeces.sors, the Britishers, who snatched 
away our empire, demolished and pulverized into atoms many a Muslim 
J^tructure of permanent value, robbed us of all our position and influence 
and reduced us to tlie sorest straits. They too never made any inroads on 
nur civilisation and culture: they too recognised the eternal values of 
islam. But today in the ye.ar of our Lord, 1949, we find that in the name 
attempts are being made tf) make an inroad on Islam as 
^ Islam is a red rag to the bull. I do not understand what is the meaning 
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and significance behind their present policy. It is' fortunately for us, 
however, Sir, that the Central Government, thanks to the noble Prime 
Minister of vision and imagination Pandit JawaharljJ Nehru, have not yet 
touched the Muslim Fniversity at Aligarh. Attempts had been made to 
chanijfe its name, but they have not yet done so. But the Delhi Anglo- 
Arubic College has been re-named Delhi College, the Islamia College at 
Shajahani)ur has been re-named Gandhi Fai-i-um College and the Islamia 
College at ( alcutta has been re-named Central Calcutta College. This 
shows that although the (Jentral Government have not been untavourable 
to the ilemands and aspirations of the Mussalmans, to the cultural associa- 
tions and traditions of the Mussalmans, unff)rtunately the policy of the 
Governimmt f)f West Bengal or of some other Govm'innent has not been 
at all ver\ haj)])y or sympath(‘tic. I will not enter into very great details at 
the i)res(‘nt moment. Sir, I feel very much pained to ])oint out that in 
this land (d Doshbandhu (diittaranjajn Das, Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, 
Surendra Nath Banerjee ami ()thers, men of colossal heart, of colossal mind 
and of colossal brain, men of clear vision and imagination, wbo cared not 
if Muslims got mon; and Hindus less or Hindus more and Muslim* less, in 
their land such short-sighted ])olicy should be ])ursue(l. In their glorious 
days they cared not whether Hindus were benebted or Muslims were 
Inmefited. These great men had the vision to see that for the good of the 
nation tln'.v must help the Muslims who were in a backward state and tr} 
to raise tlnmi up higher and higher until they attained the fullest stature 
of manhood, ddiose great p(Msonalities had a clearei- and a much ])etter 
ajjpreciat ion , than the Minister of Education, of tin* eternal value of Islam, 
of the eternal message and glories of Islam, of the traditions, the culturai 
ties ami associations of Islam, the magnificent contributions of Islam to 
\\oild civilisation lor om* thousand \ears. They had such a high a])precia- 
tion of Islam, and Mahatma Gandhi too had such appreciation of the 
glorious heritage of Islam. 

Sir, I will not jum]) to any hasty conclusion. But honourable members 
will perhaps wonder why it is that one iiart ieiilai member in this House 
would bi* in ti'odueing a eommunal (|ueslion. Ibei’e is nothing communal. 
Sir, in Islam. Sir, not only lias it the most comprehensive system of 
civilisation that th(' wiuld has ever seen hut it is also the most cosiiiopolitan 
and all-emhraeing religion in the world and is (piite consistent with the 
ordered iirogrcss ()i human society and world culture. Islam has l)een 
responsible for civilising entire humanity. Islam brought the message of 
hope and inspiration to the benighted world in the dark days of intellec- 
tual sterilism, moi’al chaos and spiritual confusion, wdien the wdiole 
world grojied in darkness for the light of science, of civilization, of demo- 
cracy, of ti'aternity, and e(|uality. Sir, I do not understand bow my esteemed 
friend over theie is alarmed at the name of the Islamia College. He might 
have some regard at least for the founder of the Islamia College, he might 
have some regard for the good that he did towards the latter part of its 
life, he might liave some regard for the great man who sacrificed himself 
for maintaining Hindu-Muslim unity, he miglit have some regard for that 
great leader Ileshahamlliu C. R. Das who for the sake of Hindu-Muslim 
unity faced tlie music, laced the opposition from all quarters, he might 
have some regard at any rate for Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru who today has 
got the vision of the future, has got the courage to state that the Muslims 
of India are now passing through a crisis of mind and spirit. He should 
not have done that in such indecent haste before consulting Muslim public 
opinion. After all what is in a nameP Why do you object to a Muslim 
UiimeP AVhy do you single ^ut the Islamia College? There are other 
institutions— St. Xavier’s College, Sf. James’ School, the Hindu School. 
It may be that the Hindu School, the St. Xaxier’s College and other 
denominational institutions are established iipt from public revenue but 
from private donations. May I respectfully point out to the Hon'ble 
Minister that the Islamia College was established in I92G with about 
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Rs, 4,65,000 taken out from the Mohsin Fiiml. The Isliimia College has 
developed into a heautiful institution from out of a nucleus which was 
nursed by Mr. Fazlul Huq. It was established by Mr. Faziul Huq in a 
Muslim locality, amidst Muslim surroundings, amidst Muslim cultural 
associations. It ha.s the privilege of a Mosque, it has the privilege of a 
Prayer Hall and to it are attached the Baker Hostel and the Elliot Hostel 
which are also situated in an Islamic locality, in an Islamic atmosphere. 
That was the reason wliich j)roinpted my revered leader Mr. Fazlul Huq 
to establish that institution, the Islamia (^>llege. Then again there are 
arrangements tor scientific studies also up to the I. Sc. standard. Fees have 
been lowered for poor Muslim students for various reasons, sj)ecially 
economic. For Muslims who (‘annot get a<lniission'i in tin* Presidency 
(.'olh'ge and other colleges where fees are higher — a!mo,st jirohibitive — so 
far as Muslim students are (‘onceriied, the institution has been tin* heaven 
of repose. These aie tlie ct)nsid(*rat ions that weighed with the lead(*rs of 
public ojunion, the leaders ot Muslim j)eo]>h‘, tor intioducing an institution 
which, while geneiating a purely Islamic atniospheri'. would lead to the 
growth and evolution ol cultural outlook ot Muslim boys. But why just, 
after the establishment ot ln(h‘p(‘ndent India, of Fnn’ India. Muslims should 
be ielt‘gated to this jxisition!*^ Why this ])articular institution should be 
singled out for this ])viiticular treatmmit by the Ilon’ble Ministm* of 
Education y 

The Hondde Ministm’ has waxed eloiiiKuit that suhiciiuit jirovision has 
been madi* for the establishment ot the C'alcutta Madrasah. All honour to 
Hoibhle Maulana Abul Kalam Azad whose jiersoiial interest and intiu’ven- 
tion has brought into existence the institution onct' again. I had some 
intert'st in tJieso things. I have so often knocked at tin' Ministers' doors 
and at the doois ot ^laulana Azad for this institution. 1 know what ])ains 
Maulana Azad took to introduce this institution. It was ilue to his su])r(‘tne 
efforts and due, of couise, to rc'^porisc fiom the t jovi'inmi'iit of Bengal, that 
the institution has again been ix'vived much to our relitd' at tin' ]>resent 
moment. 

Sir, Islamia College was founded b\ daiiab A. K. Fazlul Hmi, late 
Premier of Jb'iigal. with a donation ol Ps. 4,5(1,1)01) out ot Muslim Fducafion 
Fund, ])Uij»Osel_\ with the object ot serving the educational nei'fls of 
Muslims win) aie still bai-kward in the fi<‘ld of ('ducation, and hence ri'iiuire 
special treatment in the matter. AVith that object in view’ several sti])ends 
were created and were sanctioned f)> the (ioverimn'nt and endowed by the 
members of the public tor the benefit of jioor Muslim students. A mosque 
is also attached to the college liuilding so that tin* students may easily say 
their daily jirayers in the college. For the eon veiiieiice of students w’itli 
Urdu as their mother-tongue the college had Uidu as second lang’uage 
among its combinations. 

To my great dismay, and discomfiture of the Muslim community, the 
present Ministry, shortly after taking over charge of administration, made 
the following chaaigcs in the college: — 

(1) changed tlie name of the college into “Central Calcutta (>)llege“ ; 

(2) cancelled the affiliation of the college in Crdu as second language; 

(3) discontinued some of the stipemls granted to the Muslim students; 

(4) increa.sed the college fees. 

Tills was done on ground that tlie policy of the Congress (jovern- 
ineiit is t-o discourage denominational colleges and institutions. 

May I request the Hon’ble Miiii.ster for Piducation to jionder over tliis. 
If on this very ground the Islamia College has got to be named “Central 
College”, if the name lias got to be removed, the names of all the institutions 
including the University of Calcutta, the Visw’a Bharati, of all the 
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denominational and non-denominational institutions that exist in this land 
have g-ot to be changed or modified, because they do receive grants from 
the Government of Rengal. May I ask my honourable friend over there 
what is “public revenue”? Is not "public revenue a revenue which is 
contributed to by Muslims and Hindus alike? Is there no Muslim contri- 
bution to that revenue? If in fact any institution is established from 
public levenue, is there any justification to take away the name of the 
institution, to change the name of the institution? Is this the policy to 
secularise the institution? It is only an attempt to de-Lslainise the insti- 
tution, purge it of Islamic associations, Islamic cultural outlook, Islamic 
atmosphere altogether? Is that the way that you are moving, Sir? 

Sir, we have heard of many more serious things. Muslims of India 
have gone through shocks of revolutions; Muslims of India have stood the 
test on several oc^casions. They have gone through various changes 
through ages. Thus did the hoi'des of Halaku in Central Asia devastate 
the tr(‘asur(‘H collectefl through centuries by Muslims in Abbandi Bagdad. 
Thus did Isabillii and Ferdinand destroy the magnificent structures of 
civilization and cailture, of science and ])hilosophy, reared in Spain on 
Muslim d(*votir)n and insj)iration. I’hiis did various j)enple in the name of 
(dvilisation, in th(‘ natrn^ of culture, in the name of s(‘cularisation, in the 
name of tin* real cultural outlook of the entire human race, try, as the 
Christian Missionaries of Europe did to ])aint Islam in the daikest possible 
colour emjihassing, Islam is sectarian, Islam is narrow, Islam takes a 
prejudiced view of things, Islam is not consistent with modern civilisation 
and culture, Islam is not compatible with modern tendencies and aspirations 
of life, Islam is not consistent with all that we talk, brag and boast at the 
pr(‘sent day. My Iriend ov(‘r th(‘r(‘ ^\ill lealise that w<‘ have survived these 
shocks and blows. We have niaintain(*d oui- int(*giit\, oui ])olitical. 
social and cultuial (‘ntit\, in sjiite ol tlu* shocks of re\olution and changes 
all over the world. I may assuic him that in Europe, in Africa, in Asia 
and all over the world the Muslims have maintained their social integrity, 
their cultural idcuitity and thiur political individuality, in sjiite of these 
inroads, in sjiite of these vandalisms. 

(At this stage IIk* blue light was lit.) 

Sir, 1 have got to go on. 

Mr, SPEAKER: I have got to finish the two items — Education ami 
rivil Supplies, ddierefore I have got to curtail the tiim‘. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA; Thank >ou very much. I shall be 
britd, Sir. 

Sir, w'v might not have ohj(‘et(‘d to this, but, Sir, 1 consider this an 
insult to .\ruslims, 1 consider this an affront to our loilture, I consider this 
as a deliberate afteinjit to ruin our civilisation. Sii’, the Hon’ble Minister 
obs(Mves that instructions should be inqiarted in tht‘ mother-tongue, ])ut 
wa* have a real e\am])le how Erdu language has suddenly been transformed 
overnight in Enited Provinces. I am not discussing that. It does not 
conn* within our pu!vit‘w at tin* ]»resent monu*nt. We have seen to oui’ 
cost, to our dismay, to our disai>j>ointment ami to our chagrin that in the 
name of a secular State Muslim culture has thus been tampered with, the 
sanctity ot a Muslim institution has thus been violated. But for Godhs 
sak<' do not raise a false issue to cloud the }>erspective, do not say that 
because it has been c‘.stahlisln*d from iniblic revenue, it has been founded 
from ])uhlic revenue, then*fore it cannot bear that denominational name. 
You perhaps rememiK*r that we, Muslims and Hindus of India, have made 
joint contributions to ArchitecHire. to Music, to Ihility and to Philosophy 
of Hindusthan. Tomorrow’ perhaps that wonder of creation — Taj Mahal — 
that magniticent beauty of architecture, which bears the impress of a 
Muslim genius, which testifies to Muslims’ concejition of the sublime and 
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the beautiful, that great monument of architectural refinement should also 
go because it is founded from puld^ revenue. All the finest ami tlie most 
imposing monuments of glory in Deihi^and Agra also must on that principle 
go, specially because they bear the Muslim genius and culture. 

Whether they bear a Muslim name of 'Muslim associations or not the fact 
remains tliat there is Muslim brain, Muslim talent, Muslim genius, Muslim 
aspiration, Muslim ])lan, Muslim outlook, Muslim vision behind them all. 
Tlierefore on that ground also tliose institutions must not exist in the 
world because they too have luvn established from public revenue! If you 
go through Indian history lor 1,01)0 years, you will find that Muslims have 
contriluited most mag^nificently in every sphtoe of life, in every domain of 
tlioug'lit, in t'veiy fitdd of a(‘tivity — idiiloso])hic, political, sixdal, (‘ultural, 
ni<»ral, s])irittial and scientific. On that ground tluMefore the institutions 
e>tablished by tluun and contributions made b.\ them must also disap])ear, 
becaiKse tlu'v be‘ar tln‘ unmistakable impre.ss of Muslim genius. Even British 
revenue s>stem ino(h‘lh‘d on the system of Sher Shah must go. bt‘cause it 
too has the touch of Mu'^lim genius inort* so because they are reared from 
public reveniH*. For God'.s sake, don’t be so partial, don’t be so susj>icious, 
don't be so jiaiochial, don’t lu* so narrow, don't be so communal. For 
(jtod's sake, lake an uniiiassed view of things. After all, \\e have got to 
remain in India. Even Sardar I’atid who has m‘V(*r lunm accust'd of 
jiartiality towaids ^luslims, who lias lu'ver been guilty ot ])artiality towards 
Muslims, dining all tlu'se \ears— -(‘vmi Sarilar Bated had to conft'ss that 
Muslims have kept absolutedy c.din, uniuffled and have maintained a perf(‘ct 
st‘renity ot mind in the midst (d provocations. But is this tin' way that 
you want to win the NMiipathu's ed' Muslims, h,\ estianging tin' le'elings 
of Muslims iurtlier and iinlher, hy piHting the faitln'st strain on their 
loN'altN , hy kee'jnng in terinent tin* disgruntled Muslim minontv to nurse* 
le)r all time to e'oiin* the* e've-r growing se'Use* ot injustice* and wrong' in afl 
spheres of lile'^ Bolitic.il domination \m' h;i\(* stood, e*e‘ononiic slave'ry 

we can ])ut up with, hut we- are* not pre-pare‘d to stand this cnltural domina- 
tion, Tliremg liout ages, tin* glory ot Islam, its nn-ssage* eif hi'ot ln*rliO()el 
and simple hnmanit\. has stood the te*st ot tune*, and in the name* of 
Almighty we* aie- <le-tei mine'el to ]»rote*<‘t tin* e-ultural In'ritage* of Islam at 
all (‘osls, 

I a])peal to the (iove-rn nie'iit eit AVe*st Be*ngal ; Do not ride longhshod 
over our culture. I weiiild apj>e*al to tlie'in not to riih tin* Muslims tin* 
AViong way. 1 would apjM*al to tln*m to have* some* regard lor .Muslim 
cultiiie anel consult Muslim jnihlic ojiiniem. Tln-y should take* the Muslims 
into coiifielenee* liefore they junij) to a conclusion which ofiends against 
Muslim .s»*ntinie*nts, Muslim tce*jing-s, Muslim pre'stige* and honour. 1 
would apj>e<il to tin* Hon'lde* Ministci in the* name* fit all that is hf)).\ and 
vsuhlime. in the* name oi the* g^rcat Mahatniaji himse*!t, in tin* name eei Bandit 
Jawaharlal Ne*liru. in tin* n.inn* ot einr se*(*nlar State*, in the name* of the* 
glorious traditions ot tin* Eemgres.s, to rise to the* )n‘igljt oi the occasion. 

I woulel ajipcal to lhe*ni in the iiann* ot the* glorious In-ritage* oi tin* 
Cong're-ss, in tin* iiann* of tin* late* Deshahandhu ( 'hit taraii.ian J>as, in the 
name e)t Snreiniranat h Bain*rie*e* and other' gre-at le*ade*rs who ha\e' h'lt a 
legacy and inspiration to undo tin* wiong elone to Muslims and restore 
the name at the Islamia College. 

So far as introeUiction of com])ul.sory free primary education in this 
province i.s concernefl, the Hon’ hie Minister has anticipated my argument# 
About Rs. 40 lakhs have been j>rovi<le*<l in the buflget |f>r salaries ol primary 
school teachers. That i.s a Jainlahh* ainl coiiimeinlahh* provision. 1 realise 
the Hon’ljJe Minister’s ditficulties very much. Actually 14 crores are 
necessary for implementing the assurances held out from time to time hy 
Various Governments — tlie jrredece.ssor (iovernment as well as this Govern- 
ment — for introduction ot free compuhsory primary education in the province. 
The whole question therefore centres round finances. I can, however, 
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assure the Education Minister that if there are combined efforts from all 
sections of the House to urjfe upon tlfa -Government of India to give us a 
fairer share of the income-tax and jute duty we may augment our revenue 
and thereby launch an intensive drive for tlie spread of free compulsory 
primary education tljroughout the^drovinoe. By tinkering reforms, by 
patchwork, b\' following a short-sighted policy, we cannot improve the 
condition of primary schools and primary school teachers throughout the 
province. It is time, Sir, that we did realise our great resjronsibility in 
this connection and pooled our re80nrce.s, moral ancf material, to have a 
comprehensive scheme of primary education throughout the province. 
(Applause from Oj)])osition benches.) 

Mr^ SPEAKER: Befcne I call upon the second speaker on the subject. 
I wish to il raw the attention of members of the (l])posiiion to the necessity 
of ke(‘j)ing their speeches as far as possible within certain limits. I do 
not want to curtail the right of freedom of ex})ression of any member of 
this House but in the light of the situation in the country I 'would simply 
ijppeal to them that wliile they are criticising the policy of the (xovernment, 
the languagt^ used should be as lestrained as possible. I wish again to 
nmke it clear that if the rnembei's desire to iniroduce a very strong language 
I lOn not here to stoj) them from using it, because the right of freedom of 
ex])ression is ])ossessed by the members. That is all that I have got to 
say. 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM: Mr. Spc ‘aker. Sir, we are told that we have 
achiev(‘(l fie(‘dom but we do not feel like that. If we have achieved freedom, 
in that eas(‘, dev(‘loj)m<‘nt of our culture should be considered as our fore- 
most dut>. During foreign rub* we had })een kept as slaves politically, 
economically, but. Sir, the worst that hap])ened is that we were all made 
file cultural slave's ()f our rulers. Perhaps realisation of this ins])ired our 
poet — I mean Dwijendralal Boy — to say” 

” i 

That is, we smile as an Knglishman smiles and cough as a Frenchman 
does. Sir, it is reall> true that we think in terms of what we call European 
civilisation. ^VhateV('r is certified b\ Eurojie as good we ac'cept as good 
without any reser\ation. Whatever is ('haracterised as bad by Europeans 
w’e acce])! that as bad e(pially without reser\ation. Now that we have 
attained freedom, we must try to rediscover our own culture and therein 
discover ourselves. I congratuhite the Hon’ble the Education Minister 
when he sa\s that in future education at least up to the secondary stage 
shall be given tiirough the medium of Bengali, so far as West Bengal is 
concerned. But, Sii-, in order that people of Bengal may really get the 
education they like through the medium of their mother-language, certain 
preliminary arrangements must be made, I think the Hon’ble the 
Education Minister will not differ from me if 1 say that the first step that 
should be taken in this direction should be to create an organisation for 
translating knowledge of the world into Bengali. Sir, English language is' 
ricli and universal because in that language you can find all the treasures 
of the world both past and present. If you want to know what is there in 
the teachings of the Holy (^uran you will find it there; if you want to know 
what are tiu* teachings of the Vedas, Epanishads and ancient philosophy of 
India you will find them in that language. If you want to know what was 
the w’isdom of Socrates, Plato, Aristotle, ancient Greeks and Homans you 
will find them in that language. If, Sir, we want to raise ourselves" to 
that height we will have to raise our language to that height too. If we 
want that our mother-tongue .should be raised to the level of world’s one 
of the first-class languages, i^^ that case the step that I have suggested 
should be considered as the first and the most important step. It is a pity, 
Sir, if I want to know something of ancient India I will have to take 
assistance of the Englijdi language. It is with great difficulty that one 
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can find here in Calcutta even a\standard copy of the Bengali translation 
of Srimad Bhagavat Gita. The •other day I found to my satisfaction — 
satisfaction Wcause I feel happy when I find that the people of Bengal am 
taking interest in their own culture — in the room, of my esteemed friend 
Sri Dliirendra Narayan Mukherji a Bengali translation of Yoga Vasishta 
Ramayana. I asked him it that hook was available in the market. He 
said that was the last copy that lie could })r()Oure from the publishers. 
Therefore, not to speak of the intellectual giants’ contributions to world 
knowledge of Europe, America, the Mid<lle East, the Ear East, it is very 
difficult even to find Bengali translations ol classic books of Indian 
philosophy and Indian culture. Therefore, Sir, 1 would urge uju)!! the 
Government to consider ver\ seriously it money spent on this account they 
would consider as well spent or not. Nou, Sir. W(‘ in the ])ast, have been 
forced to read books manufactured by (ireat Hiitain who had stability of 
their empire in India uiii>ennost in their minds. Though history, 
geograpliy, in fact all tlie branches of knowledge were taught to us from 
text-books written from that standpoint, only a few years ago the people 
of Bengal, Hindus and Muslims alike, I iiunembm-, creat<'d a serious 
agitation for removing the Black Hole Monument from where it was. The 
people of Bengal, Hindus ami Muslims jointly organised the Serajuddowla 
Day. Wh\ ? Beeaiise the> learnt from tlu‘ i-eM*ar(*hes ol all ilisinterested 
ami pafrioiic Bengali histoj’iaiis that the Nawah Serajiiddou la, the last 
independent king ot Bengal was just not the "aine man as lu* was re[»reseuted 
by the British and otheis. Sir. tin* other <la\ I canu* across a very nice 
radio talk given by a reputed Profc''soi of Calcutta. Sri 'rripuraii (.’liakra- 
verty. The talk was a Bengali talk “Hharater Itihasi* moulik iiiti” — the 
tuTnlameiital Jind tlie basic ])rinciplcs of Indian history. That appealed to 
me so much that 1 pcisonally iin*t him and re(jUt*slcd him to writt* a 
comprehcnsiv(' book on that subject. H the hjstm'v ol India la* r(‘-wj’iticu 
in the light of the !(‘ariicd Prolessoi’.s thesis, in that case that and that 
alone will cri'atc an at ni(»sphere in which Jlindus and Muslims will forget 
all commuiialism and leally become one pt'ople. Mere change ot name ot 
a college would not help creation ol that atuiosjdieri* \\liicli wi* so mucli 
desiie. Similaily, Sir. tin* gi'ogiaphy of India was wntt(*n in a manner 
that kept us Idind ol oui own resour(*<*s and jiott*ut lalit les. Sii\ tmlay W(» 
talk of secular slate and M*cular i*ducation. But in mv hiimhlc opinion 
1 do not find anywhere an\ such thing as secular education strictl\ sjicukirig. 
Ev(*ry nation, evcl^ civilisation h.is some “ism" as tin* loundation of its 
civilisation. That ina> not he religion. For instances, in Bussia, the 
rulers of Russia have also an “ism", I (*all it tln‘ir icligion and <*veryho(ly 
knows. Sir, from the heginniiig uj> to the end of education tin* whoh* 
system has been so altered that none is |)ermitted to get an> ediK'ation wliicli 
is not consistent with their “isrn" of life 1 do not want to he so much 
fanatic. I want to lie liberal but. Sir, in tin* nann* of lilicialism, 1 am not 
prepared to sacrifice our own culture. Here 1 am not talking of Hindu 
culture or Muslim culture. At any rate <lue to tin* pt*culijir geograjibical 
and historical conditions of India and for tliat iiiatt(*r B(‘nga] within India 
as sucfi has also distinctive culture of it's own. Let us all combine together 
to re-discover that culture and Iniild out own future destiny on tlie basis 
of that culture. For that all the brandies of knowledge will liave to be 
re-written. 

Even in Russia communist history, communist geography, communist 
chemistry and communist ph>sics. etc., exist. So we must undei stand and 
realise the importance of this. By luere slogans.. }»y the promulgation of 
section 144, by passing of the Seenrits Act and all th<‘sc and by repressive 
and oppressive measures w e cannot protect our ov\ ti culture from outside 
attacks. Sir. if it he necessary lor the maintenance of law* and order — since 
this is not the occasion for tliat — I leave it at that. But in order to protect 
ourselves from external aggression of ideas and ideologies we must bring 
home the treasures of our cultural knowledge by translating the world 
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knowledge into Bengali find re-writing text-books for our schools and 
colleges as also for common readers from the standpoint of our own culture. 
These are the two things that are absolutely necessary. I feel perfectly sure 
that if this be done, you will find that the whole of Bengal Muslims and 
Hindus together will ])e proud and conscious of their own culture which 
they do not know now. 

With th(‘se words, Sii', I commend my motion for serious consideration 
of the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Education and his honourable colleagues 
in the present Ministry as also the honourable members of his party; and 
as, Sir, the Ilon’ble Minister in his speech addressed an appeal to the 
members of this chamber as also the outside world, so by this resolution I 
want to draw the serious attention of the members of this House and also 
of the world outside to my proposition. 

Janab ABDUL WAHID 8ARKAR; Sir, regarding changing the name 
of Tslamia College into ('entral C’alcutta College, I desire to point out that 
the Government has been wrongly julvised in the matter. The college, it 
may be remembered, was founded by Mr, Fazlul Huq with a donation of 
Rs. 4,50,000 out of Muslim Education Fund. A mosque is attached to the 
college which is nowhere to be found in this province. If the nomenclature 
has really been changed out of the ]>olicy of the Government to discourage 
denominational colh'ges, one fails to see why Sanskrit College and Hindu 
S( 3 ho()l are still a close preserve tor Hindu boys. It was only on the 7th 
March last that the Hon’bh* Maiilana Abiil Kalam Azad, Education Minister 
to the Governnumt of India, declared from his seat in the Indian Ihirliamenl 
that there was no ])roposal for changing the name of the Hindu I niversity 
at Benares and of tln^ Muslim C niversity at Aligarh. In fairness to the 
Muslims who ar<‘ educatiomilly hackw.nd S‘» per cent, of seats should be 
reserved for Muslim students. The couise of religious instiaiction and the 
arrangeuKUit foi' teaching Crdu as s(‘(*ond hinguage and the grant ol 
slijKMids to the ])oor Muslim studiuits, \\hich ha\e Ix'en revoked, should be 
]‘estoi‘ed without (hday. In my dtdiherate opinion the college should bi‘ 
named after “Sera juddowla” who is respected by Hindus and Muslims 
alike. 

Sir, the abolition ot Ho(>ghly Islamic Intermediate College has come 
ujion the Muslim conimunit\ as a rude shock and is vit‘wed with the 
greatest regret by thiun. This was a highly useful institution ioi‘ them as 
it was the only one of its kind in this jirovince. This college used to 
provide instructions to students in Islamic Culture and Studies and as such 
cannot be said to be communal. If that were so, the (adcutta ITiiversity 
would not hav(‘ made provision for teaching Islamic History and Culture 
in the post-graduati' (das.se.s in the Facultx of Arts. By no stretch of 
languagt* oi‘ imagination can it ln‘ said that the Calcutta ITiiversity has 
uny bias in favour of Muslims. It has undoubtedly done it in the interests 
of true (‘ducation. It the rniversit\ has thought it necessary to jirovide 
udditional facilities, does it Ixdiove the Government to withdraw the 
facilities that were already there*' Sir, I .submit that it is truism to say 
that the mainttuiaiice by the Government ot this age-long institution is to 
encourage theological institution for any ])articular community. Many 
students after comiiletion ot their stmlies in this college, join general 
colleges and the abolition of this college will no longer enable the students 
to do so. I have received maiy\ representations on the subject. It is 
indeed a matter of the greatest regret that wlien orders were passed in the 
month of Decemebr, 11)48, tor abolition of the college, there were not less 
than 21 students in the first year class, and their courses had advanced 
considerably. The abolition ot first year cin.ss at that time of the year 
meant irreparable loss to their studies and sjielt disaster to them. I appeal 
to the Hon'ble Minister in charge of Education to please reconsider his 
decision and restore the college and thus allow the Muslims to preserve 
their religion and culture,^ 
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Sir, the demand for introduction of free primary education is not new 
and lias been looming large before the public mind for a long time. If I 
remember aright, it was first prominently raised by Mr. (lokhale who by 
his unrivalled debating powers succeeded in convincing liis opponents that 
it is the primary concern of tlie (Tovernment to introduce free and compul- 
sory education tor the boys of a certain age. Though this principle was 
accepted actual progress regarding implementation of the scheme has been 
very slow, the question of funds standing in the way. The appalling 
illiteracy of the masse> compelled even the bureaucratic British Govern- 
ment to take action, but as it is essentially a provincial matter, the different 
provinces were directed to take the matter u]> with their own lesources. 
As a result of }x*rsist(‘nt agitation the Bengal lUiral Primary Kdiu'atiou Act 
was jiassed in P)db. The sclieme of the Act. as we know very well, is the 
formation of ])istrict School Boards to whose charge the primary education 
of the rural areas was traiisteired from th<‘ care of Distinct Boards and 
they were empowered to im]>ost‘ ct‘ss at a fairly high rab*. There were 
inlu'ient defects in the scheme and it did not go far enough. The step- 
motherly treatment acconled h\ the Government to this very imjiortaut 
subject resulted in tht* schtmu* hmng not introduced all over the ])rovince. 
The district of Ilooghlx, foi- (‘xample, has a<lopltMl it vtoy late; a survey 
was undertaken only two years ago and tlu‘ scIkmih' pi’epared hy tlu‘ local 
authorities still awaits the departmental sanetion. 'The scluum' is defec- 
tive — it reijuirt's revision. It does not go far (‘iioiigh — tlu're is no jirovision 
for giving caj)ital gj'ants for hiiildmg schools in suitable (‘(‘litres witli the 
r(*sult that in th(‘ schenit* sul)mitt(‘(l only sono' of the existing schools liave 
luMUi rcfaiii(‘d and approved. The salntar.\ rule that no pii])!! should he 

made to walk iiKU't* than a milt* from his or h(‘r home to reach the school 

could not he gnen effi‘ct to for fear of incit‘asing the minih(*r of schools. 

I he scale of j>a\ of the }>riniai;\ t(‘aeh(*rs as r<‘cently announc(‘d hy fhe 

Gov(‘rnnient still fai ladow th(*ir r(‘(|nir(‘inents. It is plain that these 

listdul juihhc stM'vants must he given a living \\ag(‘. I riless tlieir (h’liiaud

Janab MOLLA MOHAMMAD ABDUL HALIM: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I 
hope I shall not be dubbed as eommunal if J focus the attention ot the 
House to the difticulties of those who happen to be Muslims. Muslims, as 
is known to all, are hopelessly backward in education. They are steeped 
in deej) ignorance and pover1\. It is the duty ot the (iovernment to raise 
them up. Otherwise there is no chance ot their standard ot living- being 
raised. Sir, the strength ot chain is judged by the strength ot its Deaker 
link. It you want to make the chain strong, you must see that all its 
links are strong enough to bear the strain ot hard struggle. The Muslim 
boys ot the Ivrislinagar College have been hard hit by the policy of the 
Government ot not granting them concessions in the sha])e ot free student- 
ship, stijiends — either Mohsin or Government. In those days when a foreign 
Government was ruling over us^^the poor boys, in view ot their poverty, 
were given certain concessions. But, Sir, now that we are enjoying 
freedom, it is strange that we should be denied those concessions. Sir, 1 
would request Government to reconsider this policy of not granting any 
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concession. They are very poor. If you do not give them any concession, 
higher education will be a taboo to them and that will be a slur on the 
Government. In this connection I will I’equest Government to enlighten 
us as to where we stand with regard to the Mohsin Fund. \Ve have a 
rightful claim on the substantial portion of the Fund and I hope (iovern- 
ment will not allow our case to go by default. 

Sir, I will just say a few words about village libraries. I went through 
the Fed Book but was disaj>pointe<l not to find any grant earmarked for 
village libraries. Sir, (ioveiiinient is spending a decent amount, nearly a 
crore, for priinarv education. That is goocl. But unless and until they 
start village libraries, the amount spent for j)rimar\ (^ducalion will not 
yield full value. The peasant bo\ .s ilo not generally go up to class four. 
So there is chance of their lapsing into illiteracy soon after leaving the school. 
It there aie libraries, they can go there and read hooks and improve upon 
what they jiicked up in school. 1 hojH‘, Sir, (Jovernmeiit will earmark a 
decent amount to jiropagatt* village libraries. These things are very 
essential foi* the uiiliftinent ot villages. 

Sir, with these words I commend mv motion to the aciH'ptancc of the 
House. 

il&nflb MUDA88IR HOSSAINs Mi. Speak<'r, Sir, this debate has 
generated much heat, hut 1 do not like to add tuel to the fire, heoause in 

my opinion that is not fair ami Koran has not taught that. Theii' is a verse 

in the Koran “(iod m‘\er changes the (‘inuimstanci* of the p(*oph* unless 
they cliange it themselves". That is the vei’se ot tht' Koran. Then tliere 
is a common adage among the Muslims of Bengal or, foi- the matter of 
that, of India or the whole ot the woild. 'That is, the help ot (jod (*omes 
only to the hiave — hravt* not only in physical aidivitii's hut hrave in every- 
thing. Thus the Koian teaidics us two things. Firstly, the circumstance 
of the people never changes unless people change it themselves and si»coiidl.v 
the help of God coni(‘s only to the hrave. These nrv tin* two maxims. 

Then another vmse in the Koran says: “Infidels of Mi'cca, .l(‘ws well 
you liave (liscai'chal tin* fate ot oui’ toi‘e-tatlH*r.s." \\ hat is tin* mission of 
our life)^ Then he prayi'd to the Almighty as to what answei' Hazrat 

Mohammad will delivei and tlie inspiration cann* from high “Well 

Muhammad, preach to the world." What wull In* pr(‘a(‘h P w ill preach, 
said Kalu Muhammad, “my life is for (iod, my action is for God, I die for 
(lod, 1 live for (tod; 1 act for Go<l ; I die for God. And, what is the 
significance Sir, of (iod^ (Joil is the supriMtie, is the symbol of humanity.” 
Ihereiore, Sir, man is a time svmbol ot iiuinanity' and a man's mission in 
life is to serve humanity ; if he dies he should die in the service* of liumanity; 
he acts in the service ot huinanity; it he lives he lives for the service of 
humanity.^ These are the things, Sir, which have been jiromulgaU'd in the 
Quran. Now, Sir, let us come to the point. Sir, my friend tlie Hon’ble 
Fducation Minister has exjiressed his inability'^ to jirovide education, free 
education, free priniary education, free secondary education, free university 
education. But, Sir, if he jiretends that he is a member of a democratic 
and civilized government, Sir, it is his bounden duty to provide the right 
to work, the right to education, e<|ual rights for women, freedom of 
conscience, freedom of speech, place and assembly of organisation. These 
are the human rights, Sir. That is to say, the Government is hound to 
provide free education, all aspects of education, whether it is jirimary, 
whether it is secondary or whether it is university, that docs not matter. 
My friend pleads inability for making provision for these things because 
he says, Sir, that he is short of funds. He has only a few crores or a few 
lakhs at ‘his disposal whereas this huge affair of imparting free education 
wdll require in respect of primaiw education alone 14 crores and in respect 
of secondary' education perhaps another 10 crores and in respect of 
university education perhaps another 5/C crores, and therefore, Sir, he 
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pleads his inability. Now, Sir, what does that show? He is totally unfit 
for the work he has undertaken ; he is totally incompetent for the work he 
has undertaken of civilizing the country. The Hon’ble Minister says, 
‘^Where shall w^e get the money?” The Quran says that the circumstance 
is never changed unless you change it yourselves, and the help of God goes 
to the brave. Now, Sir, there is no want of money in the whole country. 
If he goes tlirough the economic development of Belgium, of Denmark, of 
Holland, — I read it the other day, — Switzerland, France and even Germany, 
the economic history of the civilized democratic countries sliows that if 
you organise agriculture, agriculture is the wealth, it is agriculture ■which 
feeds the peo])le; it is agriculture which moves the mills; it is agriculture 
which does sundry other things, that is to say, the improvement of Agri- 
culture is at the loot of all things. Sir, if you organise tlie villages

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Sir, it is not irrelevant in this way that 
all development means education. The Ho]r])le Minister says he has not 
got money. It is because he has no power of organisation. But if he 
organises the agriculture, it he organises the villages he -will get enough 
iiion(‘y. Tlmt is my i)oint. Therefore it is perfectly relevant. (There was 
laughter in the Treasury Ihmches.) My friends over there are laughing, 
because they do not understand these tilings. But 1 am very serious. I 
am not laughing. (Interruiitions. ) Well, if you go on interrupting me 
in this way, 1 cannot talk. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Please address the (^hair. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: But, Sir, your client is interruiiting 
me. 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: On a point of order, Sii’. Is it parliamentary 
for a member to call another member in the Assembly the Sjieaker’s client?

Now, Sir, let me trace the history of 
Belgium first. It is a small country but it is one of the richest countries 
in Europe. When distress fell upon Belgium they took to agriculture on 
a co-ojierative basis. 

(At this stage the blue light was lit.) 

Sir^ may 1 have a few minutes more? Now, Sir, the economic develop- 
ment includes eilueation. I only beg to remind the Education Ministei* 
that the first di’veloiuneut in resjiect of an illiterate country is the develop- 
ment of education and witli the d<‘velo]um‘nt of education comes the 
development of agriculture. These Belgian ])eoi)le thought that they must 
take to Education first. It is for this reason that they organised the entire 
pojnilation of Belgium. They thought that ])reliminary to all sorts of 
development is education itself. Therefore, Sir, they started free education 
on a co-operative basis. That means every householder, every family, 
every cultivator, every agriculturist contributed something say, l/l(lth of 
his income or I/oth of his income or any income which would be sufficient 
for imparting free education, secondary education and even higher 
education to the entire people who came within the purview* and fold of 
co-operation. In this way in Belgium all the people

speech P 

Mr. SPEAKER: No, please sit down. 
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ilanab HU8AN ARA BEGUM: Mr. Speaker, Sii*, I would l)e failing 
in my duty if I did not voice the feelings of the Muslims who are in a 
minority today. After listening to the speech of the Hon'hle Education 
Minister regarding the education of the children in their mother-tongue, 
I do not think there is much necessity for saying anything on tliis matter 
and I leave it to his discretion tor giving us facilities to educate our children 
in the right manner as g(»od citizens of free India. I will not take tlie 
time of the House any longer, hut I would like to jioint out to the Education 
Minister tht‘ teeling of the Muslims who have hetui seriously perturln'd by 
the change in the name of the Islamia College. And I do specially appeal 
to him that after hearing the speecli i)l mv honourable friend Syed 
Hadrudduja and other members from this side of the House, the Hon'hle 
Education Minister ’\\ill take into consitleration the feeling of tJie Muslims 
who aie in .i minority and at the prestmt moment, I am constrained to say, 
classed as a backward community. I still iMittutain hopes for a better 
tuture, and I hojie that the tuturt* of education which is in the hands of the 
Education Minister is bright in which Muslims will have theii* rightful 
place and will move side by side with the other citizens of free India. 

Sir, as regards tlu' Sakhawat Memorial (lirls’ High School I do nut 
wish to say much, hut still I would draw the alltuition of the Hon’hle 
Education Minister, who had been kind enough to look into the qiit'stion 
of th(‘ bus drivers and others wlio were discharg(‘d, to that question again, 
and I do sincerel\ lio]>e that In* \m 11 rtalress onr gri(‘vanc(‘s. 

Janab MD, KHUDA BUKHSH: Mr. S]>enker. Sir, all the (uit motions 
iais(‘ tundanuuital issiu‘s, hut I pro])ose to eone(*ntrate on the one relating 
to the changing of the name of the Islamia (’ollege. 

Sir, over this (jne>tion the Muslim mind has lK‘en moved to its 
juoloundest (h'ptiis and an indication ot that was found this aittu'iioon in 
the wonderful orators ami e.xjiosilion of the (uise made hy my lionourable 
friend Jaiiah S\ed Ihidrmhluja. Sir, I have been askiul by th(‘ Cliair to 
Use temjierate language and I shall do so. ’Hie llon'hh‘ Ministiu’, in a 
tatuoiis speech, tried to tell th(‘ House that the Hon’hle Minist(*r fidt and 
his (ioveniimuit felt that communal names might tend to fosb^r eominunalism 
in the eouiitry, which we all agree, is haiiidul. Sir, 1 should have i(‘lt that 
was rig’ht and I should have thought that he was sincere* if he had tri(*(l 
to keep the name and see w}H*thcr the name “Islamia” did actually and 
in fact foster communalisin . Sir, tin* lie>noura]de m(‘mherH Ix'lore* me had 
occasion to tell the* House how the* Muslims have* behaved, how they have 
adjusted themselves to the* ne‘w sct-up. Hut, Sir, what the* Mmister wanted 
to make out is not the real reason. The* JJon'hle Minister in charge ut 
Education toe)k this rccerurse in orde‘r to launch an attack on Muslim se’uti- 
inents and Muslim culture. More than Muslim culture his attack is 
directed to Muslim sentiments hecause Muslim culture* will survive all 
these attae'ks. Hut this waiitein attack will not c<*rtainly win or ge*t him 
the rew’ard ot Muslim confidence* of which today in India we are badly lu 
need. He should have* been ag-ain coiisiste‘nt in liis argument when lie 
wanted to rename tlie Islamia College*, if he* had the courage to re-name othci 
institutions which hear eommnnal name's, viz., the Hindu School, He was 
not satisfied. Sir, w’ith tlirowing eipen the eloors of the Islamia College to 
non-Muslims, even then he felt that the name would injure tlie inter* 
communal harmony and amity. Hut he has not had the courag’c tf> tlirejw’ 
open the doors of the Hindu School and other denoniinatiorial schools to 
Muslims. Sir, he has felt constrained to remark that he is not sympathetic 
tow’ards madrasahs because e*xpert ejpinion taught him that madrasahs did 

provide a thorough grounding in Islamic studies. May 1 ask the 
Hon ble Minister w hose opinion is that.^ Supposing the ojiinion is infallible 
and correct, w’ould it not be proper for the Hon’hle Minister at the present 
juncture w*hen we want friendship with all communities to devise ways and 
zneans to incorporate the true perspective into these institutions and to see 
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that they fulfil their object? Instead of that what has he done? He has 
used that as an excuse for withholding his sympathies to that form of 
education. 

Sir, today the matter about the drivers and the menial stafl: of the 
Sakhawat Memorial Girls’ High School has been raised on the floor of the 
House. Sir, while endorsing the views expressed l)y the honourable 
member j)rece(ling me, I want to add another thing. It has come to light 
and I brought it to the notice of the officers of the Education Department 
that all kinds of subterfuges, excuses and recourses to untrutlis were had 
in refusing admission of Muslim girls to the Sakhawat Memorial Girls’ 
High School which was founded primarily by Muslims. Sir, this is a 
matter of great moment for the Muslim citizens of Calcutta and I expect 
that the Kon’ble Minister will reply to it when he gets up to make his 
reply. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: What is the 
matter the honourable member is referring to, Sir? 

Janab MD^ KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, 1 am referring to the Sakhawat 
Memorial Girls’ High Sidiool which refused admif^sion to Muslim girls 
under various (‘xeuses and subterfuges. This is a grave matter, and, if the 
llon’ble Minister has heard me, 1 brought it to the notice of the Education 
Department. I do not know what their findings are. If the Hon’ble 
Minister is in possession of those fintlings, he \Aill please tell the House 
what those findings are.

Janab 8. M. ABDULLAH: Sir, I would like to speak a few w'ords. 

Mr. SPEAKER: No. 

Janab 8. M. ABDULLAH: Five minutes, Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER: No, I h ave got to finish the husiness of the House. 
The best thing is to give the names of speakers beforehand so that I can 
regulate the debate and finish it within the time. My difficulty is that 
there is no Chief Wliip and there is no Opposition. As a matter of fact, 
I have given ahoiil three hours’ time over the Education grant. Now, 
please allow' the Education Minister to sjieak. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI : Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, I have not that love frir tlie music of my own voice as Mr. Badrudduja 
has for his own. Like Nandssus of the Greek Mythology enrajitured wdth 
the image of his beauty, he is infatuated wdth the love of his own voice. 
He spins phrases and phrases till he loses himself in the mazes of his own 
phrases and takes leave of logic almost at every turn. His cut motion 
raises “a discussion about the intensely communal policy of the (ioTernment 
in de-lslamizing the educational atmosphere changing overnight names of 
institutions like the Islamia Odiege, while keeping intact all other 
denominational institutions.” 

Now, Sir, the point is that Mr. Badrudduja’s vocabulary differs altogether 
from ours. Wliat he calls national is in our estimation highly communal 
and what he calls communalism is in our view nationalism. (Janab Mx). 
Khuda Bukhsh: Quite.) Communalism has been the bane of our public 
life since the province came to be ruled by the Muslim Letg^e. Sir, li you 
change the communal name of a state college^ you are at once dubWa m§

a communalist. Can anybody tell me why ^ should public funds be 
appropriated or rather misappropriated to the nan^e and use of a particular 
community? I should say it is misappropriation of public funds to name 
a state “ college or a state institution after a single community. 
Mr. Badrudduja has said that with a large sum contributed out of the Mohsin 
Fund the Islamia College was started. (The pronunciation of the word 
“Mohsin’^ was corrected by some members of the Opposition.) Yes. I 
am (luite prepared to stand corrected in the pronunciation of^ Arabic or 
Persian names and take lessons from you, but only in that respect and in 
no other. 

As 1 was saying, Sir, Mr. Badrudduja has said that the college was 
started with a large contribution from the Mt)hsin Fund. Sir, that is 
absolutely untrue. Not a single pice from any Muslim Fund or Mohsin 
Fund went towards the establishment of the college. Had there been large 
contributions from the Muslim community towards the estublishment of 
the college, there would have been some justification for saying that the 
college should continue to bear a communal name. But there is not a 
shred of such justification at all. Not a j’upee was contributed to the 
establishment of the Islamia College from the Mohsin Fund or from any 
fund which was raised by the Muslim community. That is my first point. 

Secondly, Sir, about the alleged contribution from the Muslim 
Education Fund. That is also, so far as inlormation goes, not true. But 
even if that be true, that wais a State Fund, that was not a private fund. 
Therefore, Sir, the Islamia College may be taken to be a college that was 
established entirely with money fnnn State Fund. That being the case, 
this Government is perfectly justified in tlirowing that institution open to 
all the communities and changing the communal name of the institution. 

The qu<*stion has been raised why then the name of the Hindu School 
has not been .changed. That is a pertinent (luestion indeed and that requires 
an aiisw'er. Th(‘ name of the Hindu School could not be changed because 
of a past ])romise, and that again was given liecause the Hindu School, 
which was originally established as a Hindu College, was founded with 
large contributions from the Hindus. Up till 18-’)4 the institution bore the 
name “Hindu College”. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: It deiived no public revenue? 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI : Contribution 
from public revenue might have been forthcoming afterwards, but a large 
amount was contributed by the Hindu community at the inception. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Public revenue is the revenue of all 
classes of people. 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, will you not protect 
the speaker from these interruptions? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Well, certain interruptions are allowed. 

The Hon’ble 8ri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I was 
telling you that when the Hindu College w’as established, it was established 
with large contributions from the Hindu community and the Hindu 
community alone. 

Janab MO. KHUDA BUKH8H. AYhat is the percentage of that 
contribution P 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Please don’t 
disturb me. 

Janab MO* KHUDA BUKH8H: What is the percentage" of public 

reTeniiaF 
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Mr. SPEAKER: Order; order. The interruptions should not take the 
shape of chaos and too much interruption is not permissible. A certain 
amount of interruption is permissible if j'ou can condense your (piestions 
into one or two words 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, up iiW 
18o4 the collefje continued in the name of Himhi College. Jn the year 1854 
at the instance of the then Lieutenant-Oovernor the Hindu College or 
rather the Senior Department of the Hindu College was closed and from its 
ashes the IVesidency College emerged. The Senior Department or 
Collegiate Section of tlie Hindu College was then thrown open to all the 
communities and when it was thrown open to all the communities, the name 
wa.s changed to Presidency College. It is on the analogy ot th(‘ Presidency 
College that Ave have clntnged the name of the Islamia College to Central 
Calcutta College alter it was thrown open t<i all the communities. So there 
was a precedent to guide us. Now, Avhen the Senior Department of the 
Hindu College was thrown ojnm to all the communities and its name was 
changed to Presidency Colleg(‘, an undertaking was givtui to the then 
Hindu leaders, tlie members of the (ioverning Pody of the instit\ition, that 
the Tunior Department would g-o bv the name of the Hindu School. It 
was because ot that ])ast promi.se of the (Tovaunment of the day, in recogni- 
tion ot the mone\ that was raised and eontributi'd by the Hindu community 
and Hindu communitA alone that tlu' Hindu Scho(d continu(‘s to bear its 
old name today. Tlmt name can only b<‘ changed if wt' arc^ asked to provt^ 
false to the past promise made for valuable consideration recidvtal from the 
Hindu community. 

As regards other (io\ernment institutions may I be permit I imI to say, 
Sir, that th(M(‘ is not a .second (iovmnment institution established by the 
State in Pengai, whether a cidlege or a schoid, wiiich goes by a communal 
name. It was <mly the Islamia (^illege — a Statt‘ Colleg*e established with 
and run by State mon(‘y — that continued to bear a communal name obviously 
because a communal (jovernment had been in jiower for the last two decades 
and more. 

So, there i.s, Sir, a great difterence between the Hindu School and the 
Islamia Collegt* and a.s I have told you, 1 was guided b> the ]ueC(Hlent of 
the change ot name ol the Hindu College. When the Hindu (Villege was 
thrown open to all the coiJiiiJUiiitit*s, the name (d tlie Senior Department of 
that College was cliauged to PresidencA College and the name of the Islamia 
College deserved to be changed in accordance with tliat ]>rccedent. 
Mr. Padrudduja tries to make the point that thereby we have been hostile 
to the great Muslim culture, but that again is not true. That is an inter- 
pretation which may be put by Mr. Padrudduja but tliat cannot be a correct 
interpretation at all. Had we any ill-feeling towards the Muslim community, 
had we less respect for the great Muslim culture than for other types of 
culture, then we would not have gone forward to re-establish tlie Cahmtta 
Madrassa. It is because we have respect, great respect, lor the magnificent 
Muslim culture that Ave have re-established the (-alcutta Madrassa. 
(Interruptions.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: The Hou’ble Minister is entitled to have a patient 
hearing. We have bad enough criticisms on the subject. AVill the 
honourable members now remain silent? 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: How the 

change of name of the Islamia College affects the Muslim culture, it is 
extremely difficult for us to understand Sir, not one subject of Islamic 
study has been dropped in the I.slamia College because of the ciiange of 
name. There ip the provision for teaching Urdu, provision for teaching 
Persian, and provision for teaching Arabic up to the Honours course. 
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No change has been effected in the subjects of studjr in the Islamia 
College. So it cannot be argued that by simply changing the communal 
name of the college we have in any way gone against the Muslim culture. 

Then, Sir, Mr. lladrudduja brought in the instance of the Aligarh 
University and stated that its name was not changed and such being the 
case why should the name of the Islamia College be changed. Well, Sir, 
the Aligarh Muslim University and the Islamia College stand on altogether 
different grounds. The name of the Aligarh Muslim University has not 
been changed because the Aligarh University was not established and 
maintained simply out of State money but from large contributions by the 
Muslim community. And just for the same reason, 1 believe that the 
Government of India has not yet changed the name of the Benares Hindu 
University also. Therefore, Sir, if it still be considered “communalism” 
to change the name of a State college which bears a communal name then 
I plead guilty to the charge of such communalism. But, Sir, as we subscribe 
to secular politics and our state is a secular state we cannot retain the 
communal name of a State college. Mr. Khuda Bukhsh said that if you 
want the friendshij) of the Muslim community then you have to retain the 
former name of the 0)1 lege. I do not know what he meant by it. After 
all we see in this Chamber an attempt to fan up the dying flame of 
communalism. (Janab Sykd Bai)RUJ)])UJa : Question!) However that 
is what I have got to say about changing the name of the Islamia College 
and I think it will now l>e recognised that Government is perfectly justified 
in changing the communal name of a State college. I shall be sorry if I 
have not been able to convince Mr. Badruddiijja, but in that case I would 
really feel my.self iucomiMdent to change the communal coniplexion of one 

who has followed communal jiolitics for so many years. (Interruptions 

from Independent Muslim Benches.) 

MTi SPEAKER: Order please. 

ilanab MDi KHUDA BUKHSH: Sir, the Hon’ble Minister has not told 
us why it is not pos.sible for Government to throw open the Hindu School 
and the Bethune (V)llege to the Muslims? 

The Hon’ble 8ri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: I have 
explained the position of the Hindu School. The Bethune College is covered 
by the late Dakshina Kanjan Mukherjee’s Trust I believe. We have got 
to respect the old trusts and terms of old grants and it is just for that 

reason we do not contemplate any change in the name of the Hooghly 

Mohsin College. It is for that reason that we <lo not wish to change the 
name of the Sakhawat Memorial Girls’ School also. (Interruptions from 
Independent Muslim Benches.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Onler please. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Let me now 

go on to the other motion moved by Mr. Badrudduja by which he intends 
“to raise a discussion about the failure of the Government to introduce free 
compulsory primary education throughout the province.” Three other 
members have tabled such a motion. Now, Sir, in my introductory speech 
I made it perfectly clear that so far as this Government is concerned, it is 
anxious to have universal compulsory primary education throughout the 
Province but it is only the want of required finance which stands in the 
way and 1 have given the estimate, rather of a large amount of Rs. 14 
crores, that will be required to have an effective system of compulsory and 
universal primary education 'in this jirovince. I also made mention of it 
in my speech that if lionoutable members assure me that supply I would 
be only too glad to implement such a scheme. I will pass on to the ques- 
tion that has been raised by Janab Abdul Wahid Sarkar regarding the 
Hooghly Islamia Intennediate College. Now, Sir, the Hooghly Islamia 
laterm^iate College students used to appear befpre the Dacca Board for 
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their examinations. They cannot do so now. (Jauab Md. SHUDi. Bukhsh; 
Set up such a Board here. ) We are not going to set up such Boards 
because we are against all communal institutions, but, so far as Islamic 
studies and culture are concerned, we have provided for the study of 
Islamic subjects of those students in the Hooghly Mohsin College. They 
will have ample opportunities to pursue their Islamic studies there. 
(Interruptions from Independent Muslim Benches.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order please. I am very sorry that there is too much 
interruption again. 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM: On a point of order, Sir. I quite appreciate 
your remarks. Sir, that there is too much interruption, but I would draw 
your attention to the Hon’ hie Minister often repeating the word “cominunar^ 
which is directed against tiiis side of the House. 1 would request you, 
Sir, to ask the Hou’ble Minister not to do so. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The word “communal” is not unparliamentary. 
That is being used every day and yours is not a j)oint of order at all. I 
have made my position clear. A certain amount of interruption is allowed 
but an interruption which makes the speech absolutely inaudible cannot 
be permitted. It five bt'gin talking certainly we cannot liear the Hon^ble 
Minister. If there is to lie interruption let one of tlnuu make the interrup- 
tion but not all of them at the ^ame time and thus make the Hon’ble 
Minister’s sp<*e(di inaudible. 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: We agree. Sir. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Then there 
is the terminological inexactitude so f;»r as the question raised by Janab 
Ahdul Wahid Saikar in motion No. lo is concerned. Sir, he says that the 
Hooghly Islamia I nt(*r mediate (k)llege lias been abolished. The Inter- 
mt5diate (.'ollege has not been abolished hut only the interimnliute classes 
because the students, as 1 have said, have been given tht‘ O})portunity to 
study in tlie Hooghly Mohsin (’ollege and they are perfectly free to pursue 
tiieir Islamic studies in that College; they have the facilities there; there 
needs be no concern at all that wc have hurt or jiropose to hurt in any way 
Muslim culture* inasmueh as we have provided for such education of the 
Muslim students in the Hooghly Mohsin College. 

Now*, Sir, to pass on to the motion that bus been moved by Janab 
Mabammad Sayeed Mia regarding the introduction of all-round free 
compulsory primary education and adult education throughout the 
Province. I liavc answered tlie (jiiestioii as to why compulHor\^ free and 
universal primary education cannot he imm<‘<liat(‘ly introduced ijirougliout 
the Province. As regards the question of adult education or social education 
I have stated what the (rovernment jirogramme is in my introduclory speech 
and w'e are going in for social education next year. We have provided a 
sum of Hs. d lakhs for the purpose and w^e hope we shall have a large 
subsidy from the (Jeutre also and it will be possible for ns not only to 
implement our programme to establish fiOO centres but even to add to the 
number of centres. 

I have given all the details as to how^ the pay of the piimary teachers 
has been increa.sed in recent years, how we have added 8 lakhs this year*’ 
to 24 lakhs that had been jirovided before for the increase of the pay of 
primary teachers and then wa* are again going to add anotluT 8 lakhs next 
3‘ear. This amount of 40 lakhs provided for the improvement of the salary 
of primary teachers will go to raise their scales of pa> to some extent, and 
that is, Sir, the largest single item in our devehijiment budget. 

Coming to the motion moved by Janab Abdul Halim I see he has raised 
two points- First of all, he asks what we have do^e with the Mohsin 
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Fund whieh used to be utilised in tbe shape oi granting stipends and free- 
studentships to Muslim students. Sir, I hope it will be news to my friends 
opposite when I say that we are not getting any money since the partition 
from the Mohsin Estate. The money that used to be sent before by the 
IHstrict Magistrate of Khulna is not coming at all. The Pakistan 
authorities have ceased to send the money. There is no Mohsin Fund 
practically now in existence, for we are not getting any money from the 
Saidpur Trust Estate. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Why donH you press this in the 
Inter-Dominion Conference ? 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai H ARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI : It was raised 
several times in the Inter-Uominion Conference I am informed, but the 
question remained unanswered by the Pakistan Government. 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM: Are we going to be deprived of the Mohsin 
Fund which was founded in Hooghly, because the money comes from 
elsewhere Y 

The Hon’ble 8ri Rai H AREN DR A NATH CHAUDHURI: A largo 
part of tlie Mohsin Estate lies in Pakistan. If w’e are to recover the money, 
then Mr. Hasliem wdll have to organise a raid on East Bengal to get back 
the money. 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM: Y es, we are prepared to do it if Government 
extend their help to us. 

The Hon’ble 8ri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: If he can 

recover the money from Pakistan, then of course we shall get the money 
and spend it. The Opposition wdll not certainly require Government help. 

Then, Sir, as regards the other point that was raised by my friend 
Janab Abdul Halim, namely, non-jiayment of stipends to Muslim students 
of Krishnagar College, I must say that he is entirely mistaken or mis- 
informed. His motion shows that he does not know even how many 
stipends are being given to the Muslim students of Krishnagar College. 
Sixteen Muslim students there are getting stipends varying from Rs. 10 to 
Rs. 20. 1 ho})e, in future before giving notice of a cut motion he will make 

sure of the ground on which he stands. 

Janab MOLLA MOHAMMAD ABDUL HALIM; ] am sure, Sir, that 
none of the Muslim students in the Krishnagar College is getting any 
' stipend. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Halim, please lake your seat. If you w^ant to 
interrupt, iuternipl sitting. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Then, as 
regards the motion moved hy lanah Mudassir Hossain, I do not know 
whether 1 can take it very seriously. He wants to introduce “all-round” 
free eompulsory primary education. Other M.L.A.’s want to have universal 
free, compulsory primary education, hut my friend says that it must be 
“all-round.” Probably he is impressed by the structure of the House 
around us or there may be another reason, namely, that there is some one 
amongst us who may be a square peg in a round hole. 

Sir, a point has been rai.sed by Janab Jasimuddin Ahmed in respect of 
primary schools. He says that primary schools are mere creches, sometimes 
they are not held regularly and so on and so forth. Sir, it is for the District 
School Board to see to tliat. I do not know wdiether Jasimuddin Saheb 
is on the 24-Parganas District School Board or not. But after all, he must 
be aware of the position having been an important member of the District 
Scho(d Board or rather as an ex-Chairman of the District Board, that it 
is the District School Boards which have the charge of looking after the 
primary schools in their respective areas. 
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Mr. JA8IMUDDIN AHMED: But GoTemment must raise tlie 
percentage of money for school repairs. At present only 2 per cent, can 
be spent on it, but it is not possible to maintain school buildings with that 
small sum. 


The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUOHURI: Why can t a 

larger percentage be spent? 

Mr, JA8IMUODIN AHMED: Because there is a Government order 
that only 2 per cent, should be spent on school repairs. The District School 
Board cannot go beyond that. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Are you 

quite sure that the School Boards apprpached the Government for raising the 
percentage ? 

Mr. JA8IMUDDIN AHMED: Tes, several times. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: During my 
time I have not received any representation to increase the percentage of 
expenditure on school building. Only the other day my friend 
Sri Khagendra Nath Das-Gupta said that there was some money lying wdth 
the District School Board of Jalpaiguri and they wanted to spend it for 
building purposes. I asked him that it the Act stood in the way, then 
the Jalpaiguri District School Board should make an appeal to the Govern- 
ment and the Government will see whether the law may be amended and 
more money can be spent for the purpose. But so far as contribution to 
primary education from the Primary Education Cess is concerned, the cess 
now meets only one-third of the primary education expenditure and the 
Government have to meet the other two-thirds. Sir, those who with care 
read the Budget will find that out of nearly three crores provided in the 
Budget for education more than one crore goes to primary education in 
one shape or another. 

Sir, in concluding rny observation 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM: Will you have the courtesy to say something 
about iny cut motion ? 

The Hofi’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, Janab 
Abul Hasheni has asked the Government to take steps for translating the 
knowledge of the world into Bengali. Sir, the world is not so small a 
thing that its literature or its knowledge can be translated into Bengali at 
the instance of a poor Government like the (jovernment of West Bengal. 
We can depend on onr learned authors an<l go-aliead woatcus to translate 
such books as they desire into our language, (autainly we liave many 
eminent w'riters wdio are able and willing to do so. 

As regards scientific part of the knowledge of the wa)rld, books are 
produced and read at some stage oi another in the (‘ducational field — either 
in the school or in the college or in the university. As regards tin* transla- 
tion of scientific hooks there is the difficult (juestion of or 

terminology. The Government of India reeently issued a circular as to 
how the scientific terminology should be translated and built up. Now, 
on that question nothing lias yet been decided by the Government of India. 
The Goveniiiient of India intend to set up a committee for framing the 
terminology. We are not going to pursue the ])rogramme of the Gstnania 
Ilniversity which translated many scientific hooks at huge C4)st and then 
found after five or ten years that all the money was missptoit for science 
had advanced so much that the books that wrere translated could seive little 
purpose if at all. 

I think I have answered all the points excepting the ouesiion — not very 
relevantly raised — relating to the discharge of some of tlie menials of the 
Sakhawat Memorial School. That question, Sir, is being investigated. 
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Tiz., whether the contingency menials of that school were really at fault 
or not, whether they were duly warned by the Head Mistress or not, 
whether they failed to secure the pardon of the Head Mistress for their 
intransigence or not. We are told joint representation containing false 
allegations against the Head Mistress was made by the menial staff. That 
is against (xoveiiinient Servants* Conduct Rules and such a representation 
can only be visited w^ith immediate dismissal. The Head Mistress warned 
the menials that they should not have done so and yet, we are told, they 
rei)eated the wrong that they had done, viz,, made another joint representa- 
tion against the Head Mistress. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: They made representation to the 
higher educational authorities to get redress against injustice. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. The Hon'ble Minister cannot be 
subjected to a volley of cross-examination. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: The 

higher authorities could have no hand in this matter. So far as the menial 

staff is concerned, they are entirely (Janab Sykd BADHUDDr.T.A- : At 

the mercy of the Head Mistress. ) (^uite, at the mercy of the Head 
Mistress in the inteiests of discipline. (Janab Syjj) HADTn oDr.rA : 
Although their conduct in the past had been quite alright.) Whether 
Muslims or Hindus, all must al)ide by rules of discipline. There 

can be no question of favouring the Muslims because they are Muslims 
when they make such representations not allowed by the (jovernment 
Servants’ Conduct Rules. 1 am, however, still emiuiring into that ques- 
tion and have not yet come to a final decision. So far as the Head 

Mistress is concerned, her report is that she warned them time and again 

and asked them to seek j)ardon, they were told also that if they ottered 
an apology, they might be pardoned, but still they did not otter any 
apology.

Oil the same date 1 received a reijuest from the then Public Prosecutoi 
asking for a persona) interview. I granted him the interview and gave 
him a patient liearing. After the interview I made a note on the file on 
the l.st of December, 1948, which run.s thus: 

“The Public Prosecutor in question represented certain grievances ot 
his and made some verbal allegations against some of his colleagues 
and some ol the officers concerned with the investigation of the 
case.” 


I askeil him to jmt his allegations in writing when a proper enquiry 
could be made. Meanwhile, I said in the note “it would in any case be 
incompatible for him to continue”. The Public Prosecutor requested me to 
him time till hriday (we discussed the matter on a W^ednesdav) to 
enable him to tender reHiRnation. I also noted that “it will not be iinkii 
to allow the Public Prosecutor to resijfu and to consider the matter raised 
bv hini further after any letter or representation is received from him”, 
IhuH the lute Public Prosecutor was albmed, as Mr. Hashem juit i1, to ‘mi 
honourably and forced to tender his resignation. 

Ml. Haahein suggested that “the Publii' Piosecutoi' was allowed to go 
honourably and forced to tender his resignation". (Janab Abul H.\snEM :

.stilting that he^ w’us being “ridiculed” for having given evidence during 
the enquiry . No Ooveriimeiit can be Indd re.spoiisible for tlie conduct of an 
individual member of the imblic who may be interested in ridiculing a 
particular witness. ^ 


It is uulortunate that Mr. Hashem should have been so unwise as to

at fair prices, and the Provincial Avei.ige Prit'e of rice did not rise even 
during the lean im.nths in HHv8 above Rs. 21-2. 1 wa.uld give here com- 
])arative figurt‘s of \ iebl and proeurenient in West Bengal from the vear 
1945 —

Duriu^r the t'oiuin^ yt'ar, I mean thi'^ year 1949, the tenttdive figure for 
yield is lakh SI ilmusaml tou> and our target for ]>rocuremeut 
is a> during la^t >eai’. although the \ odd is much h‘ss — { lakh (»T 
thousand tons, that is. 14*2 per cent, ot the total yield. 

I confess, Sir, we are not in a position to put the entire ]U'oVinee umler 
statutory rationing hut 1 may ^ive this much of assuraiu'e tlmt during 1949 
alH>ut St) lakhs ot jieojdt' will i'et their nee reipiirements at the Government 
letail rate of 17>S per maund. another one erore in the surjdus and self- 
^.ufticient district^, will get their rice at the market rate varying from Rs. 14 
to K>. 19. and the rest will get tlour lire at raft's higher than Rs. IS, hut 
IT- no, cast* will it he alhiwed to list* heyoml tin* pundiasine power of the 
lower middh* tda.ss and the junir peojile. 

Some honourahle memheis during the general discussions suggested that 
decontrol would solve our food prolth'in. Some even suggested that the 
present scarcity and shortage is .irtifieiall\ hroiight ahout hy controls.

In (’alcutta including tin* imiustrial areas, there is a total non- 
agrieultural pojuilatioii ot dl lakhs with the sing’le higgcst concentration 
of jon^hasing- ]K*wer in the Piovince With .in o\crall ih'ticit in foodg'rains 
in the Ihovinee, the ('alcutta people will stait hoarding two or three imtnths’ 
consumption toi s;itety as soon as i.itioning is <liscont inu<‘d 4 hey w ill not. 
take the tiouhle (d ])urchasing weckl\ suptdies as they aie now conijielled 
to do. Decoiitrid will thus ultimatel\ lead to diainage id all the surplus 
from villag-es to the uriian ait*as Consecjuent 1 \ , hnidlcss agricultural 
hihoiircrs ami poor cultivators, who ha\e less than seven hig-has of land, will 
hi very hadl> allVeted for the sinipli* reason tliat their proflnei* is md sufTieieiit 
for their annual reijuirmoeiits This was exactly what happened in 1944. 
Most (d those who starveil to de.ith that year, that fateful vear, wen* rural 
peojde imludiug tliose small cultivators who owned less than T highas of 
Jaiddy land, Kven those who du'd on the stieefs ot Calenfla and tio* iirhao 
.(leas weie mainly villag’crs — poor pi-asaiits, fisheimeii. iKdter-. hlaeksmithft 
■ lud other artisan-, who weie forced to migratt* tf> eitios in search of food 
althoug’h all the tood had heeii oiiginallv nrod'O'ed in the (*on nt ryside. It 
ts for this n-ason that e\en when a jadiev of jirogressive deeoritrol waft 
adopted as an expeiimental measuie in other ProviTiees in 1948, (he West 
Bengal Government derided not to disi'niitinur* rationing in Calcutta anrl in 
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industrial areas and tke result of continuing rationing in West Bengal was 
that Government v\ere able to k<*e]» the j)rices coinparativcdy low in non* 
rationed areas. 

Rationing is being eontinued in the interest ot the common man. AV> 
are earnestly trying to im])rove the present machinery for Distribution and 
Procurement. 

The acute food j)roblem in the Province may be partially solved if we 
pay more attention to the nutritional aspect oi our diet. We should make 
our diet more balanced. At wealthier levels of our society, the attitude 
towards food nhould be more scientific and every elt'ort should be made to 
consume less of cereals and more of vegetables, fruits, potatoes, sweet 
IKjtatoes, tajioica, pulse.s, groundnuts, etc. 

It is high time that we change our taster on nutritional grounds. We 
are used to polished rice. But the reddish “dehusked” rice has better 
nutritive* value. During the pro(a?ss of jiolishing, considerable quantity of 
vitamin B, which is pr(‘sent in the reddish vcllow coating pericarp of the 
grain is lost. Tin* “jiroccss” also tak(*s away a major portion of the valuable 
jiroiein jiresent in unpolished rice above the L»(*rminal e*nd of the rice grain. 
Vitamin B jind Nitrogen are essential tor our di(*t. But the ordinary 
Bengali diet i> very defici(*nt in both ot them bi'cau.^e poli^^hed rice is ex- 
tensively used, 'riiis (b'lieieney commonly attributeil to be one of the 
euusevs of the .^fuead ot ben-hen, di.ilx'tc*--. and other nutiitional diseases in 
West Bmigal. I'bis can la* gieiilU lemcdicd it we cliango our tastes and 
take “deliusked” rice 

The ux* ot “(Iciiusked” lict* can also (Muisidei ably minimise th<* shortage 
problem in this I’roviint*. During tin* juoccsN ot i)oli>hinL!, the weight of 
grain is ii'dnced becau^e the outei coaling and tin* germinal end of ric(‘ get 
destrou'd to some extent. It we iisc onlv “debiiskcd’ ’ lice, it will lead tf) the 
total (|uanlity ot a\ailal)le rna* in the p!o\lncc bcinir lm■lea^ed by lU'arlv 
2;J fit r rnii. 

^ ou know, Sir, last year with the abolition of rationing. th(* Proviiu'es 
of Bombay, Madras, Pnited Provinces, etc., had to np»*ii Itelict (jnota shops 
through which Gov<‘rnmcnt had to sell giaiiis at < heapei ])ii(‘c.s. I'his also 
means loss to the provincial revmuic. M\ point is; unless juoductiou 
increases, rationing will havt* to he maintained ami <leniands for sanctioning 
oxpendituiH* tor the Givil Supplies Departnumt will continue to he an annual 
teat lil t*. 

Si!gg‘(‘stioiis are made in some (juarteis to raise the procurement jirice of 
paddy; hut I would like to submit that any increase in the procurement 
price of paddy in West Beiig-al will spell disaster to our eeonomy. At the 
outset, it is evident that the prohlein of fixing a fair price for the producers 
is a very difficult and complimited one. The cost of ])roduction varies from 
KOnc* to zone. Tiiiiuinerahle tactors have to he taken into account in arriving 
-fit the optimum [uiee. Vs e have, however, certain facts in our possession 
which will go t<i show’ that any increase in the procurement tirire of paddy 
would not henefit the pre])onderant majority of our agricultural producers. 
According to statistics available, the percentage of families bidding 5 acres 
and less of land in this Province is (U '8, /.r., (12 per rent. This category 
has normally very little to sell and they have to buy from the market during 
the Ipan month.s. families owning land from 5 to 8 acres also have a 
•/k The advantage of enhanced price starts accruing 

With families holding more than 8 acres. Small cultivators holding less 
than 5 acres seldom bring their produce to the Government Agent. Govern- 
ment purcha.se mainly from targe producers most of whom hardly make any 

of production. Any increa.se in price of paH3y 
Will hit 2 crores 2(1 lakh.s of West Bengal’s population hard. In view of 
this, I w’ould like to deprecate all talks and speculations regarding the 
enhancement of procurement prices. 
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Inuring the general some honourable friends made the criticism 

that though alter the partition the size of the rrovince has been reduced, 
the expenditure of this department has not. I may tell the honourable 
members that the bulk of the e\|HMnliture of the department relates to the 
Directorates of Hationing and Procurement and Supply. Honourable 
members know that the city of Calcutta and the industrial areas are in NVest 
Bengal and the number ot ])ersons under st,itutory rationing in undivided 
Bengal on Dt Ajiril, Pd44, was ‘VJ lakhs, (hi Isl Ajuil. 1!M)^ it was dH 
lakhs and on 1st April. HMb, od -S lakhs and on 1st Ai>ril, 19 tT. it rnst* to

on (uvil Sujijdies in Bombay and Madras are much less than tin* demand wo 
are making lime. I would lik«‘ to inform tln‘ honourabh' frimid that Bombay 
and Madras (rovemment^ ha\e Revenue OfliMOs scattmed throughout Hn%» 
country and through them procurement of giains i^ maih' ; hut here in West 
Beng*al owing to the zemindary system (ioverument have to maintain a large 
Pro<*uremeiit Stall 

There has heen some eritiei^m K'g.irdin^ the (lovmnment issue price ot 
rice. ()ur js^uc piici* i> Rs. lti-7-‘J ami the retail pri<e charged by tin' ndail 
(hnilcr is Rs. 17-S pci- inaiind tiovcinimmt ]>rocure jiaddv at Rs. 7-8 ]au‘ 
maund, hut the cost of ti.insport, Ntorage, gnnnv hag, milling ami wastage,

T6Xtil6S* — Alter cereals, the next importunt article cfintrollcd is textiles, 
ft may be rei ailed that cloth and yarn were decontrolled in the last week of 
January, 1948. I need hardly tell the House how disastrous was tin* ro.sult 
of decontrol ot textiles in \V<*Ht Bengal. The Government of India harf 
to reimpose control on textiles in last August. ( )ur provincial (junta waa 
fixed hy the Government ot India towards the end of XoV(‘mher last. Tha 
gross (loth (juota for West Bengal with effect troni December, 1948, has 
been 17,(KH) bales consisting of 4,10(1 bales of handlonm and jiowerloom 
production of West Bengal, over 8. (MM) bales of West Bengal cotton mills^ 
production and the balance ot over o.ppp bah*s is suiiplied from the surplus 
producing areas in Bombay, Ahmedabad, Barnda and other jilaces. I may 
inform the House that ouly products of comiiosite mills of West B(‘ngal and 
outside are controlled by Government. Tin* jiroduets of liumllooiii and 
powerloom are nut eon trolled. From August, 1948, to Feluuary, 1949, the 
actual quant it,\ allocated is r)(j.484 hales from our West B(*iigal milla and 
from other producing ceiitre.s ‘i9.f»42 bales. In addition to the regulaij 
monthly quota, we were allocated 22,258 hales from other j)roducing cenirea 
than West Bengal during September, Xoveniber and December, 1948. 
Lifting of these alloeation.s hy our nominated buyers has lieen fairly satis- 
factory. Although our lifting has been good, distribution has not been 
able to keep pace. In the districts up to December, 1948, as many as 12,0(X>

bales of rlotli remaiued unlifted. So far as the North Bengal districts are 
concerned, non-lifting has been due to transjiort difficulties. As regards 
other districts, low purchasing power is mainly responsible. In Calcutta 
proper, mote cloth has l)een released for sale than what we thought could 
be given to Calcutta and yet people complain that they do not get the 
varieties of their choice. All tliis is due to tlje fact that whereas only about 
20 per rent, of our production is “fine" and “superfine", tht‘ demand for 
finer varieties is as high as 70 por ceni. Till the (jovernmeut of India 
flucceeds in standardizing eloth production, difticiilties will aiise, hut what 
I would lay stress upon is the fact that we shonhl go coarse so far as our 
cloth refiuireinents and tastes are concerned. Mother India only ])roduces 
«liort staph* cottoii and as in the case of inijxuted food, we should depend 
less and less on inij>orted <(»tton. Yon know, Sir, that tlie pros})eet of 
Indian cotton this year is nom* too bright and the scarcity of lotton will, 
it is feared, low'er our mill production from the autumn ()f this year. As 
regards yarn, the monthly quota for West Bengal is 5,28.^ bales of hanh 
and (tone yarn. There are as many as 80,000 handlooms in West Bengal 
and 13,000 handloom weavers have arrived here in West Bengal as refugees 
and 205 hosiery factories. Handloom w'eavers get 8 lbs. of yarn per month 
418 against their rexjuirement of 24 lbs. per month. The capacity of the 
hosiery factories is for 9,000 cases, whereas quantity available is 2,500 cases. 
The number of jiower loom factories is 10 — number working is 13 — production 
500 bales ])er month. At the present moment, the percentage of coarse 
and medium yarn allocated is higher than what it used to ])e in the last 
year of (‘onlrol and you know, Sir, a large percentage of our weavers w’ould 
not fouch (ioarse yarn. Our weavers should l)e p(*rsuaded to weave coarse 
yarn tmd the consumers in turn should also take to coarser ^tufT, 

Iron and Stoeb — T will next take* nj) Iron and Sli*el. Against an 
estimated juinual re(juireinent of 00,000 tons of iron and steel materials, 
the u,ctual allotment received by this Piovinee from the Government of 
India during the last 15 months, /.c., from .laniiary, lOlS. to March, 1949. 
was on]> 18,175 tons. The House can easily realist how diffn'ult it is to 
distributi* this small (juantity against a demand 500 /icr (rut. more than the 
supply. We have I’eef'ived intimation that the (juanlit\ allocated to this 
Pro\in(‘e will be furthm- redut'ed from 3,000 tons pei (|iiarb*r to 2,735 tons 
per (juarter— half of which again wdll be allocated directly to tbe Directorate 
of Agriculture for “Grow More Food" (‘ainpaign. Foi small fabricators, 
which number about 3,000 now' in West Bengal, whereas the number during 
the f»re-war days was abmit 300 only, and for building ])iirposes, we will 
have only 1,307 tons of prime materials per quarter, i.c., 455 tons per month. 
This iindudes black sheets, corrugated iron sheets, mis angles, joists, beams, 
wire-nails, etc. The quota of scrapped materials is now 2,500 tons pen 
quarter. I think I should inform the House t»f the precarious supply position 
of galvanized ])ipes, all of which is imported. The total demand for 
galvanized pijies certified b\ the ('hief Engineer, Public Health Department, 
is 10 lakhs feet for the current (|uarter and the quantity allotted to U9 ia 
lens than 93.000 feet. The honourable members will easily realise how 
diflieult it is to meet the various pressing demands for galvanized pipes, 
both in the rural and urban areas. 

Cement.— Next comes rement. The annual estimated requirement of 
cement is calculated at 240,000 tons for this Province, against which the 
allocation for this Province is ouIn 120,000 tons, although actual receipts 
are uncertain and are very nnieh below the allotted quantity, and had there 
not been a rei'eipt of 80,000 tons of imported cement — tbe prire of which, 
you know’, is very high, about ITO to 75 per rent, higher than that of the 
countrymade cement — the ]u>sitiou would have been very very unsatisfactory* 

CoaI. — A lthough there is no shortage of coal actually so far as produc- 
tion is ooneerne<l, traiisiwrt Iwttleneck is respfmsible for the short supply 
of coal. Three thousand four hundred and fifty-eight wagons per month w 
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the estimateil requirement for the industrial coal agaiiwt which the allot- 
ment is 2,TT'l waffous. The position of soft coke is a little better. Before 
June, 1948. there was a scarcity of soft coke in Calcutta, but the imsition 
has now completely chanj^’ed. The (|Uota of soft eokt‘ available is 2,G09 
wagons sjdit up in 929 wagons for districts and l.GSO wagon-^ for Oab'utta. 
We have now established — I am glad to inform the House — three dumps 
for soft coke in Cabuitta and these will be operated in the event of depot- 
holders’ failure to bring coal to Calcutta. The position of brick-burning 
coal is very unsatisfactory. The sanctioned quota for the Province being 
only d9G wagons a^- against an estimated napiiremeui of 1.209 wagons per 
month. 

KorOSOnei — Now about Kero.sene. When c(»ntr(d ua- imposed on 
kerosene the fjuota for this Province was 71 p# /• cent, of 1941 release. Tu 
the heg’inning ol 1948, the sn])ply j)(»sition ot kmostme became very 
jirecarious, and suj>erior and inftuior (|ii<»tas of k(‘n>seiu‘ oil was rtalueed to 
‘11 per rent, and ”>1 per vent, of 1!)41 releases. Yon know 9') per vent, of 
the kerosein‘ lequu enienls im])oite<l. d’liis continued ii]) till the end of 
May, 1948, aftei uhich tlu*re weie s(‘veral restorations of cuts till in 
October, 048. the (piota reaclH*d 7(1 pt > unt. of 1941 releast‘s. d'ht* total 
quantity ol kerosene (list i iluited is 149,282 units or 280,494 tons. We 
must not f()rg(‘t that population since 1941 has increast'd in Wh'st Bengal 
by at least 29 lakhs and the number o! ndiigees will lu‘ ahoul HI hiklis. 
Tfi pi r (vnt. ot the 1 94 1 lelease is. tlit‘retore. mm v inadequate. W’t* have 
toumi it (lifticult, 1 eontes>. to send kiioseiii* oil H*giilarl\ to .lalpaiguii, 
West Diiiaj])!]?' and !Malda.

It eaiais in the shape (d lieeme lt'(“s, oti* , aie not .shown in tlie 
I'.xtraordiriarw Charges. During the omieiit \e.ir out earnings have been 
to the tune (d 49 lakhs ot rupees W'h.itever m:i\ he iht* eartiliig, I liopo 
r have been able to euriviiiee the llous(* n| the iieeessit\- of maintaining 
controhs. 

As regards price control, soim- (d my triemls to my left ai»* perha])s aware 
that such eoiitrid is not a foicign llmiLr. I may inform th«* meinherH that 
price control on modern lines wa-> (*\perimeiitc<l iijion for the first timr* in 
recorded history of the world by a Didlii Kmperor . Sultan .Mauddin Khiliji, 
900 years rrgo. Hoarding of g-rains for privati* sah* ami profit was not 
permitted by the Sultan. T nauth(»ris(*d stocks were seized State granary 
held enoi’inous stocks, (’loth was also eonticdicd and sold at fixed prices. 
Curiously enoug^h, tor certain varieties there was also permit system. 
Merchants even then u.sed short weights and faulty .scales and measures. 
The Sultan by his measures of jiriie eontrol raised a w’(dl-equi])ped army 
and he brought in a jieriod of 'Hceurity for the State and jirosperity for the 
peo])le. 

In the maintenance ot eontroK ami rationing. Sir, public eo-oi)eration 
IS essential. We have, th(*refore, iorriKMl Civil Supplies Advisory Boards 
m unions, towns, .suhdivisiorii and district•^ with a Provincial Board on the 
top. T am sure if these Bnanls function satisfactorily, comjrlaints regarding 
distribution, corTuptioii, adulteration, etc., wall grailuallv disappear. 

Loss on sale of subsidised bwjd amounts to Ils. 47,79,900. ( )iit of this, 

Rs. 44 lakhs rppre.sent los> on sale at concession rates to certain categories 
of Government employees — pidice, jail, etc., and Rs. 8 lakhs is the amotmt 
of loss on sale of wheat and wheat products imi>orted from abroad. 
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I shall now take up other ittems included in this demand, viz., Extra 
Police Force, National Cadet Corps and National Volunteer Force. Addi> 
tional police force, alHiou^^h they do belong to the Civil Supplies Depart- 
ment and are borne under Extraordinary Cliarj^es, are employed for the 
performance of Agency functions on behalf of the Government of India, 
€,g., Security Control work, requisition of foreift-ners, etc. The charge is 
entirely recovered from the Government of India and are adjusted in reduc- 
tion of expenditure. The Enforcement Branch of the Police Force performs 
the following functions : — 

(1) Enforcement of food regulations and orders including Control 

Orders, movement and distribution of foodstuffs; 

(2) Enforcement of control orders on textile commodities; 

(d) Enforcement of control orders on other essential commodities, c.//., 
iron, cement, etc.; 

(4) Investigation of all cases arising oui of viobition of all the above 
orders and regulations, etc. 

The increase in the expedniture for extra police force is mainly due to 
increase in dearness allowance sanctioned wiili effect from 1st April, 1948. 

Now T shall take up the National VoliinteH*r Force, The honourable 
memijers are aware that since the transfer of Power there has been a j>ersistent 
public demand for our young men to be trained in arms and to be enrolled 
in the Defence Services of India. In order to give the publi<* an opportunity 
to be trained in arms and to help the Ihdiee in tlie prevention of (Timex. 
liauunja Jaitjin J^itislil Dal (’ommittee with a council tnon-offieial associa- 
tion) legistered und«‘r the Indian (^)mpany’s Act was set up hv some re.sjiect- 
ah](‘ eitiz(‘ns. (lovernment extended tli(*ir co-ojieration t(» the association. 
A Training (’entrc was establi.shed at Kanchrapara and about 1,90(1 
voIunie(‘rs have been produced so far. As it iiivolvt‘(l expeuiditure from 
jiublic c\clie(|u«T. ( i()V(*rnment appointed one of its permanent officers with 
considi’rahb* (‘Xpcrienc(‘ in the Army as the official Joint SeeretaiT to the 
Council. Training is being imparted under the direct su])ervision of 
another pemiamMit officer of the Government who is also an ex-officer of the 
Army. 

We are now satisfied that given proper training Bengali youths will 
j ick up the techni(|ue as quickly as any body else. Government feel that the 
services of tlnvse volunteers may be utilised as Anxiliarv' Police Force and 
at short notice they may turn out to be good soldiers too in emergency 
provided the Ministry of Defeni’e a(Tept them. 

There is u demand for 21 lakhs 81 thousand rupees for National Cadet 
Corpj^ Honourable members are aware that this scheme is based on the 
Kun^ru Report. The idea is to have .senior and junior divisions of the con>s 
raised from the colleges and schools res|)ectively. The cadets will be 
recruited from the students ond will l)e officered by their own teachers 
specially selected and trained for the work.

Janab 8YED BADRUOOUJA: Mr .S]»cak<'r. Sn. the Jlon’lde Minister 
in cliarge ot Civil Supplies has alicady iii his intelligent suryev of tin* 4‘ntire 
jKisition anticipated all that 1 had to say on the first motion, No. 30, to laist* 
a discussion about the loss on sal(‘ of subsidised food. Fortunately for ns 
tlie loss this year is considerably less than what we sustained in preo imis 
years. It has been considerably reduced, hut, Sir, T raised this (/uestjon 
only to know from the Ilon’hle Minister as to whether he could enlighten 
this House as to at what rate.s G(»verninent purchased these wlieat and wlieat 
produtds and at what prices they sold these stuffs. The Legislature 
throughout has been kept in the dark. Just during the Budget Session these 
things are presented before the House. We do not know anything about 
the actual transaction. Naturally, therefore, tTe are at a loss to understand 
the actual position. All that I wanted to impress upon the Hon’ble Minister 

that he should kindly enlighten this House on the actual transaction that 
went on behind the scene and the actual prices at which the Goyemment 
of Bengal purchased the stuffs and at what prices they sold these stuff#. 
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As for tile sfecond cut motion— ^o. 37-1 am^ather very mucli distressed 
. to that the JTon’]>le Minister has pre8ellte<] a very gloomy picture. Of 
course it is a jealistic approach to the problem. He has no doubt presented 
that picture after ha\iug taken a realistic view of th^ entire situation. Hej 
has quoted certain figures which show that even in cereals we are facing 
a deficit, that for some time to come we have got to depend upon imports 
from outside. Huring the last year, as he has observed, the (ioveriiment 
of India had to provide no less than 130 crores of rupees for imports from 
out8i(ie. That is a gloomy picture. He said we have got to take a long 
range view of the situation. I am afraid, if we have got to w*ait for the 
Mor Scheme and the Dumodar Scheme to mature and give us the results, 
the i)Oor perjple in the countryside, more .specially the bluk of tlie popula- 
tion, the agriculturists will be hard put to it to meet the soaring prices, 
to meet the demands on their slender resources from all directions. We 
see throughout, Sir, that these poor people are hard hit in spite of the fact 
thut from day to day they give their toil, sweat and tears. Though they 
contribute to the wealth of the country but they are the people who have 
not the actual purchasing capacitv to purchase the essential commodities 
aMife. 


Even in the rationed area the stuff that is supplied is not only insuflicienf) 
hut even the quality is of a very inferior character at times. Sir, Govern- 
ment’s policy would be to discourage black-marketing as much as possible. 
Not that I do not realise the difficulties of the Government in this respect — 
because without sufficient supply there cannot be any adequate distribution 
of these foodstuffs too, but better quality can be guaranteed. Even in the 
case of quantity we find that most of the families have got to resort to 
black-marketing. They get barely 10 oz. to 12 oz. per bead. Is thatf 
sufficient to keep n man going Is that sufficient to feed a particular 
person of average agc*^ It is not. Xaturalh therefore most of the familie'i 
in (’alcutta have got to resort to black-markets. Most of the members in 
this House both on this side and on the other will bear me out that without 
resorting to black-market no family can be properly fed. This is the 
jMisitiou to which we have been reduced. The world food position is also 
very serious and desperate. The situation is iast deteriorating, and owing 
to the unsettled (umditions in Siam, (’hina and Indo-China which are the 
best rice-produeing areas we are, I am afraid, heading towards a crisis, 
ilow long can the (b)vernment of India depend upon impiirts; how long 
<;au the Go>erument of West Hengal depend upon imports? Let there be 
an intensive drive. Let there be some dynamic approach to this problem. 
Jjet there he all-round improvement in this direction. There must have 
been some sort of defect in the system that is continuing at the present 
moment. We hear in the field of textile, as the President of Cloth Mills 
Association has pointed out, that there is sufficient cloth available in the 
market, hut somehow or other owing to defeetive distribution people do 
not get adequate suppl\ . In the mufussal area, as the Hou’ble Minister 
was just observing, tlie position of kero.sene has improved, hut we find — 
we have been to inufassal areas ourselves, we fiml to our great disappoint- 
ment — tliat some of the families have gone without any kerosene for days 
and weeks together. As regards sugar, there is a good .supjdy at the presenr 
moment. The coal position has considerably improved no doubt. But, 
Sir, th(* prices of cereals, wheat, cloth and other essential commodities of 
life ape absolutely beyond the reach of the average man. Sir, the Hon’Me 
the Finance Minister of the Government of India, Dr. Mattbai. ]>ointed out 
the other day that by April, 1949, the prices of foodgrains would be con- 
siderably reduced. But. Sir, will that improve the ]>ositlon at all unles.n 
you can maintain that relationj4ii]> between the level of priee.s and the level 
of cost of living? Besides, unless you (‘an decrease the prices of other 
essential conjmodities of life, r.ff., milk, fi.sh, ghee, butter, cloth and other 
essentials of life, unless you can somehow or other bring them if not to the 
pre-war level at least to a level which is quite consistent with the average 
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income of the poor ajirnculfiirist m West Bengal, the po^itioft will be 
absolutely desperate. The Hon’ble Minister has asked us to wait foF long^ 
7 or 8 years. Already there are serious luisgivingsT in the minds ef poor 
men in the countryside. People have waited so long; thev have seen that, 
in spite of the plethora of projects, programmes and plans of the Government 
of Bengal tor the last 10 or ]2 years, we have no appreciable result. For 
the first tinje a new scheme is ])eing tried and experimented. I do not know, 
what will be the result. Huge sums of money have been provided. The 
(yivil Supplies Department is being maintained at huge cost, but yet the 
position dot's not improve; yet the condition of the ])eople is as desperate, 
as unsatisfactory, ns hopeless, as ever. 1 would appeal to the iton'ble 
Minister not to miote facts and figurtvs but to take* stock of the entire position 
in the light of the needs and re(iuirements of j>oor people in the countryside, 
and make some arrangement, so that the people may he in a position to 
purchase the essential commodities consistent with their poor income. 


(At this stage the blue light was lit.) 


One minute more, Sir, and I will finish. You know, Sir, the position 
of agriculturists. They are in perpetual indebtedness. If you compare their 
expenditure with their income, you will find, Sir, that their expenditure ia 
much higher than their income. Everywhere, in Burdwau. Mursliidabad 
and other districts, they are in heavy debts. Sir, these people cannot meet 
their ordinary re(|uirements. How can they leave behind a surplus which 
will meet the demand for other e.ssential commodities P In the light of 
these facts, I would appeal to the Hon’hle Minister to realise the entire 
situation, especially with reference to the poor jK'ople in the countryside. 
t)therwi8e the position will get, I am afraid, more and more desperate, and 
things will, 1 am afraid, come to a head. People have been guaranteed 
freedom by the Government of India and the Government of West Bengal 
from hunger, from illiteracy, from diseases, but none of these assurances 
have yet been implemented. In order to create confidence in the public 
mind, in order to remove the misgivings from the public mind, in order to 
enlist the co-operation and sympathy of tlie public, in order to give theift 
food for hunger, in order to give them free medical aid, proj»er supply of 
cloth, and essential commodities, we should once again realise the entire 
situation and make some such arraiigeineiit wdiich might improve the condi- 
tion of the people in no time. 

AVith these words, I commend this cut motion to the acceptance of the 
House. 


Janab ABDUL WAHEED SARKAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in the matter 
of issue and cancellation of licence for sale of cloth and coal also, mal- 
practices are often resorted to and tJu* officers are often found guilty of 
partiality in favour of non-Muslims. In other words when there is a com- 
petition between a non-Muslim an<l Muslim in regard to the licence of a shop, 
the choice is exercised in favour <d non-Muslim. There are several instances. 
Similar is the cas^ regarding cancellation. There are. Sir, many instances. 
A number of cloth ration shops of the Muslims in Calcutta have been can- 
celled without any justification. I have in ray possession one application 
from one Md. Soleman Molla, formerly a licensed coal dealer, and a resident 
of Ealna (Burdw^an) whose licence has been cancelled on the flimsiest 
grounds and who has nioved from pillar to post and from post to pillar for 
a remedy but all to no purpose. It appears that he has l>een deprived of his 
earnings for the sole offence that he is a Muslim. This is a typical instance 
of the misrtianagement of tlie department and I particularly desired to bring 
It to the notice of tlie Hon’hle Minister-in-charge, who being a stauncli 
Congressman holds the balance evenly between Mu.slims and non-Muslims. 
I.*et not the minority community labour under the idea that they will not 
have any justice and fairplay in the new set-up in this Province. 
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Sir tb» administrafion or riglitly speaking the maladministration of this 
department has come in for very adverse criticisms both m pres* 
on^e, platform. Unfortunately the present budget is not 
objectionable features of the previous one. top-heavy administration 

is still -there The overhead charges continue to be disproportionately high. 
Quite a large number of establishments, for which there is hardly any 
iustilioBtion, are functioning and compared to the budget ot thm 
department i.rior to the partitkm of the Province, the expendi- 
ture proposed to be incurred under those heads during tte eMUing 
financial year is very heavy, although the new Province of West Bengal 
has shrunk in urea and population by 65 per cent. 

Sir on the other hand, economy is attempted to be effected by reduction 
in expenditure under heads which could be very well justified. The rice 
that IS supplied to the public is quite inadequate and the poor pwple/^o 
have no money, have to utarve for two days in the week while the richer 
people resort to the black-market which in spite of the so-called control, is 
in full swinj? and procure their requirements from there to the fullest limit. 
How long can this state of things be allowed to continue? You have asked 
the people to tighten the belt; it is the poor people who are compelled to 
do so, while those who can afford to go to black-market evade your orders. 
You cannot ask people to starve for an indefinite period of time. It is the 
responsibility of the State to teed its subjects. ^ ou cannot shirk this \erj 
essential and primary duty for all time to come. The moment you supply 
their requirements in respect of food and cloth, black-market will cease t^ 
thrive and will die its own death. It is an elementary principle which is 
clear to the meanest understanding. Provided proper steps are taken, our 
lands are capable of yielding many times greater than the cro))s that we are 
now getting. Any <leficiency of toodgrains that may hapi>pn ha.s got to be 
imported regardless of the expenditure involved. Failure or omission to 
d(f so would tantamount to encouragement to black-marketing. 


Sir, wliile on this point 1 desire to refer to the (juality of rice supplied 
fr(un the ration shops. Rice sujfplied to the consumers is often found 
mixed with not less than b pvr rctit. of gravel. The shop-owners cannot 
[)ossihly mix. It is citlicr the ]mrchasing agents or the storage (Uniartment 
which ‘is responsible for this admixture. Rice grown in AVest Bengal is 
free from grits. Similarly the high ]>ercentage of hrau mixed with otta 
makes it imperatisc for tlie bran to he separated through a fine sieve, 
resulting in considcrahh‘ reduction of the too insignificant ration and 
eorresponding increa*'C in jirice oi tlu‘ rcsiiliial. This is nothing hut an 
instance of grave maladministration of the department. 

Sir, we all know that the enormous expenditure incurred by the depart- 
ment in maintaining fat-salaried officers is rushing us headlong into financial 
imnkruptcy. Indeed so reckless is the expenditure incurred that the depart- 
ment has 'popularl\ come to he known as the “Civil AVaste Department”. 
There are ilouhle sets of officer in the districts, one set dealing with distribu- 
tion and (he other set witli procurement. Tlie functions of distribution and 
procureimuit can safely and without loss of efficiency he combined in one 
and the same set of officers in the distrii'ts. The policy of procurement 
through the District Purchasing Agents is vicious and should he forthwith 
ulMilished. The District Purchasing Agents procure paddy from the agrioul- 
twrists at the rale of Rs. 7-8 per maund, and Government, sell them to rice 
mill ibwners at the rate of Rs. 8-12 per maund. Thus the cultivators are 
ileprived of the luargiu of Ri^. 1-4 per maund. It is the agriculturists who 
require protection and eueouragemeiit . They have to buy their necessities 
at a tremendously high price and any increase however small in the price 
of the crops raised would be welcome to them and would serve as an incentive 
to them for increasing their production. It is they who stand in need of 
relief and I fail toisee what purpose is served by paying the Agents a com- 
mission of iUa 14 per mauAd by depriving tiM poor agrieuliurUto of m 
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correspond Mg amount. There can be no manner of doubt that if the pric© 
of paddy be raised from Rs. 7-8 to Rs. 8-12 the cultivators would voluntarily 
and gladly sell their produce direct to the Government and the intervention 
of District Purchasing Agents and other agents would be quite unnecessary. 
Thus the policy of procurement of the Government is defective and requires 
revision. The Government pays the mill-owners at the rate of Rs. 14-5-6 
jer maund of rice and sells it to the public at the rate of Rs. 17-8 i>er maund. 
If the rice after delivery at the millside is sent direct to the selling centres, 
the Government could easily sell it at the rate of Us. 1(1 per maund even 
taking into consideration the transport charges from the millside to the 
selling centres, lly this means the public could have bene benefited to the 
extent of Hs. 1-8 per maund and spared the trouble of eating gravelled rice. 

Sir, from what T have stated above, it is abumlantly clear that the price 
of paddy can be raised, while that of rice can he lowered a little. It will 
therefore be easy to understand that the i)ropo8ition that increase in the 
j>rice of paddy is detrimental to the interests of the cultivators does not bear 
scrutiny. Only the other day the lion 'hie Miuister-iii-charge of the Civil 
Supplies De])artment gave a radio talk to justify the huge expenditure in- 
curred by Government annually but viewed in its ])roper perspective it will 
be seen that the (jovernment is following a wrong policy in these matters. 
Sir, it will also be quite intelligible that if in these hard and difficult days 
the agri(‘ulturists do not get proper encouragement from Government and do 
not get fair price f(»r their ('rops, the “Grow More Food Campaign” will 
he meaningless, the driv<‘ for more food j>roduction W'ill he a dismal failure 
and the future of our country will be dark indeed. In order to save the 
lieavy drain on our finances on account of the necessity of having to import 
inormous (piantities yf foodgrains every year from Burma, Australia, Russia 
and other foreign counlries at a tremendously heavy cost, we liave to try 
('ur best to meet the deticioncy by increasing the production of foodgrains 
of our country, but this is hardly pccssible und<*r the* j)rcscnt condition in 
which while grudging the payment to the tillers of the soil a slight increase 
of Re. 1-4 })er maund of p.iddy, we are paying the same to a class of people, 
namely, the District Purchusiug Agents and other Agents who are (piite out 
of the* y)icture in the process of growing crops on the soil and have no part 
to play therein. 

Sir, so far Jis our district, namely, the ITooghly district, is concerned, 
it is an industrial area and conHecjuently the wages of the labourers are 
higher than those of the district of Burdw'an. Hence the cost of cultivation 
is higher in this district tlmn that in the neighlmuring surplus district of 
Burdwan, where on account of canal, etc., the outturn per acre is also higher. 
But curiously enough, the selling prices fixed for yiaddy in Burdwan as well 
as Hooghly district are the same. This shows utter lack of diHcrimination 
on the part of the departmental officers in the matter of fixing the selling 
rates of paddy for the different districts. 

Sir, the best policy to adopt in the matter of procurement is that every 
District Controllef, whether the area be a deficit or a suriilus one, should 
procure paddy awl rice from his respective area and after laying in stock 
the requisite quantity of paddy and rice should supply the excess quantity 
to the neighbouring areas through their respective oraoers in accordance with 
their requirements. Every District Controller should enter into agreement 
with dealers and millowners holding licences within their respective areas 
for the supply of fixed quantities of paddy and rice and should see that 
suppfy is ontained in terms of the agreement. This will not only lessen the 
responsibility of the Government to a great extent but will also ensure 
procurement and distribution of food amongst the people, who again will 
not have to eat gravelled rice. The Government too would not have to 
face heavy deficit of food and loss of finances. Unemployment will be solved 
in a great measure and the morale of the traders and businessmen will 
mprove. The of oonirol was introduced in out country during thh' 
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laat war as a Denial policy so that the foodgrains ihight not fall into the 
hands of the enemy. Whatever justification there migat have been at that 
jUme for this policy, there is no longer any necessity for this system. By 
continuing this system normal trade channels are choked and the ordinary 
businessmen are converted into hoarders, black-marketers and profiteers. ^ 
long as normal trade is not allowed to flow along normal channel and unless 
and until the morality of the Imsinessinen and traders is improved, 
black-marketing and hoarding will reign supreme. It is only when the 
prices of commodities are stabilised in the open competitive market according 
to the laws of supply and demand that the fluctuation of prices will come 
into operation and not before. 

With these words, Sir, I beg to move the cut motions standing in my 
name.

ilanab 8. Mi ABDULLAH: Mr Speaker, Sir, I shall at the outset bring 
before the House the pitiable condition of the tailors as a result of the 
introduction of cloth rationing and control. Their business has now been 
ruined, and their very existence is now at stake. There are at present two 
lakh tailors with six lakh dependants. These j)(*opl(‘ havt* been earning ilieir 
livelihood from tailoring business. They have no other business and no other 
source of inc,oine. But the Bartition of Bengal and re-introduction of 
control — these two factors have affected the (‘conomic life of these ])oor 
people to a V(‘ry great extent. I have ])ersonal knowledge, Sir, 
and I can say for the information of the Hon’ble Minister that they are 
starving for want of work. Their business is to purcltase idoths and make 
them into garments and sell them at the Chetla and Howrali ImU, and in 
(Calcutta and various other places in India. A tier the introduction of 
rationing they are not getting any sup])ly of cloth, and so they are sitting 
idle. The Tlowrab hut is ])erhaps the liiggest ready-made garment centre 
in India. Sir, the Minister for Civil Supj)li(‘s has made arrangement for the 
distribution of cloths for all other classes of dealers, big businessmen, shop- 
keejiers and others but he has failed to make any provision for those poor 
tailors numbering about two lakhs with six lakh dejiendants to feed. H we 
compare their lot with that of others of the rame class we will find what 
injustice has been done to them. While juovision has been made for the 
regular supply of yarn to the weavers ami they are getting tlieir quotas of 
yarn regularly, there is no earthly reason to deprive the poor tailors, Sir, 
of their business. While in the case of wv^avers (rovernment are charging 
a licence fee of Ke. 1 per loom and supplying them with regular quotas of 
yarn, in the rase of tailors no arrangement has been made to reduce their 
licence fee. In respect of licence fee the.se ])Oor tailors are being charged 
Rb. 50 for retail and Ks. 10 for hawker’s licence. I therefore request the 
Government to place the.se tailors in the sunre raU‘gory with the weavers 
and to reduce their lic ence fee. So T appeal to the Government to consider 
the sad lot of the tailors and rrrake some such arrangement ao that they may 
get cloth for making into garments and earn profits for the maintenance of 
themselves and their families. To hotels and restaurants Government give 
special quotas of foodgrains hut to tailors they give nothing. If Govern- 
ment so desire they can set apart a special quota for them and by that quota 
system Government can meet their demand. Sir, it all remains with the 
Government and I hope our national Government will consider the question 
of unemployment of a particular section of people who are groaning under 
poverty and are on the verge of starvation and ruin, and I would appeal to 
uoverninent to make whatever arrangement is possible in order to give relief 
to theee poor people. 

Sir, we fail to understand forces and factors guiding and controlling the 
8i*Pply» distribution and availability of cloth that Govfiiaiiient of West 
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Bengftl has introduced ^or us. We find that by issuings ad-hoc permits 
Government has released hundreds of bales of cloth for every class of people, 
but these poor tailors althouj?h they tried to get a quota, failed to get any- 
thing. We find that towards the end of February, 1949, Government released 
a very large quantity of cloth for free sale in the open market whereas these 
cloths are being disposed of in the black-market. The Hon*ble Minister 
has said that interior stocks have been issued for free sale, but to our amane- 
nient we find in the hawkers’ corners of the city and elsewhere fine and 
superior varieties of dhoties and sarecs for sale, for which the dealers are 
charging 60 or 70 per cent, more than the stamped price. These superior 
varieties of cloth you won’t find in any controlled shop in the city. Sir, 
if this is not helping the black-market, I do not know what it is. I would 
request the Honide Minister to ponder over the matter and see how in the 
open black-marketing is being encouraged ^ We do not know what led the 
Minister to allow these free sales of cloths which find theif wa.v to the black- 
market, espe(‘ially when people are so much in need of cloth, when the 
tailors are starving on account of unemiiloyment for want of cloths to be 
made into garments. Sir, I fail to understand the motive behind all this. 

As regards the supply of cement, iron and coal everybody will admit that 
it is difficult now-a-days to get them, the reason being the slioriago of supply 
and Government’s difficulty to meet them. In spite of this difficulty I must 
impress u])on the Minister that Government should take the responsihility 
tor supplying these essential commodities. But what action he has taken in 
liie matter we do not know and the account that he has given this evening 
]s not very encouraging. .\s regards the supply of these essential eom- 
modities wV find that generally two or three months are taken for tin* issue 
(d jierniits only, and then it takes a lot of time to get the article from the 
dealing agents. I know ot a definite case where the Iron and Steel Controller 
iNsiied a j)eriuit after a long time and tlieii it came to the Director of

If a candidate could be found fit for a post, surely he could have 
gone appeared before the Public Service Commission aui justified his 
appointment before them. I know that the PuWir. Rewirw

Sir, reference has been made to the lifting of the controls. The Hon’ble 
Minister perhaps may choose to inv{ike the name of Mahatma Gandhi in 
su])port of lifting of controls. He may also say that it was done on an all- 
India basis as an ex])erimcnt. Sir, I have nothing to say except this that 
better sense should have ])r(‘vaile{l upon the men who are responsible for the 
working of the controls. The lifting of controls resulted in disaster. It 
resulted perhaps according to the desire of the Ministry and the Coni^esa 
I’arty in making tlu* rich richer and the poor poorer, but that is neither 
he?e nor there.

cut motions means. Sir, it means that those gentlemen felt for the country; 
they felt that the grievances of the people must be placed before this Assembly 
and the entire public. And in order to give vent to their feelings ana 
grievances these cut motions were tabled by those yirjatita Congress Tcarmis, 
Sir, the failings and the actions of the so-called yirjatita Congress karmis

Department, about the frolics of my friends over there. The gentlemen 
over there, the powers that be at the moment, they say that we are the close 
followers, we are tlie faithful followers of Mahatma (landhi. Sir, I have 
not the least doubt that if ever India produced a man, it was Mahatma 
Gandhi, it was he who brought freedom to this benighted land of ours and

Rut it is lip service — they 
always profess that he is our Father, he is our Father, but I say from their 
doings, their action, that they aie the most sons. They nt^ver mind

The Hon’ble Sri BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: i 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: If T say in Arabic, you will not under- 
stand it and you will laiigli. T^et me speak in English or if you Nvant I wull 

speak in Bengali, f ^ u — ^ y 

*‘(J — ^ ^ ^ * — t — ^ ^ ^ 

J^et me finish in I'lnglish. What w'as the message. T was just quoting 
a verse of the Koran wdiieh says that great |)ersonages, great ]»ronhels, great 
Waliullas, great Avatars are sent in order to set an example to ine mankind 
so that,,by their messages, by tiieir actions, they lead their lambs, that is, 
they lead the ])eople ttt the right patli. Tt has hciui laid dowui in the Koran 
that there is not a single nation on earth to which they ha%a* not been sent 
and they have preached one thing, one religion to humanity - helicwe in 
God ami do groo<l to others. That is the civilized religion, that is the human 
religion and that is the religion of mankind I have no doubt, Sir^ that 
Mahatma (fandhi had prophetic vision. 

(At this stage the i)lue light was lit.) 

Sir, only five or ten minutes. T am si)eaking about the Father of the 
Nation and you should not interrupt me. (Laughter.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: All right, you go on. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: The Koran says that the greatest gifts 
of God are foresight, breadth of vision and breadth of heart. These are the 
greatest gifts of (Jod and I have no doubt that all these qualities our Mahatma 
possessed to the last degree. If you believe that he had gof»d biresight, 
did not the Father say: Well, my children, ray sons, give up control and 
let free channel of trade take itis own course, let the law oi supply ami dtunand 
take its own course. But you gentlemen, can you, can any man on earth, 
resist thedaw^ of gravitation ? If anyone cannot resist the law of gravitation 
or the physical law or the chemical law or the medical law* or the sanitation 
law or any law, how can you resist the economic law’ of supply and demand? 
You are fools to try it. (Laughter.) I won’t labour on this point. There- 
fore, my proposition is — decontrol everything. It is your control, it is your 
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thousand and one bad policies, thousand and one bad acts, which have ^ren 
rise to blade-marketing. Sir, I am a dweller of the village. I say witn all 
the responsibility of the representative of a people before this Assembly 
House of the whole nation that full 50 per cent, of the poulation are engaged 
in black-marketing and it is for this reason that we do not get servants in 
our houses. We do not get servants because both males and females are 
engaged in black-marketing, are engaged in carrying rice and paddy from 
one station to another, from one district to another, from one Province to 
another. Full 50 per cent, of the population are engaged in it. 

My friend Mr. Shyarnapada Bhattacharyya is saying nothing though he 
was crying hoarse over it and he was scolding me for all these things. 

Mr, SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN, I would beseech the Hon’ble Minister 
to take pity on the tailors, as was said by Mr. Abdullah, and try to redress 
their grievances. 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM: Sir, will you give me two minutes? 

Mr. SPEAKER: No, I am sorry. 

The Hon'ble Sri PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: Sir, T am very grateful 
for the very high tone of the debate on my demand. Janab Badrudduja 
asked me to tell him about the loss that we incurred on sales of imported rice 
and wheat. As I have said in my speech, the loss on imported rice amounts 
to over Its. 7 per maund. Last year, we imported about 90,000 tons of rice 
from Brazil, Burma, Siam and Argentina and the loss was to the extent of 
Bs. 40 lakhs on imported rice alone. fJanab Md. Khuda Bukhsii : S^inety 
thousand tons at U.s .7 per maund?) Yes. On wheat and wheat products — 
whole wheat, barley and flour — which we got from F.S.A,. Canada and 
Australia, the loss has been much more. This loss is shared between the 
Government of India and the Provincial Government. The Government of 
India till September bore a share of GG per cent, and now they are bearing 
a share of 75 per cent, of the loss. The total cost price of wheat, barley and 
flour * 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: It works out as 1 crore 40 lakhs. 

The Hon’ble Sri PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: No; 1 said 40 lakhs 
on rice alone. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: I do not know ; my mathematics is 
wrong then. 

The Hon’ble Sri PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN : The cost prices of wheat, 
barley and Hour are Ks. 15-G, Its. 11-10 and Its. 22-0-d pies per maund, resi)ec- 
tively, against the selling prices of Ks. 14-10, Ks. 14-10 and Rs. 20-8. This 
discloses a loss of annas 11 pies 7 on wheat and Rs. 1-8-3 pies on flour. The 
cmantities of wheat, barley and* flour expected to be issued during the year 
1949-50 are 2 lakhs tons of wheat and w-neat products. On the basis of the 
above the net loss in mir transactions in wheat, barley, and flour during the 
\yar^ 1949 is estimated at Ks. G lakhs 85 thousand. Out of this total loss, 
Rs. 3 lakhs 85 thousand is expected to be received from the Government of 
India as subsidy and our portion of the loss amounts to a little over Rs. 3 
lakhsj^ 

Janab Badrudduja dealt at some length regarding the inferior quality 
of rice. You know* we have now lost Barisal, the granary of unaivided 
Bengal. There at Barisal we used to get halam rice, the best rice, free of 
stone and sand. Now we get our rice mostly from Birbhum, Bankura and 
parts of Burdwan where the richest among us have to eat some quantity 
of sand and stone. The quantity is not sumcieni I confess because there has 
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been rationing. There is some ^motthi of black-marketing, I know, I maj 
tell this House that whereas we give about 20,000 maunds of rice per day is 
Calcutta, the quantity that is sold in the black-market in Calcutta will no! 
amount to more than 5,000 maunds. We give 20,000 maunds; in the black- 
market you cannot get more than 5,000 maunds. So you cannot hoard. 
Suppose there was free sale and suppose there was decontrol, then you would 
have hoarded, because you would not have got your supplies weeKly, You 
would have hoarded rice to meet one, two or three months* requirements. 
\\ e have got here in Calcutta high purchasing power, but the purchasing 
power in rural areas is low and stock of paddy will be depleted and if there 
was decontrol, there would be famine as in the year 1943. 

About kerosene oil, as I have said, I am thinking of sending 10,000 units 
more to mufassal areas. 

Janab Badrudduja has also spoken about the prices of other commodities. 
I may tell Janab Ila<lriidduja that the price of rice <lue to our control and 
rationing has been much lower, as T havv* said in my speech, in comparison 
with what obtains in Hast Bengal and other Provinces which experimented 
on decontrol during 1948. 

Janab Abdul Wahid Sarkar wanted to know how long the food riitioning 
would continue. As I have said, it will continue so long as we do not 
become self-sufficient or till the world food position improves. He also 
talked about admixture in ri(‘e. T do not think lie believes that the Civil 
Sujiplies Department adulterates 

ilanab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: You do not exercise suflicieni check to 
see that rice is not adulterated at the souree. Somebody does adulterate. 
Certainly it is not the grower ; it may be one of your agents. 

The Hon’ble 8ri PRAFULLA CHANDRA 8EN: Janab Abdullah spoke 
about the difficulties of the tailors. At the jiresent moment cloth ia 
distributed to tailors through hnr\a-fidr and representative associations, and 
they are given supplies in l>ulk. These supplies are in addition to cloth and 
consumer’s supplicvS 

Jan^ MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: What about the (|uestion of cancella- 
tion of licences belonging to Muslims? 

The Hon’ble 8ri PRAFULLA CHANDRA BEN: I am <oming to that. 

I know the plight of the tailors. In undividtMl Bengal the tailors in 
Caleutta and round about Calcutta had markets in Bast Bengal. Those 
markets have now been lost. I know that they are in a very sad plight and 
till better trade reliition is established between East Bengal and West Bengal 
or bt'tweeii the two Dominions, Bast Bengal markets will be closed to them. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Even for the market that exists they 
are not getting sufficient cloth. Tlial is (heir grievimce. 

The Hon’ble Sri PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN; I shall look into the 
matter. So far as I am aware tliey are Kcttinsr adecjuatc quantity of cloth. 

I cannot allow any export to Ba.st Bengal. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: We do n..t want any export. Tn our 
own territory you are not being able to .sup[)Iy sufficient cloth. 


The Hon’ble 8ri PRAFULLA CHANDRA 8EN: I do not believe so. 
So far as our territory is eoneerned, the supply is quite sufficient. 

Licences for dealing with Indian mill-made cloth are being fre>ely issued 
to all hona~fidc dealers irrespective of community, religion and creed. 
Licences are cancelled only for contravention of (’loth Control Order or for 
in connection with offences of a serious nature. Tn fact, during 
the year 1948-49 with the solitary exception of a Muslim hawker implicated 
m smuggling of cloth beyond the borders of Indian Union, there is no record 
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caacejlatioii of the textile licencses of any Muslim dealer in West Bengal. 
I may inform the members that at the beginning of the year 1948 there were 
152 wholesale dealers and 1,401 retail dealers in Calcutta. Of these there 
.Are 8 Muslim whoieeale dealers and 377 Muslim retail dealers. There is no 
oommuml question involved. 

Janab Abdullah raised the question of black-marketing of cloth. So long 
as there will be control, some amount of black-marketing will prevail unless 
we change our character. 

Janab Sayeed Mia spoke about corruption. Our Enforcement Branch 
are taking severe steps in the matter, and if any specific case is brought to 
our notice, J promise that I shall look into the matter. 

Regarding the suj)ply of coal, kerosene and other consumer goods in 
Malda r have said in luy speech that transport bottleneck is still prevailing. 

1 may, however, tell Janab Sayeed Mia that booking restrictions have now 
been lifted and I hope to send more consumer goods to Malda. Janab 
Sayeed Mia has mentioned about our procurement of rice in Malda. Now, 
Sir, we procured TbO tons in terms of ri(*e in Malda and we sent to Malda 
more than 1,001) tons of rice. So we have not fleeced the people of Malda. 
This year also in Malda wo have procured only 900 tons and I promise that 
the whole of this quantity will be ke]»t stored in Malda for consumption in 
Malda district. 

Now, Sir, regarding cloth, better arrangements are being made and I 
am running a few special trains in which cloth will be sent to Malda, West 
pinajpur, Jaljjaiguri and Darj(‘eliiig. (Janab Mn. Kiu da Bi khsh: AVliat 
is the amount of jjrocured paddy that has been removed from Murshidabad ?) 

I cannot tell that off-hand. Nowq Sir, Janab Khuda Rukhsh has charged me 
with nepotism. Sir, the meaning of “nepote” is nephew a.s has been given 
in the Nation, and 1 liave not given any service to my nephew. 

Regarding the employment of the Deputy Controller of Rationing who 
if* alleged to be the brother-in-law of the Director of Rationing, I may say 
that tlie appointment was made by a Selection Committee and the Director 
of Rationing had nothing to do with it. Janab Khuda Bukhsh knows well 
that all ap])ointinents in the Civil Supplies Dei)artraent are for periods of 
six months or three months and in the case of temporary appointments no 
reference ne<‘d be made to the Rublir* Service Commission (Janab Md. 
Khuda Rukhsh : Why then the appointments of the Rationing Officers were 
referred to the Public Service Commission althougli they were also 
temporary?) Sir, so far as tem])orary apimintments are concerned, we do 
not refer them to the Public Service Commission because their services are 
terminable at one month’s notice. 

Regarding the appointment of the Deputy Director of Transportation, 
Janab Khuda Rukhsh alleged that he was a friend of mine. I may say, Sir, 
that I never knew him till he was appointed by the Selection Committee 
w'hich coUvsidered him to be the fitte.st man. (Janab Md. Khuda Rukhsh: 
Who were in the Selection Committee P) The members of the Selection 
Commit iw so far as I remember were the Secretary of the Civil Supplies 
Dt'partmeut, the Financial Adviser to the Civil Supplies Department and the 
then Director of Transportation of the Civil Supplies Department. 

Janab Khuda Rukhsh also enquired who are the Hooghly Trust Limited. 
Sir, this is a limited company which have been dealing in cloth since the 
last 5 or (i years and not only they are efficient but they are very hone.st and 
I have no connection with the Hooghly Trust Tiimited. (Janab Md. KniTD.\ 
BukHvSh : But they are your friends.) Sir, every body is my friend. 

Ilr. SPEAKER: Order, oTtler, please. 

The Hon’ble Sri PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: Now, Sir, regarding 
the Jatiya Rakshi Bahini, I have alreadv said that this Jatiya Rakshi Bahini 
has already trained 1,900 persons at iKanchrapara. This Jatiya Rakshi 
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Bahini Dal has been constituted as a special unit of tbe West Bengal National 
Volunteer Force under section 7 of the West Ben|raj\Nation£U Vblahtder 
Corps Act, 1949, for the purpose for wbicli it was originally meant. 

One Company of 183 persons of the Bangiya Karmi Dal has been raised 
and they are being trained for employment in public utility services, vi*., 
construction of roads, bridges, etc. 

danab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Who controls this Bangiya (Jatiya) 
Rakshi Dal? Is it a private or an official body? 

The Hon’bie Sri PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: That is laid down in 
the Act; it is a Government body. 

Then Janab Jasiniuddin Aliined complained al)oiit cordoning. If we are 
to make adequate j)rfK*iireinent we have to enforce cordoning. Modified 
rationing is introduced in areas where there is either rise in price or shortage 
and I promise Janab J asimuddin Ahmed that if there is a shortage or rise 
in price in any of tliose areiis of wliieli he spoke I will rush supplies. About 
other points I think they have already been covered. 

About my friend Sri Sihnath Hanerjee^s 8i>€‘eeh he has complained that 
1 have given him a very dark and dismal and gl(M)my picture. The Civil 
Sujqdies Department is responsible for distribution — I am not responsible 
for production. l*rodu(‘tion is in the hands of my honourable friend, the 
Hon’hle Sri Jadahendra Nath Panja and he will tell you what sehemes are 
there for “Grow More P'ood^’. 

Sfi 8IBNATH BANE Rif EE: Is there no collective responsihility of tho 
Ministrv ? 

The Hon’bie Sri PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: Yes, ves, hut it being 
a Special subject fallitig under my honourable friend 1 h‘ will tell tlie House 
ill detail whiit the S(‘hemt‘> are. f am very glad that my friend Sri Sihnath 
Bamujec* is in favour of retaining control. About rhalcr knkor T said I 
cannot help it when Barisal has gone out of West Bengal. You must eat 
ifirhluim rice and we are trying for ecjuitahle distriinition as far as jiossible. 

Jb'garding hi> complaint that 1 am giving 000 calories. Sri 

Sihnath Banerjee is a student of science and I know 

he was very strong in mathemalies. Then of course he took to labour work. 
Whiit 1 am now giving is about a 1,000 calories in cereals lieside.s other 
things and on an average even the middle cla.H.s people are taking 1,800-2,000 
calories, I know this is also not .sufficient. 

With these words. Sir, I oppose all the cut motions and commend my 
motion for acceptance.

DEMAND FOR GRANTS. 

3S— Medical. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, on tlu* recommend 
(lation of His Excellency tin* (iovernor 1 bejr to move that a sum of 
Its. 3,53,31,000 be p^ranted for expenditure under the head “dH — Medical” . 

When we scan the list of cut amendments tliat have been ])roj)osed on 
this motion it seems to me that the members of the TIoust* desire to know 
first of all whetlier there is any plan, and if so. to what extent has that 
])lan been implemented and is projiosed to be implemented in the course of 
the next year. 

Sir, before we talk about a plan we must put before the House as well 
as before the public the position with re^rard to medical relief and public 
health conditions in tiiis country. Fortunately for us tlie (Jovernment of 
India in 1944 appointed a committee which is ])Opularly known as the Hhore 
Committee on which I had the honour to serve, which travelled all over 
India, collected statistics and made a report to the (Jovernment of India 
which the Government of India have accepted. And in that report u 
complete plan was given with regard to the provisions that have to be made 
for proviefing medical relief to the people as well as ensuring public healtli 
measures. Sir, this Cominitte<*, whose report the West Hengal Government 
also endorse and accept, laid down certain fundamental propositions: 

Firstly, that every individual in the State has a right to demand free 
medical treatment including the cost of diagnosis, lahorutory and otherwise. 

Secondly, that the doctor in tlie villages should have sufficient aid from 
experts in order that he might fulfil the functions of an adviser to the people 
of the locality for which purpose certain arrangements were proposed by 
the Bhore Committee. I shall come to that presently. 

Thirdly, that the' future doctors, particularly those who work in the 
village areas, should be trained not merely for curing diseases but for the 
purpose of taking measures for the prevention of diseases. It was felt that 
in this realm prevention is much better than cure, particularly in a country 
like India where the people are poor and most persons are not able to pajr 
for their treatment and if they are cured of their illness they still remain in 
a large number of cases maimed for life or weak in certain parts of the body- 

Fourthly, the Bhore Committee decided that it is not enough to cure a 
peraon wfio is ill, it is not enough to make arrangement for preventing a 
oiaease, but it is essential that there should be measures for ensuring positive 
health to the community. 
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When we were going round and collecting figures startling revelations 
were made. Possibly those who deal in statistics with iregatd* to etieh 
matters knew these but the public were not aware. No public health 
measure, said the Bhore Committee, can be of any use unless the public 
are prepared to co-operate, ajul the public will not co-operate tl^ess; they 
know the dangers which lie before them. 

Sir, the expectation of life of an average Indian was found to be the 
lowest in the whole world. The deatli rate — 224 per thousand — I am talking 
of the figure for 1 944-45 — w^as again the highest per thousand population, 
again the hiuhest in the world except Egypt which has got 27 per thousand 
and the total deaths in India was estimated to be about over G millions. 
Fifty per cent, of the deaths occur before the tenth year. Nearly 60 per 
cent, of persons who die die from w'hat we call preventible diseases; 158 
children of every thousand births die soon after or within a short period 
after birth. Maternal mortality accounts for two lakhs of people dying 
every year. We realised that these conditions were due to three factors: 
one was the insanitary condition of the villages as well as of the urban 
areas. It w’as obvious to us that the emphasis should le on what we call 
the environmental hygiene, that is to say, the reason whv a person gets ill 
who lives in a particular locality and not another although there may be an 
epidemic going on — cholera and pneumonia — l>ecause the environmental 
hygiene is defective. Similarly, the question of social hygiene comes in. 
The mode of living in which a person lives, the way in which he associates 
with his fellow beings, the manner in which he procures his food and his 
drinking water — all this has got a very important bearing on the incidents 
of disease and death. 

Secondly, nutrition as a whole w'as defective not merely because there 
was want of food, because the peo])le were poor to get the quantity required, 
but also b(‘C5iuse, and this is an important point, the food that they, the 
averug(‘ person, teak was what we call “unbalanct'd". There is not that 
balance between the different proximate principles which should constitute 
a diet of an average healthy person. 

Then the third factor Avas the inadequacy of medical practitioners and 
technicians. Sir, in control of disea.ses and provision for relief measures it 
is essential that there should be a doctor, there should be nurses, there 
should be midwives, there should be health visitors, there should be 
pharmacists and dentists, and you wnll be surprised to know the lag from 
w^hich we are suffering today. In India in 1944-45 there were 47,000 doctors 
who were considiwed to be qualified. On the standards which have heen 
laid down in U.K. and T.S.A. there should he 185,000 doctors in India. 
At the jiresent moment — at least at the time when the report was WTitten — 
there were 37 institutions teaching students in the medical profession which 
turned out on an average 1,500 to 1,600 doctors every year. Of the 47,000 
if w^e set apart 800 of them as casualties, that is to say, as those who either 
died or retin*d, we can add only 700 doctors with the provision that was 
then in existence per year which means that in onler to get the target we 
W'ill have to wait 3(M) years. The total number of nurses w'as only 7,000 
in the wliole of India and we need a hundred times raqre, 740,000, if you 
would consider that each person who is either in a hospital or a clinic is 
attendtxl properly hy nurses and on the same standard as obtains in other 
countries. Similarly, health visitors we have 750; w*e need 74,000. Midwives 
We bave 5,000; we need 92,000. Dentists we need 92,000; we have got only 
a thousand. Phammeists we need 62,000; we have got only 75 trained 
phannneists in the whole India. 

As regards the iiumhef of beds, the total number of beds available in the 
whole of India is 73,000. In Bengal it is about 17,000; that b to say, if 
you take the |>opulatkm ratio, *25 per cent, is available for every thousand 
persons as compared with 10 beds in the United States and 7 14 beds in 
United ‘Kingdom. This is the problem which is before the country today. 
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WA we haw done and propose to do is first of all 'to increase the uumher 
of We nave started two more medical colleges besides the two that 

wem^m existence, so that every year we could get at least 351) to 400 pupils 
and for a time It mav be necessary, and the Bhore Committee also 
recommended this, to have two-shift arrangements so as to increase the out- 
put of doctors every year. The three schools that are left over namely 
one at Jalpaigun, one at Burdwan which are under Government and one at 
Banknra which is under a non-official agency, we Iiave proposed and arranged 
to start them or continue them as institutions for training of pharmacists 
nurses, medical assistants and surgical dressers. ’ 

The Bhore Committw^ in planning a scheme i)repare(l this outline that 
if you take a unit of three million ]>eople it should he arranged that (here 
should be in the centre of the three million unit which roughly coiTes]M)nds 
to a district in West Bengal, a hospital and a medical institution attached 
to it with 2,500 heiLs, and this institution should 1 h* jirovidcvl witli siifficient 
equipments and trained personnel, experts in all the difteient branches of 
medical science who will not only treat patients and train students, hut will 
also give help to live secomlury centres, tlie> call it, within that area, 
each secondary centre to have a control over b laklis of people. In each 
secondar\ centie tlu*^ jirovidt* 0(H) IxmIs again with trained nunlieal men, 
not so highl> trained as thoM* in tlie centre but suHieimil to carry on treat- 
ment lf»r the (i lakhs of people. Fliis seeondar\ centre* will get iH‘lp, wlieu- 
ever necessary, Ironi tlu* ( entral ilosjutal and give lielj), whenever 
uece.ssai’V, to the village* <‘e*ntre*. I'lider each se‘eondai\\ centre was 
provided what is called a primary centre* tlie av(*rage^ jiojmlat ion of which 
would be l^etwe*en 20 and 25 thousand and in such juimar.s ce*nlrcs there 
shoiilel he eo-bt'd hospitals with < to 12 ebietors, so that e*ac]i doe*tor woulel 
he in charge roughly of thr(»e to four thousand jicople. It was found that 
up till 1044-4 ) the total cost jier capita per year tor ine‘dical n*licf and public 
health mea.sures in India was 5-0 annas. If to tliat were added tlie' mt'dical 
relief that is given hy non-ofiicial ag(‘iK!ies, we* calculatt'd the total would 
amount to eight annas ]H*r cu]>ita per \e^ar. In Knglaiid it is Us. 52 per 
capita per year. In America it is Us. 31 per capita per yt‘ar. Therefore 
you will realise the lag, the deficit that we have got to make up. The plan 
that the Bhore Commit tt*e has laid down, just t*numerated, would cost any- 
thing between 10 to 12 riqiees per eajiita instead of eight annus jier (*u])ita 
per year.

uwpitals and 24 are maintained by donationa from the District Boards or 
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the Union Boards as the case may be. Between these hospitals, as I said 
before, there are 17,000 beds arailable in -West Bengal. Besides these 
hospitals there are certain dispensaries where the patients come and get 
examined and get the medicine or prescription as the case may be and 
thereby get such relief as is needed. Of these, 23G are maintained by 
District Boards; 2o4 are maintained by the Union Boards; there are some 
private-aided and private non-aided dispensaries, about a hundred of them, 
and there are some special dispensaries maintained by Government. 
Amongst the hospitals 1 have mentioned there are 152 what we call Auxiliary 
General Hospitals which were established in 1944 in a hurry in order to 
meet the epidemic that was then raging in the province and of them we have 
now got 149. It is now proposed to take away GO of them from the 
Auxiliary General Hospital group those which were found to be useless so 
far as the poi)ularity of the centres is concerned or the building is concerned 
and convert them into tliana hospitals in the course of the year. 

Of^ the District Board and Union Board dispensaries, it is proposed to 
have 70 new Union Board centres w^ith four beds and as many of the District 
Board and Union Board dispensaries as can be taken over.' The difficulty 
I found and which has retarded to a certjiin extent the speed with which 
we wanted to proceed was that the District Boards did not desire to part 
with the littl(‘ that they are allowed to do and it has been very difficult for 
me up till now to get the District Boards to relax their 'hold on the 
dispensaries which they maintained. 

Now, Sir, there are tw(» other big (juestions about which cut motions 
have been tabled, viz., the arrafigement tor anti-malarial work particularly 
in the rural areas and the arrangements lor tuberculosis. The scheme 
wdiich the Government has accepted so tar as anti-malarial work in the rural 
areas is coiuau-ned consists of two parts: (r/) thi' establishment of anti- 
malarial units in seh'cled rural areas having high incidenc'e of malaria, and 
(li) the establishment of nurseries tor the culture ol larvivorou'^ species of 
fish for distribution to villages tor stocking them in village tanks and ponds 
with such fishes. Twenty such anti-malarial units will be started in the 
year 1949-50. The total scheme would cost us Hs. 88 lakhs. This year as 
a token we have put down Bs. 2 lakhs under tliis head. In selected areas 
D.D.T. for spraying has becm financed joint !> by the Government and the 
Indian Heseareh Fund Association. Besides this there is a scheme in 
progress for intensive* malaria drive in the fringes of the Salt Lake area for 
which a sum of Bs. 2,70,000 has lMH*n jirovided, some of which has been 
spent already. Anti-malarial engineering works were taken up in different 
parts in the year 1948-49. Anti-malaria drugs such as paludrine and quinine 
were distributed free, the total cost being Bs. 10,21,000 in 1948-49 and a 
aiinilar amount has been ])rovided for in the year 1949-50. Grants in aid 
are given to the municipalities for carrying out anti-malarial measures in 
their respective areas. 8uch grants were given to Bhatpara, Chakdah, 
Krishnagar, Santipur, Gobardanga, Serampore, Ilaniganj and Nabadwip 
muuiciiialities. In addition Government carty out anti-malarial measures 
entirely at Government ex]>ense in connection with the following schemes: 
Siliguri scheme, Arambagh scheme, Burdwan Civil Station scheme, Singur 
scheme and Ludwi survey and control schemes. 

Now, Sir, I will say a few words about tuberculosis. In West Bengal 
we have now a thousand beds mainly in (Calcutta or in the neighbourhood 
and some in the luofussil. Of these 1,000 beds, 521 are paid for by 
Government. 

It is intended and it ba.s been provided that in the next year 1949-50, 
in the Kaiichrapara Hospital another 140 beds will be added and if tb« 
Government of India's projmsiil to provide fund for tuberculosis patients 
among the refugees materiniises, then we would be able to increase this 
again by another 150. The segregation hospital which was attached to one 
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of Ifce institutione here in which advanced cases of tuberculosis have been 
treated, has been tj^ken over and we want to increase the beds from 90 to 
200. An isolation hospital for wliich land has been purchased is to 1 m 
established at a cost of Rs. 10 lakhs in Calcutta. The one point that 1 want 
to stress is that it has been found that in an ordinary hospital a patient 
getting in generally leaves his bed within 15 to 21 days on an average, so 
that in each bed in the course of a >ear 20 to 24 patients can be accommodated, 
but not so in the case of a tuberculosis hosnital. Once a bed is ^ot, the 
patient does not generally leave the hetl within six months: sometimes he 
stays there for a year or even two years. Tliereiore when 1 talk of 1,000 
beds, it means only that not more than 2,000 patients can be treated in 
these hospitals. Toda> , on a rougii estimate it is assumed that in West 
Bengal alone nearly 10 lakhs of people are sutfering from tuberculosis, and 
you can easily imagine the diftieiilty in which we are. Therefore it is the 
con.si<lere<l opinion of those wlio appreciate the value of anti-tuberculosis 
measures that more em])hasis sliould he given to prevention rather than to 
cure. Ill Bengal, for the last 20 years, there has been silently working a 
body which is semi-government in tlie sense that the Governor is always 
the President ot that htaly — the Bengal Tuhercnlo.sis Association. Its func- 
tion is to start clinics in (lilfereiit areas where patieiils will not only he given 
a<lvict‘ and he treated bnl where Health Visitors attend and go to the 
patients’ houses in order to give advice to the jieople of the family as to how 
to avoid the spread of iiiiection. These wen are called Health Visitors. 
J'lii're are 10 clinics now woiking under this Association. (ic>v(»rnment has 
to pay Hs. 10,000 every year. This year the Government has jirovided 
Us. 20,000 for this Association, hut even so this amount i.s so small compared 
to tlic needs of the province. The (luestion of publicity and ]»roi)er 
ilisseniinatiuii of knowledge us to how to jirevent tuberculosis is essential if 
>011 uant to carry this problem ot prevention of tuberculosis through. 
Pos>il>l\ most ot the iiieinlu'is ot the House and of the puhlic know that 
there i.s one method suggested which is known as the vacaunation with tJio 
H.(h(r. The World Health Organisatioii has established a unit in the South 
ot India 111 (iiiidi where the H.( .G. vaciune is being ])re])art*d. ^riit' Gi>vern- 
meiit of West Beng'al was asked to co-operate and to start tin* varaunalion, 
particularly in the industrial areas. We liave already spent some amount 
thiw year. Ti»e total cost ot the scheme would be 5 lakhs. Wt* hav<‘ M])ent 
about R.s. -')(), (tot) this Near and W(* have piovided Us. 1,50, (1(H) for the next 
year. It has also been tell that if to ever\ sadar hospital — and there arc 
about 40 of them whicli are more oi less provincialised institutions -tiiere 
were provided 25 beds, t)ie\ will be regarded as isolation beds in the sense 
that liiev will ac*comni<jdate those ]>atients who may be considered beyond 
all treatment and yet who are potential factors in disseminating tile disease; 
and it is hoped that most ot these institutions will he openeil in the course 
of the year because it me.tns oiiIn a slight exjmnsion and not tiie establish- 
ment of new’ units. 

Sir, in order to provide for dental treatment the Government of West 
Bengal accepted tne generous gift of Dr. Ahmed of his whole equipment 
and the institution known as the Dental College, and the Government have 
already prepared a syllabus which they want to nut before the University 
for obtaining its recognition, if possible, and to aevelop this institution in 
the best possible way. It will be a news to some members when 1 tell them 
that there was one other hospital or college for dentistry in the whole of 
India and that was in Lahore wliich was very well equipped indeed. There 
is another jin Bombay, the Neyer Dental Hospital, which is also doing very 
good W’ork, and the third one is in Calcutta. I hope the Dental Hospit^ 
will prosper. 1 do not propose to go into the details ot the various cut 
motions that have been put forwaid, but 1 will just say that it has been a 
matter of great pleasure to me to be able to put before the House as w'ell aa 
before the public not only our needs but also our efiforts against odds to 
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implement the scheme which was elaborately and so carefully drawn up by 
the Bhore Committee for the purpose of giving medical, relief and ensuring 
public health measures to the p^^ople of India.

ilanab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Mr. Speaker. Sir, we have had a 
brilliant survey by the Hon’hle Ministin- in charge ot Medical and ruhlic 
Heultli of the entire position. As a matter of fact, in this matter everyone 
in this Housi- as also outside should be guided by the superior wisdom’ and 
experience of om^ of the most important authorities in this department of 
hunuin knowledge. 

Sir, 1 would only draw the attention oi the Hon'hl<> the Premier as also 
the Minister ill charge ot Meilical and Puhlu' Ileallh tlial although the Rudget 
for J!Mfb5() IS higher than the Revi.sod by nearly Rs. 1 , 19,001), providing 
among others for increase in the iiuniher ot rural dispensaries and establish- 
ment of Ibihlh*. Health I nits — Rs. 80 lakhs tor maintenance of Auxiliary 
Government Hospitals— Rs. 05 lakhs tor rehabilitation and improvement 
of existing hospitals—Rs. 15 lakhs tor establishment ot a temporarv 
Medical College in the Lake areu- Rs. llL84,(M)0 for establishment of T B 
Sanatorium— Rs. lakhs for establishment of a T.B. Hospital at Kanchral 
para— Rs. 13,03,000 for Segregation Hosjiital tor T.IL patients — R.s. 4 
lakhs for Dental nuMlical c-ollcges— nearly 3 lakhs, and although these 
provisious un« highly commendable and lamlahle, 1 am surprised to see an 
miporiuiit omission in the budget for 1049-50. Hitherto the Islamia Hospital, 
Sir, was enjoying a grunt from the Government of Bengal. Unfortunately, 
however, ibis year the amount of Rs. 30,000 that was provided hitherto has 
not beim so pnivided in the budget. The reasons I do not know. It is for 
Hie Hon^ble Minister in charge the department to explain the real fact. 
During year 1948-49 a representation was made to the Government to 
provide more money in the budget in view of the increased expenditure of 
this hospital. From 1943-44, Sir, expenditure of the hospital has been on 
ihe morease. In 1943-44 the expenditure of this hospital was Rs. 23,984 
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and odds, in 1944-45 it was Rs. G2,515 and odds, in 1945-46 it was Rs. 76,632 
and odds, in 1946-47 it was Rs. 1,06,239 and odds, and in 1947-48 it was 
Rs. 1,39,229 and odds. So, although the expenditure has been on tho 
increase, the Government of Bengal were not prepared to increase the grant 
in the year 1948-49 possibly boeaiise of increasing demands of various other 
items under this nation-building department on the resources of the province. 
But, Sir. 1 do not see any reason why Government have not been pleased 
to include this provision for the next >ear, 1949-5(1. 

Then again about the capital grant of Rs. 2 lakhs, the Premier himself, 
the Hoii'hle Dr. Bidhan (’haiuh\» Boy. in his Budget Speech on the 17th 
March, 1948, definitel\ (d)scrvcd that as regards this grant to the Islainia 
Hospital, it would be revalidated. The grant of Us. 2 lakhs was made by 
the Government of undivided Bengal. S’ow, (Jovernment have to rtmovate 
the grant, as jiromised by the Premitu- whieh is elear from the above ({nota- 
tion from his Budget Speeeh. We have now got over Rs. 2A lakhs and wo 
are entitled to Rs. 2 laklis more. That money has also not betm provided. 
So, I would recpiest the lloiTble Minister in eharge of the Medical and 
Public Health Department to so ai range that this money may be provided, 
otherwise the hospital will be bound to die a natural dtaitfi. The other 
ho.spitals have been [avourabl\ iK'attal and I do not see any reason wdiy 
Government should not take inU) eoiisideiation tin* im{)ortanee of this 
hospital specially uhen it is s(o\ing the needs of the ix'Ople exactly in the 
same way as other hosi>itaK have Ixhmi doing. It has (1on<‘ wondcriul work. 
Its accounts liava* Inaui proju'ilx ainlited ami k(‘pt and patients have Ixmmi on 
the increase*. The figures will show that th<* numher of outdoor {uitients 
has come up from ll(idi4b in 1945-4 1 to 210, 959 in 1947-48. Similarly the 
number of indoor ]>ati(‘iits has eoim* uj) fiom 75 in 1945-44 to 1,110 in 
1947-48. This sho\As the impinlama* ol this loispital. This shows that this 
ho.spital has been seiving tlie m^eds of tin* j)(*o]»h* irr(*s|K»ct.ive ol (‘aste, creed 
and colour. It is, th(*retoi(‘. entitled to the symi>alhctic consid(*raiion of the 
Government of Bengal. 1 would, llnTefore, appeal to tin* llon'hle Minister 
in eliargt* ot the Medical and Ibihlic Health Depaitment to reston* the grant 
of R.S. 56,00(1 of the jnevious year and also provide for tin* ca{)ita! grant of 
K.s. 2 laklis to whieh tlie liosjntal is entitled. 

As for the second item, 1 need not add anything more to what the 
Hon’hle the Preinit*r has been pleased to (diserve. All that I would like to 
draw the attention of the Premier to is the fact that this tuberculosis which 
was hit}n*r(o confined to towns and municipalities is last spreading to the 
niofussil areas. From his *,urve\ of tin* entii(* position and from even the 
additional liinds that havi* lM*(*n jirovided, it appears that the problem will 
never he solved. Wv hav<* uevei he(‘n ahh* to combat this fell disi'iise in the 
past and from tln^ intelligent sinwt-y of the fiosition given by tin* Hon’hle 
the Ibeinier, it appears that in >ears to oome it will never he jiossihle to solve 
the problem. Malaria is already (‘xacting a ln*avy toll and other preventible 
diseases have liad their siian* and the incidence of this tub(*rculnHis in tlie 
village side is also fast increasing and the moitality is also on the iruoease. 
So, it is time that tin* (jovernnn*nt ot Bt'ngul provided money not only for 
the establishment of tuberculosi.s hospitals, not only for the establishment 
of institutions for treatment of tuhercnlar patients hut provided us much 
money as possible for the increas<* of beds in the various existing lio.spitals 
in the province. 

Janab A. F. M« ABOUR RAHMAN: Mr. Spthiker, Sir, my friend Janab 
Badrudduja has already put the claims of the F.Hlaiiiia Hospital. I do not 
think I can put the case better. However, I will fry to say a few words 
about the character of this hospital, which although bears a Muslim name 
but for all practical puiprjses it is a non-communal institution. Sir, the 
hospital has as its bead a Hindu Superintendent and also a large number 
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of Hindu doctors, lady doctors and nurses. Sir, I was very much reluctant 
to add a communal |)re£x before a doctor, but I was obliged to do so in 
order to prove the non-sectarian character of the institution. 


Sir, the hospital was established in the year 1926 with the munificence 
of charitably disposed Muslim gentlemen of the city of Calcutta and subse- 
quently received capital and recurring grants from the Government, just 
as the Hindu School was started with the finances of Hindu gentlemen and 
subsequently received Government grants and is still receiving such grants 
as was disclosed hy the Honlble the Education Minister in reply to a cut 
motion on the demand under Education. 


Sir, 1 may be permitted to mention in the House tlie distinctive features 
of the two Institutions, namely, the Hindu School and the Islamia Hospital. 
The first one is not open to the boys of all communities although it is 
re(;eiving State assistance of a secular State ])ecause it is prevented by a deed 
of trust of the donors and the second one though built initially on the donation 
of the people of a particular community, is open to the services of all sec- 
tions of people who are in need of her service without any distinction of 
religion. Sir, the Hon’ble the Education Mini'^ter in course of the debate 
mentioned that the then (loveriiment of Ihmgul gave an undertaking that 
the name of the Hindu School should not be changed. Similarly the 
Government of undivided Ibuigal gave an undertaking that tiie name of tlie 
Islamia Hospital sliould not \ye changed on the same ground as of the Hindu 
School. Sir, if the (joverument of West Bengal feel tliat no iustitutiou 
should bear a communal name. be(!ause it is anti-national, in tiiat case tliey 
should not take into consideration that a jiarticulur institution was built 
by the contribution of a particular community and as such it might be 
allowed to retain a communal name. Sir, if a thing is anti-national or anti- 
social it is always .so and monetary con.snhMation should not be allowed to 
moralize a tiling which is intrinsically immoral. Sir, the .secular (lovern- 
inent as we have, we should follow a unitonn policy for all the in.stitutious 
and sliould not have one polnw for one institution and a dilfereut ])olicy for 
another. Sir, if I am eharaeterised as rommunal lor asking grants tor the 
Islamia Hospital, the gentleman or the authority who provide money for 
the Hindu Sehool are, I am afraid, no I(‘ss eommunal. Sir, if the Govern- 
ment is prejiared to follow a uniform policy tor all the institutions they can 
legitimately demand that we sliould change our angle of vision, otherwise 
they are likely to bo guilty of ])artisan.ship. Sir, tliis reminds me of a 
fuiiiou.s stanza of a iioem of Kabiguru Babindranutli —

capital grant of Rs. l.OO.OOO during 
1940-4< and a recurring grant ot Rs. aiinuallv from 1946-47 to 1949 

and another additional capital grant of Rs. 2,0().00(l‘ was sanctioned by the 
Government of undivided Bengal hut unfortunately the institution has not 
yet received this amount. Sir, in all fairness the money provided for the 
institution by the then Government and pa.s.sed by the Legislature should 
be paid by the present Government without nnv further delay. Sir in 
onler to tpialify for this additional grant of Rs, 2.00,000 certain conditions 
were imposed by the Director of Ilealtii Services of We‘<t Bengal, and this 
institution has tulfilled all these conditions and informed the Government 
accordingly. Sir, 1 with all my friends on this side of the House respect- 
tii Premier to give tlie sanctioned capital grant 

of Its. ^,00,000 immediately to the Islamia Hospital and continue the 
recurring grant of a modest suirr of Rs. 06,000 at least, if not possible to 
increase the grant immediately." 

Sir. I need hardly einphasise the necessity of more hospitals in West 
ifengal and particularly in the congested town of Calcutta. Sir, it ia 
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needless for me to mention here that nobody feels the need more than the 
Hon’ble the Premier himself. Sir, before I resume my seat I may 1 h? 
permitted to quote here a line from the speech of the Elon'ble the Premier 
delivered during the discussion of medical demands last year. He said : 
“As regards tlie grant to the Islamiu Hospital I assure that it would he 
revalidated”. Sir, if the sentiments of the donors of the Hindu School are 
to be respected I demand that the sentiments of the donors of Isiamia 
Hospital be equally respected.

tjdflsb MDi KHUDA BUKH8HS Mr. Speaker, Sir, there is no doubt 
that this particular portfolio of Medical and Public Health is in the liands 
of the ablest ])er.soii in the province. Sir, he will have a better appreciation 
of the needs of the country in these fields tlian J or anybody else for that 
matter can have. In quoting extensively from the Bhore Committee of 
which he •was u member he has given us a very gloomy picture of how far 
we are lagging behind our immediate and minimum requirements in respect 
of doctors, muses, pharmacists, dressers and compoumfers, but. Sir, as lias 
been ])ointed out by the honourable Speaker who last spoke, he has not 
mentioned that theu* is also d<*arth of medicine in the land. He has not 
indicated uhat steps aie being taken by this Government foi- the manufacture 
of medicim's and drugs. Is he satisfied that the quantities ot different drugs 
that are being manufactured in this country by the local chemists are 
suthcieiii for the needs of the country P That is, Sir, about the drugs that 
can he manufactured here, 'i'hen there are other drugs which are needeil 
and necdeil in ouantities — tlu‘ Sulta-group of drugs, paludnne, atehrin and 
other drugs, and 1 want to know how long shall we have to look up to other 
countries for the supply of these linigs. He has not told us that he has a 
Hcheme or a plan on foot for the manufacture of these drugs. He has talked 
of prevention of malaria, and he lias a scheme ready for anti-malarial work. 
He lias indicated that in that work lie needs extensive use of D.J)/I\ tor 
spriiy purposes. Sir, we want to hear from him when we shall start 
manufacturing D.D.T. tor our own use. Then, Sir, this is a malaria-ridden^ 
country. It is no use repi’ating it: it is a shame on our part to say so, and 
therefore I ask, uhat sttqis lias he taken to increase the jiroduction of 
cminine, cinchona and other drugs that can be grown and manufactured in 
tbis country I' He has told us tliat the ideal to he aimed at is prevention 
because lit' lias found as an eminent jiliysician that he is that prevention is 
better than cuiv. Sir, jirevention — in order that we can achieve that 
objective he as a medical man knows better than we do — means that w^e 
must devise ways ami means to build up a collective resistance of the nation 
to disease, ami this resistance brings in the question of food. He must be 
able to prnviile better food to the nation in order that the nation can build 
up more resistance to disease. Sir, we know that this is a poverty-stricken 
countri'. We know that our income is very poor and we cannot afford to 
have milk, butter and any other food that the physician Prime Minister 
would prescribe for us. Even what food we can afford is adulterated. 
Milk is adulterated, more often tlian not with water from the street liydrant: 
the rice that we get is adulterated with stones and gravel, dust and other 
things. 

In this connection, Sir, I want to pose him a question which is this. 
Ghee and other edible oils are adulterated with a particular kind of oil 
known as “white oil“. Will he indicate to this House and through thia 
House to the country, what are the uses beneficial to society to which this 
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oil east be put and whv permits are issued to the importers, or manufaotijmrs 
of tibia oil so that it leaks out through the import channels into the black 
market and gets mixed up in our ghee, in our oil that we take. 

Sir, my friends who spoke before have made out an excellent case for 
the lalamia Hospital, a case that will take a lot of rebutting. The principle 
that has been enunciated on behalf of the Ministry by the Education Minister 
stands challenged today and 1 shall look forward to the Hon’ble Premier 
either to defend or to reject outright the principle that has been enunciated 
b^' the Education Minister yesterday. Sir, as 1 have said, a very good case 
has been made out tor the continuance of the grant to the Islamia. Hospital. 
The name should not stand as u bogey or as a disqualification " for a 
humanitarian institution which serves and caters for the needs of the 
country at large without any ilistiiiction of caste, colour ami creed. If the 
Hon’bie Premier cared to visit tlie hospital he could satisfy himself that all 
the statements made from this side of the House are true. Hindus and 
Muslims and everybody that cared to go to the hospital have been received 
and received with equal welcome and the same quantum of attention was 
given to every patient that cared to go tor sncc(»ur to the h(»spital. To 
that excellent eas(* again I add my own supj)ort. 1 resj>ectiull\ beseech 
and imi)l()re that he will go into the caM‘ airesh and see his way to continne 
the grant made to the Jslamia Hospital and lh(‘ 2 lakhs that have not been 

S aid in s])ite ol g-rants made by the pit‘vio\is (loverinneiit . He is a doctor. 

[e knows that theie is dearth ol hospitals in Calcutta ami he will si^e, being 
a doctor and a syuqiatlietic one at that, with vision and imagination that 
tlirs one which has been estahlished hy the munificence of a iiarticular 
ooininunity does not dit‘ for want of funds.

The jiosition is that in lb44)-47 a ^rant oi IN. db,()00 
per annum was iiuuh* for three years, and a capital ^^rant of Hs. d lakhs was 
made to the hospital for its improvement and expansion. In the year 
194()-47 the maintenance ^Yi\i\i of Hs. dthOdO and capital grant of Hs. 1 lakli 
were paid. The grant in aid of Hs. d(),(H)U for the \ear 1947-48 was also 
paid uuring the >ear. The grant for 1948-49 lias also been paid this year. 
The hospital authorities according to my knowledge have not applied to the 
Government for the continuance of annual maintenance grant during the next 
^ year and the subsequent years, and therefore no provision has been made 
for that purpo.se in the Itudget estimate. (Cries of “They have applied" 
from Op[»osition benches.') The balance of the capital grant of IN. 2 lakhs 
could not be paid to the hospital because the authorities did neither furnish 
to the Government detailed estimates of co.st of construction of building 
which under the rules reijuire to be checked and approved by the Govern- 
ment, nor could they raise funds sullicient to meet the balance (Janab 

A. F. M. Aiiorii 1 (.\iim.an: That has been done.) If- 1 do not answer )ou 
then please rise to speak but not now. 1 understand from Mr. BadruddujaN 
Btateinent that application has been sent tor recurring grant and also that 
the estimates, etc., which were required by (iovornment have been furnished. 
If that be so. I can give an undertaking here and now that the hospital gets 
IN. 36,900 as maintenance grant and also that the capital grant of Ks, 2 
lakliB will be given. (Fries of “Hear, hear" from Opposition benches.) 
My friends over there are talking about communalism, about there being 
some restrictions and so on auiL so forth. 1 have ceased to recognise that 
there is a Hindu cholera and a Muslim cholera or that there is a tuberculosis 
which is ouJy for Muslims and not for Hindus. (Laughter.) These things 
do not afBfect me. I know my friends over there are discussing in this 
manner, because they think it is a good fashion, but that is not a ^bion 
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whieli appeals to me as a medical man. For me the report that my friend 
Mr. Badrudiluja has given is quite sufficient. He has suggested that that 
institution requires help from everybody, not merely from Government. 
If that institution has provided lor *210.000 people in tlie outdoor and 1,110 
people in the indoor, that hospital should never be allowed to die (Cries 
of “Hear, hear” trom Opposition benc'hes), and I fail to see why under any 
circumstances the question of Hindu School should be brought in along 
with Islamia Hospital. 1 have never tliought of that matter. It is only 
at this particular moment that this thing has been bniught to my notice. 

The next point that has been brought before me is with regard to the 
point raised by Janab Sayeed Mia. He has told me: “fV

Sir, I am an old man but am still prepared to learn liow' to arrange for 
the medical relief of our country, and I can easily understand his vague 
suggestion that there should be a botchpotch or khichuri of allopatny, 
home(jj)athy, unani and kaviraji. 1 fail to see how when 1 am ill 1 am 
going to ('all Sayeed Mia. Kven though he may .start Saye(‘doj»athy 
(laughter) and want to treat me according to that sy>t(‘in I sliall he very 
chary of aiiproacliing him or even a.sking him to heat me. and it he demands 
any fee 1 will ])Oiiit him to the door. The position is not really that. Let 
us appreciate the real po.sitnm. The real position is fur i)roper medical aid, 
the tiling that necessary i.s to have a sulwtantial nu‘asiirt‘ ot fundaimMital 
kiiowiedgi* oi some hasii' sci(*nccs. You ought to know what llic body is 
like — wliat is its composition, what is its anatomy, what functions it performs 
and liow it functions in health and disea.sc*. Pathology, anatumy and 
physiology art* the tiindamentals ot medical scdcncc. It is true that Ayurveda 
has got numerous good suggestions and tiescription of what the treatment 
should ])e hut tli(‘ treatment is tin* smallest jiart of a medi(‘al man’s outlook 
on health and disease. How a disea.se has been generated, how it has 
jirogressed in an individual and in a community — these are matters which 
afiect us. When this matter came up before the llhon* Committci*, we felt, 
although th(*re were 30 or 3o h(‘st doctors, that we did not have th(^ 
knowledge tiiat Sa>ecd Mia pos.scssed with regard to tin* advantag(vs and 
greatness ot Ayurveda and ( nani. 1 conti'ss 1 am absolutely ignorant of 
the basic propusition on which these particular scien(*i‘s an* liased. I 
admit there are many who go to a kaviraj and get trt‘ated. I admit that 
tlie\ pay him even as lugh a f«M* as they pay to an allojmth. I am \a‘r\ 
grateful that tliey know how to value their own services to the people, hut 
wlien one says let us liave for the poor in the villages, 1 have 

every reason to he soriy. Are the poor in the villages to he satisfied with 
and why sliould the rich people have jialudrim*, at(‘hriu and 
streptomycin. AVi* always s]>cak about ch(*ap treatm<*nt. Sir, the chiMijiest 
is not alw’ays the best. 

The next point that my friend Mr. Muda.ssir Hossain has suggested, and 
I like hi.s sugg<*stion, is tliat if the rnioii Hoards and l>istriri Hoards arc 
against you do away with them. I like hi.s hold attitude. (Jf course 1 do 
not know whether i can nachao like Radha. Still 1 can say that he has 
made a suggestion which has given me a cue as to how^ to proceed in that 
matter. He has said: “Do not allow the.se institutions to perish but help 
them to continue to serve human beuigs.” 

My friend Mr. Sibnatli Hanerjee wanted to know’ bow much mediciniis 
are being manufactured in India. Sir, I do admit that w’e have to import, 
much to qur shame, a very large quantity of medicines. It is not merely 
our shame, but we have found repeatedly that whenever there is a big world 
war such as we have witnessed during the last 25 years, our country becomes 
ao impoverished, so far as medicines are concerned, that on one occasion I 
remember I had to get diphtheric serum, 2,000 units — I could not get it 
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io Calcutta or Bombay — from Madras at a price which was 500 times more 
than the usual price. Unfortunately, Sir, the medicine arrived too late 
even in that case. 

My friend Mr. Khuda Bukhsh asked the same question. We have been 
approuclied and We have accepted more or less tentatively — because it 
depends upon the permission of the Central Government — the proposal to 
manutacture penicillin, streptomycin in Calcutta. We have also agreed to 
the (jovernment of India’s proposal to have a Central Drug Research 
Institute in (’alcutta although they are starting one in Lucknow. But we 
feel that Bengal has been the pioneer so far as drug industry is concerned 
in India, and it ought to retain its position for all time to come if that is 
possible. 

With regard to the question of drugs like paludrine and sulpha drugs 
probably Mr. Khuda Bukhsh iloes not know that they require a raw 
material which is derived from partial distillation of coaltar; and we have 
got no machinery for that. We have to import machinery, and it is very 
difficult to get it. I have tried but I have not succeeded. 

With regard to (juinine my friend Mr. Sarkar will be able to tell you 
more because he really deals with cinchona cultivation and its production 
but I may tell you that it has l»een an unfortunate revelation to us during 
our enquiry in the Bhore (’oinmittee that due to some influences India has 
not received within the last oO years one-fifth of the total quantity which 
is retjuired for the treatment of malaria and the whole thing done as a sort 
of monopoly with the (iovernment of India or the Secretary of State. 
However, I think we are looking it up because as Assam is producing 
cinebona, in Madras they are increasing the cultivation of cincliona and 
also in our Darjeeling district we are increasing the urea under cultivation. 

Sir, with regard to my triend Mr, Khuda Bukhsh’s proi>()sition he 
asked a poser, a (jiiestion. 1 shall not rather accept nor reje(d, as is the 
usual formula of the (^)Ugre.ss, his proposition. 

With regard to my friend to my left he said there are more stalf than 
patients, more ponds tbun human beings. I do not know what statistics 
lie has depended upon luit 1 shall eiutainlv emjuire into those statistics and 
find out whetluM' the Auxiliary General Hospitals can be renovated in the 
modern system. 

As regards D.D.T. it is almost imjiossible to get sufficient (quantity for 
the purpose of removing the bed bugs Irom the Auxiliary General Hospital 
beds. 

With these words 1 oppose all the cut motions tliat have been put and 1 
commend my original motion for the ueeejitanee of the House.

39 — Public Health. 

The Hon'ble Or. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir. on the recomnuMubi- 
tion of His Kxcellencv the .(lovernor I beg tfi move that a sum of 
Rs. 77,74,(K)0 he granted tor expemliture under tiu* hi‘ad “3!) — ihiblic 
Health”. 

Sir, I find that the bulk of the cut motions nders to the (jm'stion of 
providing rural water sujiply. Sir, it is a j»robb«m which is not only 
baffling in some respects but is excrci.sing the minds of those wIh) are 
responsible for providing water .‘.iipjdy in tlie rural areas. A sidietne for 
providing a source of water suply has been accepted by (iovernuKUit that 
there should b<‘ one source of suiiply for every 400 people. It is jiroposed 
to sink 1,500 new tube-wells or masonry wells and to resink 1,500 derelict 
tube-wells every year. Eight hundred and thirty-seven new tube-w^elU 
bav^* been sunk in the year 1048-49 and 1,‘270 derelict wells resunk since the 
inception of the scheme in ]94(i. Thirty-one thousand, one hundred and 
eighty-four repairs have been done between 15fli August, 1947, and the end 
of December, 1948. These repairs were of a petty nature and sometimes 
one tube- well had to lie repaired onre or tw’iee or even flirice in the course 
of the year. It may be that the pumps ore not of the requisite sfan4ar<l or 
that the people who use the pumps do not use that amount of care in using 
them and usually one pajt or other gets spoiled. In this connection I may 
draw the attention of the House to the fact that the work could have 
progressed much more rapidly but for the want of tube-well materials as 
well as cement which have been stumbling blocks. Our Piiblic Health 
Engineer told us that the needs for the rural and municipal areas including 
the needs for the people for 3 months would be 19 lakhs feet of tubes ana 
the Government of India could only give us one lakh or a little less than a 
lakh feet of tubes. These tubes, as you know, Sir, are galvanised tubes 
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which are imported from abroad and although I have been assured by the 
Steel Controller that they would give us a more liberal supply of tubes for 
tube-wells from the month of April, unless I get it it is very difficult for 
me to feel that 1 am safe. In many areas masonry wells have to be siuik. 
Next year we propose to sink 50 such masonry wells. The total cost of the 
scheme is Ks. 158 lakhs. Rupees 10 lakhs was spent in the year 1947-48; 
15 lakhs were spent in 1948-49 and in the next year 1949-50 a sum of Rs. 15 
lakhs has been provided for. It has been decided to maintain the tube-wells 
at Government cost in the rural areas and a skeleton stafl' has been appointed. 
There is also a scheme to provide municipalities with proper drainage and 
good drinking water and to make grant to the extent of two-thirds of the 
estimated cost ol such piH)jects. In the year 1947-48 Rs. 2 lakhs were 
spent on this. In 1948-49 Rs. 5,04,000 has been spent and in- the next year 
a sum of Rs. 0 lakhs has been provided lor. This sum is not included in 
the provision for water supply in some of the municipalities where refugees 
have gone for which money has been provided by the Relief Department 
of the Government of India. 

As regards the development schemes under Public Health we can mention 
the following: as regards rural water supply 1 have already spoken about. 
With regard to water supply and drainage in municipal areas, as 1 have 
stated already, we have spent Rs. 5,04,000 this year. The projects, e.g., 
Kalimi>ong VVuter Supply Extension Scheme, the Serampore Water Supply 
Completion Scheme, the Asausol W'ater Supi)ly Intake Remodelling Scheme, 
are still in progress. A five-year scheme which is estimated to cost Rs. 15 
lakhs non-recumng and Rs. 5,52,000 recurring has been prepared for the 
eHiablishment of new maternity and child welfare centres on improved lines 
through the agency of local committees or bodies and ot the opening of 
maternity and clald welfare clinics in Goveniini'ut and iion-Government 
institutions. Rupees 1,74,000 has been spent b} Goveninient on this account 
till November, 1948, and a provision ot Rs. 2 laklis lias been made for the 
next year. 1 have mentioned already the question about vaccination against 
tuberculosis and the malaria coutrid scheme. 

in the Budget of the year 1949-50 there is a provision of Rs. 1 lakh for 
a Hcbeino for social service. There is also a scheme tor anti-leprosy work. 
Government now make an annual recurring grunt of Rs. 257-8 towards the 
pay of the medical officer and liis attendant and the cost of drugs for each 
clinic. They have now sanctioned a scheme for a larger number ot these 
clinics. Tbirty-tliree such clinics were estabJislied in Baiikura, and a 
sum of Rs. 10,000 has been provided on account of these clinics both in the 
Revised Budget imd in the coming year’s Budget. Money is also paid to 
the British Emi)iie Leprosy AsMiciuliou which does preventive w'ork in 
leprosy. Government have also started work at Gouripur w^here a building 
has been erected for a leper clinic costing Rs. 9,50,000 non-recurriiig and 
Rs. 12,00,000 recurring has been sanctioned. In the year 1948-49, ‘ 
Rs. 2,24,000 has been provided and a similar amount has also been provided 
for the next year. 1 think, some 90 beds have already been created in the 
hospital at Bunkura, and we hope to increase it to about 400 in the course 
of the year. 

In this connection, in the mutter of public health, as the name indicates, 
it is th® public who must understand wdiat is health and what is disease and 
how to prevent it. Unless the public are prepared — and 1 appeal through 
you, Sir, through the members ot the House and through the Press, I appeal 
to the members of the public not merely to critise, but sometimes criticisms 
ire very helpful — to criticise but also to collaborate and co-operate, 
particularly m the village area in every scheme before us and which we 
coay be able to initiate. }Titbout such help from the public, and 
particularly in the rural areas, it is not possible for the Government to 
proceed any further. The reason is this: if you think of siukixig a tube- 
f^ell in a particular area for providing proper drinking watet to that area, 
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the people round about must agree to keep that tube-well, as far as possible, 
in working order. Often reports hare reached us that bits of stones are 
thrown, probably by oliildren or any one who is careless, and the rcvsult is 
that when the pump begins to work, it breaks at some point or other which 
costs the public and the public exchequer some amount of money. There 
should be a \ igilance Committee in the village for the purpose of preventing 
children and they should be trained by the village elders so far as the 
protection of water su})ply sources is concerned. Similarly, if there are 
provisions— and there are certain areas where these experiments are being 
made, particularly in the Singur area where a provision for teaching how 
to dispose of the uightsoil and the refuse in a village — if only the village 
people care to accept the proposition and folhnv the directions of our officers, 
a great deal would be achieved. Sinqily the provision of a sum of money 
would not do; simply our trying to issue directions will not do; there must 
be some people who must be prepared to take up the matter seriously. 

With these words, Sir. I commend my motion for the acceptance of the 
House.

Tha Hon’tola Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY. Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 2.11,18,000 be granted for expenditure under the head “25 — General 
Administration — General Administration”. 

Sir, I have reatl carefully the different cut motions that have been 
pressed to this inotion of mine and I propose to follow the same procedure 
aa 1 have done with other two departments in trying to answer some of the 
points that have been raised Sii the.se cut motions.

Sir, at the time of partition several Partition (ommittees 
were formed to make recommendati«)ns refrardiiijr division of organisation, 
personnel and records of the various departments of the undivided Rental 
Goveniment. Sir, in 19d8. Mr. Chapman, an jrentleman, wavS 

appointed to enquire into the causes and a.s.>ess the staff remurements of 
undivided Benjral in its variou.^ offices under the (roveniment. He submitted 
a report and on that ])asis the stuff' was sanctioned. Since then the staff 
has been increased from time to time, even before the partition, on account 
of increase in the volume of e\istinj> woik or introduction ol new work.

The committees a}»])oinled after the jmrtition made certain recommendations 
with rc^mrd to the staff' of the departments under tin* head “<ient*ral 
Administration”. It was soon iound, however, (hat in some cases drastic 
cuts had been made in the oiyaiiisation ami personmd of many <le])artment.s 
and offices. The situation was met In the sanction of temj»orary ad(litif)ual 
posts from time to time. Last year an offi(‘cr, a iii^h othcial of the Finance 
Department, was aiipoiiited by the <1cpartmcnt to assess tin* nujuirements 
of the Government in the ^wesent .set-up of things. This assessment could 
not have been made at the time of partition or soun after as actual c\p(*ricuce 
had to be gained rc^^ardinj? the workinj^ of tlie various dcpariiucnls iiei’ore 
we could come to a fairly accurate idea of what wen* nct‘derl. The officer 
appointed by the Finance Department soon found, however, that tiie reduc- 
tion in the strength of the various departments and oifices and st‘rvices under 
the Goyeriiment cannot jjossibly be proportionate to tlie reduction in the 
area of the Province, and the reasons were as follows: The dt*partm(‘nts and 
the Directorates could not be rc<luced in number in a haphazard manner as 
there was to be a minimum number of iiersonnel ot various ^croups for each 
department. On the other hand, new jirohlems arose — problems of develop- 
ment, problems of protection ai the border areas, strenKtheninpf the 
administration of tin* border districts, increased deputation to the Govern- 
ment of India in tamneefion with the affairs of the ('entral Government, 
provision ot increased number of Stipendiary Magistrates in jjlace of 
Honorary Maf!:istrates which had been abolished some time in lff47. Towards 
the end of 11147 the Government decided not to havi* a!iy Honorary Maj^istrate 
and the wfirk that was hein^’ dom* by tli<*m liad to la* dom* by somebody, and 
therefore a lurj^c iiumher (d Stipeudiarx Maf^istrates had to he ai»poiiitcd. 
There are some Directorates ami depaitmeiits and institutions wliieh have 
not Wen materially affected by the partition, for example, flu* Irrigation 
Department and the Ajrncultnral Department. Kvt*n hefc»re (he partition 
the hulk of tlu* work done b\ these departments relut(*d to the districts 
whicli have come under AVest Hen^fal rathei than those in Fast Bengal. 
Since the partition the activities ni these txvo departments have grown 
considerably on account of schemes of agricultural devt*lopment and 
execution of irrigation projects. Then again the Directorate of Factory, 
Boilers. Cinchona and Excise Departments or institutions like the Bengal 
Tanning Institute, Bengal Ceramic Institute, the Sericultiinil Institute, 
Berhanipore, the Stiite Medical Colleges ami Hospitals and the Bengal 
Engineering College, .Shihpur, could not he reduced liec.aiise of the develop- 
ment of tliese institutions or dejiai tmeiits. The Calcutta Police Directorate 
have not altered at ail, because ('alcutta has remained (^jlciitta ev(*n after 
the partition. As 1 have jioinUsl out wlieii I moved the JVilice Bmlget, the 
situation in the town has become more complicated and difficult after parti- 
tion necessitating an increase in tlie Poliw Directoratt* so far as (’alcutta 
concerned. New problems have arisen in other directions. The Police 
Department had to bear a heavy ltdditional burden because* of security 
measures along the borders extending ov^er 600 miles of communications. 
A very large* sum of money nearly a <jrore and a half, has been spent this 
year and a sum of about two •crai^s and m ffialf is likely to be spent next 
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year for this department. All these projects require employment of 
additional staff. Some departments like the Co-operative Department had 
all alonff beep inadequately' staffed. The Co-operative Department laid down 
certain standards for staff of various catej^’ories but they' were never given 
effect to. It is well-known that the entire co-operative organisation in 
^ West Bengal has been and is in a very moribund condition. An attempt 
is being made to regenerate this department and additional staff' becomes 
necessary. In the Labour Department the avoidance of industrial disputes 
and anxiety of labour welfare are some of the features with which the 
department has to concern itself and several industrial tribunals were set up 
soon after partition involving the appointment of a large number of judges 
and staff'. Tlie Forest Department hud to be strengtlieiied in order to give 
-effect to schemes of afforestation which has a vital bearing not merely on 
the regeneration of the Province of West Bengal in general but also so far 
as food production and rainfall is concerned. The Department of Relief 
and Rehabilitation concerned with refugee relief and rehabilitation has 
expandi‘d considerably. With regard to the refugees the bulk of the money 
is coming and will come from the Central Government. The Provincial 
Government has increased the expenditure on this department as a result 
of the partition. While some assessment has been made as regards the 
staff' requirements in the various flepartments of Government these are being 
carefully looked into by the Government. The next step would he to 
prepare a salary structure. But as the report of the staff recjuireinents as 
well as the salary structure have not been completed a tentative provision 
lias been made in the budg<*t of a crore of rupees which has been divided into 
various departments on an ad hoc basis. It mn\ be that some of it would 
not he re([uired or additional provision may have to lie cut down according 
to the financial position and relative ])riority of the proposals affecting the 
various departments concerned. Now, Sir, let me give you in short a 
statement showing the staff' under this department as well as the costs in 
paying the staff. The staff' may be divided into three groups or categories, 
the secretarial staff, the technical and administrative staff in the directorates 
including the districts and the clerical and the lower staff. Sir, we have 
heard a great deal about the top-heavy administration and heard a great 
deal of sympathy for the miserahle c(»ndition of the lower-])aid staff’. In 
the beginning I may sa> that if you cut the liea<l of an organism like that 
of a lizard the tail may wag luit I doubt very much whether the animal 
itself would function e(|ually well afterwards. As regards the secretarial 
staff tliere has been some increase in niimher due to the causes I have 
already mentioned because we have undertaken various development schemes 
and put into execution many of the so-called nation-building departments. 
I believe that we have made a great deal of what we mean by the word 
*‘nation-huilding departments”. Sir, every department of Government 
ought to build the nation in .some form or other. The man must be 

f rotected frcun trouble, from worries, from death if he lias got to develop. 

f the man is killed he cannot he develojied. Therefore, I say the Police 
Department is also a nation-building department from that point of view. 
Therefore, Sir, the activities of these departments demand extra work on the 
secretariat because execution of each scheme requires careful scrutiny and 
proper direction by the directorate and the executive head. But whenever 
any additional Secretaries or Deputy Secretaries or Assistant Secretaries have 
been appointed for such additional work the posts have been retained on a 
temporary basis and they will not continue longer than is necessary. For 
example, in the Education Department we have appointed an Additional 
Secretary because of the reorganisation of the department regarding 
university and secondary* education. The permanent Secretary is completely 
engrosseci in the development of pri^iary, basic and other tj pes of education. 
The Finance Department, prior to the partition, dealt with only the budget; 
the work of auait was done in the Chief Minister’s department and the 
taxes w'ere on the R^enue Department budget. The whole matter has been 
reorganised and the subjects of taxation ha well as of audit have now come

under tjie Finance Department. Naturally tliere*is some increase apparently^ 
in the staff of the Finance Department with a correspondinc- decrease in the 
other departments. There has been a reduction in the staff in other ways, 
for instance, in the case of the Revenue Department, the Member, Board 
of Revenue, is, since the partition, also the ex-officio Secretary of the 
department and no separate Secretary has l)eeu appointed. In the Medical 
Department the Director of Health Services is also the Secretary of the 
Medical Department without any extra remuneration. The Works and 
Buildings and Irrigation and Waterways Departments have been separated. 
The Wor^s and Buildings Departments have luH^n placed in charge of a 
Joint Secretary — not a full hedged Secretary — whereas Irrigation and 
Waterways have been, along with Forests, Fisheries and Agriculture, placed 
in charge of one Secretary. The Labour Department has no Secretary but 
has only a Joint Secretary. That is the story of the Secretariat Directorate 
group. The next grouji is the group in which staffs have been recommended, 
to provide for the appointment ot technical experts and for the execution of 
development schemes, engineers, doctors and so on. 


As will be seen on a refercMice to the clevelopment projects this year and 
the next year, more than oO per cent, of the total expenditure on develop- 
ment projects in the year llMb-oO is provided for the Medical and the Public 
Health Departments, and ‘JO ]H*r cent, for tin* Education Department. It 
would be idle to contend that the staif that was appointed ior ordinary 
routine administrative work should be sufficient ior the excc'ution of major 
new schemes. The Directorates like the ('ommercial I'axes. the Agri- 
cultural Income-Tax, Excise and Sales Tax neisl strengthening as they are 
revenue earning departments. It would he false economy not to provide 
adequate staff tor these departments. A fair and pro]>cr assessment as well 
as adeijiiate measures to prevent evasion of ta\(*s involves the employment 
of adequate staff*. 


As regards clerical and other staff there are standards laid down for 
calculating the number, and the staff that has been suggested by the officer 
is strictly in accordance with such standard iind no deviation has Iksui allowed 
from such standard. The recommendations have hecui based on th(‘ assess- 


ment of tlie actual v(dume of work during the last two ytuirs. 


Now, let us take the nuiiiber. The total number of the staff under the 
(ioveriimeiit of AVest Bengal —as v\e see from the biocliure that has been 
circulated and, 1 hope, has h(*en perusiMl by the honourable members-— is 
1()7,9()0 out of which only draw a basic salary exceeding Rs. J(IO per 

month while l,ol‘J draw a basic salary exceeding Rs. d(l() per month. The 
preliminary statistical report on the staff employ (‘d by the (invernment of 
West Bengal, published by the Finanee Department, will show that of the 
gazetted officers only 177 get a salary alxive Us. I,()(M) including t}u‘ High 
Court .Judges; 444 get a salaiy of between Rs. 500 and 1,0(M); l,fK)0 get a 
salary of between Its. lOfI and oOO; of the non-gazetfed staff 70,OfK> get a 
salary between zero and Rs. 400 and u]»wards; and of the rest of the non- 
gazetted staff' JO, 000 people get a salary between zero and Rs. 101. These 
things have been circulated, and I do not want to go into further details. 


Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Does anybody get zero rupee as 
salary ? 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sometimes that wiU 
require a little more calculation and .some knowledge of arithmetic which 
you are incapable of understanding. 

Now, Sir, compare their standard with the basic standard as (ditained in 
1939. If you take that basic standard of 1939 as 100, certain very curious 
figures have been found after calculating the result.s of tlie various improve- 
ments or alterations that have been mode in the salary structure. ^ Sir, if 
you take a person as having Rs. 100 in 1939 — if he is a menial in a district — 
he is getting Bs. 350 today, and in Calcutta Rs. 332-3 the economy index 
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l^ing Ks. 361, so that the nmount which they are getting today is almost 
the same as the economy standard that obtains today. Take the clerks. 
The man who was getting a salary of Rs. 100 in 1939 in a district is 
getting Rs. 213; in a Directorate^ he is getting Rs. 204; in the Secretariat 
he is getting Rs. 192. Ilut when you come to the higher officers— the 
Indian Police Service, the Indian Civil Service, tlie Indian Adiminstrative 
Service, Secretaries to (jovernment, Commissioners, Chief Secretary, ano 
Member, Board of Revenue — the figures will reveal tliat the man who was 
getting Rs. 100 in 1939 gets a net emolument today of 991 if he is in the 
ln<lian Police Service; of 88 3 if he is in the Indian Civil Service^ and the 
Commisioners and others are getting 72*0 against 100 so that all this talk 
of to^-heavy administration is mere moon shine and nonsense. Even 
assuming for one moment that you liave the organism without the head, the 
total amount of money that you pay to this gazetted staff per month is about 
3,00,000 rupees. Supposing all the heads are cut off and you liave got a 
lakh of people to distribute that money to, you can only increase their 
salary by 3 rupee.s but, as I have said before, it can be done in the case of 
lower animals but not in an organism such as the Government. Therefore 
you will realis(3 and those who will have the patience to read tlie brochure 
will he convinced that it is not a top-heavy administration but a broad-based 
admini.struiion. I do not deny for a moment that all these groups of the 
staff have got the full satisfaction. In the ca.se of the menial — and I know 
my friend Mr. Banerjee will get up and say that it is a wrong calculation, 
and 1 will ask him to read this and find out the mistake — if he was getting 
Rs. 100 in 1939, the value of the salary that lie is now getting is Rs. 350, 
or to put it in another way, if be was getting 15 to 17 rupees in 1939 in a 
district — the averagi* lieing Rs. 15 — be is now getting Rs. 52-5; in Calcutta 
if he was getting a salary of Rs. 17 on average, he is getting now Rs. 50-5; 
a clerk in a district, if he was getting Rs. 57-5 in 1931), lie is now getting 
Rs. 122-5; in the Directorate it he was getting Rs. 75 in 1939, he is now 
gtdting Rs. 153-7; in the Bengal .Innior Civil Service if he was getting 
Its. 237, he is now getting Rs. 354; in the Bengal MeOical Si*rvicc if lie was 
getting Rs. 200, he is now getting Rs. 383; in the Bengal Civil Service if 
lie was getting Its. 450, he is getting now Rs. 570. But when you come 
to the higluT services like the Indian iNiliee Service and the Indian 
Administrative Service, if he was getting Rs. 850 in 1939, he is getting 
Rs. 952 and Rs. 842 according to the standard whicli lie is in; in tlie Indian 
Civil Smvice if he wa.s getting Rs. 1.3511, lie is getting Rs. 1,185; if as 
Secrelar\ he uas getting IG. 2,750, he is gt'ttiiiL'' Rs. 2,75(1 now; if he was 
a (5)niinission<*r and was getting Rs. 8,0(10, lie will he getting now Rs. 2,250. 
These are due to two factors — first of all, there has been an alteration in the 
milury stnicturi' so far as Indian Administrative Service is concerned, 
aceordiiig to the direetion given hy the Government of India, and the second 
, iactoi is that the income-tax structure has affected higher-salaried jieople 
much more than the lower stall. 

Sir, 1 do not want to labour this point. I find among the cut motions 
there are many questions that have been raised by different friends round 
about here which 1 sliall have tlie pleasure to answer as best as I can.

Janab EYED BADRUDDUJAl Mr. Speaker, Sir, within the brief 
epace of time at my disposal, it is not possible to do justice to all the cut 
motions that stand in my name. As this is the most important subject, 
I am afraid it is not possible to cover the entire ground within such a short 
time. Nevertheless I shall try to be as brief as possible touching only 
aalient points relevant to the subject-matter of the various cut motions. 

I will first of all take up cut motions Nos. 2 and 4, because they are 
practically of tlie same character. Sir, in raising this question, I do not 
like to introduce any communal colour or comple.\if»n. I want only to 
impress ui)oii this House as also upon the Leader of the House and through 
him on all the honourable members of the Government bloc that in view of the 
bitterness that prevails in the country, in view of the tact that the atmosphere 
is still surcharged with germs of suspicion and distrust it is time that leaders 
of public opinion not oiuy in this Dominion, but also in the other Dominion 
reconsidered the whole position in the light of the developments that have 
taken place all over the country. 

Sir, in flaiiiiarv last year I had been to Kastern Bengal mvself and there 
I contac.ied members of tlie Jbir. As ji matter of fact, I was asked to 
address the Bar on the peculiar position of minorities in East and West 
Bengal. 1 only emphasised the fact that minorities, wherever they might 
be, should him* Hde(juate rej^reseutatiou in all spheres of lite, in all domains 
of thought, in all fiidds of activity more esj>ecially in the administration, 
m the executive, the imlice and the judiciary, ])ec’ause these are the three 
Oepartments, Sir, which alone could guarantee protection to the minorities. 
Till that spirit of mutual accf)mmodatiou has been restored, till we liave l>een 
able to restore mutual confidence and understamliug, till we have been 
able to remove the bitterness that has been create<l by the partition, it is 
nwessarv that all classes of ju'Ople shouhl b(* ade(}Uately accommodated in 
the ti<lministration . I hat is possible only it the othcer> in each Dominion 
are alltrwt'd to levise their o])tion to serve either East oi* West Bengal. 
Hindu oflicers belonging to East Bengal in sheer panic opted out for West 
Bengal, and Muslim otficers belonging to West Bengal opted for East 
Bengal out of sheer iianic and sense of desi)eration. The\ weie cut off 
froiti flieir hearths and homes. Many of them now want to go back to tlieir 
430untry homes, at any rate to stand by their ow’n people, to stand by their 
families, to stand b,\ their de])endants, to stand bv their friends, to stand 
by their associates, to stand by their relatives. Tliat is the only way how 
thti prevailing bitterut*ss can be removed. 

Last year myself and my esteemed friends Messrs. Abul Hasheiu, 
Abdur Bahman and Khuda Bukhsh submitted a representation to Hi.s 
Excellency Ihdil-i-Azam on the occasion of his first and last vii^t to Eastern 
Bengal as Governor-Gtmeral of Pakistan. We submitted certain suggestions 
td'bim, and for the enlightenment of the House I would place these sugges- 
tions before this House: “On the occasion of your visit to East Bengal 
we. the undersigned Muslim wprevsentatives of West Bengal, would respect- 
fiilly invite Your Excellency's attention to the sore problem of minorities 
in your Dominion in the confident hope that Your Excellency will spare 
neither yourself nor your Government m implementing the assurances held 
out to minorities and the principles enunciated in your inaugural speech 
before the Pakistan Constituent Assembly on the 11th of Auirust, 1947.*’ 

Our proposals which were placed on behalf of the minorities of 

Pakistan were — 

(1) ,ito declare Pakistan to be a secular State; 
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(2) to embody a charter of fundamental rights for minorities in the 
constitution %8 also to incorporate it in the Iwtrument of Instructions to 
be issued to the Governors of Provinces in Qlikistan, pfuaranteeiug protec- 
tion of their lives, liberties and religion and providing against discrimina- 
tion in any shape or form in political, economic ami administrative spheres 
on grounds of race, caste, creed and colour. 

(3) To provide for statutory protection of minority rights and interest 
as also for representations ot minorities in the Cabinets, Legislatures as 
also in the services in Pakistan. 

(4) To implement the declared policy througii Iegi>lative and adminis- 
trative mea*'Ures by the Central aiul Provincial Legislatures and (\ihinets 
of Pakistan, 

(o) The (jovernor-Geiieral and the Ih’ovincial (u>vernors (>1 Ihvkistan 
to have s])ecial “responsihilitie-^'* tor the ])i(»t(‘ction of minorities as also 
for maintenance ot law and order. 

(h) Cahinet^ both Central and Provincial in Pakistan b) include 
accredited representatives ot minorities as well. 

(7 ) To create a Ministry in both the Central and Pr<»vinciul (Joveru- 
ments of Ibikistan tor tlie protection of llu' rights ot miinuities therein. 

(5) To allow (jovornment otticials to n‘vise their o])tion to serve tdther 
East or West Bengal. 

(9) To ban all piavate armies. 

(1(1 1 To encourage the growth ot political organisations on non- 
coinniunal lines and throw them open to all communities. 

(IL To discard the policy of diseriminntion in 1ht‘ matter (d ivssue of 
trade licenses as aUo in other matters atfectiiig tin* IHe of the community. 

<12 1 To allow normal trade relation.s ami liee movement of goods to 
coiiUnue between East and West Bt‘ngal as beiote jiartilion. 

lid) To resloie and in.uiitain normal socio-eeoiiomic intercourse betw(*e!i 
East and West Ihmgal, 

(14) To stop immediatel\ un.iiii Inn ist‘d scaiclu*s in trains, Kjoamers and 
other jd.ices. 

idlest* aie the 14 jioints. Sir, that weie submitted to llis Excellency 
the ( jovernoi-Geiieral ot Pakistan on behalf of the minorities in East 
Bengal and other Pakistan areas, «»nly because we tell that it tin* nuuux’itp*8 
in Pakistan were* well protected, were guaianteed projier ]»rott*rtion of tlieir 
lives, ]i]»erlies, language, leligion and culture, we in Imlia also might 
formulate silituar ])rop<».sals and submit them bt*toie oui Hoidble Premier 
of the Central Government to impiemeiit the aHsiiianc(‘s that they ln*ld out 
in their Dratt Constitution in the Fundamental Bights ineorimrated 
therein. Sir, lor tlie last 2 or d days I have been raising tliis question, 
not to introduce any coinnuinal in*;it or controveisy in the debate, but to 
plea<l the cause ot a particular s»‘ctioii of minorities whose claims liave 
been ignored, for ii .particular grou]) ot men whose interests are not safe- 

f uarded, to plead fur particular minorities who are nowhere in the picture. 

f it does amount to ‘conuminalism I plead guilty to that charge, if love 
of a particular community, if pleading for a community which 1 have the 
honour to belong to, i.s a crime then I am a criminal and 1 plead guilt > to 
that charge. All that I want to impiess upon this Government and also 
upon the Government that exists in Eastern Bengal i.s tiiat if they sit 
across a table, di.scuss various problems, more especially, the problem of 
admini.strati<»n affecting the minorities in both Bengals specially when 
distrust of the a<lministrations by minorities in some shajie or fom still 
persists they might be able to explore the real avenues for a lasting settle- 
ment between the two great communities that inhabit this land of^ oura. 
Sir, I would not stress this point any further. All that I would like to 
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impress upon the Hon’ble Premier of this Province and the Leader of this 
House and upon the Premier of East Bengal as well and through them 
upon the Premiers of both tl\ Dominions is that there might ^ yet be a 
chance of reopening the question of option for East Bengal or West Bengal 
exercised by the Government servants at the time of partition out of sheer 
panic or desperation so tliat those who wanted to revise their option might 
be enabled to go to their respective Dominions or Provinces, to their home- 
lands. And if that is done, Sir, much of the difficulties, much of the 
controversy, much of the communal jealousies, much of the bickerings, 
much of tlie complications, much of the troubles that are agitating the 
minds of people wdll be removed. It is for you Premier to take the 
initiative in the matter. 

Sir, I will now take up my motion No. o — “To raise a discussion about 
the miserable condition of peons and other low paid employees of the same 
category and the immediate necessity of enhancing their salaries and 
improving their prospects.” Sir, this is a very ticklish question. The 
Hon’ble the Premier in his exhaustive analysis has indulged in a comparison 
which I do not very much approve of, that all those who do not want the 
head indulge in nonsense. 1 am afraid he has shot off the mark. I am 
afraid he has not understood the real position. He being the head, the 
administrative liead at present, he is concerned with the head and not wdth 
the tail at all. He forgets that although the head is the most important 
part of the organism, other organs also ecjually contribute to the growth 
and evolution of the entire system. He forgets most conveniently that the 
low-paid officers are the most imimrtant limb of the administration. Sir, 
the basic ])ay of the low-paid employees, <d peons, ranges between 
Ils. 13 — 17. The increment is one ruj>ee ever\ five years. AVith the 
dearness jdlowance and other allowanct*s the figure is increased to Its. 54 
or Kfi. 55 per month. The Hon’ble Premier said that their emoluments 
have come up to 300 piT cent, with the dearness allowance, etc., added to 
their biisic pay, wdiereas the higher i)aid employees do not get more than 
15 per cent, dr IJO per cent, or 30 per cent, or 50 per cent, of their basic 

pay as dearness allowance, <*tc. I want to ask a ])ertin»*nt (|uestion. Sir. 

If Its. 15 is raise<l to Us. 45 can that in any uay im})rov(‘ the lot ot tliese 
unfortunate people. One particular in<livi<lual has got to spend Us. 30 to 
maintain himself in a city like (’alcutta at }»resent. Over and above this 
he has to incur exjKmditure on his (dothing and other essentials oi life — 

not to speak of his family. A small percentage ot increase or decrease 

owr the salaries of officers drawing a thousand rupees and above, does not 
tak(* us a\^av from the fact that they are able to enjoy all the amenities 
of life Jind all the luxuries of life even with or without that small increase 
or decrease. So the percentage basis comparison is not very convincing. 
All that I want to reijiiest you Hon’ble Premier on behalf of the low-paid 
people, is that in these days of increased cost of living, in these days of 
inflation, in these days of soaring prices, in these days of miseries of poor 
people all around, you should s>mj>athist‘ with the poor lot of these poorly 
paid j)eople and it should be possible for you to increase their salaries in 
such a way that they can meet all their minimum demands and require- 
ments, of life cun cope with the soaring prices that are shooting up day in 
and day out, can make both ends meet and can also look after the members 
of their poor families. That is my submission to the Hon'ble the Leader 
of the House. He should not forget that the head is not everything; other 
parts are equally important, at times much more so. It the eye does not 
exist, if the heart does not exist, if the lungs do not exist, if important 
organs of the system do not exist, the head cannot function for a single 
minute. 

Begardiikg cut motion No, 6 — “To raise a discussion about the policj 
of the 0overnment regarding acquisition of a huge area in the Barasat 
Bubdiviciion comprising several villages with a view to rehabilitate refugee* 
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from Eastern Bengal — a step sure to result in evacuation of thousands from 
their homelands'", I would like to submit, Sir, this question was raised on 
the floor of the House by my friend Mr. Abdur Rahman the other day and 
he gave a detailed account, a clear survey of the entire position. Sir, we 
have everjr sympathy for the refugees. I know their real comlitions. They 
are suffering from a sense of frustration and insecurity. They are suffering 
from a psychological complex. We can well realise their position from 
our own position here. 1 do sympathise with them. All that 1 want to 
say is that the step that you take to rehabilitate them at a place should be 
such as not to result in the exodus of those people who are living there from 
before — in the evacuation of original inhabitants fnmi thei^- homes and 
hearth — I do not refer to Muslims or Hindus here, I mean only the original 
inhabitants of those areas. These refugees can well he accommodated in 
the Sunderbans or other areas. 1 am told by my frieml Mr. Abdur Rahman 
that the Hon’ble the Premier assured him the other day that they were only 
making a survey of the places where these refugees could be convenientlv 
accommodated without detriment to those who liad been living there. I 
only want to reiterate that point and to refer to that assurance t>f the 
Hon’ble Premier so that the j)eople might have their sense of security. 

Now, Sir, I will come to another (juestion about the jmlicy of the 
Government regarding development ot the Sundarbans area in West 
Bengal in all its asj)ects. This is a question. Sir. which bus been discussed 
threadbare in the Press. Tin* (iovernim‘nt of West Bengal. I understand, 
have already appointed a committee to go into the whole (juestion and the 
different departments ot Government have been aske<l to formulate schemes 
which might lead to a comprehensive scheme being formulated with regard 
to the develojnneiit ot the Sundarbans. Sir, the Sundarbans is very ritdi 
in potentiality and, if develojied, can yield forty maunds or <‘ven mort‘ of 
rice per bigha. It it is jirojierly dev(*loped ami the land-owning interests 
are abolished and Government look into the entire (|U(*stion of irrigation, 
navigation, embankment as well as industrial ami lood resourc(*s of tbo 
Sumlarbans area, 1 tliuik the Sundarhaiis alone might solve tlie food problem 
of this province as also the burning question ot rehabilitation of the 
refugees. I would urge upon the Government to im])h‘ment th(‘ proposals 
of tlie committee and ask the committee to go forward with the schemes 
taken in hand and utilise their resources and staff' for those poor unfortunate 
people of the Sundarbans who liave been miserably exjio.sed to all dangers 
and who have often run the risk ot being evicted from their own homes. L 
would appeal to the Government of Bengal to go forward with the? scheme 
that they have taken in hand. 

Then, Sir, I wish to raise a small matter concerning mv own union in 
the district ot Murshidabad. In this matter my friend, Mr. Shyaiiif^ada 
Bhattacharjee, will hear me out becaii.se he knows more about these ihings. 
Sir, 1 may tell you that both the.se villages are of the same importance, 
and so fur as election is concerned, it was all right; hut so far us nominations 
to the Advisory Board are concerned, one particular village Kugram had 
the advantage of a larger number of nominations wdiile the other village 
Talebpur had only one nomination as against five given to the other. Sir, 
in this connection I will not bring in any communal question, hut I say that 
one particular village has the advantage over the other village and naturally 
therefore the first village Kagram will dominate over the other village 
Talebpur to tlie latter’s cost. 

(At this stage the blue light w^as lit.) 

Now, Sir, I would like to raise another very important (juestion, namely, 
the (juestion of curtailment of civil liberties of people by the Government 
of West Bengal. About this matter, Sir, 1 am afraid that it will not be 
possible for me to do full justice within the short space of time allotted 
to me. This is an important subject fraught with very serious significance. 
Sir, I want to know how long you will permit me to speak. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: I have given you twenty minutes and that I think is 
sufficient time. You please continue for two ipinutes more. 

ilanab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Sir, at this time we are passing through 
very great revolutionary changes all over the world, and we expected that 
in free India we shall luive freedom of speech, freedom of association, 
freedom of assembly, freedom from hunger, freedom from illiteracy, 
freedom from disease. Hut what do we find today, Sir? The picture that 
we fintl before us today is that we have no freedom at all. We have not 
been able to recover fnim our chronic poverty, from our huge agricultural 
indebtedness. Sir, if there is any attempt on the part of anybody to 
criticise the Government and its policy, that attempt is resented; not 
merely resented, Sir, but thwarted. Anybod\ who has got the temerity 
to attack the Government and criticiM* their ])olicy, he is dubbed a 
communist or a revolutionary. Sir, 1 do not belong to either one party 
or the other: 1 am an independent member having no party label of my 
own. And 1 yiehl to none in my desire that all subversive activities must 
be stopped. Any attempt to undermine the foundation of Government 
must be stopped by all legitimate and constitutional means at our disposal. 
At the same time people must enjoy the freedom to criticise the Government 
for their blunders and failures. But what do we find today? We find, 
Sir, that this Government is unable to tolerate any criticism of their policy, 
any attack on Government, however constitutional. Sir, we attacked the 
British Governnjent in season and out of season. Regulation III of 1818 and 
the Rowlatt Act and all the barbarous methods of terrorism and violence 
were employed by the Britishers to crush India’s manhood and to hush into 
dead silence India’s genuine urge for freedom. But, Sir, we have stood that 
test. India has gone through those long sufferings, through all sorts of 
tortures and tribulation, and through all sorts of misfortunes with a 
cheerful spirit, and has today achieved her freedom. Sir, oppression after 
oppression, repression after repression, tyranny jifter tyranny, shock after 
shock have not been able to crush us nor have they been able to crush the 
spirit of revolution in any country in the world. Such reprt‘ssion has led 
Ireland to sinn Feinism, Russia to Bolshevism, India to her long-cherished 
freedom. Sir, two world wars were fought to make the world sale for 
democracy, for social justice ami civil liberty to all alike. But instead of 
that what do we find today? We find that shootings, firings, Security 
Acts, Ordinances have become the order of the day. But if the Ilon'ble 
Ministers and the Prime Minister probe deep into the matter and under- 
stand corrtTtly the real cau.se of this discontent at the present moment, 
the real canse of this ferment that is going on in the country tliey will 
have to realise that thost' embers of discontent that are smouldering in the 
ashes of unrealised hoi)es may burst into flames any moment and it would 
be impossible for the Ministers to check the growth of this revolutionary 
movement unless they adopt measures betimes and forestall the fast 
gathering clouds of discontent. Sir, Pandit Motilal Nehru once observed: 
you are talking of conspiracy; if you go on like that you will find one day 
that the whole of India is honeycombed with a net work of deep conspiracy. 

I am afraid. Sir, such is the state of affairs at present in the country. It 
is not that I sub.scribe to that idea for I know that by recour.^^e to subver- 
sive activities we will not achieve our goal. But I must say at the same 
time that if the refugees are shot at when they stage a demonstration, if the 
student demonstrations are answered with bullets, we shall neither be able 
to ease the tension nor reuiovts^he present di.scontent in the country. You 
may bv all means try to supivre.ss it by the application of tear gas, by the 
promulgation of section 144 and other reactionary’ pieces of legislation, 
you may by all means try to crush the spirit, but you must try to realise 
at the same time tlie intensity of feeling that is working behind the 

S resent movement. If the people are going the wrong way, there is no 
enying the fact at the same time that the peoplj^ are hungry, millions qf 
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people sure suffering from diseases, people are illiterate and want eduoatioa. 
and you have not been able to provide anv so far. You might talk of 
liberty and freedom, but you have done notliing whatsoever to relieve the 
people of their distress. On tlie other bund their liberty has been crushed 
in the name of communalism, in the name of communism, in the name of 
socialism, in the name of this or that ‘'ism". For the sake of saving 
innocent people Government must always take adequate precaution to 
suppress the gangsters, thieves and cut-throats. All deterrent measures 
to deal with their offences are necessary. But for decent people having 
peaceful avocations of lite, it on suspicion a single person is clapped in 
jail and kept in detention for an indefinite peiiod ot time. Government will 
stand condemned. For that is the buieaiicratic and irresponsible way of 
dealing with these things. That is not the \\a\ in whieli demoeracy should 
function. That smacks of the reaclion.irx pidicv of an Andersonian rule; 
that smacks of the reactionary policy ot a Iher ami G’Dwyer. Sir, we 
should try to forget all those days and take stock of the real situation in 
the country and uda])t ourselves to tin* ehangeil circumstances in the 
present political set-np in the country. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motions to the acceptance of the 
House.

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: May I suggest 
that formerly the Opposition often u.sed to sit late, .specially in the budget 
session. It is known that guillotine w'ill ojierate. Therefore, there is uo 
point while there is yid time* to put off tlu* di.scussion till tomorrow. 

Mr, SPEAKER: If I remember aright, it was always with the consent 
of the Opposition.

Sir, I come to my first motion, viz.. Ministers’ interference with the 
normal duties of Government servants. (The Hon’ble Sri Niharkndu 
Dutt-MaZumdar : Another fabrication.) Is it our friend Mr. Dutt- 
Mazumdar speaking h Who else can speak things like this? Let him 
thank his Leader that he has not yet implemented his jiromise which he made 
on the floor of this House when I moved my cut motion regarding anti- 
social interference with the activities of the Enforcement Branch. If my 
friend Mr. Dutt-Mazumdar insists, 1 can push the matter further and show 
what is fabrication and what is not. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: I would invite 
the honourable member to go outside and to make that >tiitcment outside 
the floor of this House and I shall have him dragged by that Enforcement 
Branch to the right place. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That matter is not before the House. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHAREHDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, I urn asking 

him to make the statement outside and prove before the Court or take the 
consequence. 

illfieb MD« KHUDA BUKHSH: We will do so in proper time. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Come and make 
the statement outside the House if you have the guts. Are you afraid of 
making that statement outside? 

Mri SPEAKER: Order, order. Let the honourable member speak. 

Jtnab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: We will bring a motion of 
no-confidence on the floor of this House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. 

Tb« Hon’bie Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, I am 
prepared to face the motion. I invite them to move the motion tomorrow 
on the flour of the House and uhso to make a statement outside, if they have 
the courage to do so. 

Jwiib ABUL HASHEM: Sir, I have decided, as I have said, not te be 
provoked. 

Tht Hon’bla Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR : Because you have 
not the courage. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order, 

Sri SIBNATH BANERJEE: On a point of privilege. Sir. I want to 
put to you the question that Dr. Roy put yestenlay, namely, who is in the 
Chair? I put the question on the recommendation of Dr. Roy. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is not u point of privilege. The Chair is on the 
Chair. Yes, Mr. Hashem. 

4aiiab ABUL HASHEM: Sir, I now come to my second motion. I 
know that unless we have on our side facts and good reasons and logic. 
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merely il we exhaust our lungs and exhaust other’s ear-drums, that doea 
not carry us anywhere. My motion is that the Ministers do abuse their 
powers and unduly influence the Government servants. Sir, to the outside 
world it looks like this that this country is being administered by highly-paid 
ofiicers of the rank of the Indian Civil Service, Provincial Civil Service and 
like that. We have already heard about the resentment that there is in 
the country for the huge cost of administration and for the top-heavy 
administration, but the real fact is that we are not being actually governed 
by public servants; we are being governed not by Congress leaders of 
honesty and integrity but by workers and supporters of this particular ooterio 
that in the name of the Congress is ruling the country. As far as my 
district is concerned, I know from my childlnmd that there are men like 
Sri Jadabendra Nath Panja, men like Sri Bijoy Bhattacharjee, men like 
Jitendra Nath Mitra and men like Abdul Hayet. They are tlie trusted 
leaders of Congress. If the Collectors, Judges, Superintendents of Police 
and other officers were instructed openly to follow the guidance' and 
instructions of these men, we would have taken it as a blessing, but, Sir, 
they are nowhere. Actually persons without any talent very unfortunately — 
one of the gentlemen I have named may he a Member of the ('abiiiet, but 
that is neither here nor there — without any integrity, without any social 
integrity, only by virtue of their blind support to this coterie and following 
their instructions are dominating and ruling these public servict* men who 
used to enjoy confidence of the people with the net result that today the 
atmosphere has become so vitiated that no one gets justice from anybody 
unless he is jihle to give his blind support to this coterie. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR • Nonsense. 

danab ABUL HA8HEM: Sir, the permam*nt officials, high or low, have 
ail lost confideuce in the security of their service. Things iiavt* come ho 
far as that. If, Sir, a jiartioular (\)llectoi. or a particular (dficer, or a 
Superintendent of Police, or a particular District Controller is unahb* to 
follow the instniction.s and orders which are conveyed to them from Imre 
over phone, lie will either he removed or dismissed without any notice. 
That is the jmsition, Sir. They have no independence of judgment. 

(At tlii.s stage the red light was lit.) 

Sir, I want a few minutes more. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y on wanted 15 minutes’ time. I have given you 18 
minutes. I can only give you two minutes’ time. You must finish your 
speech by that time, 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: Sir, in that case I will feel that 1 am being 
gagged. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, he must 
withdraw that expression. It is a most indecent statement. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Hashem, it is ver> unfair to say that. As a 
matter of fact I have given you 18 minutes time. 1 have this chit with 
me. You wanted 15 minutes. 1 can only give you two minutes more. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, he must 
withdraw that expression “gagged”. 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: Sir, 1 withdraw it. 

Sir, the Collector of my district gave necessary help for organising m 
conference, known as Krishak (.’onference, to respectable and highly- 
stationed Congressmen like Dr. Gliosh, Sri Annada Prosad Chaudhury, 
Sri Charu Chandra Bhandari. Things have come to such a pass that tliiii 
Collector was taken to task and asked to explain his conduct in the presenoo 
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of Con/fre8« workers whose nafties I could mention, but as 1 have said I have 
decided not to mention names. Here if it is challenged 1 will ask those 
who would do HO to stand up and in the name of the ashes of the Mahatma 
Gandhi to contradict me. I say that things have come to such a pass that 
unless one happens to l>e a member of the inner coterie, he finds nowhere 
justice and fuirplay. We may not expect any favour from this Ministry 
in the form of perrnifN and other things but we aie entitle<l to g(‘t bare 

i 'ustice which is also denied to us unless w’e are blind sup]mrters ot this 
iinistry wliich do not command confidence aiij^where. 

Janab ABDUL WAHEED SARKAR; Mr. Speaker. Sir, it is a well, 
known fact tliat corruption on an unprecedented scale is rampant in almost 
all the d(*i)artments. Today 1 cite instance^ of zoolum ])ractised by the 
myrmidons of the Khas Mahal Ih'partinent in the district of Hooghly on 
innocent simple-minded cultivators. The story is this; one Sultan Badsha 
and another took settleiueni r)f 'lb of land of plot Nf). 4o ot khasmahal 
land in Islampur, mauza Gui>lipara under Balagarli police-station in the 
district of Hrioghly in 1941. Again he prayed for settlement of the whole 
of it in the month of August, 1!)48. The prayer was accepted by the 
Additional District Magistrate, Uooghly, ami in accordance with the order 
of the Khasmahal Officer the said Sultan Badsha deposited Us. o-o us mlami 
and Us. H-S as the annual leut for 194S-4b into the Hooghly Treasury in 
due course. Subs<*(iiientl.\ they got delivery of possession of the laud and 
brought it under cultivation. After some time one Nanilal Sarkar who liad 
come from Ka'^lcin Pakistan applied for settienouit of the same })lot on a 
higlier aulmiu ami shortly thereafter a notice w;is issued that a fresh settle- 
immt of tin* same lam! would be imnle. On a lepresentation being made to 
me by Sultati Hadslni, I asked the Khasmahal ()Hicei who came to see me 
on a pers(»nal business not to deprive the poor man ol the land whereupon 
the latter told me to send tin* party to him whicdi I <lid wiih a letter of 
introduction. To ni\ utter surprise the Kliasmahal Otlicei wicUe back to 
me the m*\t day (hat the laud liad aliead\ been stutled with another ]>erson. 
Tliereiijion I uiole ilu' Collector, lloogiiix, snpjilying Imn all tin* iletails 
and asking for his inteivention in the mattei. in tin* meantime the othei 
man liad trespassed upon the land and destro\ed tlie (U’o]>s raised b\ Sultan 
JJadshali and I reported this also to tin* Colleet(»r with wlmjii 1 p^‘^sonall^ 
discussed the matter and who assured me fh.it jiistiei' would be done to 
him. Insltnid ot pioducing the desired effect, the opp<>sile party assumed 
a still more threatening altitude and (‘olleeled a large iiumbei ot armed men 
to (lila[)idate the huts built on the land b\ Sultan Badshah and erected huts. 
Thereupon the Colh'ctor pnsstnl onlers calling upon Sultan Badshah to pay 
a liigher sttltunt vvhicdi he did on the l-vMli November, lff4S. One would 
have exjiected that Sultan Badshah’s troubles were o\ei lint this was not 
to be. On the 17th NoviMiiber, POS, yet another notice was served on 
Sultan Badshah prohibiting him from pos.st-ssing the land in (pifstion on 
tinj ground that the order ot settlement of the plot with him had been held 
in abeyance. Tlie matter has since been rejnesented to the Member, 
Board of lle\enue, on tlie ‘.JOth Novembei, 11)48, whose orders are being 
awaited iij) till now. Man\ other instances of this nature have come to 
iny uotici* and I shall advert to some of them. 

A nuuiher of plots had been M‘ttle<l with one All Hussain Mulla of 
Mullala on a stf/ami of Hs. 21(1 being the highest hid .it .i public auction. 
Tlie bid was accepted and he wa^ ilire(*teil to take jiossession which he did 
but lit* has sinct* been diiected to ref i. tin from depositing the stihum on the 
ground that the laud would l»e. settled afresh with one N^ani Sarkar. 

Plot No. l'V28 of one AImIuI tbini Bepari of Islampur was lesettled w^ith 
one Batigabala Dasi, w ife ot Lakshi Kanta Mundal ot Banaiichai . 

Similar is (lu* story of the disptisJt*ssion ot ph»ts Nos. 717 and 270 which 
were originally settled with one ( hand Bux of Islampur on a .utiami of 
R«, 159 but subsequently ri‘settled with another person. 
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It «riJI appear from what lui8 been »tate«l almve that in all the.se casea 
the loads were originally settled with Muslims but they were dispossessed 
and fresh settlements were in earh case made with non-Muslims without 
rhyme or reason. The minoritx community can justly claim protection 
from infringement of their rights. Corrui>tion and ine(ticienc\ should he 
put down with a strong hand. Onlv the other day Acdiarya Kripalani, 
cjr-President ot the t ongie'*'.. deelaieil in a public nn*eting, “(iovernment 
today are not in a position to teach idealism and morals to the public 
because their own employees are corrupt, llnb'ss (iovernment undertakes 
radical measures to im]>rove the situation there is n(» hope lor the country’*,- 

Cut Motion No. 1() to raise a diseussion about tin* iailuit' of (iovernment 
to make jirovisiou lor enhancement ot salaiies of low p.iid emph^yccs and 
to reduce the salaiics ot high paid oHicials. 

Sir, no atteiu])! h.js uu Im-co ma<h* to tudiancc the sjihnics of the low 
paid employees (d th(‘ (iovcrnmtujf beyond allowing interim increments from 
time to time. This is haidly eonnnensui at e with the rtM|nii'<‘nient.s. In 
boine of the Provinct's the ?e|H»rt ot tin* l*av (’oninnssi(m ajipointed by the 
Ooverninent of India t(»r tin (Vnlial ( io\ ei niiumt cmj>!o\ee'' lias been given 
effect to. Hut nothing ot the kiml has been done in this Province. Tim 
poor empl().^ees are sulferiug the pinch and cannot kec]) the \M)if from their 
doors and naturally feel discontented which results in lo-'s nl idiiciencv. 
At the same time the salaries ol the high i>aid olticiais should In* ruthlessly 
cut down. It is a pity that the teachings of Mahatma (iandhi in this 
respect are honoured more in their breacli lhan in observance. In Ibis 
collntr^ where more than halt the population <loes nwl know what a si|Uan* 
meal is, officers are paid at tlie rate of dS to 40 thousand rupees, the ratio 
of the highest to the lowest being 000:1 a >ear. What can he mon* 
ridiculous tlmii this^ In m.\ gemoal discussion ot tin* hudg'ct I liavi* said 
tliat the ratio of the salaii(‘s of I in* highest and lowest paid officials in this 
province is something like 000:1. No\\ijei(‘ in an\ count rv laying priden- 
sions to (’ivilisation is the disparity between the salaru*s drawn by tin* most 
highl\ paid olHcial and the least paid puhlii’ seixanl so glaring as in this 
countiN . In England the piopoilion v\oiks out at 'Phis hiigt* dis]>arity 

again is ti truittul souice <d discontmit .mioiigst the low paid elii]doyecs. 
It is indeed dt‘roga1or_\ t(» the jiosition ami dignity <>f fhc ilon’Iile Ministera 
that ofiicei's subordinate to them and working iimler them should draw 
emoluments higher than the Ministers themselves uml tin* sooner this 
system is abrogated tlie hettei- it would he for all eonceriUMl. It therefore 
stands to reason that the tat salaries of the oHicials should lie scahsl down 
and the saving.s thus effected lie utilised in grunting increments to the lowest 
paid einiiloyees who are in <lire nec<*ssit\ of help. 

M'ith these words 1 commend this cut motion to the ac<*epf.»ncc of the 
House. 

Sir, as regards the cut motion regarding the tailuie (d (government to 
make provision tor the pay ot the cln)wkidars and dafadars out ot provincial 
revenue, I may say that tliest* peoph* are a ver\ usetui body ot public 
serv.mts. As is known to all ot us, particularly wlio come from the rural 
areas, that it is the cliowkidars and dat.idurs who maintain law' and order 
ill the villages, iletect oHema's, arrest oftemlers, hup]>ly nsetui int«)rmation 
to tlie police and do various other things. 'rhf\\ are also called the “rural 
jmlice”. Hut what do they get in return P. A glorious sum of Us. 8 per 
month which is not considered suffitueiit tor a halt-day meal of an officjer 
of the (jovernment. These peo|)ie who have t(» perforin v(*r\ responsible 
iluties, ekt‘ out theii niiser.ihle and pieeaiious e\islem*e ami are paid by 
union hoards, whose slender resoiiH;es often render them unahh* to pay 
them legularly with the result that very often even the ])ittance payulde to 
the chowkidarl^ fall into urrears for .several months together. 1 he result is 
that the poor men w'ith their taiiiily liavc often to starve. As is w'<dl known 
the union boards, w’hich should he more? riglitly called “Disunion Boards” 
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often run inefficiently, collection t)f taxes is neglected and chowkidars are 
not paid. To remedy this state of affairs, it is essential that the chowkidars 
and dafadars should he paid out of the provincial revenues. The rent of 
the chowkidari chukrun lands which are now handed over to the union 
boards may he resumed and fresh settlement he made and the rent thus 
derived may be appropriated by the Government. Other means may be 
devised to re-im burse the Government foi the additional expenditure 
involved conseouent on the payment of the salaries of the chowkidars and 
dafadars out o? the provincial funds. This will also have the effect of 
improving the efficiency of the union hoards. As constituted at present 
these hoards do nothing except maintaining the staff of the chowkidars 
for little or nothing remains in their hands for expenditure on rural sanita- 
"tion, water-supply, roads and such other useful ])urposps after the payment 
of the chowkidars. On all these considerations 1 submit that provision should 
be made for payment of the salaries of the chowkidars and dafadars out of 
the provincial revenues. The Hon’ble Minister may also consider whether 
it will be feasible to allot the requisite funds in the police budget in 
consideration of the fact that the chowkidars and dafadars are really part 
and parcel of the ])olice force. 

The next cut motion is about the failure of (iovernmeiit to abolish the 
office of the Divisional Commissioner. 

Sir, the jioint raised by me in this cut motion is not a new one and has 
been disciiHS(‘d on many previous occasions on the floor of this House. I 
regret to ohse'rve that contrary to the teachings and the policy laid down 
by Ma hatma Gandhi, ‘the same to])-heavy administration is still continuing. 
In particular 1 desire to iioint out that the jmsts of Divisional Commissioners 
are still retained. On previous occasions it was talked alxmt that these 
fumitionaries who act like so many jiost offices are in realitv useless 
appendages. Official |)a|K*rs from the District Otticers intended for the 
Government are gr(*ally delayed as they have to he forwarded through the 
Divisional (Vunmissionors and this often leads to administrative inefficiency. 
Whatev<'r justification there might have been for these fat salaried officers 
before, there is not tlie slightest justification for them, now that the size 
of the province has been reduced to less than one-third of its previous size. 
There are now only 14 districts comprised in this province and the District 
Officers can efficiently correspond directly with the department concerned 
without the intervention of the Commissioners, thereby saving waste of 
much valuable time and money. A welcome change has been effected in 
the Department of Kdu«*ution where the corresponding jiosts of the 
Divisional Inspectors have been abolished. There is no reason why 
retrenchment cannot he effected in the field of General Ailministration and 
Police ])epartinents by the abolition of the posts of LHvisional (Commissioners 
and the Dejuity Inspector-General of Police. The district lieaihiuarters are 
all w'ithiu easy reach of (.Calcutta, and whatever the distance may be, it can 
be shortened with the help of the modern amenities, viz., telephone, 
aeroplanes, etc. It is really a matter of regret that this point has got to 
be discussetl at length in this House. 

With these words. Sir, I commend my motions to the acceptance of the 
House. 

Janab A. F. M. ABDUR RAHMAN: Mr. Speaker. Sir, I shall he ver>' 
brief because the time at my disposal is very limited. My esteemed friends, 
Jaiiuh Syed Batlrudduja and Sri Sihnuth Banerjee, have spoken at length 
in supjKirt of the ,suhject matter of my first cut motion. I endorse every 
word of my friends regarding the pitiable condition of the low-paid 
employees of the (Jovenimeut. ^ 

Sir, the object of my Aioving 'this cut motion is not to criticise the 
Government unnecessarily but only to bring to the notice of the Govern- 
ment about tlieir sufferings so that Government may take sympathetic 
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conuderstiou about tbeir cases for increment of dearness aliowance. ' Sir, 
a white paper was issued by the Governnieiit in March, 1949, on the revision 
of pay of lower-paid Government employees of West llengul. Unfortunately, 
the Government quoted only comparative fijrures showing the increment 
paid by the various Provincial and the Central Governments, but they have 
refrained from quoting the gradual rise in the cost of living index side 
by side so that we can study wlietlier the increment given is in consonanoeM- 
with the cost of living index. I do not know, Sir, whether this is ati 
omission, ii was mentioned iii the white pajier tliat the general opinion < 

of the Provincial Governments on the subject of implementation of Central 
Pay Commission’s recommendations was that “the investigation of the 
question of increased emoluments shouhl he directed more with reference 
to the special conditions prevailing in and the limitation imposed 
by the financial resources of the Province than merely with reference to 
the detailed recommendations contained in the Keport of the Central Pay 
Commission”. 

Sir, to this my reply is that after the attainment of Independence, it 
has become incumbent upon the Government both of the Centre and the 
Provinces, to see that the remuneration ot the low-paid employees shouM 
be such as may enable them to meet at least the bare necessaries of life In 
accordance with the minimum standard of life to be fixed by the Govern- 
ment. Sir, the Government is the bigge.st employer and us such they 
should set an example so that other employers may emulate. Sir, the 
Hon’ble Premier last evening said that the pay in the case of the lower-paid 
employees had increased by dOO per cent., but I wouhl request the Hon'ble 
Premier to tell the House if even with this increase in their emoluments 
compared with their former pay they can maintain a minimum standard 
of life for themselves and their families. Sir, 1 should like to know from 
our popular Government what is their conception of minimum standard of 
life. As our populaf Government is fully aware of the difficulties of the 
low-paid employees as a result of the decrease in the purchasing power of 
money, I do not like to take the time of the House by giving a catalogue 
of diteculties, which they are facing every day. I appeal to the Hon ole 
Premier to consider the desirability of granting increased dearness allowance 
at par with the recently sanctioned dearness allowance to the employeelf 
of the Government of India, who are serving in this Province. 

Sir, in my second motion I would like to discuss the policy of the 
Ministry regarding one or two things. 1 would like to know from the 
Government what attitude they are going to take regarding the employees 
of the Central Government who opted out for Pakistan immediately after 
partition and subsequently changed their option and returned to Indian 
Union. The House is well aware of the fact that the employees of the 
Central Government were given an option to opt out provisionally either 
for the Indian Union or for Pakistan. Sir, some of the employees of the 
Central Government who first opted out for Pakistuut subsequently changed 
their option and came back to the Indian Union. Prohabfy they did this 
due to panic or ill-judgment but subsequently when they realised the actual 
position, some of them who belonged to West Bengal, changed their option. 
I do not know whether the Hon’ble Premier is aware that very few of them 
were allowed to join their substantive posts. A very large number of such 
employees of the Central Government have been either dismissed or not 
yet allowed to join. Sir, I am not aware whether the Hon’ble Premier 
would say that as they are the employees of the Central Government, 
Provincial Government has no responsibility in the matter. Sir, through 
vou I may inform the Hon’ble Premier that on the adverse report of the 
local police they have either been dismissed or debarred from joining their 
posts. Sir, I do not see any reason why should they be considered as 
enemies of the State. Mere exercising the provisional option for Pakistan 
should not be considered as a sufficient reason for their disloyalty to the 
State. Sir, we all know that whatever the police says is not always true. 
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of ihv Mininterial Benches ineludiue, the Don ’ hie ♦ Ministers 
themselves know, at their cortts, that the police do not Jwsitafe to implicate 
•even, the most iiniDcent persons. Our police has got a very bad legacy and 
with the (lawn of Independence there has been very little change. I can 
cite concrete in>lanee^ where jiolice has inijdicated innocent persons or 
given false reports. Sir, I am citing* here a coiiciete case. Jauab Syed 
tAjnixed Hossam, a respectable gtmtleman of thana Kaukshal in the dis- 
trict of Burdwan, made a representation to the District Magistrate, 
Burdwan, to return his gun which was eonfi.scated. The District Magistrat^^ 
rejected fiis prayer on the grounds that the police rejioi't was that he has 
removed his family to Paki'^tan and was trying to sell his property, whicli 
was an undilut(‘d false refiort by the jM>lice. Sir, the object of my citing 
this cornu (*te instance is not so much t(( give prominence about the seizure 
of the gun ol .lanab Syed Amzed Hossain but to siiow liow the police give 
reports which has no lieaiing with actual facts. Sir, I make the statement 
about the police report mentioned here with full responsibility and demand 
of the lion’ hie Premiei that he should iiuike an enquiry into the matter. 
Sir, a banner headline has appeared in today's “Statesman” — “Improved 
Relations with Pakistan”. Sir, when Ihe two Dominions are maintaining 
a cordial relation and we even hear of joint defence of the two Dominions, 
why should the (iovernment be cruel on the poor employees of the Central 
Goveronient who exercised their provisional option for Pakistan. Sir, I 
w’ould re(juest the Hon’ble Ibemier to find out the number of such cases 
from the othces of ihe Central Government situated in West Bengal and 
personall.N leview all th<‘ cnscs of persons who have been either dismissed 

or detained from joining their substantive posts (ui jadict* re}>ort. Sii, one 

can easil\ iinagiin' the ditticulties of a man wli(» has losj his job or who is 
not ullow'«*d to draw liis jiay in these hard days. 

Sir, my lo'Xt jioint is about the employment of Muslims in Government 

.services of "West Bengal. The (|uesfion would not liavc worried me if I 

(Wuld be satisfied that aftei’ the attainment (d Indejieudence all appoint- 
ments under Government are made strictly on merit and through compe- 
titive examinations conducted by the Ibihlic Servi(‘es ('ommission. Tn that 
cane the hoys of our community would have taken their cliances along wdth 
others hut to our utter disappointment we find that, not to speak of appoint- 
ments in ih(‘ lower grade, even higher grade appointments carrying big 
initial salaries arc heiiig made without reference to the Ihihlic Service 
Commission. When the Congress w'as in op^xisition the\ alw'ays deprecated 
tlie idea of apjminting candidates direct hy Government or, for the matter 
of that, by the Ministry . 

Sir. 1 know’ that Government has got the pow’er to appoint candidates 
temporarily without reference to Pulilie Service Commission, but the 
ditticultv in this method of recruitment is that it is not always possible to 
ieVet right type of candidates l>ecause tliere is the apprehension of the 
extraneous inllmmee of relations, friends and pressure of party members. 

Sir, the thing which was condemned h\ the Cougres» so long, why is it 
that wlieii they are in office, tliey are taking recourse to methods whicli 
they them.selves severely eondeinned.

1 would like to know* if 
there is any ugr^^ent and also the terms of sneh agreement.

WWttld' cOquest tike wverniaei^l to see that there ie adequate Yepreeentntieii 
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of Muslima in all branches oi' Government services, and I demand that 
tnese apfKMfi tenants are ipnde' throu^?h competitive examination condudl^ 
by the l^ubht* Services Commission so that our deservinu: l)o\s mav iret 
a chance to come in. ^ j , p

Sir, now 1 come to my first motion as regards orjftunismg the villages. 

1 quote from my spet*ch whicli 1 delivered at the time of the <lehate of tilt' 
Draft Constitution : — 

“India lives in villages. Now. I come to Mahatma Gandhi. Town* 
and citie.s are the creations of the Imperial Patliuiis, Moghuls ami British 
foi exploiting Uie resources of the country. In my Iiurnhle opinion any 
constitution whicli ignores tlie villages is not worth the paper on which it 
is written. The unit of admini.stratioii and constitution should he village, 
from village we go up to union, from union we go up to thana, from thana 
we go up to subdivision, from subdivision we go up to district, from district 
we go up to province, from province we go up to Centre. In order ta 
organise the village and estahlisli jprfa or and to drive away 

disunity we organise a village panchayet or parliament where all develop- 
ment, w'elfare measures and disputes and quarrels will he settled. In order 
to co-ordinate the work of the village there will be a union parliament, 
then there wdll he a thana puiiiament, suhdivisiounl parliatiieiif, district 
parliament and provincial parliament and then a Central Parliament frtr 
entire Cnion. Jii this way freedom and liberty will he brought at th» 
door of everybotfy. This wa.s the dream of tine Gatulhi, the father 

of the nation, and 1 thoroughly appreciate it and call upon*all the well- 
wishers of the countiy' to come and translate the advice to fniititin ami give 
it an effective direction and shape. 
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“Sir, the weBtern form of democracy is not suitable to our genius. ^ It 
if ibreigB to the soil ol Bengal or India. We must evolve our bwn system 
which should be a wonder of the world. Every one knbws that every village 
down from ancient times was a self-contained Republic.** 

' Iftliab MD. KHUDA eUKHSH: On a point of order, Sir. Is it 
permissible for an honourable member to quote from his own speech delivered 
qn the floor of this House in e^rtenso in the manner in which the honourable 
gentleman is doing? 

••ft SPEAKER: A member ought not to read in extenso. 

Jailib MUDAS8IR H0S8AIN: So far as that, I have finished. Jt 
requires no ruling. 

Sir, I am gratified to find that this point was taken up by the Congress 
members of tne Constituent Assembly who are the real leaders of the 
people. Sir, I am further gratified to find that this enunciation of the 
policy was accepted by Dr. Ambedkar and his Drafting Committee, and 
if was ^iven as a directive principle on the provinces. So, Sir. T beg with 
all humility through you of our Hon’ble Prime Minister and of the honourable 
members of the Council of Ministers that you should follow it and translate 
it. Sir, kindly read the messages and act up to the messages and also the 
directive principles of the Constituent Assembly. I beseech you, Sir, in 
the name of humanity, in the name of Mahatma Gandhi, with folded hands 
to take into consideration this directive and organise the village, turn it into 
a homogeneous whole and make it fit for democracy, make it the first unit 
of democracy and the lowest rung in the ladder — tliough it may be lowest 
rung it will be based on solid foundation — and Ireedom will l>e brought to 
the door.

I have 
seen it with mjr own eyes, and I can testify to it and I say this with the 
tuU responsibility of a member. Sir, this is a fact. Only I beseech you

fnes^ in the district, subdivision or village. That is my prayer with folded 
hands. 1 am not going to abuse anybody. 1 have a mind to help you in 
every possible way, so that your administration mav be better. That Is 
nty second point. 

As regards my tliird point, about negligenfre of Muslim interests, kindlv 
allow me to quote an extract from the speech of Mr. Kiran Saukar Roy 
whose' death we mourned liere the other day: Allow me, Mr. Speaker, 
to (|UOte in tliis connection an extract from the .*ipeeeh of the llon’hle 
Sri Iviran Sankar Roy, now our Mini''ti‘r of haw and Order. He said, wlieii 
he was Leader ol tiie Opposition, “You may have right on your snhq you 
may have reason on your side, you may have justice on your side, hut all 
those are of no avail if you have no (dfeetive vote on your side. Your cry 
beconu‘s a cry in the wi!derne>M\“ Sir. whatever pra\er \V 4 ‘ may make 
will be of no use, unless you kindly eonsithw our claims. You must thinly 
that Muslim minorities are your responsihility, are your charge, and you 
must do everything not only for their protection , not only for their advance- 
ment, but also for creating a favourable atmosphere so that they may liave 
every faith in you and in your administration, and therebire 1 pray and I 
submit to you that you wdll kindly make arrangements hy giving them 
posts according to their nuiulMT in the Executive Service*, in tlie Judicial 
Service, in the Police Service, in the l)efenct‘ Service and in all other 
services. If you accede to that, a lo\al set of n(*o])h‘ will siu've ,\()U ;jud 
will die for you and for your country whieli is also their country.

leyice has been made to rlecrease the pay of hi^dilv-jMid (dficers. Instead of 
^flucinj^ the salar\ of hi^hly-paid officers in some <*ases tlieir pujlr hiiii 
'ather been increased. I will cite liy way of example (hat the other day 
L found It has. been mentioned in one ot the leading newspa])ers that the 
liiowanee of tlie Private Secretary of the Ilon’hle tlie Premier lian now 
>eeTi raised to Ks. TfUJ whereas it i.s mentioned in the .said paper that in 
mnt Bengal the Private Secretary' to the Prime Minister used to draw 
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Rs. 200 as allowance per mensem. Sir, the I.C.S. people are our own 
countrymen and if they are patriotic sons of Renf^al or of India, I do not 
find what earthly reason is there that they will not serve their country if 
their salary is reduced. The men should try to forget their old 

prestige anrl honour during the British regime. I appeal to Government 
to reduce their sala],\ and I also app(‘al to the civil seivice j}eople to accej)t 
a louer s.ihuy. 

I will Fiow cite one exam])le of the Finance Department to sliow how 
top-lie;ny il has heeome. Freviou.>Iy there was one Secretary and one 
J)e]uit_\ SecHOarv and in tim(*> of emergency another Deputy Secretary was 
j)osle(l. Hut now we find that there are one Secretary, one Special Officer, 
four J)(‘putv Secretaries. Itesides there are a number of Assistant 
Secretari(‘s. Jf such is the state of affairs in the Finance Department 
whose dut.\ is to control the finaneCrt and to reduce tlie expenditure I do 
not know what is the condition in the othei de})artments. In a })oor 
province like Jfengal, in my opinirm, Sir, it is nollnng liiit a criminal 
wastage of jiuhlie money h_\ the Gov<‘rnmen1 to pa\ smdi a high salary to 
its servants. 

Ooming to tiie jiolice. Sir, we find that the administration of the Calcutta 
Jhilice has fallen too low, the jioliee has failed to maintain peace and 
discijilim* wlnle their expenditure has increased !>>' leajis and bounds. Then 
then* are anti-smuggling, anti-iofiberv, Knforeement, C.I.D. and other 
fininelms to cheek corruption, bribery and r(d)ber\ in the country. Hut so 
fur as our knowledge goes, robluoy, biilK'r\ and smuggling havi^ been 
inc-i'casing. For work of th(‘ same naturi', Sir, I find no leason whatsoever 
for mainlaining four separate brain lies of the Holna' Dejtait nnoit w hudi I 
liave just now mentioned. Wdiereas tlieii' are loin experienced iiolice 
ollieers in (diai^ie ol tliom* Ibni hraindies with lots (»i otfieeis und(‘r each of 
them, all their work could havi* bemi done, I think, li one exjieneneed 
ollieer was placed in ihaige ot the entn«- woik.

Sii , the next point that I want to refer to is the c}uestion of admission 
oMhe minorities into the .seivice. As far hack as filth Novtunher HUS. the 
West Ifeiifjal lioverument at the dirwqion of tlie Centre issued a notification 
to all persons and all officers conecT'iied, and which runs thus: — ► 

“The Government of MVst Ifen^jal liave come to tlie following decision 
rej^urding' Teservution ol vacancies in West Bengal public service

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(a) there will be no communal reservation where recruitment is £y 
open competition; 

{h) in cases of promotion no j>reference will be shown on communal 
jrrouiuls ;

These police-stations are not situated on the border 
m East or West: Ben^^al, nor does the notification under section 4 imply 
that the present inhabitants of these villages will be deprived of their 
agricultural and homestead lands in order to make room for refugees from 
outside. The notification is merely preliminary to the preparation of 
development schemes and simply authorises the local authorities to enter 
upon and survey the lands. Under the rules, as soon as a development 
scheme is prepared, all interested persons are given an opportunity of making 
their representations, if any, against the scheme and these representations 
are duly considered by the Collector of the District or any other officer 
authorised by him. it is a settled i)olicy of Government to exclude the 
agricultural and homestead lands as tar as j) 0 .ssible from tlie areas covered 
by the new development schemes, (jovernment expect that these facts will 
set at rest all misaj)prehenHions that might have been created by tlie press 
reports whicdi are ol)viously based either on ignorance or on distortion of 
facts by interested people. 

Sir, that is all I have got to say on this point. 

The next question that I take np is the question of Mulda. Gentleman 
who spoke al»oiit Malda said “ ’FW TO i”

have been glad and it woubl have been a very great lielp to me if I had 
heard something eonsiructive instead of their saying something destructive. 
Nobody knows more than I do the difficulties of Malda and he does uot 
know what I know or perhaps lie does not want to know tliat the area of 
the railway between Godagari Ghat and Malda although it is running on 
the 0. T. Hallway runs through Pakistan territor\ and for nearly three 
inoiitlis no trains were allowed to go through that territory until the wagons 
were taken away by the Pakistan Government. It is after a great deal of 

i iersuasion, altci' getting the 1 ). T. Hailw^ay jsMijile loue, alter getting the 
H. Railway ])eople here and altt*r (*onsultation \\ith a view to come to 
an agre(*inent that at last we have coim* to a settlement with regard to this 
])artic\dnr prohleni. Sir, as a matter of fact this is not reall.\ a Provincial 
GoverniutMit alVair. It is a question tor tlie ('eiitral Government and \et 
tlie Provincial Government took it up— 1 mys<di must have sjauit at least 
h to (» hours on the Malda question -and 1 am glad to inform my frieml 
from Malda that 1 Inqu* that the agreement .arrived at helwiHMi the East 
Bengal Government and our Govtunment. Indweiui East Bengal Railway 
and the 0. T. Railway, will he given efi'ect to and Malda will h(‘ relieved of 
her distress. No hod.N is more <listressed than niysidf inusiiuieh as Malda 
and West Diiiajjmr are not getting what thev should get and that is the 
reason wdis 1 pleaded and have ])artly sucemMleil in getting the Central 
Government agree to have a harragi* and rail and road (’ommiUin .iiUmj 
betv^ceii tlie southern ]>ar( and northern part of Bengal. It has been a 
fearful headache witii all those who are concerned with the development 
and ]ivogress and welfare of these amis and 1 can tell my friend trom Malda* 
that he need not worry about it; it is not due to any unwillingness on our 
part; it may he our inability because of circumstances beyond our control. 

Sir, about the riot victims he has asked certain questions. I am afraid 
it is not possible for me to give the figure just now nor do I consider it 
desirable to do so now’ but I can send a statement to him if he so desires 
reganling the number and so on. 

Sir, as regards the questiotjT that has been asked, why is it that this 
proportiou of minority communities and this ratii^ which I have read is 
not being given efi'ect to. pndnildy my friends here forget that at the time 
of Partition 25,tK)0 tiovernment employees opted from East Bengal to West 
Bengal. We at first c0uld take in some as against those who opted for 
East l^ngal from West ^Bengal. Repieinber that East Bengal is a much 
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bigger area than West Bengal but yet the number thut came from Eaat 
Bengal was much larger than the number that went from West Bengal^ 
and it took us nearly 9 months or 10 months to get absorbed 19,000 men 
here and I believe tliere are still a few who have not yet been employed 
All these people were put in their places only recently and there* 
fore it was not possible tor us to make such appointments on a communal 
basis. When new appointments will he made the scheme that I have just 
mentioned will be given effect to. 

Sir, with reganl to my friend who said something about the Private 
Secretary getting Rs. 700 allowance I do say. Sir, 1 have no Private 
Secretary and therefore he cannot get any allowance 7tK) or 70,000. 

Sir, with regard to the other .suggestions that have been made, parti- 
cularly hy my triend Mr. Khiida Bukhsh I am glad that he is not a lawyer 
but he is absoluttdy beyond the tacts on every count about which he had 
mentioned. The ones that I know of 1 can at once give you the answers. 
First he said something about beating of the clerk.s in the Secretariat. 
This is absolutely unfounded. Then he .sai<l something about demolition 
of the cottages. He forgot, he was clever enough to put Layalka as the 
brother-in-law of or the brother-in-law of the brother-in-law of Hirla but he 
forgot tliat the wfiole area wliere tht‘ event occurred was an area which has 
been bought by the West Bengal Government from a gentleman called 
Mr. Layalka for the erection of a central workshop and it was part of his 
duty under the contract to fill the low' land w'hich lay in the vicinity. 
Unfortunatel> for Mr. Loyalka lu* tf)ok 10 lorries witli men to bring mud 
and earth to cover the low' lying place and would you believe that of the 
10 lorries, 8 lorries havt* Ihhmi burnt by thest* so-calle<l nd'ugees for whom 
tears flow' from my friends lout*. They actually put their shov<*l into the 
petrol tank, took petrol out and burnt tlie thing. I did not know' about it 
till I heard it here w'hen 1 sitting in the Ass<‘inbly and 1 wiuit and sent 

my Jnspector-tieneral of Polic-e to fiml out exactlx what had happened. At 
that inornent the ])olice were not tliert‘. If |n)lic(‘ bad Ismui tloui* at least 
these trucks could liav(‘ been saveil. 

Similarly, Sir, be is talking about tlie Local Self-( jovernment Depart- 
ment. I can only tell him.. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The Iloirble the Premier will continm^ afterw'urds. 
In the meantime the House stands adjourned for lb minutes. 

(The House was then adjourned for fifteen minutes.) 

(After adjourmnent.) 

The Hon’ble Dr. 8IDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, with regard to his 
other charge about the Local Self-Uovernment Department, let me inform 
my friend that I know' about the report of the Anti-t'orruptiori Department, 
and that the report of the Chief Secretary and that of the liOcul Self-(iovern- 
uent Secretary were placed before me today, and I have ordered the 
suspension of both these officer.s. I hope that would satisfy the gentleman. 
But the matter has to be enquired into very carefully. 

Now, I take my friend Mr. Hasbem’s charge that a Magistrate wjis taken 
to task for doing something. I can only say this that I am re.sponsible 
for the Home Department which issues instructions to the Magistrates, and 
as far as I know, there wa.s no Magistrate w'ho w'as taken to task for any- 
thing within the purview of in.structions. If he has got any other infor- 
mation, that has nothing to do with me. I will ask niy friend over there 
and his colleagues over there that if there are aliuses — and human institu- 
tions are full of abuses — it is only fair, proper, judicious and right that 
they should inform the person in charge of that department. I am always 
accessible to the members — they can telephone me, they can come to me 
14 
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and tell me their affairs. I am sure, Mr. Hashem will probably tell yon 
that whenever a thing has been brought to my notice it has been looked 
into immediately. He cannot deny that. Sir, if as these gentlemen say 
that they are loyal citizens of the Indian Dominion and go on repeating 
that they have forgotten the Muslim League, it is up to them to co-operate. 
True co-operation would be to bring to the notice of those who are responsible 
for the administration of the departments, all the laches that are taking 
place, and I can a.ssure him and every member of the House that I am no 
respecter of persons. I shall see, so far as lies in my power, that justice 
is done. (Noise and table thumping.) Sir, I am not fond of clap trap and 
I do not want to play to the gallery. It serves nobody in fact, because the 
moment you charge the Ministry, naturally the Ministry goes on the 
defensive. Therefore you do not get exactly what you want. I do not 
know whether you w’arit anything seriously, because it you want anything 
seriously it is up to you to bring it to the notice of the department concerned. 

Sir, there are tw’o other points that Mr. Hashem has made, on which, 
of course, not only he but others also have spoken, viz., whth regard to the 
Security Act, that it has not been w’orked properly and that there have been 
zulvmH in certain cases, and the case of Hooghly has been mentioned. Sir, 
I do not want to refer to it liecause it is a long story and I know also the 
part that my friend jilayed in that zulum affaii'. As 1 have said many times 
here, I repeat again that hard words do not break any bones. 
Mr. Hashem, Mr. Mudassir Hossain, Mr. Sibnath Banerjee and others have 
lieeii surprised that so many cut motions have not been moved, and, in fact, 
Mr. Sibnath Banerjee, an economist that he is, thinks that it would pay 
all the sweepers and menials at least two rupees if he could cut down the 
publication and printing cost of the.se papers. AVhat they are surprised at 
I will tell you. They are surprised to see the solidarity and di.Hcipline in 
the ('ongress party ; tliey are surprised liow could the members of the 
Congress come here and act as one body. (Sri Sihnvtu B.\nkimek: What 
is happening in the Central As.semblyJ') Sir, 1 won't yield to any inter- 
ference. 1 know w hat these peojile want : I know* what this Opposition 
w’ant. They want to create disaffection among the members of the Congress 
party. I shall not have it. When there is disruption in the Congress 
party, I shall not be here. I refuse to accept that charge. My friend over 
there says “Nirjatita Congress”. “Nirjatita ('ongress” is his expression, 
but I do say that the Congress people have remained silent, discreetly 
silent, more silent than they should be when they see that every one of the 
members of the so-called Opposition behave like three tailors of the Tolley 
Street, every one feels that he speaks on behalf of a large minority. 
Mr. Hashem has given a long list of the Opposition Benches and therefore 
this Ministry cannot h(dd its place. I ask liiiu, today and now let him 
put a motion of no-confidence against me if he dares to. May I tell him 
that of the members of the Muslim group there are at least one or two 
regarding whom I may sav if they are not members of our group. Does he 
not know that every memher of the Muslim group is a class by himself, he 
is a great man, every one wants to talk. Therefore it is a matter of discipline 
and self-discipline on the part of the Congress members to allow the so-called 
Opposition a free play to the gallery. Mr. Khuda Bukhsh has said, “Have 
the courage and hold an election”. All I can say is that if there is an 
election, a Congressman will come from South Calcutta. Look at the 
results of the Malda election and the Bankura election. This is a matter 
which can be only decided at the polls. I dare to suggest, Mr. Rhuda 
Bukhsh might try and use all his influence and all his methods but he would 
not be able to dislodge the Cbngress from the hold it has. I have heard 
that Congressmen are bad and that Congressmen are disrupting the whole 
thing ana doing tliis and that. I for one am an enemy of corruption, whether 
it is done by a Congressman or a non-Congressman . Anyone who is guilty 
of oormption bos no place in any civilised society. You have got to xemember 
tbii that if you want to carry your development scheme in different pa]^ 
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of the di^iicts, you mus^ carry the people witli you, not only the people 
but those who work for the people. It is the Coiiffress and Congress alone 
that has worked amongst the people, not the Muslim League. (Cries of 
“Question” from the Muslim benches.) Let them go to the people and 
work amongst the people instead of shouting and pleading here for this 
and that. Let them gather in the districts and sense the feeling of the 
people. 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM: On a point of order, Sir. Do you think he 
is in order in addressing the Muslim League which now stands liquidated here 
in West Bengal? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: That is no point of order. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, 1 am perfectly in 
order. Mr. Hashem has declared here on. the floor of the House that he 
is proud that he liad been the Secretary of the Muslim League. 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: On a personal explanation. 1 said that with 
reference to the past. No Muslim I^eague exists today. 

The Hon’bie Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: 1 am glad you have 
recanted it. 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: I have not recanted. I am still proud of it. 
I said in Bengal llie Bengal Muslim League does not exist today. 

The Hon’bte Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: My lady protesteth too 
much. 

If the Government were to work the various .schemes in the distriet it 
has got to get help of tlie people and we want men who work among the 
people to give us help. It there are any mem hers of the Congress who have 
done anything wrong it is up to tluun to show what it is, to say who they 
are, and I ean assure you liere again that they will have no mercy from 
me. It is no use on the floor of this Hou.se, when these men arc not here 
to support and to reply to vague insinuations, to try in an indirect way to 
lower the prestige and the strength of the ('ongiess. I .s.iy to the mtunoers 
of the so-called Opposition , 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: On a point of order. 

The Hon’bie Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: It is no point of order. 
Will you kindly ask him not to interrupt me because it interrupts all ray 
mental faculties? 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: I am on a point of order. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Yes, what is it? 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: The Hon'ble Premier is saying that it was 
not fair to make vague insinuations with regard to persons w*ho are not 
here. I want to know whether in the Assembly any person other than the 
members of the Ass^ibly are entitled to be present ami w^bether the 
members of the Assembly are debarred from making any reference to out- 
side persons. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: So far as I have understood this thing, 
Mr. Abul Hashem made certain allegations with regard to tin* ('ongress 
organisation. So I think the Premier is perfectly in order in refuting 
the charge. 

TtW Hon’bie Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I do not want to waste 
the time further. What I want to say with all sincerity of purpose is 
instead of talking here and instead of giving lon^ sermons here, leiv«^eni 
work villages, let them get the people to their side, because alter veil 
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water-supply is not a communaL problem, relie/ of distresse'd is not a 
communal problem, tte making of roads is not a comifiunal problem. 
There are thousand aqd one avenues in which the two communities can work 
together instead of trying to come here and making suggestions, insinua- 
tions and innuendos which practically do not give them any help in the 
long run. 

Witli these words I oppose all the cut motions and move that my motion 
be accepted. (Loud applause.)

DEMAND8 FOR CRANT8. 

27— Administration of Justice. 

The Hon'ble 8ri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR : Mr Speaker 
Sir, on the rerommejidation of His Excellency the Governor. I beg to move 
‘‘/I"". <9,17,000 be granted tor expenditure under the head 

— Administration of Justice”. 

Sir 1 find that there are hardly any, barring one. cut motions tabled 
ander this ittuii. But J think it will be lair tor me to make a few observa- 
tions in moving my motion. 

Last year, in the course ol my budget speech while replying to the 
iiscussioii on the Demand for (iraiit under this heading, I stated ‘‘that it 
J'as the jnotto of Governuieut to strive to make justice reach every door 
rtep particularly the door step of the poor iu every nook ami corner of the 
jouiitry, and with that end in view certain steps are being taken both 
in th regard to rural ns well as industrial justice”. Sir, on the subject 
>t the Administration of Justice in rural areas, I may take this 
opportunity to inform the House that soon after the present Ministry 
lime into office this matter was taken up for consideration and an 
doborate Questionnaire was sent out on the 4th March, 1948, to no less 
nan 48 ^(Ire.s,ses including the Bar Library and Bar Association of the 
-^alcutU High Court, District Ifar Associations and officers of the type 
)f District Judge, District Magistrate, Divisional Commissioner and 
Lleputy Commissioner for opinion. So far 33 replies have been received 
September, 194S, No reply had been received from 15 
If tbe addressees. Eeminders were sent to them. Further addressees 
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were wfitten to for opinion in December, 1948, and some of them hitTe 
asked for time to communicate their views to Government. I- naay 
therefore say, Sir, that this matter has been under Government’s active 
consideration and we have already received a mass of materials and it 
may be possible soon to entrust all those materials for consideration to a 
competent body in order to devise what refonns and on what lines should such 
reforms be introduced and what system of administration of rural justice 
should be considered most suited to the needs of our people. Sir, on the 
subject of industrial justice also I had referred in mv speech last year that 
problems of administering justice in the industrial areas were receiving 
Government’s attention. What couhl be a proper system in the 
administration of justice in industrial relations whether through courts 
or through some other instrument to ensure that justice could be really 
prompt without being hasty and undue turmoil and agony in industrial 
relations might be eliminated was a problem that was engaging the 
Governments’s attention. To cover this sphere of industrial relations 
for the administration of justice considerable discussions took place 
between the Central and the Provincial (ioverinnents. The views of this 
Government had been forwarded to the (\‘ntre and we had taken the 

initiative in making certain proposals of a fundamental nature. I am 
glad, Sir, to be able to inform the House that the result of these 
discussions and deliberation^ — which may be known to many in this 

House by now — has taken shape in the form of I.iabour Ufdatifuvs Hill 

which is being sponsored by the Government of India. In that Hill, Sir, 

machinery has been sought to be provided from the bottom upwards, 
beginning with AVorks Committees and Coin iliation Oflieers and Labour 
Courts and Industrial Tribunals and even appellate tribunals in their 
proper spheres both in order to administer justice readily, promptly and 
effectively in matters of dispute arising out of industrial relations 
on the sjiot as well as to ensure conditions of unanimity and standardisa- 
tion in spheres which are applicable generally throughout the canintry 
and on a national scale. This Hill is expected before long to become law 
and inaugurate a new era for a magnificent e\])eriment in the administra- 
tion of justice in industrial relations in this country, and 1 am sure every 
one will eagerly await the enactmeat and he rightly proud of the fact 
that i)erha])s it will be the first ot its kind — a new svstem of administra- 
tion of justice in a new sphere which has hithertofore remained without 
any specific jirovi^ion to that (*ft‘c‘et bcuiig made for it. 

Sir, I must not omit to mention another sphere*, viz., the sphere of 
administration of justice relating to juvenile* delinejueneie*s. Soon after 
the present Ministry came iiitee office, what weighcMl most urgently in 
our mind was the problem c»f juvemile deiine|ue*nts and uncared for 
children with particular reference to Central Children's Court and an 
institution called the House of Detention for juveniles which has existed 
in this country for the last d4 years. In that connection, as is well- 
known, a very large nuniber of unfortunate juveniles has drifted into 
the city, who as unoared-for children, gradually drift into deliiinueiiedes 
and crimes of different kinds. This is perhaps one of the most evil and 
tragic human legacies which the National (beverninent inherited from the 
black past. It is well-known that the causes which coutrihute*d to the 
growth of juvenile population of this description w'ere mauifedd, the 
chief amongst them to be mentioned is the most tragic- and outrageous 
famine of 1943. Another contributory cause, as is wtdl known, was the 
shameful carnage of Calcutta, beginning on the lOth August of 1940. 
Then Sir, these causes were further reinforced afb-r the partition by the 
exodus of refugees in very large nuiiil>ers driv»*n to seek shelter and 
refuge in West Bengal by the intolerable condition in Pakistan which 
compelled them to leave their hearths and homes. Hut that again, 
apart from the question of refugee problem as such, has created the 
problem of a large number of juveniles gradually drifting into crimes. 
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Sil^ in the course of my visit to iptitutions in another province which is the 
most -advanced in this direction, namely, Bombay, I have had occasion 
to witness the tragic side of how uncared-for children, who might have 
been under the protective wings of their parents or under the educative 
influence of schools, found themselves roaming at large in the streets of 
Bombay as they do practically in every other city of India, and in an 
invisible manner they are gradually increasing the number^ of such 
unfortunates. Sir, immediately after this Government assumed office, 
a committee was set up in order to study the problem and the state of 
affairs relating to t^e Central Children’s Court, the House of Detention, 
and other institutions which concerned themselves with running homes 
for children of this description during the i)eriod of after-care or during 
the period of their custody under <iire<^tion8 of the Central Children’s 
Court. Sir, from the record we found that originally a juvenile court 
and a juvenile house of detention were established in the city of Calcutta 
as early as in the year 1914. At that time the whole institution was 
devised for the purpose of protection of children of the Anglo-Indian and 
European communities. I am not against that, but I think that not 
only Anglo-Indian and European children, but uncared-for children of 
every community, irrespective of caste, creed or religion, deserve and 
demand the protective care of the State wliere Provideme has deprived 
them of the s<»ftening fond care (»f their parents to look after them. 
When I visited the House of Detention in the Central Children's Court 
here, 1 may pertinently mention that it was the first occasion that a 
Minister ol Government, as I discovered, hail cared to visit that institu- 
tion. What (lid I find there K In the course of the last *14 years, there 
was not u single report brought out on the condition, working and the 
system of administration relating to this sidiere ol administration of 
justice. What did 1 find again was that clnldren below the age of IG 
years, and in many eases children of tender ages. say. 10, 11 or 1^ years, 
were kefit waiting in that dismal atmosphere of that house of detention 
for months and montlis. I iuive noti(*ed eases vvliere they wen- made to 
wait for over six months. IVrhups they were fined about two rupees and 
throwm out of doors of the house of detention without knowing where to 
go to. And it is such children that become the victims of gangsters and 
organised criminals. Human materials that might have been socially 
useful and rehabilitated thus create an enormous social problem for the 
State. These are the conditions 1 have found there. 

Sir, a cnmmittee was set up, and thanks to the untiring efforts and 
labour of the committee, a report eontuining most useful materials was 
prepared and submitted to (iovernment on the Kith of April, 1948. For 
this, Sir, it cost Government mithing, not a pie more than the paper 
on which it was printed and the cost ot printing, and (iovernment had 
to provide not more than im-re facilities of transport to the members of 
the committee to visit various jilaees. My thanks are due to officials 
and the heads of non-official philanthropic organisations concerned with 
this line of work, thanks to whose help it was possible for the first time 
since the establishment ol the House of Detention and Central Children’s 
Court to have a report now* in the possession of the (fovernmeiit. For this 
Sir, my thanks are due. if I may be pardoned to mention the name, to 
Mr. S. Barman of the Committee who was in charge and an authority on 
the .subject ot Borstal Institution and administration of juvenile justice 
and who had studied the subject both here and in European countries. 
My thanks are also due to our ex-c<dleague, an hononrable member of 
the Assembly in undivided Bei^al, Miss Mira Dutta-Gupta, who as an 
educutitailliist took a very careftil and keen interest and untiring pains in 
order lo enlighten us on the compilation of the report. Thanks to them, 
the Government have in their possession this report and later the Superin- 
tendent of the House of Detention was deputed to Bombay to make an 
exhaustive study and suggest the line on which the insitutions of West 
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Bengal should be reformed. We have also received a useful report fn^m 
that officer containing a mass of inateriala on the subject which, I exp^t, 
will be made available for public information before long. 

Sir, these are some of the aspects which have engaged Government’s 
attention indicating what we have been trying to do in this direction. 

Sir, in this connection it will not be out of place to mention that the 
long-standing question of reforms of the Judicial system has also received 
Government’s consideration. Various suggestions have been received 
from different quarters, but, Sir. Government has felt that this is apt 
a subject which can he tackled with any amount of haste. This is ^ 

subject in wliich reforms are effected not for a year or twt) or even fol> 
five years or ten years, but perhaps the foundation of a system of 

administration of justi(‘e W(uild be laid through these reforms for centuries 
and that needs the utmost care from experts on the subject. Along with 
the question of reforms of the Judiciary is involved the question of 
separation of the Judiciary from the Executive. These are issues which 
cannot be taken j)iecemeal and therefore (lovernment lias decided to * 
consider in a comprehensive manner all these issues in all their bearings 
and from every point of view ami then to devise reforms, suited to the 
needs of our province, to uslu*r iii real reforms, not in haste but without 

anv delay either, and for this purjiose it is exiiected that a (ommittee 

will be set up before long whiidi will take charge of the mass of materials 
which have come to (iovernment's pos.session. 

Sir, 1 may inform the Hous<‘ al.so that tlu‘ (iovennmoit of India has 
decided that Judges will not in future b«* recruited from the Indian 
Administrative Service. The (iovernmeiit of Wt‘Nt llengal, is, therefore, 
constituting a Hight*r Judicial Servi<(* for WVst Ihuigal whicdi will not 
have an\ common jauNonnel with the servici* in tlu* Executive side, or, 
in other words, its piu-sonnel will be comphdidy indejiendent of the 
Executive and will perhajis be jihu-ed umler the administrative* guitlance 
and control of the High (’ourt. That l.^ tin* din*ction in which ,in fixing 
the cadres of tin* new administration .so far as the higher Judicial Service 
is concerned, (loverninent has alread\ taken decision and I hojie my 
lionourable friends from ever\ section of the House will welcome this 
decision of Government. 

Sir, much is also said about the (juestion of economy. 1 can assure 
the House that Government has not been unmimlful of tlie ijuestion of 
economy. 1 may mention. Sir, in passing that Government lias taken 
special care in order to effeit economy in the Department of Administra- 
tion of Justice so that whatever little resources we have got, despite our 
terrible finaneial stringency, may be devoted and utilised in other 
branehes concerned witJi food, shelter, education arnl h(‘alth of our 
people. Sir, in that connection, I may mention that the Administrator- 
General and Official Trustee used to get about Its. 2,000 per month. It 
bas been possible, thanks to persons eoming forw'ard at the rail of the 
State to serve at a much lower rate of salary, to reduce that salary. The 
gentleman who has accepted the responsibility to serve as Administrator- 
General and Official Trustee, after the British incumbent had left, is 
receiving, in place of Rs. 2,0(K), a salarj’ of only Rs. 1,20(J per month. 
Sir, also the question of the working of the entire Directorate has been 
receiving Government’s examination and consideration with a view to set 
dowrn new conditions and new methods of working and to find out what 
improvements can be effected in that direction. 

, I may, Sir, similarly mention about the post of Official Receiver and 
another Directorate under the Judicial Department run by the Official 
Assignee. The Official Receiver’s scale of salarj' was from Rs. 1,100 to 
Rs. 1,400 and the Official A.ssignee was drawing Rs. 1,800. Again, Sir, 
Government combined both these posts into one and one incumbent has 
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be^n carrying on the functidns of both, these posts, receiving onlv a salary 
of Bs. 1,000 plus a special pay of Rs. 200 — about Rs. 1,300 in all is being 
paid to manage both these offices which were requiring near about 
Rs. 3,000 just before the presen^Govemment had taken up office. 

Not only that, Sir. Economy was effected in another direction. We 
found that the office of the Official Assignee, which was at that time not 
burdened with very much work, had to pay for rentals alone a sum of 
nearly Rs. 1,800 per month. That amount, Sir, has been cut down. 
Rooms have been retained there costing us only Rs, 400 and new premises 
have been taken which would not at the maximum, it is expected, cost 
Government more than Rs. 500 per month. So, if it costs in all Rs. 900, 
we shall be making a saving of nearly Rs. 900 per month out of rentals 
alone. 

These are some of the directions— to give this House an indication how 
economy has been effected and how constant endeavour is being made to 
• effect economy — it has been possible, thanks to the very sporting and 
patriotic offer of officers of such description to voluntarily accept reduced 
scales of pay. 

I may also mention in this connection that the Government Solicitor 
was receiving the scheduled remuneration of Rs. 2,600 per month. The 
new Government Solicitor has voluntarily agreed to work for Rs. l,8Qp 
per month. There again. Sir, we have effected a saving of Rs. 800 per 
month. 

These are, Sir, not very large items, hut these, 1 think, may be 
claiined to be truly indicative of the serious efforts (lovernment has been 
making with a view to effect economy wherever effecting economy has at 
all been made possible. Sir, 1 sought to mention these brief fjicts by 
way of review of what Government has been trying to do in course of the 
last year ami what j>r(d)lems and reforms are at present engaging the 
Government’s attention. 

Sir, in this connection, I think it will not be out of place to mention 
that I was somewhat surprised and pained to hear, from some honourable 
members of this House, whom I rcjpfard and have always regarded as 
esteemed friends (d mine, chafges of communalism levelled against the 
present Government without perhaps taking care to ascertain facts. Sir, 

1 think a matter like this should deserve no mention, a matter like this 
should not have any complex in our mind so as to merit mention, but 
because of such criticism I have got to mention this fact that under the 
present Government it is absolutely unfounded to say that there has been 
or there is any communal discrimination whatsoever. To substantiate 
what I say I may mention that the present Government appointed as 
head of a directorate a very competent gentleman who, at considerable 
sacrifice to himself, accepted to sen^e on a much reduced salary and that 
pntleman happens to be a Muslim. I confess he was not" appointed 
because he was a Muslim, but he was appointed because he w^as a 
4:'ompetent man and a loyal citizen of the State and he was prepared 
willingly to serve the State. On that consideration he was appointed and 
the communal consideration did not come in the Government’s way. 

Sir, I may also mention that in other spheres much has been talked of 
about the appointment of Public Prosecutors. Even there, some Muslims 
have been appointed, but I may say not because one happened to be a 
Muslim or for any other communal consideration. 

^ A competent muiv wherever available gets all due considera- 

tioa without any prejudice- or discrimination regarding oommunitj', 
casti^ creed or colour. We hope that in matters of service to the Stale 
coBjmunal consideration will before long be a thing of the past. To my 
notice came a case in which I found an officer who— incidentally I may 
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]ii6iiii<tn'^ikPP6iied to be a Muslha and wlJ^af term'd period of temporary 
service for several years had to be disehareed, and the permanent post haa 
to be filled by a new incumbent of a ion-Muslim category’, and when 
I encraired about the matter 1 gathered that that was ordained by a 
consideration of communal ratio rules*. The present Government was 
not prepared to tolerate a case of such injustice. Therefore it was ordered 
that the Communal Ratio Rules which might operate in such an adverse 
and undesirable manner shall have no effect, and the Muslim employee 
was ordered to be reinstated in service. In matters of promotion, etc., 
communal considerations shall find no place so far as the present Govern- 
ment is concerned. I am mentioning this in order to give a refutation 
to the charge that any communal c<»nsideration counts with the present 
Government. I shall not mention things wihch are to our credit and 
oonfer benefits to our people. I shall oiiFy mention cases in which people, 
owing to undue advantage, have had to suffer to the detriment 
of their interests. In one (‘ase the Government found that a particular 
officer was given an undue lift by way of suj)ersession over officers 

senior to him. That was an affair again in the regime of the past 

Government, and. Sir, in that case what was the problem. The present 
Government had to consider what would be the just course to adopt. The 
case of that particular officer along with other senior eligible officers of 
the same category, who held .substantive posts, were all forwarded to the 
Public Service Commission. The Public Service (h)mrni8sion, on considera- 
tion of the merits in each particular case, righted a wrong. An officer 

given undue promotion on the basis of cimimunal (onsideratiou had to 

revert to his substantive post, and the officer considered best and senior by 
the Public Service Commission was apjminted to that important post. At 
the same time I should mention in this House that that offi(‘er who had to 
revert suffered no prejudice or detriment to liis interests in this connection. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: On a i)()int of order, Sir. I tliiuk it m 
particularly irrelevant and lie should be stopped. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: What is your point of orders 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: My point of order is that he is raising 
the qmvstion of action of the past Government before the attaiiimeni of 
freedom. I think that it should not be mentioned. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: That is no point of order. 

The Hon’bie 8ri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR ; This new-found 
angel of purity ! 

Janab ABUL HA8HEM: On a point of order, Sir. Will you jileuse 
see that the Hon’hle Minister does maintain a certain st.'indurd of dignity. 
His abusive manners and language are undignified, and since he occupies 
the position of a member of the Cabinet of the West Bengal Government he 
should restrain himself and maintain that standard which nis office demands. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: 1 shall only say 
“Doctor”, heal thyself”. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. Honourable inemlierH must observe 
parliamentary decorum in this House, and parliamentary decorum demands 
a very high sense of temperate language to be used in this House. 
As a matter of fact I note that recently it has been moving at such a pace 
that a stop ‘must be made to it, and anything which smacks of personal 
allegation — I say “personal” and I shall explain what “personal” means — 
or such words which are absolutely in bad taste or derogatory to the 
position and prestige of other members should not be indulged in. 
(Applanse from Opposition benches.) 
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m‘ DEMAND FOE OBANTS. 

The Hon'bie 8n NIHARi|iOU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Thank you, Sir, 
for your ruling. I only hopA that honourable members will co-operate 
with you in maintaining the dimity of the House, and will not repeat what 
they have said and done earlier. 

I must proceed now, and in proceeding I may say that there are facts 
which have today got to be relevantly mentioned, although they need not 
have been mentioned because ol the outlook and unfounded attacks which 
seem to be the habit with one section of the critics in this House wherever 
they can against Government, and I think mention of these facts on my 
part is not intended to belittle anybody but in order to refute the altogether 
unfounded charge that this Government is at all moved by any communal 
consideration in any sphere. The facts I have given would testify to what 
1 say, and I shall be glad if anybody can come forward and contradict me. 
If anybody can point out parallel behaviour on the part of a Government 
anywhere else on communal questions I shall do honour to them. 

Sir, I am sorry, I had to refer to such matters whereas I think we should 
have confined ourselves to discussing more constructive suggestions and 
ideas which might improve all aspec^ts of public administration in this 
country, and I hope, Sir, it would be better and it would help both 
themselves and their (Government if every section in this House could give 
careful thought and concentrate more on giving constructive ideas.- I was 
forced to mention these facts because I painfully noticed that in course of 
speeches in this House reference was also made in a way to 
courts of justice which casts a very sorrA' reflection on them and that 
must unduly. Sir, it was said that in certain cases j)eoj)le were being 
harassed and then it was confessed that persons had been tried by the 
courts of law and after i)reliminary investigation Magistrates’ courts had 
committed certain ])ersons tor trial to the Sessions Courts. Now, Sir, 
if any honourable member of this House seeks to get iij) on his feet and 
declare that an\ Magistrate in this land after making enquiry and 
investigation in a case has committed a person who is charged with the 
commission of certain crimes to the Sessions Court, and then at the same 
breath says tliat he is being harassed, then certainly it is an unworthy 

reflection on the court and should never have been made. It cannot be 

said at the same breath that peojile charged with the commission of (rimes 
have been jiut up before the courts oi law, and that those people are 
being harasiied at the same time. If there are complaints of harassment 
received by anyone from men guilty of commission of offences, and if it 
is regarded that putting up one before the court of law for the law to 
take its own course anil for trial under the established law is an act of 
harassment, 1 am sorry 1 I'annot oblige such critics, 1 am sorrj' no 
Government can oblige such critics, because the people guilty of offences, 
guilty of commission of crimes will have to be dealt with by the courts 
of law. In connection with such a case one of mv esteemed friends had 
criticiseil Government and sought to make mucL out of Government’s 

prosecution of certain wrong-doer before the court of law. Criticising 

each and every such case as acts of harassment was completely unfounded. 

I am obliged to mention these facts in order to give complete refutation 
to the charge, unfounded charge of partiality on the part of this Govern- 
ment. I think, Sir, no one and no section in this House or outside need 
fear. In giving appointments to services or recommending people to 
give them opportunities in the services of the State only one considera- 
tion weighs ujipermust in the mind of the present Government and that is 
the consideration of unupnditional ami unqualified allegiance 
loyalty to the State irrespective of caste, creed or religion. We must 
feel ourselves the same common citizens of a State and no consideration 
of religious or communal aihliatiop should alter our feelings, and the 
sooner all sections in this House cure their minds of such considerations, 



le vWter for QoYenmiezit, the bett^ for the State, the better lor the 
nfertoiate people of West Bengal in a cox^pkon endearour to join hands 
y Imild up ' their new State and develpp it in every possible way. 

Sir, with that I would appeal and say |d my friends of all sections of 
lie House that not a single case has been hi*ought to my notice which 
as not received in this connection the fullest consideration of Govern* 
lent.

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Mr. Speaker, Sir T ffnd, Sir, that I 
m the solitary exception to move <nit motions under this head.

Sir, the entire money should not be granted b<‘cauHe 
the lloirble Minister is misusing his power and be< uuse he is tlie man 
responsi])]c ior the Administration ot Justice. 

The Hon’bte Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Hut be ih 

not resj)onsible for the transfer at all. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Wlienever a debate occurs, the honourable mom her 
who wants to criticise a particular department should in his debate* observe 
this principle that the answer to be given by that jiartieular Minister 
should not relate to any other Minister. 

Janab ABUL HASHEM: May 1 know, Sir, whether the Hon’ble the 
I^der of the House represents the entire Ministry and, Sir, if any 
particular Minister on a particular occasion be debarrecl from giving a 
reply liimself, is it not the parliamentary practice that the honour^le 
gentleman should convey his reply to us through the leader, the Leader of 
the House? 

The Hon*b1e Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHANDHURI: No. 

Mr. SPEAKER : You know perfectly well that certain days are allotted 
for general discussion and then the discussion is confined to 
particular demands on particular days. If any member wants to raise a 
question in the general discussion of a general nature, the Premier wiM 

f ive a reply on behalf of the entire Ministry, but vrhenever a particular 
emand ia Hiade, days are allotted to each Minister and for each demand 
criticism must confined on the particular day to the demand in questi«ii 
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and it must be confined to this extent that the Minister in charge of the 
department is the person who tiiust give the reply. It is 

not expected that any other Minister will rise and answer the question 
raised oy any honourable timber. That is the ordinary procedure. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I raise the question 
of transfer of Mr. Bhattacharjee bfcause Mr. Bhattacharjee worked his way 
up 

The Hon’ble Sri BHUPATI MAJUMDAR; Sir, can that point be 
raised again after your ruling? 

danab MD. KHUDA BUKHBH: Sir, Mr. Majumdar interrupts me 
without hearing my argument. He should leave the matter to the Speaker 
for his decision. 

Sir, I mention the name of Mr. Bhattacharjee, who by sheer dint 
of merit worked his way up to the post of Additional Presidency Magistrate. 
Sir, in the usual course of promotion he becomes the Chief Presidency 
Magistrate. That is the hight^t rung of the ladder as far as those courts 
are conceined, instead of which a man of such ripe and mature experience 
in judicial matter is side-tracked and posted to an unimportant job elsewhere. 
I want to find out from the Hon’ble the Judicial Minister, what 
is his opnion whether this kind of transfer ought to be made at all. He 
will say that the question of transfer is not dealt with in his department but 
hy some other department. Sir, it is the collective responsibility of the 
(^binet and he being a member of the Cabinet his oj)inion is sought and 
obtained. 

The Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: On a point 
of^ order, Sir. How does he know that this matter came up before the 
Cabinet? 

(At this stage Mr. Speaker rose in his Chair.) 

Janab MD« KHUDA BUKH8H: A ('abinet is an integrated whole and 
as such each and every member is conversant with its decision. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 wish to impress upon the members that the moment 
the Speaker rises in the Chair the members must sit down. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: Sir, I apologise to the Chair. 

Mr. SPEAKER: What is the point which you wanted to raise? 

Tha Hon’ble Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: The point 
is, he says that the mutter must have come before the Cabinet and the 
Hon’ble tiudicial Minister must have had an opportunity to express an 
opinion on the subject of the transfer of the particular ofiicer in question. 
I say, how does he know that the matter came before the Cabinet at all, 
otherwivse he cannot impute any knowledge to the Hon’ble Minister in 
charge of dustice, because after all transfer is not a question that appertains 
to his department. Therefore the Speaker is entirely out of order in criticis- 
ing the judicial budget to refer to the question of transfer unless he can 
aubstontiate his allegation that the matter of transfer was discussed in the 
Cabinet and therefore known to the Judicial Minister,

Mr. SPEAKER: So farws the matter about the Cabinet is concerned. 
I believe what comes in the Cabinet and what does not, cannot be the subject 
of any discussion here. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: 1 have heard what you said. It 
oanaot be a subject of discussion, but can I not place before tEe House, my 
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conjectures or surmises? (The Hon’ble Sri !1^0Sar£ndba Nath Cha 0« 
DHTJRi: No, no.) There may be inferences, cffijecJkireB or surmises. If I 
make mrong and foolish conjectures you are A get up and say they ar^ 
wrong or foolish. w 

Mr. SPEAKER: Let us proceed with the debate as quickly as possible. 
We have got to dispose of many demands and therefore let us 
not spend away our time in discussions that are not very material. If a 
point of order is raised it must be in as few words as tKwsible and it must be 
very very relevant to the issue so that it can he di 8 i) 08 ed of quickly. 

Uanab MO. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, to resume the discussion, I shall 
only refer to the committee that the Government is contemplating to set 
up in the near future about the overhaul of the whole system of the 
administration of justice. Again, 1 say, Sir, that the Ministry and the 
Minister are jdaying with words. Sir, he is trying to play to the gallery 
in full knowledge that he will not ha able to implement his promises. 
What is the use of saying, “In the near future we are trying to do this, we 
are trying to do that”.* Tell the Rouse here and now if you have got 
tiie facts in your ]>ossessi()n ; it you have got tin* couiagt\ tell iUv House, 
“This is the target date we have set, within such and such date 
we shall he able to set up a body which will go into the whole question of 
administration of justic'e” and m*( them u target also so that they may be 
able to send in re('omniendati(»ns to the (fovernment as to how this much- 
needed separation of the executive from the judiciary will take 
place. What is the use ot trying to tell the country that you are trying 
to do this. AVe have heard this last yc‘ar. There wen* cut motions on this 
subject of separation of judiciary from the executive. Some kind of 
re])lies were given that ibis matter was being looked into, that the matter 
was vague, that the matter had so many implications and that you were 
trying to set uj) committ«‘e'< or doing something else. This year again you 
are trying to befool tin* House and befofd the iMuintryside, )ioodwink them 
by these words that you are trying to do it. It is no use. Time will come 
wdien you will he impelled — again to use that word, stampeded — 

into taking action. Have y<»ur plans and f(»rmuhe ready. If you want to 
stop the onrush of forces, which otherwise wdll overwdielm you, have your 
plans and formulae ready. Even if you want to do the bunk on the face 
of that onrush have your plans ready. It you want to sto]) the onrush, if 
you want to stem the onrush of the forces that in trying to engulf the 

country in confusion and disorder you must have plans and fonriulm ready. 
You cannot keep hopes deferred much longer. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDOUJA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, much as you desire 
to shorten the debate, 1 cannot hut refer to certain things to which the 

Hon’ble the Judicial Minister has referred in course of his eloc|Uf 3 pt 

dissertation this afternoon. Sir, he was referring to a particular case 
wherein a particular officer is alleged to have superseded at least 117 or 
120 other officers in the past. Sir, he forgets conveniently perhaps that 
once a particular officer supersedes other officers and he is placed in the 
senior grade, from that day onw'ard no longer the total period of servit^e 
is count4*d in the matter of promotion to a still higher grade or rank ; no 
longer does the length of service serve as the (letermining factor. In 
that particular grade whoever comes first is senior and in future promotions 
to superior appointment, appointment to a superior grade, tbat 
consideration of seniority in the superior ^ade alone weighs and nothing 
else. If he only consults the Fundamental Rules of scrvi(;e, specially oi 
promotion — he should refresh his memory — he will find that in this 
particular case there has been deliberate and wanton disregard of the 
Fundamental Rules which govern promotions to superior rank, simply 
because that particular officer in this particular case happens to be a 
Muslim and a Muslim of nationalist persuasion, not of course, of rabid 
Muslim League persuasion. 
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Secondly* Sir* h^^'^de mucli of administration of justice'^ and 
^aa wasted considen^ble tin^ over- bis eloquent speech in trying to impress 
Oja this House, tiaf they h^e done this thing and that thing an<i th^at no 
communal consideration lij^ ever pervaded the atmosph^Sipw But, *Sii, 
I have this morning received a report from a man of unimfhachable 
authority and integrity of character which cannot be challenged that 
athe brother of the Hon’ble Judicial Minister has been imported from 
Eastern Bengal and all cases which were hitherto to go through the 
Ofiicial Assignee and the Official Beceiver are now going through that 
particiUar brother of the Judicial Minister. Will he have the courage to 
contradict what I am saying? Not only all the cases before the Court of 
8mall Causes but even those before the Rent Controller, instead of going 
through the Official Receiver and the Official Assignee, are now going 
through the brother of the Hon’ble Minister. 

The Hon’ble Judicial Minister has indulged in uncalled for, un- 
warranted and unjustified remarks^ But facts will prove that throughout 
he has been tampering in this way with the administration of 
ju8tic.e. Therefore, when we are voting on this demand, both sides, 
specially members of the other side, will be careful enough as to whether 
with the full sense of responsibility, with the supreme sense of tliat sacred 
trust reposed in them, they can vote this demand this afternoon and place 
this money in the hands of u gentleman who has failed to administer 
justice in a proper way. 

Mfi SPEAKER: Well, I wish to tell the House one thing. Simply 
ber^ause a relation of any Minister is appointed to a particular post, that 
is not sufficient for indi(itinent unless and until you can say that that 
particular appointment is not proper and you can charge a particular 
Minister with nepotism. Unless and until that thing is brought before 
the House, simply hecuiuse a relation is there should not he a subject 
matter of comment. 

ilanab SYED BADRUDDUJA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, may I submit with 
Tpfereuc(i to the reniarks that you have been pleased to make, that it is 
not for you but for the House to decide about my suggestions. With due 
deference to you 1 submit that it is not for the Chair to interpret or 
cxiiiuneui on these suggestions. 

. Mr. BREAKER: Mr. Budnuldujii, it is my duty to see that acrimonies 
are avoided in this House and that is the reason why 1 referred to it.

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR; Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, in replying to the cut motions or rather the only cut motion and the 
(liHcusHion, 1 must simrerely thunk my honourable friends for contributing 
to this discussion with their various suggeslions. I am glad to observe 
that only one cut motion had been tabled and 1 therefore take it that not 
very serious points were there to make under this item. 

So far as the observatiims of my honourable friend moving the cut 
motion are concerned, 1 think my reply had been given in advance in 
the course of niy introductory remarks when I informed him that (Jovern- 
ment’s attention is very much engaged in the ipiestion of administration 
01 rural justice and eonsideration as to what can be done in that direction. 

1 have given detailed facts and 1 therefore do not wish to dilate further 
on this point. 

With reference to the observations of my honourable friend Mr. Khuda 
Bukhsh, 1 shall uwlv ttdl him that I mentioned about this savings and 
what it IS due to. No doubt 1 agree with him that the savings are due 
to ofheers who have come forward to help (iovernment in effecting economy. 
But T do hope m\ honourable friend will give some credit even to the 
present (bivernment tor being able io inspire people with this spirit that 
they willingly accept the position of having to make some sacrifice. ^ But 
1 do not expect Mr. Khuda Bukhsh to compliment this Government very 
i^ch. 1 am glad that he has acknowledged this spirit on the part of 
ofheers of this kind and for this a(*knowdedgment I thunk him. 

My honourable friends seem to be acquiring the habit of scenting 
relations and seeing appointments given because of relationship, every-’ 
W'liere and in every sphere. Hn the first place, speaking about the house 
of detention my honourable^ friend was grievously wrong in the fact 
that the old Siiiierintendent was’ prematurely retired; that is not correct; 
that is jiot a fact; that gentleman retired after superannuation 
on pension. As a matter of fact, without divulging anv Cabinet secrets, 

I may say the recommendation of the head of the department to my 
Government was to grant that particular Superintendent further extension 
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of tUfte after superannuation but. Sir, as it is the principle of 
Govenwent not to allow further extensions to superannuated people 
where it can be avoided, that recommendation was not accepted by Gof^em- 
inent. I say this wtih a view to illustrate what had been the recommenda^ 
tion of my Department and incidentally I would mention that it is the 
policy of Government not to encourage giving extensions to superannuated 
people wherever that could be avoided. Sir, it was also the recom- 
mendation of experts that able and competent persons with 
experience as a teacher should be appointed to this post. The depart- 
ment had at that time in its possession only one application from an able 
teacher who happened to be a refugee seeking employment and because 
he was considered very very competent W'ith his experience in view of the 
new reforms Government had in view, he was appointed. He got the 
appointment purely on merit and we shall not deny such facilities to 
refugees from East Bengal who are obliged to leave their lieurths and 
homes and come to find shelter in West Bengal. There are hundreds of 
such refugees who may happen to be my relations, friends, or ncijuaint- 
ances. That should be no disqualification for them in their distress and 
I am thankful if Government is doing its best for all refugees. 
Even if some of them ha])pen to be my friends and relations they are 
after all refugees and I am grateful to all firms, eniplo\ers and Govern- 
ment for finding employment to refugees, whether they he my blood 
relations or otherwise related to me that is immaterial, but 1 thank 
Government, firms and private employers for giving employment to all 
refugees from East Bengal who flee from Muslim League oppr(*ssion 
W’heilier they are mv ndatioiis or not. 1 think that wdil explain the 
position. The honourable member gives me the information about the 
increase (»f salary to Ks. oOtJ. 1 must thunk him for this information 
though this is perfectly news to me and I think we are living in a laud 
where magics work with Alladin’s lamp. 1, the Minister in charge of 
t> ? Judicial Department, is not aware of any such thing. But by way 
of informatiem 1 (an tell him that in 1914 the pay scale for this post was 
fixed for a retired ex-soldier iiuuimhent in order that he might take 
charge of a reformatory for Anglo-Indian and European hoys alone. 
The present incumhent I think get« a basic pay of only Us. 145 or so for 
his grade pay. If today, Sir, after 1914, in the year of Our Lord 1949,. 
we are to appoint comjietcnt men w’ith a high education, and we intend 
to ( unvert these reformatories and houses of detention, which w^ere rather 
penal institutions, into real homes for tlie nphringing of cliil(lren--theTi, 
human (consideration demands that the question of increasing the rates 
of pay, after all these years since they were fi\(‘d in ltH4— a scale of pay 
granted to a retired ex-soldier, needs to lie re-considered. (.Linah Ml). 
Khuda BrKHSii : What is his jiresent age?) I ( unnot tell that to my 
honourable friend off-hand. I have no information regarding his age. 
Sir, as my time is very short, I shall briefly touch on the other points. 


My honourable friend lias referred to the Additional (Jiief Presidency 
Magistrate. 1 shall only say that my honourable friend ought to know 
that we are living in a state ot transition where as a result of ofiting out 
and as a result of large gaps due to resignation, etc., there has been such 

an upsetting of the whole cadre that we have got to reqursition 

the services of very able and competent District Officers of tin* category 
of District Judges to act as officers in the Secretariat. After the Kurojiean 
officers had left, their places had to be taken up by others and therefore 
in departure from w’hat was the practice in the old established order 
during British regime, we had to draft officers from other categories to 

fill all these posts temporarily and all these officers h^pen to 

be temporary incumbents pending the fixation of the cadre. The parti- 
cular officer whom he mentions also likewise came to act as a Presidency 
Magistrate and today 1 may tell my friend that as Government is anxious 
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to catcli hold of tiie corruptors of society and cormptore ia administra- 
tions, that officer’s services today are employed in a very import^t poet 
as the West Bengal Government’s Anti-Corruption Officer to find out and 
C^tch hold of corruptors in every sphere of life and I wish him all 
success. So, Sir, tnere is no conspiracy, nor is there any question of 
penalisation. Transfers are taking^'^place frequently, because in this fluid 
state of aflairs transfers have to be made and it is the Home (Transfer) 
Department which is making these transfers both according to the needs 
and priorities of heads of different departments as well as from the point 
of view of where servities are needed most. Again, those who are fetired 
due to superannuation, their plaices have got to be filled in by officers in 
oyder of seniority; after very careful consideration reshuffling of th^ posts 
of officers takes place. 

It is very very uncharitable to impute a base motive in eyer>'thu»|f^ 
I am afraid my honourable friends are trying to find corruption every- 
where. They are in pursuit of a black cat in a dark room which is not 
there. That is the peculiar position, my friend is landing himself in. 
Anyway, without dilating furtner on him I shall only say with regard to 
the reorganisation of the Judicial system I have not promised any thorough 
overhauling as if f am there to toj)sy-turvy the department. vSir, it will 
have to be examined by experts and 1 think there will be room for every- 
one to put forward suggestions. 

With regard to wiiat my friend Janah Syed Badrudrluja has said I 
am afraid, he is not right when he said that in the matter of a particular 
promotion, 'rules w'ere wantonly disregarded. If he were careful to 
listen to me, he would have c.ome to know that that ([uestion of promotion 
W'as decided not by Government hut by the Public Service (Commission 
and the cases of all the incumbents of the eligible substantive i)ost held 
by officers, including that particular offu'er, were put up before the 
Public Service (Commission. Therefore, Sir, it he has cast a reflection, 
he has cast an unw’arranted reflection upon the Public Service ('ommissiou. 
r* repudiate all his allegations because the Public Service (’ommis- 
sion has no reason to be ])artial one way or the other. Tt is perfecitly 
incorrect and wrong to say that T have a brother imported from East 
Bengal to practise here as a legal practitioner. Sir, if a parti<‘ular 
brotlier of mine is a legal practitioner, he has nevei practised in East 
Bengal: he has been practising here, and d am afraid it seems that 
Janah Syed Badnidduja keeps more information of him than 1 do. As 
a matter of fact, living in a separate house and seeing very little of 
professional practice in the courts of law and being totally detached from 
there, I have not the least information about the professions of such 
people, and I thank Mr. Badrudduja for the information he has given 
that my brother is making a roaring practice in the Bent Controller’s 
cuurt. I, may tell him that it only gladdens a brother’s heart to hear 
that. The Kent (Controller’s court is not under the Judicial Department: 
it is umb‘r u different department altogether, l^^rhaps he will thank 
me for this piece of information. Sir, it is futile to attempt to make 
unwarranted allegations against Government because Government has got 
the sledge hammer of fai'ts and truth which cannot he confronted with 
webs of fantasy and falsehood that some people want to make on the floor 
of the House. That is what I have to say in reply to Mr. Badrudduja’s 
criticism^. 

Now' I c^»me to my honouitable friend, Mr. Sibnath Banerjee, who has 
talked about (dass justice and other things. I am not quite sure whether 
my honourable friend was present in the House when in the course of 
my opening observations I informed the House alxiut the new provisions 
made for the administration of justice. I am sure my friend will be 
very much interested in common with me in so far as I am also a member 
from a labour constituency in the matter of industrial relations. 
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80 far as the question of bribery is coucer^eil, he. will find there that the 
present government is determined to root out bribery, and there I have ^ 
stated what courses the present Govei'nioeut haa taken to .that effect. - 
I may inform the honourable member that in one case an instance of 
bribery came to my notice in which a particular District Judge was 
involvW, and that District Judge w’as suspended and has been removed 
from service, and that will illustrate that the ]>re8eut Government will 
neither tolerate nor connive at bribery or corruption of any sort. As no 
respecter of persons tlie present Government is determined to root out 
bribery or corruption trom every sphere. My friends will surely be glad 
to have this information from me and as to what the present Government 
proposes to . do about roi^ting out bribery altogether. In this connection* 
Sir, 1 shall be glad to receive any suggestions from niy friends and 1 can 
figure them that f will do niy utmost to give effect to tljose suggestions ill 
order to root out bribery and corruption. The difficulty is that corruption 
has two sides, the giver and the taker, and 1 hope neither side will 
escape. Sir, 1 ask lor co-ope.ratum in tirder to devise means for rooting 
out corruption. So far as the question of penalising a Magistrate is 
concerned, that is altogether wrong, and what I have already stated is a 
pertt*ct answer to that. 

In conclusion, Sir, 1 sincerely thank all my bonouruhle friends who 
have offered theu criticisms ami suggt'stions ; whether tliey are out of a 
sincere good wish to imjirovt* iiiatti*rs or out of acrimony does not concern 
me. vSir, 1 wholeheartedly invite tlnuii to extend their hand of co- 
operation in i)urifyiiig and imju'oving the administration of jusfici'. Ilut 
it is not desirable that there should be any general swetqiing allegations 
of corruption against all otlicers : all ofii(‘crs are not corrupt. Ilut there 
are lilack shec]) amongst them and tliey have to lie turned out. Therefore, 
Sir, Governnient and j>eople sh(»uld co-operate in the interest of a better , 
and healthier })ubiic life and to make the administration free from rancour, 
actuated with a common objective of comiuon good in this imfortunat® 
province of West Bengal. 

With these words, Sir, 1 oppose the cut motion and comnnmd my motion 
to the acceptance of the House.

Janab ABDUL WAHID 8ARKAR: Mr, Speaker, Sir, it is well-known 
to everyone ot us here that agriculture is the maifistay of our 
country. The first and foremost thing required for agricultun* is water. 
In West Bengal lands are high and dry and save and except in limited 
areas iii a tew districts there are no^ canals. The n*sult is that 
agriculturists have to rely on rain water, but unfortunately it is exirenudy 
eccentric;. It is very difficult to projdtiate here and there is no knowing 
on what areas God will bestow* His favour. Exposed to the vagaries of 
the wt*ather, the agriculturists eke out a miserable existence. The 
“Grow More Food” campaign initiated by the (lovernment loses all its 
signific ance in dry and arid areas Like the Burdw an Hi vision where 
without water, better seeds and manure cannot be of any help to the 
cultivators. In my district the outturn of paddy this year has been 
exceedingly poor because iu the first place the monsoon was late in 
appearance and in the second place there was failure of O(;tober rains. 
These spelled disaster and the outturn of paddy has been disappointing. 
Over head and ears in debts, the cultivators find it difficult to pay rent 
to the landlords and they are finding to their utter discomfiture that the 
produce they have got w*ill not suffice for the consumption of the members 
of the family for the whede year. It may be said that the 
Government has sanctioned major projects such as Daiiiodar V^alley, Mor, 
etc., but these do not go far enough. There is no knowing liow many 
years these projects will take to materialise and, Gc»d forbid, if scarcity 
comes before that, there will be none to enjoy the fruits of those big 
schemes. There was the Damodar Flood Control Scheme for which a big 
survey was undertaken but nobody J^nows wbat came out of it. A 
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comprehensive short-term irrigational policy should be chalked out and 
followed so that all areas might be benefited and this would supplement 
the major schemes after they are put in operation. Govemmegt should 
also taKe steps to re-excavate the derelict irrigation tanks most of which 
Have been silted up and have been converted into so many stagnant 
pools. Small streams should also be re-excavated and utilised for irriga- 
tion purposes. In this connection I suggest that legislation should be 
passed authorizing the agriculturists to draw water in times of drought 
from the mughbouring tank to save their crops whether they have 
prescriptive right to irrigate their fields with the water of that particular 
tank or not. Cases are quite frequeiil when owners of adjoining tanks 
heartlessly refuse to let water from their tank'N to be drawn for irrigating 
fields nearby. This should be done subject to proper safeguards being ^ 
adopted for the preservation of fish, if ain , in the tank. 

Sir, my other point is that there is no provision in the budget evidenc- 
ing a desire on the part of the Government to improve the lot ol 
agriculturists. No doubt provision for irrigational facilities is the first 
stej) but there are other steps too, c.g., distribution of seed and manure. 
Government has set u]) an Agricultural Department and we hear that it 
conducts researches too but are any steps worth the name taken to make 
these researches known to agriculturists'^ The cultivators go on in their 
primitive wa> , they are quite ignorant and cannot and do not take 
advantage of the experiments conducted by the department. There is 
thus a criminal wastage of money, useless frittering away of energy 
resulting in scanty production. Sir, the Agriculture Department is a 
white elenhaiit. It has got to be re-oriented in order that it may be able 
to serve the agriculturists. 

There is yet another factor which teiid.^ to diminish the outturn of 
crops. It is the ravages of cattle. The cultivators require protection of 
their crojis from the depredations of other people’s (tattle and for this 
purpose the existing penalties should he enhanced in order that the cattle 
owinu's ma> also exercise vigilance and ma\ not negligently allow their 
cattle to stray into others’ fields and destroy their crops. 

Sir, there are Agricultural Development Offices in all the districts of 
this province and there are fiovernment Seed Stores in almost all the ^ 
thauas in the province. But do we really find seed there H No. Seed ' 
is eonspieaious by its absence. Instead we find iron bars and some 
quantities of oil-caljes and boueiueal stocked there, but it is a matter of 
eternal shame that the poor cultivators cannot have access to them. 
Sometimes vegetable seeds are supplied hut these seeds generally do not 
germinate. Tlie fact is that this department requires re-orientation and 
thorough overhauling in order that it may be of service to the people. 
The teiuleuey to start new offices with a huge staff at a heavy cost to the 
rate-payers without auy corresponding benefit to them should be stopped. 
Distribution of seed and manure may be safely entrusted to the union 
boards, the members whereof being representatives of the people can 
discharge this work in a much better way than the much-ado-about-nothing 
officers of the Agriculture Department. 

Sir, I wish to remind the honourable members of this House that 
they are the real representatives of the cultivators who are the real 
bacKbone of the society. It is our paramount duty to save these 
cultivators from ruin and extinction by devising ways and means for 
increasing the fertility of the soil, by providing irrigational facilities 
for them and by en.suring'^eceint of adequate prices for their crops. We 
have also to see that the "agriculturists are able to dispose of their crops 
to the best advantage without let or hindrance, that they find incentive in 
their work and do adopt modern methods of agriculture. We must 
remember that in their regeneration lies our salvation and we must take 
steps accordingly. 
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Witfl these wortls, Sir, I beg to move the cut motion standing in my 
name.

ilanab MDt KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. Speaker, Sir, after the most 
eloquent and informal ive speech of the honourable member who spoke 
last, I do not kn(»w, Sir, if I can bring or introduce anything new into 
this debate. Fundamenial issu(‘s have been raised regarding agricultural 
indebtedness. Methods have betui suggested as to how we should proceed 
to reduce agricultural indebtedness. In this <*onnecti()n, Sir, along with 
a scheme to rehabilitate the L-rlsha/x in order that we may improve 
that is, cultivation, we must also take into account fragmentation of land, 
»nd Government sliould not fight sh> should it be necessary to introduce 
legislation to do away with this evil. 

Another cut motion was raised to bring tbe ])rice of padd,\ in relation 
to the other necessities oi life. This ([uestion, Sir, again has implica- 
tions and it was suggested from authority on higli that if we sought to 
raise the price of foodstuffs — and in this country by toodstufts we mean 

f addy — it might giv(‘ rise to inflation. Sir, 1 am not an economist and 
do not jjretend how this can have any influence in favouring 
inflation. A krixfutk, a cultiv.itor, is a poor man and it has been very 
well pul to the House by Jaiiab llasbem Sahib that he not only lives by 
eating paddy but also from bis surplus ])addy he manages to get the 
wherewithal for the other ne(‘essities of lite. The other necessities of 
life such as cloth, kero.seiie, fjur and other things have risen so sharply 
in i)riee that the pre.sent j>rice fixed by Government in the Civil Supplies 
Department has iio ndation with the actual price and does not help in 
giving him incentive to cultivate more, to grow more. The que.stion, 
Sir, is that in order that we succeed in growings more food, we must be 
able to provide the necessary stimulus, the necessary incentive to the 
cultivator to grow more food. If the cultivator teeLs that it he grows 
more food, the (lovernment is going to snatch it away from liim aud at 
a price that is not at all remunerative, he will not have that incentive, 
that enthusiasm to grow more food. That is the point, Sir, the Cabinet 
should hear in mind. 

Now, Sir, I come to the supply of seeds and manures to the cultivator. 
Sir, this has become almost a scandal not only during the tenure of the 
office of the present Ministry, but this lias been a scandal for long and 
the oreseut Ministry has not succeeded in removing it. Sir, I am also 
a cultiTutor though 1 do not look like that, but that is my profession. 
(Janab A. F. M. Ahihr Rah-m.^n : Since when?) By birth. I come of 
a cultivator family and farming and cultivation is my profession and, 
therefore, when I speak oiieM^ir two things about miltivatiou, I speak with 
authority unlike others, aud I have to depend on Government seeds and 
Government manures. 

About seeds, Sir, I have noticed that Government seeds are of 
improved variety. A lot of money goes for the improvement of seeds and 
the departments that are charged* with the improvement have achieved 
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something. Paddy seeds have improved ; the yield is more/ 4he quality 
is better, but. Sir, the supply goes to the cultivator when he has po 
need for it — out of season. The cultivator eats the seed, because he has 
finished his cultivation when the seed is supplied to him. After the paddy 
has been planted, seeds from the (iovernmeiit department are distributed. 

The Hon’ble Sri PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: IIow do you know 

that seeds have improved ? * 

danab MD. KHUOA BUKH8H: 1 know the kind <d seed Government 
have picked and chosen for distribution. They are of imjjroved variety. 

Sir, talking about distribution (»!' seecK again — stvds which Govern- 
ment supplied to tilt* jute cultivator^ — the Hon bit* Minister himself 
knows what that re^iulted in. That was another scainlal. The seeds 

flowered when plants weie a few inches high. How did it happen Who 

was charged with the put c hase of tho.se sec'ds^ 1 do not question the 
sinc<‘rety of Govenimeiit. I do not (|uestion the intention of the 
employees. They are pious; the> are gocal. Govt‘rnmeiit wanted to 
grow more jute* because of the partition. Wh\ did tins result in a flop 
and a wa^te id public luoin'v I-' I charge the Hoirbb* Minister with this. 
Who wa^ re^jioiisible tor the* iiurelia^e and seU'etion of thoiie 
seeds y Then, Sn-, the (lovernint'iit in the Agriculture* l)e]>i'rt inent, have 
nut yet been able to iorin an iclt‘a of the exact cjuantuin ol se(*d rc'Quired 
per acre. Thc‘y are still guided by old idi*as, because the* Hoirble 
Minister — though lie looks like a c-ultivator but, in lae< , be is not — does 
not Know e\actl\ how much s<*c‘d should go to an acre*. Sonic* high (iovc'ru- 
ibent otficial advised tin* Ministry agc*s and ages ago and that advice is 
now being- tol]o\vi*(l. 'riiere is no inipr<»vemc‘nt in this direction. 

I'hen aliout distnliution of seeds. Sir. distrihution was made in 

Hurdwaii. Hooghly and othc*r districts \\hich an* nearer Gah*utia and 
possibly iieai’er the swnjiathies oi the* Hoirbie Minister. Sec*d^ wc*re not 

distributed in Nadia or in Murslud.ibad This g i ow -niorc^-food, Sir, 
also brings in the* qm*stion cd minor litigation s'lic'ines. It is no use 
trying to shift the reNjxni-'ibilitN ol this minor iiiigation scheme to the 
Iirigiition Defiartnient There* should be a liaison, there* should be* e;o- 
opeiation and <-o-ordinat ion botvvt‘en thesv two depart nieiits. (.Janub 
Mvd.assih Hossain; And also with Ivlucation f I am c'oining to that 
point later on. You talk ot big jirojc'cts like* tlie Dainodar and the* Mor. 

1 do not know, (rod only knows when tliey will niatc*ria hse* ; it is in the 
womb ot luturity. Le*t us hope that the-.e two schemes niatc*riulist^ in 
emr lite*-time. but we have to improve* the* lot ot the* c ult ivators. So the 
emphasis should be on the minor iingation scli(*nies that would 
bring the lands that are now lying uncultivated but are cultivable under 
cultivation. laist \ear, ,Sir, 1 reinenibei having suggc‘sled to the 
Minister ot Agriculture about the small bunds. Then* is a tract of land 
in my district known as Hi job*. It i.s very fertile but it is inundated 
ever;v year. Last year it was not inundated and it yiedded very rich 
harvest. If (joverninent were really sincere and knew’ how’ to go about 
their busines.s, the\ would conc*entrate on the small schemes like* improve- 
ment of the bunds, so that they could he protectc*d from inundation and 
crops could be had. Sir, it is all very well for fiovernmeiit to talk about 
the big projects it they are anxious to attract international 
notice, but if they are really anxious to do good to the poor ( ultivators, 
they should not lose .sight ot the obvious, ot the small minor things which, 
perhaps have not much publicity value but have real value. 

Then. Sir, I should like to ask the HoiTble Minister about the poultry 
improvement schemes that he has and about one or tw'o stations that he 
runs for that purpose. He has one such at Runaghat. Will he be 
pleased td tell the House what has been the cost last year of the Ranaghat 
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farm and how mu(;h he has gfot back by way of sale of fowls, eggs, etc? 
(Pointing to Janab Muhammad Sayeed Mia.) My honourable friend has 
asked, “why should Government engage themselves in commercial 
enterprises?’^ Everything, any enterprise, must be undertaken with a 
commercial eye, with ii strict eye on the debit and credit. If the Govern- 
ment were not able to prove by demonstration that a scheme paid it 
would not be attractive to the pultivator and so in anything at all that 
the (jfovernmeiit did engage they should be able to prove by the balance- 
sheet that it paid and that is why I said and of course it 
brings in another question but 1 am not going into that. Will he please 
tell us about the Haringhata Scheme also? He has acquired 13,000 acres 
of land. What has been the expense and how many — this is most 
important, Sir — how many persons, rather families he has displaced; what 
are his schemes for the rehabilitation and resettlement of the displaced 
persons? 8ir, we have spent money over the refugees from East Bengal. 
Those that stayed here but want to go away now we are trying to speed 
their departure and those who have chosen to stay here we are trying to 
rehabilitate them. So far so good. They deserve our sympathies ^nd 
we have not been (^hary of showing our sympathies; it redounds to the 
credit of everybody. But, Sir, these are the sons of the soil and we have 
more responsibility towards these people. Our sympathies should go out 
all the more because they are our own and they are the backbone of the 
Government. These are the cultivators. You have displaced some 10,000 
families in Haringhata alone and this brings in a bigger question. Several 
thousand families have been displaced by Government acquiring lauds in 
the different airfields. 

8ri ARDHENDU 8EKHAR NA8KAR: When was that acquired? 
In what year? 

aanab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Of course I do admit that the Muslim 
League was in power when the British regime was here. For the 
acquirement of lands at Panagurh I am not making this Government 
rseponsible, but I am making this Government responsible for the 
rehabilitation of those people ousted from there. You are the Government 
today; you owe them a duty. It is your duty to rehabilitate and resettle 
them and they should not be allowed to roam about in the streets. (A 
VOICE FROM Treascry BENCHES: Including refugees.) Yes, I do not ask 
you to exclude the refugees. You owe a duty by them by all means but 
you owe more duty to these people, the cultivators, a greater duty than 
you owe to the refugees who have come from East Bengal.

KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. Speaker, Sir, alter the achieve- 
ment of hidependeiiee from direct liritish rule and i)urtition of India and 
Bengal, the Muslim I^eague Parliamentary Party of West Bengal after 
a very careful consideration of the socio-pcditiiail context created by the 
attainment of such independence li(|uidated itself. Since then there was 
DO organised opposition in this Legislative Assembly. 

8ri 8U8IL KUMAR BANERilEE: On a point of order. An^ we here 
to discuss the statement of a certain honourable gentleman or to discuafl 
the Budget*^ 

Mf. SPEAKER: He has simply informed the House that they have 
fornied an opposition ami chosen a leader. 

ilftnab MDb KHUDA BUKH8H: Members of the Assembly who were 
unable to agree with the (jovernment Party without reservation occupied 
the Opposition benches as indei>eudent individuals. You, Sir, and the 
Hon’ble the Leader of the House on more than one occasion rtigretied the 
absence of h properly constituted Opposition. We were also fully consoiouM 
that a democratic Parliament could not function properly without a consti- 
tutional Opposition. We were under the impression that this Assembly 
.>yi)uld be diB.soIved after this Budg<*t session for a fresh elect iriu under the 
rtiw’ constitution, but from the utterances of some of the leaders of the 
Central (iovernment it now appears that a fresh election is not likely to 
come hefoie 1951.

Mokammad AIkIuI Halim, Jauab Abdul Wahid Sarkar and my humble self 
iir a meeting held at 8, Dhuriuiintolla Street, Calcutta, constituted oui^ 
selves into a party w'hich would henceforth be known as the Parliamentary 
(^poi lition Part3’ of West Bengal. The party accepted as its creed tke 
tki^ Tundcimentals of democracy, namely, eouality of man, socialistic 
economy and democratic polity axut has kept tne membership of the party 
to all members of this Assembly wno would agree with Hs creed.

We are hai)py to learn that there 
has been an Opposition now and we expect that the convention so long 
folio v\ed in making a statement on behalf of the Ojiposition w’ill be respected 
heiicelorw’urd and whenever the liCader ot the Opposition wants to make 
a stateimmi he would presumably consult the Leader of trie House and by 
agreement fix a time with the consent oi the Sjieaker and make a statement 

accordingly . 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, the ord inary convention of tlie House is that 
whenever a statement is to he made by the side ol the Opposition they 
have to give notice to the L<*ader of the Housi^ and anything that lias to 
be done lias to be done with consent. When 1 came here — 1 was lute — 1 
came to know that the Dejiuty Sjieaker was going to preside and he agreed 
to allow the statement to be made. At any rate this is a matter wliich is 
not of much consequence. There was no Opposition and no Ivcader ol the 
Opposition. They have now formed themselves into an Oiiposition and 
have now a licader. 

Ruling on the point of privilege raised by the Hon’ble the Judicial Minister 
on the 22nd March, 1949. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Beiore 1 take ui> the matter of the House 1 wisli to 
dispose of the point of onler wlneli the Hon hle Judicial Mini'^ter ])ut 
l>eiore me on the ‘Jlbnl instant. Since then I have considered the mutter 
furtlier and I am eoiifirmed in the opinion whi(*h 1 gave on that day. 

Firstly, ruh' 1‘.3 which was invoked ])y the Hon’ hie Judicial Minister 

relates to a jioiut ot debate and any such point lias to be taken at the time 

when the ileliate was going on. 

Secondly, I find that the expression “j)prsonal charge” wJiich is 

mentioned therein does not relate to a criticism or a charge levelled against 
a Minister in discharge of liis duties as a Minister. 1 also find corrobora- 
tion h> having reference to rules ‘Jti and 78 nt oiu- rules which lelate to 
questions and resolutions. They exjiressly state that in order that a 

question or a resolution may he ailmissihle it must not he asked as to the 
charaet(*r or condiiel oi any }H*rson except in his otfieial or public capacity, 
and a (luestion making or implying a cliarge ot a personal cliaracter may 
be disallowed. J'iiereiore, 1 have come to tliis conclusion that under rule 

a j)i‘rsonal cliarge which is not allowed must he a cliarge which is not 
in connection with anything done in his otfieial or public capacity^ i am 
also corroborated by a similar rule of the House of Commons. I need not 
refer to that in detail. I ivyi satisfied that so far as the question of personal 
charge is eoneerned it do«8 not relate to the charge against an official for 
an act done in his otfieial capacity. 

With regard to the question that the point be referred tcTthe Committee 
of Privileges wdiether a particular charge comes w'itliin the rules or not 
is a matter to be interpreted by the Speckker. It is not a matter in my 
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view which is ht or can be sent to tU^ Committee of Privilejtes. (Apnlauae* 
from Opposition benches.) AVhetlier a Minister has acted properly or 
improperly is not a question of privilege. Then^fore no question to refer 
any matter to the Committee of Privileges arises.

Sir, as soon as the piesent Ibni'lde Minister took charpc of the 
dejiart nient . jieojdi* of 3Ves( Henp-al (Uilei taiinal a \er\ hiph liojie that all 
the difficulties lepardinp the fish prolilein ot the pio\ince would be satis- 
iactoril\ solvtal by him beeaii^e he has poi .i spt‘(‘i;ij know ledpe about 
pisciculture and also fish trade. Hut, Sii, to the utter suijuise ot I'very- 
one it has been found tliat aftei lie look idiaipe of the deji.irt mi'iit , the 
jirice of fish has pone uji pr.iduallN and lias reached a stape when it has 
becMuiie ini jKissibli* foi a coiiiinoii man to po neai (lie iisli m.oket. Sir. an 
idi'a h.is de\elo]»ed in the mimi ol the people (hat the dejiarl meiit exisl.s 
more toi' the bioietit of (ladeis than the consumers. 

Sir, to a Henpali rice comes hist in the item oi food and m‘xt (omes 
fi>li. Ifut unfoi t unalel V fish lia*» become a r.iie (‘ommodi1\ and lias poni' 
he\ond the purcliasinp powei oi not to sjie.ik of (he common man - even 
the u])]>er middle classes, and (he\ find it ver\ hard to .sei\e fish e\(*n in a 
small (jUantitv foi e\ei\ nnoiibc? of liis faniil\ in their daily mmils. 

Sii. the Ilon’ble Minister ha*' asked (he sanction of the House of a very 
hip sinn, \ 1 / . Ifs, Sir. the House would not have piudped to 

sanction the amount pro\ided they coiihl see that somethinp lanpibb* is 
beinp’ doii(‘ in the shape of reductKUi of the liiph juice of fish. 

Sir. <*vei\ lionouiable mimilier in the House knows that a laipe jieicentiipe 
of (lie ju’ofit in the fisli trade poes to the middleman and unless this (‘ould 
be stopjied, howcNcr much the Hoirble Minister niipht draw u|i schemes, 
the\ would be of no aA.iil, so far as the reduction of juice ol (he fish is 
concerned. 

Sir, I am definitely of ojumon that if we want to reduce the jirire of 
fish, the middliMiien in the tiade must have to be eliminat(*d b> orpranisinp 
the trade on a co-ojierativi* basis. Sir, tlie exjieninent has fieen made in 
the Bidyadhari fisher\ and the result lias l>eeri wry pood. Sir, the urea 
beinp very small, the jiroduction is limited and as such it coub) not influcuco 
the price level very mucli but tlie condition ot the peniiine fishermen Jiiw 
definitely imiuoveiL Sir, I would request the Ministiu* in ciiarpe oi the 
(\)-oj)eratioji Dejiartment to invite the members ol the House to sliow' the 
achievement of his dejiartment. Sir, all the private fisheries must be 
acquired by the (jovernment. 

Sir. an enquiry was made }>y the Beiipai Retrenchment Committee in 
1924 about the Fisheries Department and J am (|UOtinp here the recommen- 
dation of the Committee, ‘‘\Ve accept the unanimous evidence received by 
U8 that this department as now constituted i.s witlioiif value and we 
recommend ‘its abolition”. 

Sir, time has again come in 1949 to examine evidencx^ whether the 
department should be allowed to function when it has not been able to 
give any definite proof of their activities by bringing down the price level. 
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Mr. Speaker, Sir, in view of your reraarks the other day not to mention 
about the cut niotionw which have not been moved as such, I shall refrain 
from doing so hut 1 shall only say this much that it is not the members 
of this side of the House only who are dissatisfied with the conditions 
prevailing in the Fisheries Department but the raenihers of the Government 
Benches nlso are equally dissatisfied about the manner in which the depart- 
ment is being conducted. 

Sir, witli these few words I commend my motion for the acceptance of 
tlie House.

i<43.^lndustries— Industries” and ”72— Capital Outlay on Industrie 

Development.” 

The Hon’ble Sri NALINI RANJAN BARKER: Sir, on the recommen 
dation of His Excellency the (lovernor, I beg to move that a sum o 
Rs. 88,07,000 be granted for expenditure under the heads “48— Industries— 
Industries” and “72 — CapUal Outlay on Industrial IX*velopmeiit’\ 

Sir, while moving the- grant, I am fully conscious that the e.stimate 
presented have nothing spectacular about them. They represent no clain 
that there remains nothiilig more to do in respect of our developmenta 
programme. In fact, let me confess that the estimates I have presentee 
represent only a few schemes which touch merely a fringe of the fiele 
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where BO much remuiuH to be done. Our estimates have been conditioned 
niai^y resources in money and personnel at our disposal and, us 

you know, the resources we command today either from our provincial 
sources or from Central grants or loans are far too inadequate for our 
reijuirements and problems which have grown so complex in the wake of 
the partition. There is again the time factor which sliould also be taken 
into account. Paper-schemes are nothing if not properly effected into 
concrete realities. This would naturally take time beeause we have so 
many bottlenecks as to HHUieN , materialN, technical skill and so many other 
things. Having taken all tln^se into eonsidoration, I ha\e thought it 
prudent to hasten slowly without trying the method ol hit-or-miss witli a 
number ot undertakings. 


Some ot the cut motion^ rtdate to th(‘ indu'^nial j»(dir> this (Jovern- 
meiit. In my statenumt to tin* lleiist' List year, I ontlined the inoad features 
ol what should he our industri.i! poliev iii the piovim-ial s]>here, and 
paitieular!\ our polie\ in it'g.iid t<> nationalisation. Siiiee that statement 
was made, we ha\(‘ liad tin* advant.i«.ie of a eleai enuueiation ot the 
industrial j)(die;\ li_\ tli(‘ ( io\ <*rnni(Mit (►! India in a lesolnlion passetl by the 
Dominion Jhirliament on the 7th April, llf4S. Tlie lesolution dtdineii the 
jcspeetive s]ih(‘Tes ot state and privati* entmprist* in the industrial htdil on 
the basis ot a division of all tiie industries under tour eati‘gories. 'I'he first 
ot tlu‘s<‘ eategori(‘s eom])iising sueh industiies as maiiul aet uii* ol arms and 
ammunition, jiroduetion and eoiitnd ot atomic energy and tin* ow nersliip 
and mamigeiyent ot rail\\a\ transport, etc., is to he a monopoK of the 
Ceiitnil (loveriimeni . Tin* second eategor\ eompiised such imlustrit*s us 
coal, iron and steel, aireratt maiiutaeture, shiji-building, manutaeture of 
telephones, telegra])hs, miiu'ral oils, the generation ot eli‘etrie jiower, etc. 
While the existing units of tlu‘se indiistru's should he left to private 
enterjirise as hitherto, Cmilial, I’rovineial .md Stall* (iovernnumls had been 
lett free to laumdi neu umh*i takings in this eategorx aeeordin^ as their 
r(‘*>ourees and ]»(‘euliar eomlitions permitted. Hut since jiroviiiei's are hard 
pi'i’ssed tor mom‘y even tor their vaiioiis .social veliun* schemes and the 
(’eiitral Ifovenimmit an* alone capable ot shouldering such huge burden, 
it is tlie Central Crovemment that iiave undertaken tin* task ol starting a 
few select industries of this kind. At the end oi a jieriod ot ten years 
during which (lovernnient would afford to the jiiivate unclertakings necessary 
facilities tor efficient working ami leasonable exfiaiision, the* whole jiositiou 
would he reviewed and it it is tlieii decided that the State should aciiuire 
any of the units ot jirivate (*nter])ris(*, due eornpensation will he paid on 
a fair and eipiitahle basis. The third and fourth categories winch for the 
sake of convciiiciu’c nia\ lie regarded as the residual field will geiu'rally be 
lett to privait* eiitei pi ise, hut the Slate may also progi <*ssi vel \ particijiate 
in this field where found m*ees,sai\. 

So tar as the provincial initiative is concerned in these industries, our 
efforts should necessarily he limited h\ our lack ot resoun'cs. If we are 
to undertake any of these industiu‘s. we .shall ha\e to Hnauce them by 
raising loans for which we sliall have to diqiemi mostly on the (Auitial 
Government in flu* pri‘vailnig conditions of the investnumt iiiarki*!. I’liis 
should not, Imwever, mean that wa* shall not make any effort to initiate any 
enterprise in this field. As tar as our resources ]>ermit, wa* shall strive 
to tievelop some of these iiulustries subject to the ovei-riding consideration 
that we are reasonably a.ssured, alter proper examination, of their efiif‘i(‘nt 
running in the best interest of llte jiroviiiee. 

We should, therefore, pioceeil very cautiously in all siudi uuderf akiiigs, 
for we must consider that as a resjamsible goveriiineiii, we are the cusbxliami 
of public money in trust. We must not fritter away our resouries on any 
grounds of transitorj' enthusiasm or catch-phrases. 
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In respect of the second category of industries, new undertakings may, 
of course, be sponsored by a Provincial Government with the approval oi 
the Government of India, but the possibilities of provincial action in this 
regard would naturally be limited by lack of financial resources and 
trained personnel. As I have already stated, the industries comprised in 
this sector, such as coal, iron and steel, generation of electrical power, etc., 
involve heavy initial capital expenditure and the Central Government has 
already decided to undertake certain units on their own account. In this 
field, we have already decided wath the approval of the (Vntral Government 
to undertake an electrification scheme for North Calcutta areas. A few 
other schemes of electrification are also now engaging our attention. In 
the remaining j)art of the residual field which comprise the vast range of 
private 4*nter})rise, consisting of many big-scale industries, this Govern- 
ment an* rendering, whenever necessary, every help and assistance and the 
extent and variety of smdi help are everyday increasing. Then there ait 
Kinall-scale and cottage industries which jiarticularly d<‘])end upon the 
Provincial (iovernment lV)r their gi*owth and development. 

The role of the Provincial Government is thus more or less clearly 
defined. It should he clear trom what 1 havi‘ saitl that without taking 
risks h(‘yontl our means, we may als(» do somctliing material tor tlie orderls 
development td onr industri(‘s, including some majoi' t)nes, hy useful 
collalioration with the (k'utral ( )rov<‘rnment in the implementation of tlieii 
industrial polic\. 

We shall ht* rt*ady to co-opeiatc with the (ioveirimeiit ot India or with 
authorities like the Damodar Valley Autlioril> tor establishing industries' 
W'itliin the geograjihical limits ol the province. We shall also he jirepared 
to partici])ale in all-India enterprises sponsored hy the (\*ntral Government 
in eases W'here considerations ot available scope and utility to the jiroviiicc 
call for siudi participation. Our jiarticipatioii in the Sindri Project is a 
case in point. All sucdi cases must, bow(*vcr, la* judg(*d on th(‘ir merit.'' 
and in accordance wdtb the broad policy that wc lay dow’ii for ourselves. 
The Provincial Government should also be ready to collaborate with tht 
Centre in useful investigations regarding the deM‘lo])inent oi imjiortant ke\ 
industries in West Pcngal. We have alread.\ done so in the cast' oi dye- 
stuffs and sMithelic drug imhistries, iron and ste(*l industry. ship-])uildin^ 
and heavy electrical machinerx iudustr}. In the first case, as you w'ilj 
rememlu*!', we have participat(‘d in a j<unt investigation with the Imlia 
Government, the Itihar (iovernment and the Damodar Valle.v Authority. 
In tin* oth(*r two cases, we have undertaken cm|Uiries at the instance oi 
the India Government. 1 shall refer pre.sently to the results of these 
en(|uirics. 

1 may, however, jioint out in this connection that the (|uestion of under- 
taking largt'-scalc industries on our account --hould he considered w'ith 
reference to the real sco]k* available to the province at the present stage of 
development. Uji till toda\, whatever industrial development has taker 
place in the country and in the province, has mainly been the achievement 
of \)rivate enterprise. India stands todiiy very liigh in the list of the 
iudustrializ(*d countries of the world, and West Hengal figures prominent 
in the all-India jdeture. A\ <*st Heiigal's total industrial labour exceeds 
10 lakhs against Ponihay’s 7 lakhs and all-India’s .‘13 lakhs or so. In 
certain s])ecific industries, West Bengurs position is also predominant. In 
jute, West Bengal’s production is !P) per cent, of India’s total, in paper 50 
per cent., in glass 40 [>er cent., in paints and varnishes .'>0 per cent., in 
potteries 00 per cent., in belting 100 per cent., in iron and steel 30 pei 
cent., in hosiery 80 per cent, in enamel wares 50 per cent., and in tea 
28 per cent. In miscellai^ous engineering industries, again, Ben^aPt 
workers form 51 per cent.,* of the all-India total. This is no mean achieve- 
ment to the credit of private enterprise, although there remains much more 
to be achieved in other lines and most of these industries have many 
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bottleaecks and handicaps in the way of their stabilization aiKl expansion. 
As the industrial policy of the Government of India have now crystallised 
and as they have clearly indicated their readineSvS to extend all reasonable 
help and assistance to private enterprise for their development and expan- 
sion. I have no doubt that private enterprise of this province will take 
the fullest opportunity of this favourable atmosphere and play their part 
with courage and faith in the industrial development of this province. 

The Government of AVest Bengal. 1 may state, is not in as great need 
as some other Provincial (jovernments to rush into undertaking big scale 
industries. They are called ujani rather to render all possible assistance 
to the existing and new industries which private enterjuase has started or 
may start, in such matters as importation oi maehim‘r\ and plants. supt>ly 
of raw materials, sui>ply of huihling materials, coal and ]>over. advocacy 
of ])rotective tariil‘ where necessary, land at‘(|Uisition. etc. In fact, the 
Department of Industries has been rendering such assistama* as far as it 
can to man\‘ large-s(‘ah‘ industries of the province. 

While on this (juevtion oi deveh»ping large->eale industries, I must 
reiteratt' the fac't that cannot afford to eieatt* 1io|h*s ^\hich we know to 
he d<»onied to <lis.i])pointment bt'cause oi our seveiel\ limited means. But 
we shouhl at the same time Ik* pii'paretl to risk some (‘\pt*mlit lire tor 
preliminaiy invest ij^. it ions into the possihilitit's id desirable industries so 
that on the results of such enijuiru's, either jinvate or (lovernment enterprise 
can be started witii reason. ibU* chances oi (‘ommmi'ial succi’ss. lake the 
case (d Joint lhuiuir\ u'garding d\e-stufV and sxntludic drug industries. 
Two German exjierts wen* brought out lor the jmrpose at tlu* instance of 
the Bihar Goveinnumt and we agretal to share oti per emit, oi the cost. 
AVe also appointed two technical oHicers to (*(dlaborati‘ with thi‘ German 
exjierts who have recmitly iurnished a prelim inar\ repojt. Fiom the rejiort 
it ap]i(*ars that without furtliei in vest igat ion on a big scah\ it would not 
be possible to know finally whethei sucli indust iii*s can at all be established 
in India. A turthei formidable handicap in the w’a^ is that tin* inter- 
mediates id' these industries are not yet produced in the counti.N. The 

successiul develojumMit oi these majoi chmnieal industries can take jilace 
only on an integrated basis conditioned by the prior establishment oi a 
numher oi hasie imlnslTies Besidt‘s, the cost oi the sehenit's will he too 
heavy for the means rd a Provincial (io\ernment. Despiti* this position, 
we agreed to participate in the joint en(|iiiry as it was ieli that the 
exjdoration oi the ])otentialiti(*s of these inmistries and their evmitual 
develo])ment might lie of great eeonomie advantage to the jiroviiUH*. Bike- 
wise, we apjiointed a Sjieeial Ofiieer (Iron and Stetd ) to ])n’])are a detailed 
ca.se for the location (d a large-seah* iron and steed works in Wh'st Bengal 
under the (iovernment of India ]dan ior «*\paiidiiig iron and sti*el industry 
in this eountiy. A detailed and. I think, a <*on vineiiig ease has been made 
out and suhiiiitted to India (tovernmcnt . As tar as I know, no di*eision on 
the ejiiestion has \'et lieen leaehed. luit in ease the (foveunmenl oi India 
decides to locale’ it at tlie site .suggesteil f>y us, vi/.., at Dnrgapore near 

Asansol, in view* of its <lecidt*d ecommiic ami technical advantages, it will 

not only help to proimde the evpan.sion <d a basic imlustry but also the 
creation oi considerable eeonomie »>p|>orlunilies lor the people of the 
country. There was another (^mjiiiry instituted by us for the establishment 
of a lieayv electrical machinery in<luHfry. Gur departmental .specialists 
prepared a case for location ot the indu.stry in West Bengal and collaborated 
in the enquiry instituted by the American Experts aiqiointed by the India 
Government for the jmrpo.se. 

As regards the establishment of a ship-building yard, this Government 
have suggesteil to the Government of India fou»’ alternative sites on the 
bank of the Hooghly in consultation with the authorities of the (hihuitta 
Port Tru.st. These sites were recommended after considering their suit- 
ability from the point of view’ of navigability of waterways, soil formation 
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of the river Hooghly, transport facility and availability of labour. Detailed 
reports have been forwarded to the Government of India and are now under 
their consideration. But I would request the House in this connection 
not to allow their enthusiasm for a ship-building yard to get the better of 
their practical wisdom. Only in this morning’s paper it is reported that 
the Scindias who are the pioneers in this country in every thing connected 
with shipping and whose achievements in the line, in the face of stupendous 
odds, have greatly retlect(Ml to the credit of Indian enterprise, have express- 
ed their inaliility to proceed mth their A^'izag project on grounds of 

uneconomic production. If this should be the exptTience of the acknowledged 
experts in the line, the House would surely expect the Government to 
pnicrcd (;autiously in such a vast undertaking. 

d'liesc instances should make it (dear that we are ready to explore all 
uvcn'!(‘s oi dev(dofnn(‘nt of large-scale industries within the pihrvince. We 
liave not of couis(‘ foiimilated definite scheimvs ot develojriug large-scale 
industries as our budget estimates would reveal, hut to one jiiovision 1 
should jiaTticularly inxile \onr allentnm, viz., the ‘-(dienie toi’ develojrment 
of the salt industry. A provision of Ks. 2 lakhs may not convey an 

ade(juuh‘ idea of what we (hdinitely want to do in order to d(‘velo}) the salt 
industi-\ in our stui-coasts whi(di offer convincing pros])ects of develojuuent 
according to (*\p(*rt in vest igat ion.s. The (hmt.ii sto hoard has Ixmui surv(*yed 
and thr'er^ ladts covering ajrpr'oxirnatrdy H.tlOtl acres have been selt*cted for 
tin* development ol tin* ir»(]nstr^ on a large-scah* factor\ ha'^is as also on 
a medium size and c-ottagi‘ industry Irasis. (’(otain areas will he earmarked 
for small-scale units and existing medium-sized units t(t increase juoduction 
of salt, whih’ otli(*r ui'cnrs vvill he devtdoped on a large-scale laytoiy basis 
by tlu‘ ag(‘ncv (d‘ an Industrial (’orpoiatioii pi' 0 ]) 0 sed to he set up in 

collaboration with the India (iovcrnmcnt. For inttuiding private enterprise, 

all possible help would also h(‘ rrmdertul h> the (iovernment. A stdreme of 
financial assistance to soitn* of the (‘xisting salt (‘onceiiis is now being 
wurrked out. If these s(diemes materialise according to the programme we 
have in vi(‘W' West Bengal will h(‘ seli-sirthcimit in resjrect of salt and will 
even he in a position to supply enough suit for industrial utilisation. 

But as large-scale indirstri(‘s ar*(‘ generally w'el 1-orgarrised and (*an Indji 
theniHelves, our main ('oueerri should he tor tin' devtdojonent of cottage and 
small-scale irrdustries. They are itr most cases irnorganrsed and suffer' Iroin 
many ditherrlties and handioajrs r-idatrng mainly to raw mattM'ials, finance, 
marketing and production tec^hintjue. In order to assist the artisans id 
solving tludi' pi’ohlerns tire (Iovernment pi'opose to devott* their resources in 
money and treisonnel, s(» that the ])opu]ation in the countryside ma> earn 
moi’e and impi'ove their standard ol living. The dtmsiiy ot jropulation in 
W('st Bengal is the highest in India and agricultun' cannot supjrort the 
entire po[mlatioii. In order to lessen this ])i(‘ssiir(‘ on land, subsidiary 
oceupntions must he r!'»*ated lor the jreojrle ami this ran he dorn* by the 
impmvenn’iit of existing cottage and sinali-seale industries and the develop- 
ment of new t,\ pes ol eotlagt* industrir's and by ahsorhing the surjdus thus 
left ov(*r in largi’-seah* industries. This (d>jective has Ireeu in the fbrefront 
of the l)e])uitinent ot Industries. * 

This brings me to one jiartiiMilar asp(‘ct of the pr-ohlein to wdiieh 1 would 
invite the attention ot the House. Although industrially West Bengal 
occupies a very [iromimuil positron, tht' children ot the soil havt* not 
henefitt'd c(unmensuratel> h\ her advaueed industrial progress. The hulk 
of the industrial labour in tliis province still comes from outside the 
pi'ovinee. What with ph\sieal lassitude and what with a ialse sense of 
the indignity of lahour, the pe(»ple of this joovinee ha\e not taken full 
advantage of the opptirlunftx' ot em}doymeut that these industries offer. 
Unless this attitude and oullook can he ehanged there can be no improve- 
ment in their standard of living. While 1 say this, it is far from my mind 
and farther from my intention to strike a parochial note of provincialism, 
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but I make mention of this only to emphasise that all our aftorts for 
industrial advancement of this province can be of little use to the people 
of this province, unless they are prepared to take full advantage of them. 
It is for the leaders of this province to inculcate this in the minds of the 
people and try to change their outlook. 

The problem of industrial finance also has engaged attention of the 

Government as a matter of vital concern to the develoj>meut of new 
industries and consolidation ol the existing ones, where necessary. So far 
as the bigger industries are conceriuMl the (ioverninent t»f Imlia havt' already 
established a Finance (’orporation and this is expectetl to provide ^uhstantial 
facilities. The (jue,stioii lor establislmuMU ot a Iboxincial Forpoi at ion also 
came up for coiisidoratioii with a view to extending similar houehts to the 
medium-sized and >mall ami thu> .suppltMiuMit the servuaw t>i (he 

Indian ( 'nrjiorat ion in tin* jirovnn ial s]>lii‘ie. Hut the mailer liad to la.* ke}»t 
in aheyanee owing to the pit‘vailing de|H(‘>.st‘d eomlitioiis ot tlu' investimuit 
iiiarkt*!. Howevto-, till tlu* •^ltuatl(m impioves (Joveinnumt propose to 
liberaliM* to whatever exltmt jmssibh* tin* j)io\isions lelatin^ to credit 
facilities a\ailal)le under tlu* Stale Aid to Industriex Aet bs suitable 

aiiu^ndments. 

As the House is awaie, soverul solu‘in<‘s tnr tlu* development of 
industties like silk, handmade paper, giir. khadi and handloom weaving 
W’eie s1art(‘(i last year and this \ear also tiiev are being continiieil an an 

expand<*d or reorganised basis. In this, bowevei', the eomniereial result 

atdiieved is not so inneh looktnl bn u aid to as the heiietit oi training made 
available to the trainee's, so that alter the eomiiletion ot tlu* liuining, they 
may spread over in the coundyside and make tin* best use ol theii training. 
In addition to tlu’se. schemes relating to such industries as brass ami hell- 
metal, pe*arl button, horn industry, sornniltun*, lae, etc., have bet‘n framed 
on the basis of (]<‘(ailed siiiwexs and art* under (‘oiisideration with a vit*w' 
to their implementation. Hesulus, the department has bet'ii iully awake 
to tlie needs ol tlu* small industries in such matters as sujijily of raw 
material, coal, kerosene oil, technical guidance, ])ow<‘i supply, export 
facilities, etc., and has promjitls attmuled to all apidicatioiis lor assistance. 
Tliese are the lines in which the l>irt‘(*t orate oi Industries is assisting 
coltagt* and small-scale industnes and it may 1m* ol interest to honourable 
members to knov\ that a sjiecial inanch is being created uiuler tin* ilepart- 
merit to de\ote exclusive and specialised attention to the ]>rohh‘ms uud 
reejuirements ol these industries

Wo have 
not .\ot hot'll aide to piovidt* disoaso-lroo cocoons and wt* liaAo not hiu'u alilo 
to start lar7*or mimhoi (d c«*ntrcs tor roaiin^ cocoons, with the rt’siiH- tlial 
thoupi’h those small industiios hero and tht*rc used to thrivi* fiom private 
entorjiriso, hut duo to the lack tif State omauira^^omont and aid art* now 
lauf^^iiishing. 

Then, again, owing to competition in tin* market, specially with cheap 
production in (’hiua and Jajian, our silk is not gitting a good maikot. It 
is time that (rovernnu'iit did realise the n(*(*d lor giving mon* and more 
encouragement in the shajK* of lietfer and more (liseaso-freo cocoouh 
and protected thhi industry ot ours in free Bengal from unfair ('omp(*f it ion or ^ 
any other restrictions or limitations that might have heeii imposed on it in 
the pust. It is time that the (iovernment of West Bengal realised tho 
importance of this silk industry in my own district and took necessary 
steps for its improvement both in quality and quantity. 

Secondly, I would refer to sugarcane induatry in mv district. Sir, 
there two mills — two big sugar mills whose estimated production is 
about 25(K000 maunds every year and the value of this proauction would 
be aWut^^. 62,50,000 at the rate of Ks. 25 per maund. Somehow or 
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other the mill at Beldanga has closed down. Owing to some mismanage- 
ment and bungling it has met this fate. There is only one other sugar 
^ill at Ramnagar near about Plassey. ' But though the sugar mill at 
Beldanga has closed down the land is there, the machinery is there and 
everything is tliere at Beldanga. If the (iovernment only realise the 
importance of tliis industry, take it over and provide every facility for it, it 
has a bright future. 

Then about silk industry, in my own subdivision — the subdivision of 
Jangipur that I represent in this Assembly. Owing to depredations carried 
on in the countryside by the goal as specially, fields have been destroyed 
and the standing crop too has been destroyed, and wdiat is more, the “kul’’ 
trees which rear up cocoons have been destroyed, with the result 
that silk cultivation has received a terrible set-back. I would therefore 
appeal to tlie Hon’ hie the Finance Minister who is very anxious to encourage 
small-scale cottage industries in the province, to come forward to their aid 
at this juncture. 

1 will now mention one more industrv which, owing to some sort of 
intervention from interested quarters, is not receiving the encouragement 
which it deserves. I mean the bucket industrv ot (ailcutta and llowTah, 
which is one of the main industries of the jnovince. A huge sum of money 
is invested in this industry every year. The outturn ot this enterprise is 
also huge and has a g(»od luarkid, throughout India and outside. 
Unfortunately, how'ever, this industry ha.s suffcored in the past and there 
wmII bo no mid of troubles unless it is well protecttsl, its inteiest safeguarded 
and it is tull\ developed on all points such as procurement of chea]) and 
sufiicimit (juantities ot raw' matei'ials, with an e_N<* to good and satisfactory 
production, (^\p(‘it supi*rvision and b(‘lter oiganisation toi' sale. It is a 
])itv that the (ioviMiiment lone not been so eaicful as to look to tin* leal 
needs (d the industi ialist and jierhajis ( ioMTiiimmt will not dmiy that they 
iiavi' no projicr knowledgi* ol hncket and other such industries, noi have 
thev an> propm statistics at their <lisj)osal. 

Sir, facts and figurtvs will give \ou an idea about the im])oitaiice of this 
indusliN. 'I'ln* historx of the imluslix will that it is an old industry 

of the land, d’his indiistr\ was first started alaiiit ‘Jd years ago and at 
present it has become one ot th(‘ most popiilai indusiru's ot the counlr\ . 

In the year lH44-4b when iron and steel cont nd was in operation, an 
Association under the name of Bengal W’orkshoj) Owiims' Association 
unde? took the task of loidving tu the interest ot the industn with 4o 
members only on it. ITilortiin.itidy , howevei, it wa.s ultimately found 
that the main (dijcct ot tht‘ executive* ot this Association w'as to secure 
quotas id iron and steid irom the (Jo\ernment. In the > ear l!i4(i when iron 
and steel was temporarily dei'ont rolled, the e\ecuti\e in a general meeting 
of till* Association managed to wind uj? the whole show. In the ;sear 1947 
when iron and sftnd was .igain controlled, one Association under the name 
of Bueket Manufueturers’ As.soeiati(»n came into existence with (it) members 
thereof and in the year UMi another Association under the name of the 
Bucket Manufacturers' As.soeiation ot India was iormed with a number of 
members and in the same \ear. through the interference of the Hon’hle 
Minister in charge of the ( ivil Siijiplies Dejiartment, a Federation came int(> 
existence wdtli Sri Sukiimar l>utt as Chairman with the main oliject (d‘ 
seeing that procurement of iron and steel could he carried on and wdth no 
other aims whatsiH'ver for betterment of the industry itself. In the year , 
1948 another As.soeiation under the name of West Bengal Bucket Manu- 
facturers’ Association came into being with about 40 members thereof to 
share the quota of Iron and ^teel. 

The most unfortunate stitte of things is this that the Government have 
never cared to see w’hether these Associations under the I ederation.minaintain 
a genuine list of ineiuber-fimis and I am almost certain that at l<i^t 50 per 

oent. of the member-firms show^n in the list of these Associations aie bn^us. 

^ % 
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Several hotia fide bucket fabricators, who were members of the old 
Association under the name of Bengal Workshop Owners’ Association, have 
refused to become members of any of^lhese three Associations. They are 
perhaps aware of the fact that these Associations, with so many bogus 
member-firms, are being run with a qii^tioiiuble motive of procuring all 
sorts of iron and steel from the Provincial Authority and sending them 
ultimately to the black market. If the Government are good enough to 
enquire into the inner working of these Associations and the federation ' 
with a genuine motive to improve the condition of the Industry, it is then 
and then only that some good results may accrue. 

The Hon’ble Minister-in-charge of Industry should also please note that 
due to maldistribution of raw materials, black marketing is going on in 
full swing. Genuine and ixnui fide fabricators are not ]>rovi(le»l with raw 
materials and the result is that they have lu*en compclh'd to go to bogies 
firms who are getting jiermits throng'll A.ss<M‘iat ions, 1 would a]>pea] to 
Government that in the interest of the lnilusti'\ itself. Government, 
partieularlv the Ilon'hlt* Minister of Imlus1i\. sliouM not alhnv these 
things to go on aiis further, sptn'iallN when thi*\ hampm industrial growth. 

I will further ai>]a‘al to the lloirble Ministm to look into the whole affair 
with a view’ to ascertain as to how distiibut ion of r.iw matioials is being 
made lor industrial purposes. 

The most unfortunate stalt‘ of things is this, that tbivse Associations 
through the federation have managt‘d to secure sanction of proeiiring raw 
maWrials, depriving many fuma ftdt manuiait uiei s ot their legitimate 
shares. The ( ioviuniiMMit have laid down the policy that no non-mmiiburs 
of till* Associations would gel an\ quota direct and the icsult is that luigus 
firms oi the Association an* gcltnig- advantage ol sending all iron and steel 
to th»4 IdacK-inarket ln‘(\uist> ul the nigeiit th’inaiid oi the l>onif fidr manu- 
laeturei's. 

'riieic ale mdustiics m ('alciitta and IlovNtah which require usable scrajis, 
(b'lcct 1 V(‘s, cuttings and ciitdowns and th<‘y could be well managed and 
niamtaincd b,\ the abovi- catcguiy of iron and steel. 

ib'evioiisly the ai rang'eiiient was suih that the Tatas used to supjilv all 
till* rei|Uisitc‘ l)Uek(‘t parts to tlie fabiicators. During the last Wai tie* 'I'alas 
began to suppl\ cuttings and eutdowns and othei scraps to the buckets 
and trunks manuf act urci s and the I’rovincial ( ro\ crniucnt never intcrfi'ied 
with tliis, although non and steel control was in foiee. with fhe result tliat 
thesr indiisines could jiunIiow pull on. But the (io\eniiuent iniposed 
eonti’ol on tlieso deb*cti\es and scraps, putting theiebs the industrialist to 
manifold difficulties. The I*ro\ineial Authority has ever sme4* declared that 
the stock position ol iron and st»*el being- ver\ l>ad, (Ih*> cannot jirovide 
aii> labrii'ators witli sufficient quantities of raw materials. Ibeviously the 
cottage industries ot the land were Iwing managed with the help of the 
scraps supjilied liy Tatas, but suddenly the Government elianged their policy 
and imjiosed control oAcr serajis and cuttings with the lesult that the 
industrialists are suffering much for shortage oi raw materials, thi* distri- 
bution of the Government being always uiisaf isfactory and uiihUeeessful. 

I would request the Government to .so arrange that Tatas should supply 
scraps and defectives to the apjiroveil fabricators as jier list maintained in 
Tata’s office and the Provincial Authority should supply full sheet re(|uire- 
ments and the fabricators w’ill .send their returns to the Government and 
will b«^ responsible for both Government supjdy ami supplier made by 
Tatas. Supplies made by Tatas direct will minimise the jiresent rates for 
ficraps and bona fide fabricators will not suffer as hitherto and tliis is sure 
to result in cheap productions as well.

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Jinab 8YED BADRUDOUJA: As I was submitting the other dav 
these two items — cut motions — direc^y came under the Civil Supplie; 
Department. I had not your permission to move these cut motions whei 
the Civil Supplies budget was i»eing discussed. Naturally, I want to shov 
that thepfi is a link between this •policy that has been pursued in anothe 
department wbic;h hampers the growth of the bucket industry in the province 
and the subjecl -matter of the present discussion. I will link them up a 
far as possible. I will only Aftubmit to the Hon’ble Minister for hi 
consifleration 

Mr. SPEAKER: The difficulty is us I have already stated, the dis 
cussion must be such that the Minister in charge of the particular deinam 
should Ik* in a [) 08 ition to reply. You cannot ask another Minister to reph 
to any n‘marks that you make in connection with matters which ought t< 
have been raised when the demand for Civil Supjdies was being discussed 
What 1 would suggest to you is this. You can incidentally refer to thi 
but in such a way that it does not necessitate another Minister to reply ti 
your arguments. 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: 1 will not refer to that. All tha 
I want to submit tli rough you to the Hon’ble Minister is that he wil 
kindly cfuisider how this control over these things is hampering the growtl 
of the bucket industry in this jirovince. I would ajipeal to him to look int^ 
the inner workings so that he might in iuture to a great extent correct th( 
policy of the (ioverninent. 

May I submit further that the bucket and trunk industry can also bi 
run to a preat extent if ’J'atas alone arc* empowerc*d to supply tin 
industrialists wdth sera])s direct and in this wa> tull sheets raw mati‘rifll: 
may Ik* saved and utilised lor other more us(‘t\il ])urposes. or, m the “alter 
native, it (ioveniment sup|d\ the (‘iitin* (ju.intiU ol eultings and eutilowui: 
to llu* laln'icator.s oi huek(*ts and trunks with an .iini to save inll sheets am 
other good ijnalit\ iron and steel insti^ad ol allowing tliem to he inisuse( 
hy w'ay oi disl rilmt ing them through (•(‘il.iin Associations. 

All that I want to submit, Sii , i.s that the Asso(*i,itions M*terretl ti 
alioM*. having st‘enred saiK'tion ot inono])oly oi law mateiials, havi 
]»raetieall> shut out otiu'r genuim* indusl lialists iioni theii h*gitimat( 
shares and ( lovt'ininent have praetieall\ shiH(‘(l tht*ir responsibility to tin 
Associations who are only out to ntihs<‘ ( bn ei iiment s ignoran(*e o 
industiial afl’aiis. 'I'his I would leijin'st tin* Hon'hh* Ministei to make i 
special note ot. 

I w'ill not go any tint her. I shall he very brief. Further regarding 
the policy of the Covernmeut that no non inemhers shf)uld gt't any quoti 
of iron and steel for manuhutnre o\ buckets 1 would tinly appeal to th< 
Ilon'bb* Minist(*r of Industry to make thorough investigation through ai 
iiiqiartial body into the inner woi kings ot the Associations as well as o 
the Federation. I would add further that (b)vernmeut should kindli 
Hpjioint a (\iminittt*e to eiujuire into the individual firms for ascertaining 
the servii‘es of the Assoeialions, tlistnbution of (piotas, usefulness of rav 
materials released to them, etc., and then it wdll be quite clear as to hov 
these Associations, in the mime of doing justice to the industry, hav< 
become harmful, since raw materials obtained through the Associations g( 
to bogus firms and ultimately to the black-market. And it is ouly for thii 
reason that tlie Associations sought to iuonopoli.se all raw materials *f or thi 
bucket industrv and as the Association.s up till now could not do anything 
useful, I would ask the Gm^^iinent to change their policy and to see tha 
no industrialist suffers at" their hands. - 

Then. Sir, as I have said, this industry of buckets has a Ter>' grea 
future, if organised properly. For lack of proper organisatial^ producer 
have to sell meir products at the rates given py the b&sal* parties 
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dominate the manufacturers and tt^at ^ at a discount of Rs. 3-10 per o^t. 
Some of the member-firms of the Associations referred to above having shops 
in the basar are escaping at present this difficulty, while others are suffering 
the most. 

This industry will give a net income, of at least 3 crores of rupees- to 
the country. There are as many lus two hundred bucket factories of various 
capacities in Calcutta and each factory is capable t>f producing 50 dosen 
buckets normally per day. This means that working on the basis of 
25 days in a month, the production will be about 30 lakh dozens per year, 
the value of which will be about Rs. (> crores. I would, therefore, appeal to 
Government to see that facilities 

(At this stage the red light was lit.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your time is up. 

danab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Three minutes. Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have allowed you 10 minutes. 

danab SYED BADRUDDUJA: Not more that three minutes, Sir. I 
would ultimately suggest that it will be possible only when the Government 
will come forward with a genuine urge to look after all the industrial 
possibilities of the country and appoint a syndicate. This syndicate must 
have the fullest power to secure all raw materials including iron and steel 
direct from producers. This syndicate will also be authorised to compel 
the bucket fabricators to sell all their productions through the syndicate 
which should be compulsory and the syndicate will distribute buckets to 
the retailers hnd wholesalers of tlie market according to their merit. This 
. syndicate will also arrange tor sale of buckets outside India against export 
licenses. This syndicate will control and supervise factories for good 
production. Factories in their turn will fix a fair price of buckets to 
manufacturers and then ])urchase all the buckets lor distribution to 
customers. This syndicate will also .see that no individual firm suffers for 
delaj'^ed payment of their bills and so on and so forth. “ 

So, I would appeal to Government to see that a syndicate is established 
at once. The syndicate w ill surely be able to minimize the prices of buckets 
which will be beneficial to the interest of the ultimate consumers. 

Sir, with these words I would commend my cut motion to the acceptance 
of the House.

Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order, .lanali Sa^eed Mia, \oiir time is up and 
you will jileasc resume unir seat, ami I cannot allow any more time.

Therefore I would recpiest honourahh* members to sei^ 
that the diflerent dehates on the diflerent items of Demand for (irant are 
cut as short as possible and tliat they would confine their remarks to those 
that are absolutely necessary and only to important heads. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I do not like to 
inflict a speech on this grand Assembly hut I shall only s[)eak to the point 
and not more than what is absolutely necessary. 

Sir, in mv speech during the general discussion of the Budget for the 
year 1948 I said that indejiendence is only a means to an end and though 
our Hon'hle Finance Minister said that he is breathing tlie air of freedom 
he ultimately had to admit that Independence i.s only a means to an end 
and he spoke in reply to mv observations in the following words. “Freedom 
after all i.s an abstract conception, a moans to an end; its material manifesta- 
tion depends on the- toil and earnestness ol those who are freo.“ This is 
the reply wdjich was given and I say that is a candid reply. 

Then, Sir, this year he has .said what is the duty of the (iovernment* 
He said, “It is the duty of the (iovernment . While it is the duty of 
Government to set the ladder and indicate the steps, where necessary, the 
puldic should be left alone, as far as possible, to take the initiaGve and 
develop a po.sitive bent of mind. Even the most' well-set ladder cannot 
make an ascent easier unless one know’s how to mount it by his owm effort. 
Law is aft; aid and a corrective, but it should not be meant to become the 
rule of life. The best asset of any Government in any ^untry is a self- 
instructed public, which can take a positive view of (kings and take a 
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rational attitude towards nati^l prob^pie”. I thoroughly agree with 
these observations of our leamed^inance Minister. He is a leader and it 
has been admitted by him that w?are so many illiterates, we are so mnay 

E overty-stricken people, we are so many dumb driven cattle. This is what 
e has admitted in the speech. Now as Leader of the Nation, as the leader 
of West Bengal what right he has to exercise that right of leadership 
unless he can organise the people, unless he can organise co-operative 
societies, unless he can organhie and make the people fit for livmg- an 
independent life and that is the duty which has been cast upon him, not 
only upon him, my Hon’ble Finance Minister, but also on our other leaders, 
Dr. Hoy and the other leaders who are adorning the Treasury Benches. 

Sir, I ask of them an explanation as to what they have done. fo teach 
the i)e()plei' The best thing that should be done by them will be apparent 
if we take lessons from the economic history of France, Gennany, Belgium, 
Holland, England and other countries which have grown by a perfect 
system — by co-operative system. Sir, I ask him what he has done to 
organise the people into a co-operative society and raise the standard oi 
the people. What can be done I shall presently show. 1 shall read from 
Wolfe’s “Co-operation”. It says “We in England have remained 
strangely backward in this matter — to our loss. “Strangely” one may 
well say, in view not only of the mass of foreign evidence accumulating 
during forty or fifty years, as if for our special benefit, telling only one 
tale; but also of the truly magnificent success of industrial co-operation in 
which, as erst in Agriculture, we lead the world by a long way. The 
figures recording such success appear to foreigners almost incredible. 
Surely to our eyes they ought to have demonstrated the remarkable potency 
of the principle of Co-operation ! Our millions of men — mostly working 
men— building up out of their few shillings originally saved from labour, 
by their mere circumscribed custom institutions which rank as the largest 
traders in the kingdom, cheapening goods, improving their quality, making 
trade honest so far as their power reacdies, and greatly raising the educationa!, 
intellectual and business status of their class — all this should have taught 
us a lesson which no one would have thought, our agricultural classes, 
always complaining of hard times, would have been quick to take to heart 
Nothing of the kind.” 

Now’, Sir, you have heard one of the greatest authorities on 
“Co-operation”. The gentleman who made this observation is Mr. Wolte. 
the Chairman of the International Co-operative Alliance of Europe and 
. America and the Chief Executive Member of the Organisation of Agri- 
culture in England, your masters. Sir. Sir, I w’ould appeal to our leader-^ 
over there whom I recognise as our leaders just now, ])ecau8e after the 
dissolution of the Muslim League we have adopted the Congress leaders 
as our leaders. (A voick: Why not join tlie Congress.^) If it will dr 
good to the country, I shall join them some day. As I have already said 
Sir, you have admitted that tlie people are like dumb driven cattle. There- 
fore it is up to you to organise these people, to teach these people, tc 
instruct these people as vou have said in your speech, so that your countr% 
may be great, your people may be great, so that you can raise the standard 
of living of the people and such and such thing as regards co-operation. 

Sir, as regards co-operation I should say that you need not fight against 
communism and socialism. You may say, “Oh, we do not care foi 
communism : it destroys the root of society : socialism diastroys the root 
of society”. But if you wdll kindly go through the literature relating U 
co-operation you will fin^ that co-operation is the antipode of socialism am 
that it is a buffer between communism and capitalism. So if you realm's 
want the good of the country and if you want to drive out communism anc 
the so-called socialism from the country, your duty will be to tivganise tb« 
entire people in co-operation and form successful co-operative societies a; 
.Ike damned Germans did 
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Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: On #a point of order, Sir. Tho 
honouraWe member referred to • nation fh a derogatory term which you 
have heard, and if you have not heard it, I will spell it. I want to know 
if that ia parliam^tary. 

Janali MUDA88IR H088AIN: It is parliamentary, Sir, because we 
have often heard it said that the Germans are criminals. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I do not think you are entitled to use that word ia 
connection with a nation. 

Janab*MUDA88AIR: V ery well ; I how to your ruling. 

aanai^ MD« KHUDA BUKH8H: Withdraw. 

ilanab MUDA88IR H088AIN: No, I shall not because there is no 
German in this House. Are you a (lerman!'^ I won't withdraw. 

Sir, my prayer through you to our leaders is to organise the people and 
form co-o[)erative societies with them and so help them on to the road of ^ 
financial prosperity. It is then only that you will he able to drive away 
communism and socialism from this land. 

Janab MO. KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. Sp< ‘aker. Sir. the Finance 
Minister has come forward with a ]>olicv of imlustrialisation on the basis 
of developing small industries by demarnling a grant of Hs. 88 lakhs odd 
under the head “lndustri(‘s and Capital Outlay on Industrial Develojnnent ” . 
He has further said that tin' Ooverninent ])roposes to liln'ralist* to vhafevt'r 
extent possible tiie provision if'lating to credit facilities umler the State-aid 
to Industries Act so far as medium sized and small-scali* industries aif* 
concerned. He is further of opinion that the role of Ooverninent should 
be more to render assistance to new industries which private enterprise has 
started or might start. The statement of the Finance Minister is amusing 
in view of the attitude of his Ooverninent to the ride of capital in industries. 
He is truly a wise man who cuts the root of a tree and then tries to pour 
water to resiisritate it and make the tree thrive. He is not unware of the 
fact that a huge capital running to crores of rupees was lost to the nublic 
owing to criminal mismanagement of many credit institutions of this 
province. If the Ooverninent hail moved its small fiTig<*r, it could have 
salvaged a good portion of this amount by timely intervention. The bank 
thieves have been prospering undei the protection of the law and a large 
niimlK‘r of businessmen have been ruined for ever. Thus the industries of 
this province have receivi'd a setback from which it would be impossible 
to recover in cour.^e of years. Thus when the country has attain(*d freedom, 
the West Hengal business jK‘Oj)le were left without means to take advantage 
of the same by expanding their trade and imlustries. The laisscz-fatre 

f iolicy of the (roveriiment is iherefoie largely resj»onsible for an enormous 
OSS of capital wdiich could have been utilised for the purpose of not only 
initiating and develojiiug cottage industries but also of heavy industries. 

I may remind the House that this cjii>ital belonged to jiatriotic Hengali 
businessmen who w’ere prepared to suffer loss for their trust in their own 
credit institutions. They have paid dearly for their faith and trust. The 
Government which believe that the evils of the juovince can be removed 
by aerial journeys to I>elhi were indiflerent sjiectators of this great calamity 
wdiich befell this province. If ])rogress is to he achieveil, it is to he 
achieved by Marw'ari capital and I believe that the capital from Rajasthan 
do not require any hacking of the (iovernment id West Hengal. 

I will now^ come tir a very important and .serious point. ^Il^/' Hon’hle 
the Finance ‘Minister in his liudgct speech observed tlins; “With a view 
to help the Govenunent of East Bengal in clearing quickly the pre-partition 
dues of creditors of undivided Bengal, who waited long, the Govern- 
ment of West Bengal had agreed to pay currently to the Government of 
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East Bengal 35 laklis for erery crore paid out on, tilde account by the 
Government of East Bengal. At the laai Inter-Dominion Conference in 
Delhi 

The i^n’bte Sri NALINI RANJAN 8ARKAR: On a point of personal 
explanation, Sir. Here I am speaking as an industrialist and not as a 
Finance Minister. That statement of mine has nothing to do with the 
present budget. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Khuda Bukhsh, your remarks must be confined 
to the subject-matter under consideration. 

Jwiftb MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: In order that the House may get a 
true appreciation and a correct perspective of niy remarks I have to give 
a background, Sir, and then I will come to the relevancy of it with the 
subject-matter under discussion. That is why 1 am quoting the speech ol 
the Hon’ble the Finance Minister: “the representatives of the (xovern- 
ment of East Bengal agreed to accept a time-limit of four months for the 
payment of these pre-partition liabilities in respect of bills pending before 
the Application Committee. The bills amount to about nine crores.” 
Here again I contest the figure of the Hon’ble the Finance Minister, for 
actually the bills amount to five crores, and the rest is a matter of book 
adjustment. Even so, “it the full amount was found payable and was 
paid by East Bengal, West Bengal would have to pay about three crores 
to the Government of East Bengal. A new jirovision of one crore only has 
been made in the Revised Estimates for this purpose”. 

Now, Sir, what the Government is trying to do is to create an impression 
among the general public that they sire very anxiftus to promote the 
industrial development of this province. But what are they actually doing ^ 
What they are doing is this: they are actually ruining the business oi 
this province by sheer negligence and dilatory tactics. They have blocked 
an industrial capital of five crores for about a year and half. Thus the 
only ])eople who are capable of bringing about an industiial regeneration 
of th(‘ province by their experience and training have been ruined. The 
Government are now a.sking for a paltry sum of eighty lakhs odd for the 
industrialisation of the jirovince. Is this amount going to be distributed 
among the sup])orters of Government under a chit s\stem to be devised by 
Ooverninent The amount of five crores referred to’ is due to the creditois 
of undivided Bengal ninety jn'r cent, of whom are businessmen of West 
Bengal by the (iovtunment of undivided Ibmgal. At the last Inter- 
Dominion C/Onlerence which the linance Ministei* (jUoti‘d in his speech the 
Gov(‘rnment ot W est Bengal agreed to maki‘ available any sum that they 
may realise on account of undivided Bengal towards the jiayment of such 
liability. 1’he Government of West Bengal have already realised over 
2 crores of rupees on such acc(mnt and 1 understand that this forms part 
of the opening balauee of the budget which has been criticised in Xution 
us anomalies in M est Bengal budget and has been characterised “as 
unoinalies bordering on financial jugglery” — surely an extraordinary 
achievement on the part of the Finance Minister who can smuggle such a 
big sum of money which belongs to the account (d Undivided Bengal into 
the general revenues of this province. The Finance Minister is not however 
without sympathy lor the unfortunate creditors, as I have quoted in which 
he says they have waited too long and for whom he has not only shed tears 
but has vset apart a sum of one crore in the budget from the gt'ueral revenue 
wdth the full knowle<lge of the fact that the debt of Undivided Bengal is 
more than covered by the assets of Undivided Bengal. 

Now, Sir, I should a.sk you what would W the effect of the payment of 
6 crores to the creditors of West Bengal. Sir, I am sure you will a^ree 
that it will advance the cause of industrial development of the province 
tnuoh more effectively than by setting apart a sum of 88 lakhs and odd. 
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Now, Sir, about ibese 2 crores of rupees, the Inter-Dominion Agreemont 
says that for eve^ one crore paid by the East Bengal Government toward# 
meeting the liabilities of Undivided Bengal this Government would 
charitably pay 35 lakhs of rupees. As I have said, and the Hon’ble Finande 
Minister, I am anre, will have to admit, they have realised 2 prores, and 
the other 2 crores can be realised this minute because, I hav^ it on very 
good authority, the Balmer Lawrie, the Shaw Wallace, the flour mills, the 
rice mills, the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce, who owe lakhs and 
lakhs of rupees to Undivided Bengal are willing to pay. Now, Sir, this 
money that is thus smuggled into the general revenues is the money that 
rightfully belongs to the creditors of Undivided Bengal. I should like to 
ask the Hon’ble Finance Minister what scheme, if he has any, what 
proposals, if he has any, and what methods he has found, if he has found 
any at all, for meeting tliose liabilities. 

Sir, those businessmen who have lent money to Undivided Bengal in the 
course of their business are suffering and the Ilon’ble Finance Minister 
has admitted they have suffered long. How is he going to pay them the 
sum of 2 crores that he has already realised. Will he please make those' 
2 crores available for the pavineut of the outstanding claims of business- 
men that had business with Undivided Bengal? 

(After Mr. Speaker asked the Hon’hle the Finance Minister tr) reply, 
Sri Sihnath Banerjee rose to speak.) 

Mr, SPEAKER: r am sorry. Members won't rise in time nor would 
they give me their names.

The Hon’ble Sri NALINI RANJAN BARKER: Sir, let me first take 

up the arguments put forward by Janah Khuda Ihikhsh. 1 think he missed 
the general discussion on the budget and now wants to raise financial 

? uestions wln(‘b have nothing to do with the present demand moved by the 
ndustries Minister. Of course I woiihl have been able to satisfy his 
curiosity it I thought that he made a real attempt to understand the 
problem. He has confused between the Inter-Dominion Conference and the 
rartition (kmneil Hesolutions. AVhat we have reali.sed, how much we have 

paid, how much they have i>aid — he does not know. He seems to think 

‘‘Nation" to be a great financial expert of the city and he has made his 
recommeiidutions on the basis of that paper. 

Another point he has raised with regard to the Industries* Budget is that 
Government by their negligence ruin the husinessmen of Bengal to the 
extent of several crores of rupees. Wherefrom he ha.s got this figure I do 
not know. 1 suppose, lie bus referred to the banking failures, and I can 
say this tiiat banking is a mutter under the jurisdiction of the Central 
Government, but in spite of this, to save the depositors, to save some of 

these institutions from a ^lo.se-down of their business w'hat this Govern- 

ment have done is known do both the Central Government and the Reserve 
3nnk. They are also known to the banking circles of this Province, though 
J«mab Khuda Bukhsh may not know anything about the real cause of the 
oriftia. Of course when he comes to the Assembly he says anything he 
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likes. I will appe^ to him U) think over the matter before putting a ques* 
tion to me. I am not a politician in the sense that I can talk about any- 
thing I like. I want to understand the problem and then answer. Finance^ 
I would like through you,- Sir, to tell Mr. Khuda Buksh, is not a simple 
matter and it is not an arithmetical calculation like 5x3 = 15.

Tim Hon’ble Sri.NALINI RANJAN 8ARKER: You put a definite 
question and I will give you an answer. Don’t bring in mutters about 
which you do not know anything. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: How much realisation have you made 
available from the pajmient of bills P 

The Hon’ble 8ri NALINI RANJAN 8ARKERS In the interests of the 
country, 1 should not reply to these questions. — questions which are not 
based on proper knowledge and appreciation of facts. It is our responsibility 
and we will do to the best of our ability. If Mr. Khuda Bukhsh is anxious 
about these bills, let him approacdi his co-religionists at Pakistan and sjsk 
them to pass the bills as soon as they can. 

Janab MD« KHUDA BUKH8H: The Application Committee passed the 
bills to the tune of one and a halt crores. 

The Hon’ble 8ri NALINI RANJAN 8ARKER: No. We have not got 
that information yet; he has to accept my information. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: I rise on a point oi ord(*r, Sir. Such 
talks should not he allowed. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Hear, hear.

The Hon’ble 8ri NALINI RANJAN 8ARKER: Mr Sayeed Mia has 
said about historical things, like a speech in a public meeting. I am 
sorry I am unable to meet all his points. jVhout silk industry we are doing 
our best and even in this year we have spent about 48 per cent, of the total 
expen^liture in his own district, Malda. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H. Have you shown that one crore and 
a half as balance 

The Hon’ble 8ri NALINI RANJAN 8ARKER; 1 am not discussing 
financial things now. You raise this question next year and I shall see 
w^hether you get this answer troin me or not. 

The honourable member opposite has given me many advice regarding 
what is to be done. 1 think, many of them are undigested repetitions of 
what I have already sai<l in my policy statement. 

Mr. Badrudduja has raised tw’o points which are really pertinent to the 
Industries Department. The first is about the bucket industry. The 
bucket industn," is concentrated in and around Calcutta, and 90 per rent. 
of the requirements of India ami East Bengal are met from this industry. 
That is an important item in our programme, hut the whole difficulty is 
the scarcity of raw materials. There are 300 units for bucket manufacture. 
If they work for 20 days at the rate of 8 hours a day, they will require 
4,000 tons of mild steel and black sheets per year. So it is not possiVile 
to supply the whole of the industry with their full requirement. Steel is 
a controlled commodity, and it is supplied by the Gojremment of India. 
We distributed last year about 1,100 tons per quarter to this industry, and 
this is distributed from the Civil Supplies Department. As far as 1 know, 
they distributed through associations. It is advantageous to distribute 
through associations, because if it is distributed to individual manufacturers 
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it m loi ox 0081 and also sometimes corruption. But if Mr. Badrudduja’s 
information that some hona jide bucket manufacturers are not getting it 
and that there ,is corruption within the association, is correct, then I «iall 
certainly look into it, because that is a very important industry, and I am 
prepared to do as much as I can. < 

Janab 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Thanks very much. Can’t «we hai^e a 
Syndicate ?

The HOfl’ble 8ri NALiNI RANJAIf 8ARKER: Syndicate we can’t 
have. He wants that the manufacturers themselves will distribute all 
steel, but that cannot be done. Steel is controlled by the Government of 
India to meet the reciuirernents of the whole of India. The Government of 
India will allot something to us, and we will distribute out of that. 

Mr. Badrudduja has raised another question, namely, about the Beldanga 
bugar Mill. For the last two years we have been trying to set the Beldanga 
Sugar Mill started again. We sent two experts at two different times. 
They submitted their report to us, and according to the latest report 
received six months ago the mill cannot be worked unless we spend another 
Ks. 1,50,000 for repairing the machinery. Since then I have heard that 
some of the parts of the machinery have been taken away by somebody. 
(A VOICE FROM THE TREASURY BeNCHES : P) 

Must be from Bxddaiiga, but the difficulty is that we cannot bring it in 
working order. A liquidator had been appointed, and today I understand 
that the liquidator has been changed. We shall try if it possible and 
if we can get it at a moderate pri(^e from the Li(juidator with the High 
Court s permission. About other aspects of the sugar iinlustry we got 
hve allotments from the Government of India. One we have ‘ issued to 
Bahadur Sugar factory at Krishnagar, and another will be allowed to 
applicants from Jalpaiguri very soon. We have tried our best to get private 
enterprise interested in starting Sugar factories in Bengal, but there has 
been very little resjionse. I am iiot prepared at this stage to start Govern- 
ment factories unless the protection (juestion is settled for sometime to 
Mime. 

About the electricity, I have md heard any complaint about the Electric 
Sup])ly (’or])oration sabot.iging private consumer and 1 do not think they 
can, because we have appointed a Committee foi the supjily ot surplus 
idectricity to tli(« consumers and from that committee sanctions are given. 
But still if Mr. Banerjee gives me specific cases, of any undeihand method 
going on there 1 shall ceitainly look into llitun. In ‘ these matters, for 
eliciting information it will be better for Mr. Banerjee to put (piestions to 
which answers might be given. 

ilanato 8YED BADRUDDUJA: Will \ou please sa^* what is the quantity 
ind (piality of silk industry in Murshidalunl which is fast deteriorating? 

Thg Hon’ble 8n NALINI RANJAN 8ARKER: It is true that for 

various reasons, one t)f them being foreign competition, silk industry is 
Llet^riorating, but we are trying to prevent it as far as possible. But we 
iiave spent ICs. l,(i(),0()lf in the Murshi<labad district alone, for mulberry 
3ultiyation, rearing, reeling and weaving. We are paying attention to the 
Jilk industry, particularly in the Mulda and Murshidabad districts. 

I am sorry that I have to oppose all the cut motions. 

Jtnall MUDDA88IR H088AIN: In view of the Hon ble Finance

The Hon’ble Sri NALINI RANJAN SARKER : Sir, 1 beg to move on 
the recommendation of the (iovernor that a sum of Hs. )13.()8,000 he grunted 
for expenditure under the head “43 — Industries — Cim hona”, 

Mr. SPEAKER: There 1 jeing no cut motions there will be no debate, 
I believe. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: 1 hboubl like to srsak. Sir. You 
would remember, Sir, that the Hon'ble (be Prime }dinister when replying 
to the cut motions on the production of ([uiiiine, etc., said that my iriend 
the Finance Minister ^\oiild be able to tell tin* House exact ly uhat tlevelop- 
ineut, if any, has been made in the eullivation and wliether any increase 
ba.s been made at all in the cultivation of cinchona and its allied pnaluct* 
and w'c now expeid, Sir, that the llou’ble Miiiistm for Finance will tell U8 
exactly how the <lepartment is working and what is the area under culti- 
vation; wdiat IS tiie jirodiice by poundn and what is the expected produce 
next year and at what ratio cinchona jiroduetioii is inei easing. 

The Hon’ble Sri NALINI RANJAN SARKER: Sir, if the Hon’ble 
Premier has said so 1 must give .some information but not all the information 
which my friend has asked and I am not giving the information as a Finance 
Minister but as a Coinmeree and Industry Minister. Sir, West Bengal and 
Madras are the only two quinine producing provinces in India. In 
the consumption of quinine in India w'us estimated at 2, 10, (MM) lbs. a year 
of which Bengal produced oO.tMHJ lbs. and Madras 20, (MM) lbs., making a 
total of 70,(MM) lbs. a year, the balance was imported from Java and other 
foreign countries. With a view to attaining economic self-sufficiency in 
this country* in regard to quinine production, it has been decided to expand 
cinchona plantation in two quinine l>earing provinces of India arid 
accordingly Government of Madra.s has programmed for increasing the 
production of quinine to reach a target of 80,(KM) lbs. a year and the Govern- 
ment of West Bengal has fixed a target to produce one lakh pounds of 
quinine per annum in the course of 10 years ending in 1900. Cinchona

plantations have therefore been expanded and the present production of 
quinine by West Bengal GoTernment have been raised to 70,000 lbs. from 
60,000 lbs. and it is expected that the target would be reached in the course 
of'the next 10 years. In adopting this expanded programme the West 
Bengal Government have ask^ for a guarantee of a minimum price and 
specified off takes of quinine by the non-producing provinces and States 
of India with a view to safeguard it against unfair competition from the 
imported quinine. The Government of India have taken up the inatter 
with the non-producing province^ and states within the Ilidian IK)minion. 
The manufacture of quinine has been yielding a profit to the Goverament 
all along. (Janab Mn. Kiiuda Bukhsh: What is the consumption of 
quinine m Bengal?) I do not know. (Janab Md. Khuda Bukhsh: Wkat 
is the exact percentage of our requirements you are supplying from your 
own source?) 

Mr. SPEAKER: You cannot go on making a running commentary on 
the Hon’ble Minister’s speech. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I did not want to 
intervene but I may say that if Mr. Khuda Bukhsh is really serious about 
this why can’t he put in a queslion so that we can give him the correct 
answers. Just now he says “Will you answer tliis question’’. Sir, is that 
the way he will conduct himself by interrupting the Hon ’hie Minister like 
that to have some infVirmation. I do not understand all this. Sir. Let 
him send a (|uestion and he will get the answer. There is nothing to hide. 

The motion of the HoiThle Sri Nalini Banjan Sarker that a sum of 
Rs. dd,(i8,()00 he granted for expenditure under the head “48 — Industries — 
Cinchona” was then put and agreed to. 

30— Ports and Pilotage. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommen- 
dation of His Excellency the Governor, I Wg to move that a sum of 
Rs. 6,59,000 he granted for expenditure under the head “80 — Ports and 
Pilotage.” 

Sir, of this sum a sum of Rs. 2,14,000 is put in for a new scheme, the 
scheme for the training of inland water transport crew. Sir, as a result of 
the expert committee appointed by the (lovernment of India on the training 
of maritime and riverine personnel appointed by the Ministry of Labour we 
have drawn up a scheme for the training of various types of personnel for 
the inland steamers, serangs, sukhanis and tindal and on the engineering 
side, engine drivers and engine tindals. The scheme is that a certain 
number of trainees will be in the steamer accommodated in a vessel which 
has been given to us by the Government of India, “Princess Mary”, which 
is a paddle steaTuer. Some of them will be on the shore in a shore establish- 
ment. For the present we have decided to utilise an institution called the 
Calcutta Marine School at Ghusuri. It is a scheme which will be worked 
for six months and it is expected that 200 trainees will be trained for three 
months at a time, so that within six months we shall have the experience 
of training 400 people as personnel on the lines that I have mentioned 
above. There will be an Advisory Board under the scheme which would 
consist of Marine Superintendent, Assam Railway, Secret^try, Calcutta Port 
Commissioners, Inspector of Technical Training Institution and an 
Administrative Officer who will act as Secretary of the Board. This o];^uing 
will not only enable us to haye a technical personnel trained for our inland 
steamers but, incidentally iLwill mean au opening for some of the refugees 
who might like to have the training and who might get afterwanls into 
these inland steamers. If after the experience gained during the six months 
of the running of the scheme we find that it if possible to continue it as a 
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workable scheme, then the scheme will be continued^. We need a very 
large number of this personnel for onr inland steamers, particularly those 
that navigate between Calcutta and Assam through our inland rivers. 
With these words I beg to move the demand that stands in my name. 
The motion was then put and agreed to. 


36 — Scientific Departments. 

The Hon’^ Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, on the 
recommendation of the Governor I beg to move that a sum of Ks. 4,42,000 
be granted for expenditure under the head “db — Scientific Departments”. 

Sir, honourable members will please see in the Red Book that last year 
only Rs. 41,000 was provided in the budget under this head ”30 — Scientific 
Departments.”

Sir, the Indian Association for the Cultivation of Science is a research 
institution that was set up towards the beginning of the lust ouarter of 
the last century by one of the most distinguished Bengalees oi the last 
generation, the late Dr. Muhendra I^al Sarkar. Since then the Association 
has grown not only in importance but in i-eputatiou also. Sir, within the 
walls of tlie Indian Association, as is w’ell known, were pursued those 
researches which led to the discovery of the Raman Effect in 11)28. Not 
only did it nurse Sir C. V. Raman’s genius into maturity but it also nursed 
and brought into full development me genius of Dr. Krishnan. It has 
therefore come to enjoy a wide reputation — rather an all-India reputation. 
This institution has grown in stature, and it is going to have an extension 
of its laboratories on a big plot of laud that it has acquired at Jadahpur, 
a plot of 29 bighas of laml, and on that its authorities are going to raise 
their new laboratories. Their (‘stimate is that the erection of the laboratories 
will require a sum of Rs. 30 lakhs. The Government of India is going to 
help them to the extent of Rs. 15 lakhs, and so far us the balance is 
concerned thej' expect to raise Rs. 8 lakhs out of the sale proceeds of their 
existing house. The Government of West Bengal have tlierefore agreed 
to contribute the remaining seven laklis towards the completion of their 
scheme, and it is proposed to give them this amount in two instalments. 
The first instalment of rupees four lakhs will be given next year and there- 
fore, Sir, this new demand is being put forward, and I hope the Assembly 
will readily agree to it.

I move this to raise a discussion about tlie inetbciency of the departmen 
and the failure of the Government to organise agricultural and mdustna 
co-operative societies. 

Janab A. F. M. ABDUR RAHMAN: Mr. Speakei, Sir. tin Eon bl 

Premier while moving his demand under General Administiation said tha 
the Co-operative Department Avas so long neglected and the presen 
Government is going to re-vitalise the mov(*ment. vSir, 1 welcome tin 
move as an humble co-operator and heartily thank the Eon’ble Premier fo 
his statement wdiich, I hope, wdll be im]»h'mented. In the light ol th 
above statement, I will make certain constructive suggestions: — 

Sir, from my ]>ast exjierience I can say that tin* thorough overhaulinj 
of the existing system of audit of Co-o])eraUve Societi(‘s i.s necessary 
Nothing is more im])ortant m a financial institution than a sound s>stei] 
of accounts and audit. According to the present s\stem, Auditois o 
Co-operntive Societies who, according to the Axord** oi lati* Sir P. N 
Mookerjee, Avhen retiring as (’hairman ot the liengal Provincial Ct>-operativ 
Bank, remarked that the Registrar is the pivot around which the Avhol 
movenieiit rotates. So, my hiimhle opinion is that the head of the Audi 
Department should be completely indepemleiit ol the contiol ol the heai 
of the Co-operati\e Directorate — I mean the Registrai ol C'o-operativ 
Societies, 

Sir, Goveriinjeiit might say that the> are contemplating to separate th 
Audit Section from tne Administrative side hut that will he oi no aval 
unless tlie Audit Seetion is made indej>endent ot the Registrar. AVithou 
meaning any aspersion on the integrity ol the oHicers conducting the audit 
I may unhesitatingly say that there are latches on tlie part of th 
Administrative Department which it will be diflicult lor the Auditor t 
point out without incurring displeasure of the Adiministrative Depitftmenl 

Sir„ I do not know what will be the adviee ot the Department to th 
Hon’ble Minister about the suggestions I have made above, but I can sa 
that I am voicing the opinion of the entire iion-oliicial side of the movement 

Sir, to strengthen my argument I am quoting here the observation 
made by Dr, P. N. Banerjee, late Minto Professor of Economics ot tE 
Calcutta University, an authority in Co-operation. He said^ “I 
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IS really surprising that Auditors of the Co-operative Department, 
^ho are subordinate to* the Registrar, have been entrusted with the wol*k 
ot auditing the accounts of Co-operative Banks. Nothiug is mOVe* 
important in a financing institution than a sound system of accounts ami 
iiudit. Here again, a thorough over-Iiauling of the existing system Ikcs 
been suggested”. 

Sir, my sugestions would^ be to amalgamate tfie Audit Branch T)f the 
Department with the Accrtuntant-General ot West Bengal, who cotTtroIs 
the expenditure side of tlie Government. If tiii^ could be done, it would 
be an ideal thing. As an alternative, 1 would suggest to tiauslei the 
Audit Section of the Department to the Finance Dejiartment x* that they 
could control the audit side oi the movement indepemlent id tlu' adminis- 
trative side, which will only carry out the policy ot the MiniNtrv. 

Sir, 1 shall now deni with the system of nomination in ('o-o})eraiive 
Societies. This system is not in consonance with the sjuiil ot (lemocracy 
and, as such, when Government have abolished nomination fj'om all local 
bodies, there cannot be the least justification lor tlit‘ c(»ntinu:ini‘e ol the 
system here. The predecessors of the pie^ent House whih* enacting the 
Co-operative Societies Act, IJGb, gave discretionary powers to tlu‘ U(*gistrai 
to nominate up to a maximum of one-thii<l propoilion oi tlu' tdeettnl body. 
During the period when undivided Bengal was govi*rned b\ sta tion bd. at 
the instance of the then Advi.sei to ('o-o])erative Depart immt, in ordm to 
completely officialise the movement, raised the figure to half of the numher 
ot the total strength of the elected Directors. Sii, no Legislaiuie would 
liave dared to make this preposterous legislation. 

Sir, I w’ant to quote again the observations madt‘ h\ tlu‘ distinguished 
authority on Co-operation, I)r. Baiierj(*e, who while adilnvssing as Bresideni 
ot the lieiigal Co-o])erative Organisation Society at the Bmiga! Co-ojienitive 
Conlereuce held as early as August, lUd7, said that “Some ol ,\ou may 
lemember that in his last speecli as (diairmun ot the Beiigaf Biovincial 
(.’o-operative Bank, Sir Kajendra Nath Mukherjci* saijl liow' w idi* art* the 
]K)wers and authority that tlie Begistrai exerci.ses over the ailaiis ot the 
Cc>-opt*rative Banks. These j)owcis liave been inrtbei amiditied by tlie 
additional authority given to the B«‘gistrai ot nominating s»*M‘ial members 
in the Board ol Directors of the ( 'o-operative Societu-s. Sn. I am st length- 
ened 1)\ illuminating ohsmvatmiis made hy Mr. Jaiiishcd Mehta a*' Bicsidcnt 
of the All-India Provincial f’o-nperativc Banks ( 'onlcrmicc held at BaiigiUorc. 
Conditions in Bengal arc appioaching to a jannt w,1h*ic tlo* iquthwt 
’co-ojK'ration’ is almost becoming a misnomci. 

Sir, in this connection it will lot br out ot place to iin'iition beic that 
as a Minister of CVi-operation in undivi<b*d Bengal, 1 ga\f‘ a diicctivc to 
the Department, wdiile considering' tin* nominat 1**11 ot the Bengal Proviiieial 
Co-operative Bank, not to nominate ninie tiiaii tlina* p(‘isniis who were oiil> 
otficicil experts, and though retjuest came to im* trom various sid(*s, I dirl 
not nominate a single nou-oflicial in the Board, as I tbougbl tliat non- 
officials should only come by election. 

Sir, if my information is correct, oui sister Dominion in Fastern Pakistan 
i.s following the jirinciplc ol giving nomiiiat imis e\ecj>t 111 vcr\ »|x‘Cial 
cases. 

I W'oiild further humbly sug^ge'.t that if it is not po-n.-nible t(*i liu* (io\cmi- 
nient to »bolisb nfunination immediattdv, to wbich I do not .ig’ii*c, the ](‘ast 
the Government should do is to issu<* a diiective trt the Diquai 1 nu-nt m^t to 
noniinafe more than oiie-third, as was provided in the oiig-inal Act. I 
woubi here point out. Sir, that I am voicing the opinion of ibc non-otlicial 
co-operators on tliis point. 

Sir, I will Pow deal with the indiscriminate and kast\ organisations of 
multi-purpose societies in utter disregard of the principles recominemled 
by the ijl-India Co-operative Planning Committee. You are aware, Sir,

tliat this Committee was composed of persons* very^dmindnt in the field o{ 
Co-operation in the whole of India. ^It has been said by ^pe that every 
Co-operator shouM swear by the recommendations of this Committee, which 
is the beacon light of the Co-operative Momement. ' The Registrars ot 
Co-operative Societies in Madras and Bombay have already taken action to 
implement' tlie recommendations of this Committee to achieve the objective 
df the expansion of the -Rural Credit Societies in all non-credit spheres and 
organisation of most such societies so as to serve more than at least 8ii 
per cent, of the villages and '30 per cent, of the population in each of these 
provinces. In Bombay, tlie Naiiavati Committee was appointed to report 
on the i)Ossibilities of implementing the recommendations of the All-Indiu 
Co-operative Planning Committee in re-organisiiig the Co-operative move- 
ment in the Province and the Government of Bombay has launched a schemt^ 
on tlie basis of the said report. But I regret to say, Sir, that our Govern- 
merit has not yet set up any Expert Committee or formulated any scheim* 
on the lines stated above in other Provinces. Sir, I cannot too strongly 
impress on the House the immediate and imperative necessity of setting up 
a similar Expert Committee of veteran Co-operators of this Province as well 
as economists of all-India reputation for drawing up a scheme to give effect 
to the recommendations of the All-India (>o-operative Planning Committee 
within the resources at our disposal. Sir, I may give this warning here 
that the present policy of the Directorate of indiscriminate and hasty 
organisation of multi-]»urpose societies without re-vitalising the old societies 
and side-tracking the credit side of the movement will lead us nowhere 
Sir, I may (piote here the observations made by the Registrar ot 
Co-operative Societies, Bombay, in this connection very recently. He 
observed that, “Though rapid strides have been made in recent years in 
the field of non-credit co-operation, the Rural Co-operative Movement still 
continues to be the backbone of co-operation in this province. This is 
it ought to be, tor ours is predominantly an agricultural Province and the 
rural iiopulntion constitute more than 80 per veni. of the total population 
In spite of the ]»re-occu]mti()us of the District Central Banks with the 
financing of food procurement and cloth distribution, there is no gainsaying 
the fact that Rural Credit Societies should claim their primary attention.” 

I quote this observation. Sir, onl> to draw the attention of the 
Co-operative Directorate tor neglecting this side of the movement. I ma\ 
make one ]»roi)hecy. Sir, if I may be allowed to do so, that the present 
mushroom Multi-])urpose Societies are taking their birth in the wake ot 
control and they will vanish with the discontinuance ot control. 

Sir. my next suggestion is that all appointments in all grades in tin* 
Co-operative Directorate should he made hy competitive examination- 
conducted by the Public Service Commission; and during my period a< 
Minister of tliis Department I felt that unless this is done, however much 
the Hon’ble Minister might wish, he would not succeed to man the 
Directorate with right types of officials, and unless this is done, however 
much the Hon’ble Minister may try to strengthen the Department, it would 
not go far to rest the Movement on a solid foundation but will help to 
procure a few jobs for a particular set of people. 

Sir, I will now draw the attention of the House for provision of adequate 
finance for the expanded activities of the Movement through the West 
Bengal Provincial Co-operative Bank — the Apex Bunk of the movement and 
an institution on which the whole fabric of co-oi>eratioii in the. Province 
resti*. In Bombay and Madras, the non-credit side of the movement ha.'* 
expanded by leaps and bounds because of the fact that Governmlfent has 
always provided sutficieia guarantee against any loss wl^ich the financing 
institution may incur f<>r financing the activities, as stated aboie. 

Sir, I would urge that onr Government should follow the lines of those 
, provinces in this matter if they want to see the growth of the movement as 
m other provimoot. 
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Sir, I will now conclude tny observations with a request, though most 
reluctantly, to look inio the affairs of the West Bengal Provincial 
Co-operative Industrial Procurement and Distribution Society, Inmited^ 
Sir, various rumours are afloat wliich do not reflect credit to the depart- 
ment regarding the administration of the Society wliich deals with croree 
of rupees and where there are several officers of the department who control, ‘ 
to some extent, the management of the Society. It is to be expected that 
when there are departmental officers in the administration of the Society, 
it shoidd be beyond criticism; but on the other hand, there is a serious 
misgiving in the minds of the public that the Society is not being conducted 
as it should be. 

Sir, co-operation will have to play a great part in the future social and 
economic reconstruction of our country and as an humble co-onerator, I 
have tried within the short time at my disposal to give my humble sugges- 
tions to the Co-operative Directorate. But, Sir, I would like to sissure the 
Hon’ble Minister that my suggestions are offered in a spirit of co-operation 
and friendliness and I hope' that it will he taken in the same spirit in which 
it is offered.

in Agriculture.^thwe may be co-operation in Industry, there may f)e 
co-operation in fislieries, there .may be co-operatiou in thousand other thing^ 
(Janab Ml). Kiitda Bukhsu : Even in non-co- 0 |>eration. ) There may bt* 
co-operation even in non-co-oi)eraliou, as my friend has said. 

Tlie Hon’ble Finance Minister has said and repeated several times tli.o 
independence is an abstract thing. So co-operation is an abstract thin^. 
tlieretore, I say there is not mueii difference between independence and 
co-oper.ttion. C’o-operation is an al)stract sul)ject. It has no figure but if you 
can give it a figure by applying it in agriculture, liy applying it in industry, 
by applying it in general administration, b> applying it in police, it will 
be co-operative agriculture, co-ojierative industry, co-operative administra- 
tion, co-«)j)erative jiolice. Tjike independence it merely a conception, 
philosn])hic id(‘a. Therefore, I say alt hough you say vociferously 
“co-ojiciation”, “co-operation”, “co-operation”, you say that you have dom^ 
many things and that the whfile thing will be changed by the method oi 
co-operation which you have put in motion, 1 can tell you that you havt- 
not understood the m(‘aning oi co-ojxutition. Have you applied co-operation 
in agriculture according to Mr. WolflVy Have you applied co-operation in 
industry!'^ No, you hav«‘ not a])]died it. Tliereioie, Sir, I repeat what I 
said just before our Hon’bh‘ Financt^ Minister delivered his final sjieech in 
reply, namely, that it is an .mtiilote to communism. H you practise 
co-opeiatinn in every depaitnnuit ,\ ou wdll >ave the countr\ from communism 
and socialism, befausc after all what does co-operation mean. (’o-o]H*ratioii 
means that everyone will be allowed to enjoy the fruits of his own laboui. 
and lh(*r(‘ will In' no middle men to take away tlu* fruits of his labour, li 
it is the principle of co-ojieration that eveiyone will be entitled to get tin 
price of his labour, then co-o])erati(m is the best thing. Fo-operation is 
(iondiu'ivc to pro<luctivit v, both in agriculture and in industry including 
cotfag'c industries and siudi like things. If you organise the people then 
only co-opei‘atiori is possible. I agrt‘(‘ wdth the Ilon'ble the Finance Ministei 
w'hen lu‘ s.iys in his speindi tlnrt the country is in a dixu'ganised condition 
Therefore, Sir-, as I said when I delivere<l my s])eech in conneetion with tin- 
subj<‘cl “Irnlnstnes’' your first duty as a leadei is to organise the whole 
people into one .so that tln\\ can inculeate the principle of co-operation. It 
IS h\ llu*s»‘ methods only that yon can raise the standard of living and also 
raise (Ite ag-ricnltural ju-oditce to its highest ])itch and you can make the 
industry iudt*]>eiHlen1 , There will be no more strikes. If everyone is given 
the fruits of tiis lahour for the ]>rodiictiou wdiieh he helps, if everyone is 
givmi tiie luice of his lahonr, there will lie no strikes, and communism ami 
socialism will 1 m' things of the past. Therefore, Sir, with folded bands 
through \ou, Mr. Speaker, 1 entreat our nohle leaders to take up the work 
according- to the suggestion of Mahatma (iandhi, organise the villages 
and incubate iii them the pnueiple of eo-operation. Thereby communism 
soeiiilism, separatism and everUhing will be things of the past. This is 
not the time for making a plan or for speaking about a plan.

47--Miscellaneous Departments. 

The Hon’ble Sri KALIPADA MOOKERJEE: Sir, on the recommen* 

dation of the Governor, 1 beg to move that a sum of Rs. 22,92,000 be 
granted under the head “47 — Miscellaneous Departments” for the vear 
1949-50. 

The most important item under this head is the grant on Labour and 
80 1 take this opportunity to explain tlie activities ot my Department in 
tackling labour problems. 

It may lie stated at the outset that as a result of partition, 1,755 factories, 
Lc., 87 per cent, ot the total ot 2,011 perennial factories in the whole of 
undivided Reiigal fall within this province and the number of workers 
employed in these jierennial factories in West Bengal is 072,943 as against 
43,271 in Lust Bengal which is about 93-9 per emt, of the total labour 
population of the undivided Bengal. The partition of the province has 
therefore in no way affected the labour situation in this new province. 

Since the 15th August, 1947, this Government have consistently pursued 
a forward labour jiolicy, wdiich is in consonance with the policy of the 
Government of India. It is ba.sed on the principles embodied in the 
Iiidustriul Truce Resolution adopted at the Industries Conference in 
December, 1947, and the directive princijiles of State policy in the Draft 
Constitution of India regarding labour, viz., making j)rovision for securing 
just and humane conditions of work and for maternity relief and securing 
to all w’orkers, industrial or otherwise, a living wage, conditions of work 
ensuring a decent standard of life and full employment of leisure and social 
and cultural opportunities. 

The objective of our effort is to harness the new consciousness amongst 
labour into a creative force by eliminating all scope tor exploitation and 
making them a willing partner in production. Necessary .statutory and 
non-statutory mucliiner> have been set up lor the resolution of all labour 
dismifes, preferably by collective bargaining, failing that, by conciliation, 
and ultimately through adjudication, .so that wastage qf manpower and 
resources and loss ot national wealth due to any kind of |1irect action may 
be eliminated by all means during this transition period when the closest 
co-operation between labour and management for increasing production is 
so very vital for the economy of the country. 

One hundred and twenty-three Works Committees formed so far have 
b^lt working smoothly. These will help a great deahin promoting a spirit 

db-operation amongst labour and management and deveJoping me spirit 

negotiation. . 

Jibe Conciliation Machinery of the Labour Directorate has also been 
et^gcessfully tackling quite a large number ot disputes.*®* In 1947, there were 
376 strikes and lock-outs, of which 118 were settled bygonc^iation. In the 
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game y#»r there were 2,i?58 disputess other than atrikea ai^d Ibck-outs which 
were aettled by the sanie method of conciliation. In 1848 up to November, 
out of 800 strikes* 8p have been settled by conciliation and ^,309 other 
disputes also settled by the same method. 

33*15 per cent, of the total number of disputes settled during .the year 
1947 was done by the conciliation machinery of the Ijabour Directorate 
showing a still further improvement in 1948 — as 40*45 per rent, of the total 
settled in 1948 was done through the same machinery. It may be interest- 
ing to note in this connection that the activities of this Directorate began 
to show an anpreciable improyenient in the settlement of disputes in the 
period just following the partition as ‘2()*4*) ptr rent, of the cavses settled 
before partition was done through conciliation while the percentage in the 
post-partition period is 55-4*3 ot the total disputes settled in tiiat period. 

In 1948, 7 Judges ot Industrial Tribunals have been busy with the 
adjudication of industrial disputes. Since August, 1947, irp to the end of 
February, 1949, 208 awards have been given by these tribunals. Generally, 
the awards of the tribunals are implemented in all essentials, but there are 
some exceptions. In 22 cases, they liuve not been implemented. When a 
party persists in refusing to implement an award and proves olalurute in 
spite of request from Government, prosecutions are launche<l. In 7 cases*^ 
prosecutions have been launched alrea<ly and in the others, negotialiou for 
securing implementation is '.till in progress. Prosecution is alway.s 
coUvsidered to be an extreme measure which is lesorted to only when all 
other methods tail. 

The awards relating to all the jute textiles, all tlie cotton textiles and 
121 engineering firms in West Peiigal have in a large moiisiire succeede<l 
in securing uniform and improved conditions ol work, ensuring l>etter 
standard of living in those industries and conterring material beuefiU on 
them. The tangible gams derived b> workers by those awards are known 
and it wdll be enough il onl\ some of the more salient features of the awunls 
are enumerated here —

It ha.s been my constant endeavour to see that the disputes are settled 
as promptly as ppiss^ihle. As a rule, the Labour Directorate tries to settle 
promptl.v hut at tunes, delay occurs under unavoidable circuni- 
stam^s. The parties, who taL- part in the negotiations, want to get 
directives tnim their princiiials before committing anything, llepresentatives 
of worker.s do not teel conipeleiit to commit anything without placing the 
mutter before the meeting of the workers’ Cnion, and representatives of 
the employers also consult the IJoard (d Ifirectors or the Managing Director

cases of alleged Tictimisation hy way of unfair labour practice or wrongful 
dismissal without reasonable cause, where no satisfactory’ explanation ia 
offered, reference is made for adjudication to decide whether there has 
been any unjust Victimisation or wrongful retrenchment. Jn a number of 
cases, the tribunals have ordered reinstatement of retrenched enipdco'oes. 
It has been held in the High Court also that under the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, the Tribunal can legally nirtk©- an award directing employers to 
reinstate a workman or workmen. The employers have now taken the 
matter to the. Federal Court to contest the jurisdiction of tiie industrial 
tribunals over the question of rt‘trenclMiient. The employers have alwaye 
insisted on what they call, their inherent and inalienable right to liire and 
fire. Government are not prepared to accept that contention hecause the 
state should protect, as effectively as it may, a social order in which social 
and economic justice prevails, and an employee cannot be unfairly thrown 
out of employment at the will of the employer. The ideal solution would 
liave been to secure a gentleman’s agreement by which the emjdoyers could 
have agreed during the period of operation of the Industrial Truce Resolu*^ 
tion to hold up all cases of large scale retrenchments due to alleged unfair 
labour practice till the matter was discussed before a tripartite committee. 

A number of attempts were made in the Provincial Labour Advisory Board 
to reach an agreement but they failed. 

The Government while recognising the right ol the freedom of associa- 
tion and collective bargaining including the right to strike with a view 
to securing the redress of the legitimate economic grievances, must resist 
a strike as a political weapon which is aimed not in the hoftn interest 
of the worker but to further the political end of a party or group of anti- 
social and disruptive forces. 

Every facility has been given to the workers’ union so as to d(‘ve]op it 
oil the true trade union line. 

Although action has been taken against tlie (’ommunist Party for its 
anti-social and disruptive a(‘tiviti(*s. <‘ven the eommunist sponsored unions 
have been allowed to carry on tlieir trad(* union activities if they function 
on constitutional lines. 

Equal 0 ])port unities aie given to all th(‘ trade union organisations aa 
evidenced hy riur inviting the different trade union organisations to 
participate in the different tripartite • boards and committe<‘s. But the 
Indian National Trade Vnioii Gongress <Ieserves special mention as an 
organisation which seeks to settle tli<‘ dispute through peaceful negotiation 
with the employers in the true interest ot the labour and also believes iit, . 
maintaining the spirit of the industrial truce resolution which is essentiuT 
for our national economy at this critical stage of our national life. 

The measures taken and tlie policy outlined above have undoubtedly 
borne fruit and resulted in improved relation between employers and labour 
as reflected in the figures below —

So far the problems of industrial workers have monopolised our atten- 
tion. It has now been flecided to inve.stigate into the conditions of work 
of agricultural labour and devise means to improve their lot. 

A Tripartite Labour Advisory Board was constituted earl^ in 1948 for 
advising Govemmetit on labour problems. In consultation with that body, 
it has nOw been decided to form two industrial commitj^s, $uie on cotton 
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textile iEdufltrie» and the other on engineering industries, which will tak 
up standardisation of occupational nomenclature and other matters no 
already covered by the award. 

So^ far as progressive labour legislation can achieve ^ securing socia 

i 'ustice, Gk)vernment have spared no pains and all defects and shortcoming 
lave^h^n sought to be remedied after a series of discussions with th 
jepresentatives of all the parties concerned. To remove the defects of th 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947^ the Government of" India have drafted a Bil 
which provides among other 1;hings for additional machinery for speed 
•disposal of minor disputes and an*appellate tribunal for i^dress of mistake> 
if any, in the* original tribunal and fdr adeqUate^penalty for non-implementa 
tion of aiyards. Under the Minimum Wj^es Ant which is intended t 
redress grievances of labour in sweated industries, steps have been take 
already to fix minimiun wages in scheduled indusfri^. The amende' 
Trade Unions Act which provides for statutory recognition of unions wil 
^me into force before long. The Factories Act, 19-i8, which is a distinc 
improvement on the Factories Act, 1934, will com© into force from Is 
April, 1949. A ^utvey of the existing medicftl facilities and of the scop 
for providing more facilities under the Employees’ State Insurance Act 
1948, is almost complete, and a regional office will be aet up in this province 
West Bengal Maternity Benefit (Tea Estates) Act, 1948. will ensur 
adequate benefit to tea garden women labour. 

Labour Welfare. 

Labour welfare is primarily the respf)nsibility of the employer. Tin 
State undertakes these measures purely on humanitarian grounds not ti 
supplant but to supplement the measures undertaken by the private 
employers. 

Seventeen welfare centres are being run by Government under its direc 
supervision. The activities of the centres include provisions for recreation 
indoor and outdoor games, disseminatiou of news and views on labou 
problems through radios and newspapers. Provision for medical aid on i 
small scale lias also been sanctioned and is on its way to be implemented 
Under this scheme each centre will have a part-time medical officer and i 
dresser-cum-compounder to assist him. Establisliment of eight mor 
labour welfare centres is under consideration. Two cla.sses are held in eacl 
centre — one in the morning and another in the evening — for impartinj 
rudimentary general education to the labourers and their children. 

Direotorate of Factories. 

The most important function of the Inspectors of Factories is t< 
administer the provisions of the Factories Act relating to the health 
safety and working conditions of the workers. Most of the factories ar( 
visited at least twice a year and any violation of the provisions of ,th< 
Factories Act is brought to the notice of the employers and if the defec 
is not rectified within a specified period, the matter is brought to the cour 
for adequate punishment. 

One hundred and ninty-one new factories were registered during tin 
year. In 1948 the factoiy inspectors visited 2,042 registered factories an< 
176 unregistered factories. The Certifying Surgeon visited 4G7 factories. 
Forty-nine prosecutions were launched. Twenty-nine cases ended ii 
conviction and one in acquittal. One case was withdrawn and 18 an 
pending. 

Two hundred and tweUty-two canteens are in operation,. Governmeni 
have been making arran^irements for framing Canteen Rules requiring al 
factories employing more than 250 men to have canteens for supply of cneai 
food to the m>rkm«

• nTil the number ot registered li^ctories is to w increased to 

ilmost double as a result of which the normal acti^ties of this IhTOctoiuto 
involviM statutory functi6n8 will increase tremendously necessitating the 
iDOointoent of a large number of Inspectors and o^er staff in the ne^ 
future for which necessary steps are being taken. When ^is is don% 
grant under this head wiP have to be augmented considerably by supple- 
mentary demand. 


Administration of thi Bongal Sliofis and Establishments Mt. 

The Bengal Shops and Establishments Act is the only piece of leffisljatioA 
enacted for the welfare of a Very large, nunU>er of lower middle *cla88 
employees working in the shops and small establiidiments. The Act has 
so far been enforced in Calcutta and Howrah only. For some time past 
there has been a persistent demahd for employees coming within the purvie# 
of this Act for its application throughout the province. Government have, 
therefore, decided tentatively tn extend tlie provisions of the Act to certain 
other towns and ^npoT;tant trade centres in the mufassil a.s early as possible. 
To keep down th^Iexpenditure gn this score it is proposed iliai for the time 
being an experiment will be made to utilize the available adminislratiye 
machinery in the districts to administer the provisions of the Act within 
their respective jurisdictions. 


Family Budget Imre^igation Scheme. 

Under this achame investigation is carried on in respect of the family 
budget of the wofking class people according to the indu.stry in which they 
iire employed as also areawise. A group of field workers have just completed 
an enquiry idto the family budget of workers engiiged on tea plantations 
in lalpaiguri and Darjeeling districts. Similar enquiry is proposed to be 
undertaken very shortly in the llanigunj-Asansol area. 

When such statistics for workers employed in different industries and 
in different areas are collected, it will go a long way to help in fixing the 
minimum wages of the workers in accordance with the provisions of the 
Minimum Wages Act recently enacted by the Central and 

proposed to be brought into force all over the country within March, 19ol), 
jt the latest. 

I have already referred to the embarra.ssing imestion of retrenchment 
and have observed that in cases of retrenclinient due to normal shrinkage 
of employment scope Government find it difficult to inrterfere. Not only 
in the case of retrenched employees but in the matter of finding emplcy- 
ment for all classes of employment-seekers Government had been handv- 
capp^ in the past due to absence of any effective machinery for aswssing 
eitlmr the actual opportunities for einployuient or the actual number of 
employment-seekers. This gap has lately been filled up by the Emm^y* 
ment Exchange Organisation set up by the Government of India. This 
Organisation which was originally intended to tackle the problem <n 
rehabilitation of demobilised war personnel has been found to l>c ^ 
considerable service in tackling the problem of unemployment in civil life 
too. During the Veur 1U48 the Exchange including its several branches 
recorded a registration of 11(1,294 employment-seekers and securcil employ- 
ment for 25,535 of them. With co-operation from employers and their 
organisations it is hoped that this organisation will be able to render better 
service during the coming financial year. Imder the present financial 
arrangement this Government contnbute 40 per ‘cent, of the total 
expenditure on establishment plus free accommo<latioii for the Exchanges 
to be provided at the cost of the province in addition to their maintenance 
and upkeep.

Mr. Speaker, Sir, here I have a book published by the Governmen 
of West Bengal in its Department of Labour. It gives on the front page- 
cover page — ^‘Satisfied Labour and More Production”. I do not know i 
he wants to indicate that the department has been able to ensure satisfactioi 
to labour and also ensure more production, but, Sir, I have materials ii 
my possession, that they have failed dismally in either satisfying labou 
or in increasing production. 

Sir, he, in his inordinately long speech, tried to refer to the Govern 
ment’s liibour policy and he has gone on to say that his has been a forwan 
labour policy. Sir, I shall quote only two lines from a speech that h( 
delivered at some place, reproduced in the valuable bf>ok of the Labou: 
Department. *‘The policy of the Congress” he went on to say “is that th<

think in terms of the clasvs struggle and so the workers should eschev 
violence and help Government to establish Kisan-Praja-Majdoor Raj b: 
non-violent means.” • Siri I do not quarrel with the object that he has se 
oat in his speech, but I want him to help me to find out whether he ha) 
proceeded in the right direction to achieve the object that he has se 
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Sir; 1 fiave uere a wef^ in reffard tb the Lloyds Bank strike imd the 
incidenti and cases arising therefrom. The time at my disposal is yery 
short aii4 I shall only refer to the salient points in the Press Communique 
issued by the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Labour. He has admitted that 
Government saw valid reasons fer empowering Mr. Parker of Lloyds Bank 
to prosecute 11 employees. Sir, his is such a forward policy that has no 
paralleh in India. In ^o other province in India has Government seen fit 
to empower a private employer to prosecute employees under the Industrial 
Disputes Act. 

Sir, the history of the case is briefly this. On the 17th August, 1948, 
in response to a call given by the Bengal Provincial Bank Employees 
Association, the Indian employees of the Lloyds Bank observed a general 
strike along with all other bank employees of Calcutta. It may be mentioned 
here that the Indian employees of ten other banks who are parties to the 
Industrial Tribunal (Mercantile) appointed by the Government of West 
Bengal on 17th January, 1948, along with the Lloyds Bank employees also 
participated in the aforesaid strike. 

For joining the strike the Indian employees of all the Foreign Exchange 
Banks including Lloyds were penalised with a cut of one day's salary. 
With this the matter was settled in ail the banks except in Lloyds. Over 
and above the general punishment of all the Indian employees, the Lloyds 
Bank took the following punitive measures to punish their employees 
further. Eighty-four meml>ers of the Union were chosen out including all 
its executive and were served with notices to show cause why they should 
not he dismissed, discharged or otherwise punished, as if cut in one day’s 
salary is no punishment at all in tliese hard <lays, for participating in this 
strike. Hecoguitiou of the registered Trade Union was withdrawn. 

On the 2drd and 24th August. Ut48, the representatives of the Lloyds 
Bank Indian Staff Associathm and the Bengal Provincial Bank Employees 
Association interviewed the Hon’hle Minister, Labrtiir, Joint Secretary 
(Labour), the Labour Commissioner and Assistant Labour Commissioner 
regarding the Central Bank strike then going on and the dispute in Lloyds 
Bank. On the 24th August, the then Labour Commissioner Sri M. M. Sen 
and Joint Secretary (Labour), consulted the Premier Dr. B. C. Hoy and 
informed the representatives that as the Lloyds Bank dispute arose out of 
the general strike of bank employees on the 17th August iii symnathy 
with the Central Bank strikers, the Jiloyds Bank issue would he settled if 
the Central Bank strike w'as called off' within a slmrt time. Later, the 
President of the Bengal Provincial Bunk Employees Association was 
advised on the same lines by the Hon ’hie Minister, Labour, on the same 
day. Accordingly, the Central Bank strike was called off’ on the 25th. 

Since then several representations weiip made to the Labour C5mimissioner, 
Assistant Labour Commissioner, and Joint Secretary (Labour), but on 
each occasion the representatives were told that no decision hud yet been 
arrived at on the Lloyds Bank affair and the discussions were Xyaing carried 
on on the “Ministerial level”. During this period the Managements of the 
Exchange Banks in Calcutta had interviews with the Premier on more than 
one occasion. 

On the 24th September the As.sociatioii informed the Labour Commissioner 
in writing about the state of affairs in Lloyds Bank and urged for an 
intervention with a view to reach an amicable settlement by the end of that 
month. No action whatsoever was taken by the Government and on 27th 
September, 1948, the Labour Commissioner merely informed the Associa- 
tion that the said letter has been forwanled to the Labour Secretary. 

From the correspondence by Mr. Parker, General Manager of Llayds 
Bank, Ltd., Eastern Branches, in the case that was referred to the Hiffh 
Court, it has been made clear that the prosecution was permitted by 
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On the l^th of October, 1948, the employees of the LWds Bank were 
taken aback to see that the Government of West Bengal nad ' empowered 
Mr. Parker to institute under the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, criminu! 
proceedings against 11 of the employees t)f Lloyds Bank. This is the first 
case of its kind in India wherein a democratic Government in a free counrt\ 
has delegated Its authority to a private employer in contravention of tlu 
spirit of the Industrial Disput|s Act, *1947. Sir, it is worthy of note aiK 
it is remarkable that in two other Industrial Disputes cases of West Bengal 
Government themselves are conducting prosecution, viz., Balmer Lawri( 
A Co., Ltd., and J. R. Hutchinson & Co., Ltd. Sir, I should like heir 
to make this point that if Government see reason that there have been 
breaches on the part of the employees of provisions in the Industria 
Disputes Act and that their prosecution is justified, they should b< 
prosecuted bv the Government with the help of Public Prosecutors, witl 
the help of the Government machinery for the prosecution of these offences 
This should not be given to an interested party — the bank. Sir; I do no 
understand why the Government of West Bengal has made this flagran 
departure from the customary methods and procedure. 

Now, after this, as a protest, most of the staff* went on a j>en-dow] 
strike from the morning of tlie 20th. Ultimatdy, at the intervention o 
the Hon’ble Minister, Labour De|)artmeiit, the then Minister Mr. Mazumda 
“ -—I find he is not in the House — a settlement was arrived at on the follow 
ing terms. Sir, I should like to pay particular attention to the term 
of settlement: — (1) The Bank will take no steps against any of the stal 
other than those against whom criminal proceedings had been institute< 
.for any act done by them. That is No. 1. 

. (2) The employees who had taken part in the pen-down strike wouh 
be paid their salaries for those two days. 

(3) The employees would make up the arrears of work that hai 
accumulated due to the pen-down strike by working extra time if necessar; 
without remuneration. 

(4) This is the most important clause. The employees would not b 
required to sign any declaration or undertaking. Sir, I shall have fb refe 
to this article or clause of the agreement later. 

(5) The employees will call off the pen-down strike. 

Pursuant to the aforesaid agreement the pen-down strike was called of 
and the Government were duly intimated of the same on the morning o 
the 22nd instant and normal work was resumed on that date. There wa 
no term in tlie settlement that the extra time that the employees might b 
required to work would be dictated by the bank. The employees agree* 
that they would make up their arrears, but there was no such agreemen 
between the bank and the employees that the bank would be authorise* 
or entitled to dictate the working hours. The agreement was that th 
bank employees would make up their arrears. I^pite this settlement i 
notice was circulated on the 22nd instant directing the employees to worl 
extra hours on the following days; — 

Saturday (23rd October) — up to 5 p.m. 

Monday (25th October) to Friday (29th October) both days inclusive- 
up to 7 p.m. 

The work in arrears was very little and the employees felt that evei 
without working extra hours they would make up the arrears by the follow 
ing Tuesday. 

As a matter of fact by the following Monday they did make up moit 
than three-quarters of the arre€u*s. Sir, this is an assertion made by thi 
employnot;* and 1 do not think I can vou<^ for ^e exact quantum of arreari 
made up, but this shows that they were sincere, this abows that liMp wmM 
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to sticklio tlie terms of the agreement and tkAl they did want to make up 
the arrelaia.^ But on the pret^t that tlie employees had disobeyed the 
direction ffiven in the circular of the, 22nd instant the bank wanted to go 
back oh the settlement and directed the employees to sign up a bond which 
was cirenlated among the employees th the afternoon of the 2r)th instant. 
Sir, there was no question of any bend, and this was an afterthought, and 
Mr. Parker of the Lloyds Bunk circulated this bond. 

The Hoii’bie Sri NIHARENOU OUTT-MAZUMDAR: On a point of 
order, Sir. I understand that the case instituted by the Lloyds Bank is 
suh’jndice. Is it, tlierefore, in order to go into those matters which are 
sub-judice? T am afraid also. Sir, that the honourable member was some- 
what misleading the House in so far as it is the right of aiiv employer or 
worker to launch a prosecution if he feels that he is jiistilietl in doing so, 
and Government cannot prevent a worker or an employer from launcming 
a prosecqtion. My point i)f onler is this: the honournhle member has said 
that a particular employer has instituted a case, and after that he is dis- 
cussing the fa^dts of that case which are siib-judice. Is it in order, Sir I* I 
submit it is not. 

Janab lib. KHUpA BUKHSH: Sir, may I make my submission in 
order to make the point clear? 

•if. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Ordt^r, order. A point of order lias been 
raised. If the matfer is judiee then you cannot refer to it. 

Janab MD. KHUOA BUKH8H: Sir, I am not going into the merits of 
the case. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENOU OUTT-MAZUMOAR: A member can- 
not refer to a matter which is stih-judice. 

Janab MD. KHUOA BUKH8H: Sir, I am astounded when tlie Labour 
Minister is giving me a patient hearing wdiy should the Judicial Minister 
of all persons, to wdiom it is of no concern except that he is a labour leader, 
should try to interrupt me. In reply to the point of order raised by the 
Hon’Kle Judicial Minister my submis.sion is this: He said he wNinted to — 

I shall not call it mislead — tell the House that any employer (The Hoirble 
Sri Niharendv Dvtt-Mazi mdau : or worker for the matter of Ihul) or 
worker has authority to launch a prosecution. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, will you kindly give 
vour ruling? He has referred to a case which i.s svb-judire. His statement 
kere may prejudice either one side or the other, I submit, Sir, that under 
these circumstances he should not be allowed to refer to this particular 
case in his speech. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I have already said^ 

(Janab Abul Hashem and Sri Sibnath Ban^rjee rose in their seats while 
Mr. Deputy Speaker was on his legs.) 

Order, order. Pleaae take your seats. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, I was in the middl^ of my 
submission when the Hon’ble the Premier, the Leader of the Hous^ wanted 
to monopolise your attention. You have not yet heard me and, therefore, 
it is not yet time for you, Sir, to give a ruling. 

Mr. OEfUtY iPEAKERs Order, order. 

Tba Hail’bla Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROYl Will you please sit downf 

taialk ARUL mUHCiil On a pobit of ord^. Sir. I hoard the

a particular Minister, and that Minister is of opinion that the matter ii 
mh-judice. Therefore, my ruling is that you are not allowed to refer t( 
this matter. 

danab MD. KHUDA BUKHSN: Sir, I bow down to your ruling anc 
with all deference and respect to the Chair which you decorate I an 
constrained to say, Sir, that I have not yet been able tq say what I wantec 
to express, and if you would please in your wisdom, in your charity, allov 
me to make my submission, I should be very grateful. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The ruling has already be^ given. 4 : 

Janab MD, KHUDA BUKHSH: The Hon’ble Judicial Minister beinj 
a lawyer as he is wanted to tell the House that it is possible 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUIIIDAR: You admit tha 
the case is suh-judice, 

ilanab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: I do not. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR; Verify. This ii 
a suh-judice matter. 

ilanab ABUL HASHEM: Only some part of the case is suh-judice 
and not the whole case. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: What I want to criticise is the labou] 
policy of the West Bengal Government and I have to make it relevant bj 
referring to a case.

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You cannot refer to a ‘matter which if 
iuh-judice* 

' Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: I am only quoting the chrondlogical 
events as to what happened. 

Tha Hon’Ma Sri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: You arc 

narrating the facts of the^case. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: I am not narratiiig the laota of the 
case that is i^judiee* I am only giving you a chronolo|picai statement as 
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to in ihe Lloyds Bank. How can that bo ruled by tha 

Deputy Speaker as mh-judicet As long as that is not done, you muail 
permit m0 to go on. * - 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Please go on. 

JaiuSl ABUL HA8HEM: They kre nervous. 

Jailib MD« KHUDA BUKHSIfl Sir» on the 26th of October when the 
employees went to join office, they were refused admission to tlie Bank 
premises ^ 

Mr, DEPUTY SPEAKER: You are , stating facts. You cannot do^ 
that. You must not state facts. ^ 


Janab MD, KHUDA BUKHSH: What I am stating is the historical 
fact. It is not under adjudication and therefore it is not snh-judiee. 

The Hon’ble^'Dr. BIDHAH CHANDRA ROY: May I suggest, Sir, that 
it is jQot undea; adjudication ; it is svh-judice^ because wlien the Court takee 
cognisance of the case, it has got to refer to all these things. Supposing 
I make a statement about the Police as to what the police did or the police 
did not do. That may afiect prejudicially either one party or the other. 
That is the reason why a matter which is svh-jitdice^ which is under the 
cognisance of the court should not be referred to here. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: I most respectfully submit that what 
the Hon’ble the Leader of the House has stat-ed is his interpretation of 
what is suh-judice. 1 want to know your interpretation of the word 
>ub-judice. Is this matter suh-judice whether the employees were or were 
not allowed to enter Lloyd’s Bank with police help? Is that suh-judicef 
Is that under investigation? 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I have given my ruling that you can refer 
to the case but you cannot refer to the facts of the case. I think that will 
serve your purpose. You should not go into the facts of the case. 


Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: I am not going into the facts of the 
case. I am only telling you the circumstances that led to the case, that 
led to this complication, I have glossed over the prosecution side of it. I 
have not gone into the merits of the prosecution. Eleven people are being 
I>ro8ecuted, that is siib-judice ; but this is not suh-judice that the employees 
were refused admission to the bank premises (with the help of the police) 
if they did not sign bonds 


The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: May I make my 

submission. May I draw your attention to the fact, Sir, that what is now 
pending in the court of law for a decision is whether certain persons under 
the provisions of the Trade Disputes Act were or were not guilty of certain 
illegal acts. That is the question to be decided by the court. Now the 
court will decide that question in the light of the entire series of facie 
which led to this situation which has given rise to the case. Therefore, 
Sir, now to refer to those facts, to state those facts is to touch upon the 
matter which is sub-judice. I do not mind the honourable member referrii^ 
to this matter that some particular employer has started a case. That ia 
quite att right and because an employer has started a case if he wisj^ to 
criticise the Government or even condemn the Government he is quite 
free to do so but, Sir, under the provisions of tji® Buies of T^rocCdure of 
this House he cannot go into those citations of the facts, which may prejudice 
the decision In the court. That is my submission. Sir# 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: 1 have already given mv nding and that 
is clear, namely, that you cannot refer to a matter whicn is i%£-j%tdic€. I 
hope you will abide by my itjing. 
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Jaaab MfKi KHIHIA BUKHfH: 1 tried to clarify the piosition before 
you have ^ven your ruling, Sir. I wifi obey your rulinjr, I am here to 
obey it. It is only the other side, Sif, who are trying to disobey the ruling 
of the Chair. (Interruptions from the Congress benches.) In spite of 
your shouts and interruptions I insist on clarifying the position. The 
Hon^ble the Deputy Speaker 

Mr. DEPtlTY SFEAKERir I think" you are insisting upon what you 
have already said. I hope you will continue properly. 

danab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: As I was saying, Sir, the employees 
were refused admission to the bank premises with the help of the police 
on the ground 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAH: This is a point 
to be proved. This statement is sought to be proved in connection with a 
case and therefore it has a bearing on it. One-sided statements here in 
connection with a pending case will prejudice the case. 

Mf. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You cannot do that. 

(When Sri Sibnath Banerjee rose.) 

The Hofi’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDi^R: On a point of 
order. 

Sri SIBNATH BANERdEE: I am on a point of disorder. Sir, how 
long are you going to tolerate the disorder that is being created by the 
Judicial Minister. He jumps like a spring and there must be an end to that. 

danab ABUL HASHEM: May I be permitted to make a statement. 
Sir. I want to make the position clear. Of course, Sir, there is a case 
pending in connection with 1 1 persons. But 600 persons were involved in 
the strike and Janah Khuda Bukhsh is referring to and narrating the fact^ 
relating to the strike in which 600 persons were involved. Thi.s is quite 
different from the sub-judice case in whi(‘h 11 persons are being prosecuted. 
So w’hat Janah Khuda Bukhsh is narrating with regard to 600 person.^ 
involved iu the strike is not a matter for the court to decide liecause it 
affects persons other than the 11 persoirs against whom a case is pending. 

The Hon'bie Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Can my friend Mr. Kkude 
Bukhsh say that these 11 persons do not belong to the 600 about whom he 
is talking P 1 am sure he does not know this himself. 

dsmb MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: You will please follow my submission, 
Sir. The order by the Government granting approval to Mr. Parker was 
issued on the IDth October and the matter rests there. I am not going into 
that. They have been prosecuted. The matter I am referring to is of the 
20tli October. How can the 26th October case have any relation to an order 
tiiat has been passed by the Government on the 19th October-- —

•if* DpPUTY SPEAKER: It is not the function of the Chair to find 
out whettier a matter is suh^judice or not. If the Government say that the 
matter 6 suh-jvdue, you cannot refer to it. 


ilMum MO. KHUIDM BUKH8H: On the 2Gtli October ^hen the 
employees went to joiii the office they were refused admission to the Bank 
premises with the help of the police on the ground that they had not signed 
the Bond as required by the Bank. Consequently, in the' issue of certain 
newspapers on the 27th October the Bank advertised that all sucli employees 
had been dismissed. The purported dismissal amounts to a lockout 
according to section 2(/0 of the Industrial Disjmtes Act, 1947. This lock- 
out during the pendency of a Tribunal proceedings is in direct contraven- 
tion of the provision of the Industrial Disputes Act. 


No steps however were taken by the Government against this illegal action 
of the Management, rather elaborate police help was given to the Manage- 
ment by the Government to harass the employees and some members of tne 
Association were arrested on the complaints of the Management and 
produced before the Chief Presidency Magistrate where no evidence what- 
soever was put forward and they were acquitted on 9th January, 1949, an 
understanding was made between the Government and the Association that 
if the Association agrees to send individual applications collectively through 
the Government then the staff will he reinstated “r/j hloc' witlioui anv 
break of service and they will not he required to sign any undertaking, t 
wish, Sir, Sri Majumdar were here to corroborate tny statement. Accord- 
ingly the Association forwarded their applications to the Government. But 
in flagrant violation of the terms of Settlement, neither reappointment has 
been made “ca hjoc'' nor the “undertaking” was withdrawn. Forty 
persons were dismissed and 18 persons were forced to retire and all the 
employees who were reinstated were compelled to sign bonds during the 
pendency of the Tribunal proceedings. 


Representations were made on several occasions to Hon' hie Sri Bhupati 
Mazumdar and Hon ’hie Sri Kalii)ada Mookerjee and both of IIkmu gave the 
representatives of the Association to understand that the Bank was not 
playing fair to the Government. Sri Mazumdar said that he would move 
the Government and Government would move to see that their commitments 
to the employees w’ere honoured. But uptil now the Government has failed 
to fulfil their commitment. The representatives of the Association were 
told that inspite of the several reminders from the Government the Bunk 
has not conceded to the request of the Government so much so that the 
Government’s letters have not been replied to. I would point out that on 
an issue of general strike in whicli some 20,009 bank employees of this 
province including employees of Reserve Bank were involved this particular 
bank management obtained authority from the Government to prosecute. 
Sir, this is a thing that I shall have to refer to later. This is the one 
particular bank to which authority was given to prosecute. But Whei^ 
20,000 people were involved in a strike and no autliority for presecUtioil 
was given, why that, particular bank alone was given the authority I shall 
deal with later. But the said employer now j^efuses to accept tlie Govern- 
ment proposal and rather darea to contravene the tepiprof Agreement made 
between the Government and the bank autherity." It is now clear that 
although the Government has admitted that it is committed to see that the 
employees are taken en hloc^ for the last four months Government has not 
be^ able to make any improvement in the situation regarding Hie 
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reinsiatement of the forty employees and of the staff retired forcibly during 
the pendency of the tribunal proceedings excepting writing a few letters 
to the management to which the latter has not cared to give any reply 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, if my friend wants 
to go on still longer, may we reconsider our decision and suggest^mdjourn- 
ment of the House now, because it is already half past eight o\lock. 

Mr. DCPUTY SPEAKER: Is there any objection? 

(No objection was raised in the House.) 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: As there is no objection I adjourn the 
House till 4 p.m. tomorrow.

not huieh deliberations within the time ^ratted by. th(| and as suob« 

I beg to move, with your permission. Sir, th^t the time for submission of 
the final report may kindly be extended till 31st MarcA. 1950, 

Mr« SPEAKER: Is there any objection ? 

daiiaii MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: I do not know if it is proper to speak 
on a motion like this. Sir, we have seen in the past that whenever such 
a prayer was made for an extension of time, it automatically went through. 
Sir, the Hon’ble the Deputy Speaker today has asked for an extension of 
time till March, 1950, which appears to be an inordinately long time. 
When the Committee was appointed everybody in this House felt that there 
was a need for that Committee, that the business of the House and other 
businesses relating to the House should be governed by well-defined rules 
and laws, and I remember to have suggested that the privileges of the* 
members also should be defined and embodied in the rules. That was also 
agreed to. Now the Hon’ble Deputy Speaker has more or less sprung a 
surprise on the House. Sir, I do not know the correct procedure. If it 
is your ruling that the time must be extended, I shall bow down to your 
ruling, but if it is not your ruling then I may be permitted to register my 
protest. Sir, I, on behalf of the party I represent, should like to enter our 
protest. I think that the Committee should sit oftener than it is wont to 
sit and they should do something about it, so that the rules are framed. 
We cannot have a Parliament without rules, and you, Sir, ought to be more 
interested in those rules than we meml>ers. We are interested in trans- 
gressing them, but, Sir, since the questions will have to be decided by you 
according to the rules, it will be convenient for you to have those rules 
and that as early as possible. 

Dr. P. C. CH08H: Sir, I submit that this period of one year up to 
'Ust March, 1950, is an inordinately long time. I appeal to you to make 
it three months or so, say, up to June, 1949, or something like that. 

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKH8H: It appears as if it is being dropped. 

Shaik MOHAMMAD RAFIQUE: Sir, I was one of the members of 
this Committee. For the last twelve months we had only one or two 
meetings and in the last meeting Government flatly refused to co-operate 
with this Committee and accept its decision. At that time it was thought 
that we should disperse and the Committee had been buried. It is 
unfortunate that after so many months the Deputy Speaker thought it fit 
to bring this matter before the House. Sir, I think no useful purpose will 
be served so long as Government is adamant in extending its non-co-opera- 
tion to this Committee. If Government says that it is going to extend its 
co-operation to this Committee and will stand by tlie decision of the Com- 
mittee, then of course this extension may be welcome, otherwise it will be. 
mere waste of time of the House and waste of the papers on which the 
minutes of this Committee will be written. 

The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir, it is very 

very unfair to say that Government is adamant and not co-operating. 
Government does not come anywhere in tlie picture at all. The Rules 
Committee is a committee of tlie House and it is enUrely left to the Com- , 
mittee to decide its own procedure and to fix time when it may finish its 
business. I think; that it is ver^^ very unfair tp bring Government into - 
the questiqp of the Rules Committee of the House of which the Hon’ble 
Deputy Speaker is at the head and he has taken charge of the Rules 
Committee on your behalf, Mr. Speaker. Government is not at all intarestad 
in this matter. It is entirely left to the Committee. Therefore, 1 repudiate 
|he charge levelled against the Oovemmeni: 
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Hr. 4 MIIIUMIN AkMlflil!|^$Sr, such interim reports and prayers for 
extension i>f tiifo are usually rireuMt^ to the members, but "there ig 
departure this4ime from that j^actice. None of us knew what the Deputy 
Speaker was going fo move. 


Mr. SPEAKER: Order, order. I was thinking whether I should 
intervene in this matter or not. But in order to put an end to the dis- 
cussjon I may inform you thatfso far as this Committee was concerned, it 
was not to frame the rules of this House for the conduct of its business. 
Those rules are there. This Committee was formed in connection with the 
relationship between the Legislative Assembly Department and the Govern- 
ment Departments and not to decide the question of privileges. Now*, so 
far as I know, that is a very big constitutional question about which there 
is going to be a Speakers’ and Presidents’ Conference on the 10th of April 
at Delhi to decide as to what relationsliip the various Assembly Depart- 
ments will have with regard to the Government Departments. This is a 
Constitutional question and this is a question of great importance as to 
how’ far the Legislative Assembly and its departments can be made free from 
governmental control, and for that purpose a Conference of all the Speakers 
including the Speaker of the Central Assembly has been convened, I should 
say, at our suggestion, because the conference was going to be held in 
September. As a matter of fact when I w’ent ta Delhi I had a talk with 
Dr. Ambedkar and others and a question did arise as to w’hetlier any 
amendment in the Constitution itself which is going to be framed is 
necessary or not, and I personally sent a memorandum to all the Speakers 
in the beginning of this month drawing their attention to the necessity 
of consideration as to whether the Constitution itself requires any amend- 
ment on this score or not, as they are going to make the Judicial Depart- 
ment more or less independent in the Constitution itself. I yesterday 
received a letter from the Central Legislative Assembly that this is a subject 
which they are going to discuss. That is the reason why some more time 
is necesspy in order to define the relationship and it involves a good deal 
of financial as well as administrative difficulties. The mutual relationship 
which ought to he between the two wings of the Government is to be 
defined also with due regard for the independence of the Legislative 
Assembly Departments. So far as time is concerned, because we do not 
know when the Assembly may come into session again, the time is fixed 
there, but as soon as the constitutional question is settled one way or the 
other, it will be for us to make a headway so far as this Province is 
concerned. 


•ri J. €. €URTA: Sir, as the Conference of the Speakers will be held 
on the 10th of April, I suggest that instead of March, 1950, we ought to 
take time tUl the next session which would not be later than July or Au^^t, 
because it is very important to have these rules and to define the relations, 
and if I may make this suggestion and if it is acceptable to you, ^r, then 
instead of March, 1950, let it be, say, July or August, 1949. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Personally 1 should not have any objection to it. 
The Speakers’ Conference will only make M suggestion. As to whether 
that suggestion will be carried out in th^ Constitution itself or not is a 
matter wmich naturally w’ill ti^ke a little time. After the Constitution Act 
is amended We shall know aa to where we stand and what steps are to be 
taken by the Provin^l Gov^rnffients in the light of the constitutional

It is not a question of one fjarticular Assembly or one 
particular Government but it is a general question which has got a great 
bearing Oiv the constitutional position of the country. As a matter of fact 
there are conventions so far as the House of Commons are concerned, by 
which the freedom has been ensured. But so far as this country is con- 
cerned we are having a written constitution and tlierefore it becomes all 
the more necessary that the written constitution should deal with this 
matter if necessary. , Therefore I suggest that this time may be given. 
Nobody prevents us from concluding our labours much earlier. Has the 
House any objection?

Janab MD. KHUDA BUKHSH: Mr. Speaker, Sir. as I uas telling the 
Hou.se last night the Lloyds Bank had not even cared to re])ly to the letters 
written by the Govenimeiit of AVest Bengal. Sir. in view of this defiant 
and unfair attitude adopted by Mr. Parker of Lloy«ls Hank towards the 
Government dislionouring the terms of the agreement made with Govern- 
ment and violating the jirovisiofis of .section 33 of the Indiistrinl Disputes 
Act, 1947, by dismissing the 49 employees, forcing the 18 to retire and 
forcing the staff to sign bonds, thus changing the conditions of emjdoyment 
<luring the pendency of Tribunal proceedings, liave niadt* them .selves pliable 
for prosecution under section 29 of the In<luMtrinl Disputes Act, 194<^. 

Sir, since there is not much time and I have to In* short I .shall not 
mention the other points but, Sir, I shall come to the press-note issued 
bv the Government of West Bengal trying to clarify the position. Sir, 
it is not necessary for me to goHlirough the whole piress-iiote except, Sir, 
to draw your attention to the fourth paragraph where it says^ “On October 
21 it was reported that the members of the ataft had i;esorted to a pen-dowm 
strike again after individually giving verbal assurance lU the gate that they 
would work normally. That day again Mr. Pg^rker saw the 
Minister and agreed to take no action whatsoever as regards the strike of 
October 20 and 21 on the understanding that the .trike would be called oft 
intmediaiely and that the staff would resume normal work on t^ day 
following, that is, 22nd October.”

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* Sir, her^the Gbw^jpment hftve omitted to mention an important thing 
I^ot only was this decided but it was also part of the agreement that tin 
bank #uthoritie8 wouldtorcularise among its members this fact that i 
was hot the intention of^^ bank to victimise any more than those [] 
persons against whom Government had authorised the bank to instituti 
legal proceedings. Sir, it is very important because there are as many as 
89 bank employees who had received either notice of discharge or dismissa 
or other notice asking them to show cause why this or the' other shouk 
not be done. Naturally, Sir/ they were labouring uij^er an apprehensioi 
that if the bank authorities refused to implement the ^undertaking givei 
to the Government of West Bengal that they would circularise their inteu 
tion not only verbally but by way of a circular that they would not proceec 
against any one other than against the 11. It would not be possible foi 
them, Sir, to know what exactly was at the J^ck of the mind oi 

S r. Parker. That has not been done and, Sir, the JdoB'ble Minister knows 
at that has not been done. , * 

Now, Sir, 1 come to the concluding portion..oi the Hoh’ble Minister ’.c 
press-note under the heading “Another move for " settlement”. It says 
that on Novembei’ b and thereafter some gentlemei^ of other parties 
approached the Hon’ble Minister for a settlement. The Hon’ble Ministei 
asked tliem to contact the Deputy Labour Commissioner, Sri Chatterjee. 
The Deputy Labour Commissioner told them that if they appiie(i 
individually he might request the bank authorities to take them m without 
any formal declaration or any break of service. Same members of the 
Lloyds Bank staff contacted the Dtq)uty Labour Commissioner and then 
Association wrote a letter to him saying that thev wmuld submit theii 
applications but would expect that they w^ould be taken in cn bloc. Since 
their another week has elapsed without any response from the staff of the 
Lloyds Bank. 

Sir, this is an absolute misrepresentation wliich I shall be able to show 
you from letters written by the Government. Sir, copy of letter dated 9th 
February 1948 from the Joint Secretary, Lloyds Bank Indian Staff Associa- 
tion, of which Hon’ble Minister must have a copy, but that is not important. 
I wull refer to Labour Commissioner’s letter No. 55G3L.C., dated 17th 
February 1948. Sir, 1 shall read out with your i>ermission the body of the 
ktter “Referring to the discussion which you had with Sri Chatterjee. 
Deputy Labour Commissioner, I am forwarding 393 applications from 
ex-employees for reappointment.” Sir, Labour Commissioner has forwarded 
as many as 393 applications and the Hon’ble Minister would have us believe 
that there w’as no response from the bank staff. These 393 applications 
were sent back to the Labour Commissioner, and the Hon’ble Minister 
knows it, on the plea that the wording of these applications was not 
acceptable to the oank authorities. Again, Labour Commissioner wrote to 
the bank telling them that the wording has been accepted by Government 
and the bank must accept the applications. Sir, in proof of that I shall 
place this before the Hon'ble Minister. It says in a press-note under the 
heading Talks of Labour Commissioner”, “while the discussion was 
proceeding the Joint Secretary, Labour Department, telephoned Mr. Parker 
to enquire about the exact wording of the oflSce notice for overtime, etc.” 
Sir, Goyerument have tried to conceal the thing, I do not know why they 
should if they are sincere. If they hava nothing to hide they can come 
out in the open and tell the world that here is one bank that we have not 
been able to bring round to our views or to our methods of working. They 
are adamant and they have refus^ to come to our view. But, Sir, the 
reason is something else. Government has weakness for this particular 
bunk. Sir, I nhall tell you exactly why this bank has got preferential 
^ knqw,, Sir, ii that is the reason but I am inclined to 

think that' it may be one of the reasons. Sir, in course of business an 
important member of the Cabinet lias to go to this bank for overdrafts &d 
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that basic, Sir, thinks it fit to issue clear overdrafts ol 32} lakhs of rupee# 
oli the recommendation of ^ finn whose paid-up capital is only 3^. 5 lihe. 
aiid whose authorised capital is only Its. 10 lakhs. I would ask yoH, SilV 
to draw your own conclusion as to how that “could be possible ii somOv 
influential gentleman was not at tbe back of that firm. Ordinary banking 
business would not permit the granting of an overdraft of 32J lakhs of 
lupees on t|ie guarantee of a firm whose paid-up capital is Ks. o lakhs. 
That is the weakness, Sir. 1 am sure the Hon’ble Minister in charge of 
Labour will be able ^o tell us exactly what is working in the Cabinet ftnd.^ 
what is preventing him ‘from taking action against that particular recalcitrant 
hank. 

(At this stage the tilpe-limit was reached, but the member was allowed 
two minutes more to conclude liis speech.) 

Sir, another instance of the forward policy of the Labour Department 
(it the Government of West llengal. This is in regard 1o the Lnion of" 
Tosts and Telegraphs Workers of West Bengal. The Posts and Telegraplis 
Workers recently, along with the prospective jrailw'ay strike, took a strike 
ballot and the strike ballot was favourable for a strike and the Executive 
ot this Union went to Madras to take a final decision tliere. The Uovern- 
uient of West Bengal, and the Government oi AVest Bengal alone,— you 
would appreciate, Sir, that it is an all-India body of Posts and Telegraphs 
workers and the delegates from all the jjrovinees gathered at Madras, — 
took it into its head k) telegraph the Madras Government to airest all 
Bengal delegates. x\ud they were not satisfied even at that: they started 
arresting those who were promoting that strike ballot. It w\'is not a strike, 
they were only taking strike ballot, and the Labour Department with their 
torward policy tliought it illegal and they were hauled up. Then a habaes 
corpus petition was moved in the High Court of Judicature nf Ikuigal, 
when we W’ere told that they were arrested under the Security Act. Sir, 
that is bow the AVest Bengal Government is trying to furtlier the interest 
ot labour that if somebody chooses to go to Madras and chooses to take 
}>art in the strike ballot, he is to be arrested under the Security’ Act.

The Hon’ble Dr, BiDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir. Mr. Kiiudii Bukhsh 
more by accident than by design had uttered the words ‘"proiessional 
refugees” and I think it aptly shows the type of work that these people are 
doing in Regent Park. You would be surprised to know. Sir, that the 
bulk of that area which is owned by ditt'erent parties including (iovern- 
luent and some of the requisitioned property is of the (Tovernment of India, 
has been leased out by some ]>erson or ]>ersous unknown or kiu»wn at a 
salami of Rs. 50 to Hs. 100, who.se i)roiHU-ty they leased out to whom nobody 
knows. Sir, it these are not “professional refugt'es”, 1 do not know w’ho 
are professional refugees. I happen to know some of them, but it is not 
necessary for us to discuss this point now. The fact was that these men 
were there in unauthorised buildings and possessing unauthorised proj)erty 
and it may be that those Avho are in charge of the property or those who 
own this property, as in this ca.se, have approached the Magistrate for 
getting the orders under section 144 or whatever it was, and it was the duty 
of the police to intervene liaving the Magistrate’s order for the purpose. 
But the refugees refused to budge. 

My information is not derived, as he thinks, from merely either the 
capitalist or the police but from other sources. I uee<l not say who they 
are — it is not necessary. 

Sir, with regard to the case that Sri Sibnath Banerjee has mentioned, 
I have personally investigated the case and there is not tlie slightest truth 
in what this gentleman — I do not mean Mr. Banerjee — who is a professional 
refugee as he has called him.self, ha.s stated in the Press that he has aiquoach- 
ed different people and various organisations, etc. Therefore, I took it 
upon inyaelf to investigate the cose, and if Mr. Banerjee chooses to come 
to my room any morning, T am perfectly sure I shall be able to satisfy him 
by showing him the complete report. 

That is all I have to say with regard to the wrong impression which 
is in the mind of some people.

I will await* 
the cut motions, if any, and then I will make my points clear and also 
give the House a summary of the policy followed in my department, after 
nearing the speeches of various members of the House.

tiAllsb MAHAMMAD 8AYEED MIA: Sir, 1 beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 4,49,89,000 for expenditure under the heads ”50— Civil 
Works” and ”81 — Capital Account of Civil Works outside the Revenue 
Account” be reduced by Rs. 100. 

I move this in order to raise a discussion about the failure of Govern- 
ment to implement the development scheme for the district of Malda and 
to construct roads, highways and the bridge over the river Mahananda.

ilMlAb MUDA88IR H088AIN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, when the wages of 
labourers have increased six times, the prices of materials ten times, the 
wage for cutting earth nearly den times, and the cost of administration in 

the shape of dearness allowance, etc., has nearly doubled, (Mr. 

dlASi3ii/i)i)iN Ahmed: In Reugal.) Sir, the income of the district boards 
Las remained the same. The maintenance and construction of roads is the 
responsibility of the <listrict hoard, but the revenue of the district hoard 
remains as it was long before. Therefore the}’ are not in a position to dis- 
charge their responsibility properly. The result of this is disastrous to 
rural people. Excepting a few roads used by rich people no tface of any 
road remains in the rural area. The reason for this Ls apparent because 
the price of road materials and wages of labourers have risen ten times and 
the district hoards are not in a position to discharge their responsibility 
either in respect of maintenance of roads or maintenance of disjiensaries and 
other useful things. It should have been the duty of the Government, 1 
say, to help the district hoards in order to enable them to discharge their 
responsibility, hut they have not done so. I say. Sir, the condition of the 
roads of this province is hopelessly bad owing to the negligence of Govern- 
ttieiit. Sir, 1 am an elect-ed member and an elected Vice-Chairman of a 
district hoard wdiich was then under an official and nominated Chairman. 
Just after election as Vice-Chairman I looked into the affairs of the district 
board and it seemed to me that it was impossible for the district board to 
discharge their responsibility either in the maintenance of roads or in the 
maintenance of dispensaries in proper order. 

Therefore, Sir, I advised the District Magistrate who was the Chairman 
of the district board to cajT a conference of the presidents of union boards. 

A conference was held and in this conference I proposed that all the roads 
wi^in the areas of respective union boards sm»ld be taken over by the 
i^union boards ooneerned. By fresh taxalioff or by conscription of labonr 
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or by co-operative methods these roads should be improved. (Jauab Md. 
Khuda Bttkhsh: What, by hegar labour P) Conscription of labour. Have 
you not heard about the German method? AV'heu the much-hated Hitler 
wanted to improve the roads of the country, wanted to improve the housed 
of the country, what process did he adopt? He adoj)ted the process of >> 
conscription of labour tliroughout the Country. (Sri Sibnath Banehjee: 
What was the result?) The result was fine roads were built and maintained 
and fine houses were built. I have said thousand times that it is the 
(German method which can save us. 1 have sahl it more fhan once, but as 
we are part of the Allies, therefore we say “Oh, you Germans !‘’ Rut their 
method is sound and that is the only method by which the country can be 
improved. They are a scientific people and no jK'oplc have excelfed them 
in science. That is the method. 

I have been a co-operator all through my life and 1 am of opinion that 
all the ills which the country is suffering from can be solved by co-operative 
methods. This is no time for makiirg plans in detail, but if you adopt the 
co-operative method, you can supplement the im’ome of the district boards. 
That is the only means of improving the roads and putting them in the 
right order. 

That is all I have to say. As you will apply guillotine, 1 do not like 
to say any more. 

Janab ABDUL WAHID 8ARKAR: Sir, this is not a nc'W jiroposal. 
Times without numher tlie question has been raised and lias come up for 
discussion on the floor of this House, ending with an assurance from the 
Hon’ble Minister in charge that the needful will he done but the project 
is far from materialising. It is an eternal shame that there is no road 
worth the name linking up the sulxlivision town of unfortunate Arambugh 
with the headquarters station, namely, (diiiisnra. It is quite beyond the 
financial capacity and the meagre resources of the Hooghly District Board 
to undertake a project ot such magnitude involving expenditure of several 
lakhs of rupees. The Government sanctioned the project of constructing 
a bridge over the riyer Daraodar at Sadur Ghat nearly 3 miles from Burdwuiu 
and constructing a foad connecting Burdwan with Arambagh, a distance of 
‘2tj miles. The project was sanctioned wdth the usual Govmnment flourish 
and the unfortunate people of Arambagh w'hose trouble on the score of 
want of communications knew no bounds, were led to believe that their 
sufferings w’ould end within a short time. The then Governor, Sii John 
Anderson, laid the foundation stone of the bridge, but curiously eiiougb 
only the other day I noticed a letter appearing in one of tlie leading dailies 
that the foundation stone laid by the Governor has disappeured. A few 
miles of the road in the Burdwan area has been improved and that is all. 
People from Chiiisura going to Arambugh and vice versa are still 
experiencing hardships as before and they do not know’^ how long they will 
have to curse their lot in the same way as they are doing now. Even if 
the Burdw'au- Arambagh Road is completed and the bridge over Damodar is 
constructed, God alone knows when the Arambagh people going to 
Chinsura will have to go to Burdwan and then to Chinsura, a highly round 
about way. In the meantime the Government is vegetating and cogitating 
and we find that replying to a cut motion the Hon’ble Mr, Dwaiakuath 
Barori said on the llHli March, 1947, that The (Government had r(‘vi.sed their 
original project and were considering a proposal for constructing a barrage 
cum roatf bridge for which the final site bad not been selected. It is not 
known whether any progre.ss has .since been made in the matter. As I have 
already observed, people are suffering and nobody know.s how long they, 
will continue to suffer. It is time that the Government with the para- 
phernalia of engineers cast^if tlieir lethargy and look to the interest of tho 
people. ^ s 

With these words, I commend the motion to^ tbe acceptance of the

The Hon’ble «rt BIMAL CHANDRA SINMA: Mr. Speuker, Sir, 
seTernl inentbers have raised several specific point.s. 1 would however lik. 
to soeak in ireiieral terms a few. words about the policy which this depart- 
ment wants to follow about construction and maintenance of roads in this 
province. Sir, last year we made an ambitious budget. W« ProKrmnmed 
for Rs 1,3:1,00,000 on road development and we also provided Rs. 4.>,(m,m)0 
for national highways. Sir, if you scrutinise the red book you will find 
that though we have not bee» hble to reach the target yet we have been 
ahk) to s^nd a lot and I think without any appreciable waste. Sir, I 
admit that there were various diffieultiM because of various bottlenecks-— 
bottleneck of transpot#, bottlt^neck in obtaining supplies of essential 
materials such us cement, iron, steel and so on. Ihere were some difficulties 
in irettinK coal tor brick-burning or getting stones for road-building. 
Tbese were the various bottlenecks, but in spite of them we have been 
compelled to supplement our suinj and if you look at the 
this year you will find that as agaiust the Budget estimate of Rs. l,3.i,00,000 
the Revised estimate haa gone up to Rs. 1 ,38.0(»,tMMI. 

Sir, in my last vear's Budget Speech I tried to give a picture ot the 
three or four categories of roads that are on the books of t he Provincial 
Gtovemmeiit. There are the national highways the cost of which is tome 
bv the Government of India. There are provincial high w^s which are 
the arterial hiuds in the different <UstriHs in this province. Tlmn there ar* 
the major district roads and there ard^her district roada. Now, J 
would make particular me^ition of aaothef nfcw future t^t has been added 
thi* year. You will &||d m this year’s budget. Sir, that there haa l^li a 
lump provision for vi^ge roads. It is, lot the ix^ tame la the hiatqry ot 
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Provincial Budgets, that the Provincial ^Government have taken interest 
not only in the bigger arterial roads but also in minor village roads. That 
is an indication of the attitude that this Government has taken up regarding 
road development in this Province^ 

Sir, as I was trying to impress upon this House, we have been experienc- 
ing difiiculties in various directions, specially in tlie matter of getting 
labour, contractors and essen|ial materials for road-building. Sir, we 
have been trying our utmost io remove these bottlenecks and 1 would like 
to mention pnly a few steps that we have taken to remove them. Sir, I 
w6uld inform this House that this department is purchasing a large number 
of machine for road construction so that even if there be shortage of labour 
or of contractor th^re might be no difficulty in the way of the speedy 
construction of roads. Sir, ^s I tried to point out earlier, there are the 
difficulties of transport. To eliminate the difficulties of railway transport 
and to obtain full advantage of the great riverways of this province we are 
trying to create a w^utercraft division wdiich will consist of two sub-units, 
one unit of big watercraft for big rivers and another unit of smalL water- 
craft for small rivers. We are also ttying to eliminate another bottleneck 
of transport by having our own railway sidings on important junctions and 
important stations where we can have full rakes f)t road-building materials 
unloitded w'itbin a few hours and I am glad to inform this House that w'e 
hate been able to construct rialwa.\ sidingj* so far in alamt five or six railway 
stations. Sir, the Government of India have also given the highest priority 
for rolling steel and iron that would be necessary tor bridges, culverts and 
other road-making purpo.ses. Sir. in spite of tliese, I must say that the 
shortages are tremendous. I would ()n1\ mention one figure that will 
impress upon tlie House the great shortage we are facing. Sir, if we have 
. to comrdete our road programme witJiiii tliree years our three-monthly 
demand for w'agons to carry stone and metal comes \ij) to 2,400 w’agons. 
Against this we are actually receiving, in spite of our best efforts, only .‘115 
wagons efery three months. 

* 

Sir, you wall find from this gear’s Red Book that in addition to the 
normal road-making programme that we were undertaking we have added 
to our responsibility by taking up a comprehensive border-road programme. 
I need not mention here the details of the border-road j)rogrammes; the 
detailed list has been given in the Appendix to the Red Book. I may 
however mention briefly that in many of these bowler roads work has 
already been proceeding fast and 'if we get adecjuate supplies we hope that 
the border roads would Ih^ completed within the three-year target. But, 
Sir, I would like to add that the peri(»d w’ithiu which this programme can 
be accomplished obviously depends on the supply of materials and on funds. 
‘It may he mentioned in thi.s connection that vre tried to impress upon the 
Government of India that thi$ Imrder-i'oad hiwiuess is not really a provincial 
responsibility. • * 

Sir, to connect land customs outposts, to connect border outnosta and 
to connect the outlying villages in the bonJers, w^ell, that is really not a 
provincial responsibility, at least not the whole of it. But, Sir, T regret to 
inform the House that, inspite of o\ir best efforts, the Government of India 
. have not yet agreed to shoulder the responsibility bf border roads. Wliat 
they have said is that we may get a sum of R.s. (>(> lakhs, our own provincial 
share of the Central Reserve of the Road Fund, and though we had 
impressed upon the Government of India that these roads cannot be 
constructed without the grant of another Rs. (JO lakhs from Central Reserve 
of the Road Fund Account Sir, we have not yet obtained a clear decision 
of the Govemmesut of India anfl the fliatter is still under their consideration. 
We had hoped and still feel tbkt the Government of India will make it 
possible to give us a substantial grant of GO lakhs from the Centnd 
Reserve of the Road Bund Account. 
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S^, 1 iiee<l not elaborate on oth^r points which would be clear from the 
Red Book and from the details given in the appendix therein. Sir, I would 
like to mention only two points before I take up the points mentioned by 
the honourable members opposite. Sir, I understand criticism was mad© 
on the floor of this House by our ex-Finance Minister Sri Annada Prosad 
Chowdhury that funds for roads have really come down this year instood erf 
going up. Sir, I would request him to go through the Red Book carefully 
once more and he would find that in place of the sum of Rs. 138 lakhs provide<l 
for last year we have planned for R». 2* crores this year and that will 
contradict his statement that funds for road construction have not l>een 
increased this year. I would like also to mention that so far as this flepart- 
inent is concerned the cost of administration in spite of this tremendous , 
responsibility, has not gone up but has actually come down and has been 
progressively coming down year by year, 1 wdulttlike to mention that iu 
the year 194G-47 establishment charges were Rs. 30,94.000 uiid odd which 
is 12G per cent, of the value of total works undertaken. In 1948-49 the 
ratio was 12 7 whereas in 1949-.')() the works have doubled if not more while 
the ratio has come down to ^2 per cent, of tlie total costs of tlie works^ 
undertaken by this department. . * *. 

We are trying also to wet'd out all forms (»t coriu])tion from this dojiart- 
ment. You know, Sir, that this departimuit had almost a tradition ,of 
corruption. It has tlierefore heen the intensive efiort ot this (lovernmehi 
to stamp out all sorts of corruption trom this dei>artmeui and you hav© 
perhaps seen in the press^ tliat ruthless action lias been taken against the 
deliiujuenf officers, high or low. Fo? in.stance, action was taken eNen 
against a (3iief Fiiigineer of this Department who was suspended and fiis 
case is now pending with the (government of India as he is an alUlndm 
service man. Sir, an Executive Engineer lias heen disinis.sed from service ” 
on charges of dishonesty. An Assistant Engineer is lieing criminally 
prosecuted on similar iharges and inve-^t igat ion is still going ()l| into the 
conduct of several suliordinate otiicers. I need not mention the details. ^ 

Now, Sir, refeiring to tlie points mad<‘ by tbe bon()iiral>le memberH 
opposite, I would try to give you some idea about what We propose to do 
about district board roads. Sir, the honourable* member n*]>resenting tbe 
Birbliuin constituency was (juite right in saying that the* roads winch are 
on tbe books of tlu* district boards have gorte into disrepair ami that only 
tbe roads used by the rich people, are prattjfe well-maintained and about tlie 
other roads lie lias *ai<l that there are no traces of the other roaels. Well. 
Sir, he wus the Vice-(’hairman pt tlie district hoard ami I think he must 
thank himself ami his organisation for the state of rejiairs the roads have 
been kept in b\ the district '*V>ard itself. 

Sir, I may assure the House -that the idea of the (jovernnient is to take 
over progressively all the roads belonging to the tlistric.t hoards. Thougli 
the financial condition of (iovernnieiit does not permit the (lovernnient at 
the present moment to take ovef all those rou<ls, progressively we will fake 
them over-^at least the more important ones at any rate. 1 maiutpin that 
this Government have already taken over thirteen hundred miles of roads 
in these two years from district boards, and 4bis Government proposes to 
take over another three hundred miles next year. In addition to these. 
Government are alsf) taking over a few village niads, and still in addition 
to them Goveninient have taken up several roa<]s for M’hicb tbe Civil 
Supplies Department have provided funds. 

Now I come to the remarks of Janab Jasiiuuddiii Ahmeds who lias raised 
several points about the deposit money and the system of borrow-pits. I 
can tell him that the proposal of having a lump deposit instea<l of earnest 
money for each tender is being considered by the Government on which a 
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deoiflion will be arrived at very soon. JHe ha« mentioned about construc- 
tion of culverts and boring of pins being provided all along this road. 1 
can assure him that all necessary precautions will be taken when the work 
will be taken in hand. 

Sibnath Banerjee has suggested improvement of the roiul in Howraii 
Jfom Mourigram to ITluberia. If he refers to item ^ of the list of proviuciai 
highways mentioned in the Red Book, he will find that the road is there 
gnd I hope he will have no rea.^n to cpmplain, if tlie road is taken up this 
year. I need not go into further details, Sir, us my time is short, but 1 
must su' th^t Government are trying their level best to s|>ee(l up construc- 
tion of roads in spite of the handicaps they are facing not only in resi»ect 
^of materials but a4o in respect of labour. We are forced to buy iiiachiuerie> 
from abroad. So far Uii labour i" concerned, it is tor labout leaders an<l 
labour leaders alone of ftie countryside to assist the Government in fimliug 
labour here so that labour has not to be im])orted fioin other provinces or 
machineries from outside, or machineries have to he impoitetl from abroad — 
our resources are not frittered away in that way. 

Then, Sir, I may mention aiiothei* thing in explaining tlie position of the 
Maliananda bridge raised by my friend Janab Sayeed Mia. The position 
remains unaltered since la.st year because tlie Government of India have 
not let us know their decision. As regards the other roads we havi* taken 
uw four roads an(l I can assure ipy friend that we will he taking up in the 
Malda area repair and reconst nictiou ot ctutain roads which have been 
very much neglected an<l al>out which nohody has agitated so long. 

Mr. Abdul Wahid Sarkar has mentioned about a road for connecting 
HowTuh with Aramhagh. There were fwo alternative propijsaU: (»ne was 
the branch road from Arambagh up to the national high\va\ connecting 
Calcutta with Delhi. That depends on the Government ot India ami they 
ore not certain when that work will be taken ii]». But having regard to the 
finances of the Government of Imlia \^e caiimd say that the ]»ro>pect of 
^ taking up that road immediately is very bright. So fhi as the other jnojmsal 
is concerned, the Burdwaii-Ar.imbagh road is being constructefl and about 
four miles of it remain to be done. ^Phis will bt* tak(‘n u]> again with all 
possible spewl.

In presenting the report. Sir, I would only like to thank tin* House at 
this stage for the repeated kindness that has been shown to us by (‘Xtending 
the time for the presentation of tl^e report. But for the extension of time, 
it would have been impossible for the Select (‘omniittee to consult so many 
jiersons and bodies interested in S<‘ 0 <>n<lary K<hication and profit by their 
valuable suggestions. To what extent we have profited by their sugg<*stionft 
will be seen from the bod} of the report and the changes that iiave been 
effected in this Bill. It is" a matter of gratification, Sir, that the rejiort is 
unanimous, (Applause.)

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GOVERNMENT BILL. 

The West Bengal Land-Revenue Bales (Amendment) Bitii 1948. 

The Hon*ble Bri BIMAL CHANDRA BINHA. Sir, I beg to introduce 
the We«t Bengal Land-Reveni^ Sales (Amendment) Bill, 1949. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Bri BIMAL CHANDRA BINHA: Sir, I beg to move that 
the West Bengal Land-Revenue Sales (Amendment) Bill, 1949, be taken 
into consideration, 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, this is a small Bill but I think a most important Bill 
in the context of large-scale evictions that are taking place under the provi- 
sion of section »J7 of the Revenue Sales Law. Some time ago representations 
were made to the Government that great hardship w'as being caused to a 
large section of the people by the application oi section 37 of the Revenue 
Sales Act which entitles the purchaser of an estate sold for its arrears of 
revenue to avoid and annul all under-tenures with certain exceptions. This 
has been the case particularly in the urban area, such as Calcutta and its 
suburbs where the present phenomenal increase in the land values has 
supplied the necessary incentive to a number of speculative purchasers and 
designing j)roprietor8 in exjdoiting the provision of law to eurich Hhein- 
selves by large-scale evictions or threat of eviction of the tenants in occupa- 
tion. It was accordingly urged upon the Government that Government 
should immediately protect these interests which are sought to be evicted 
under the provision of this law. An enquiry was made as to the extent of 
such evictions and it w’as found that the evil is rampant mostly in and 
around Calcutfa, though there have been some cases, ])aiticularly in the 
Midnapore district, and instances have also been found^ in other districts, 
where this section has been taken advantage of in evicting the under-tenures 
and the tenancies. Sir, if I may impress upon the House the brief history of 
the enactment of this provision I may tell you, Sir, that the avowed object 
of section 37 of tlie Sales Act was to secure Government revenue. One of 
the conditions under which the zemindars at the time of l^ermanent Settle- 
ment were declared to be the actual proprietors was that the revenue should 
be punctually paid and that in the event of any default a sale of the estate 
should invariably be made. A [u-oprietor might reduce the assets of his 
estate by granting lease at low' rents qn payment of high premium and 
thereby render the punctual discharge of revenue a matter of dfficulty. To 
prevent ^is it w’as considered necessary to provide that all encumbrances 
and tenures should be made voidable at the sale of the estate for its own 
arrears, so that the purchaser might not be handicapped in the matter of 
payment f>f Government revenue. Thus the Permanent Settlement and the 
rigours of the Sales Law have become inseparable parts of the system of 
land-revenue tenure of the country. At the same time it has always been 
recognised that this particular provision of the Sales Law conferred on the 
auction-purchaser wide powers of annoyance, of interference and extortion 
subversiva to the right* of tenants.^. It is indeed true that section 37 of the 
ActJias given protection to certain categories of tenants. If I may mention, 
Sir, th^e were five or six categories of interests w'hich were protected under 
section 37 of the Revenue Sales Law'. The first category is the ntimmri or 
mokarari tenure^ which have been held at a fixed rent from the time of the 
Permanent Settlement; secStidly, tenuro* existing at the time of settlement 
which have not been held at u fixed rent ; thirdly, talukduri and other 
similar tenures created since the time of settlement and held immediately 
of the proprietors of estates and farms for terms of years so held when such 
tenures and farms have been duly registered under the provisions of the 
Act; fourthly, leases of land whereon dwelling houses, manufactories or 
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ther reflBWient buildings bave been erected or whe^n g^dens, 
tons weBs, canals, places of worship or burmng or bunul grounds 

lave been made or wherein mines have been su^ ^d there were 
irovisos the last one of which was that “nothing in this section conteine

Now, Sir, tlu5 principle that Lu>s 
l)een enunciaterl in this Bill is no tenure or no raiyat would go, but in case 
they have fraudulently entered into a compromise or collusion with the 
other interests and have deliberately reduced the rates of rent so much no 
as to jeopardise the Government revenue, there should be a provision for 
I (‘-opening tha contracts and for re-assessing rents so that Government 
revenue may not be jeopardised. Sir, section 2 of the present Bill giviN 
prote(;tion to all tenures and under-tenures and other ratyats and sections h 
and 6 relate to the question of re-opening the contracts and assessments ot 
fair and e(^uitable ren^t in cases where there has been collusion or deliberaP* 
reduction in the rate of rent. These are the two j)rinciples on which tin* 
Bill has been framed. 


Sir, I do not deny that this is a very thiuiiy question and I am also 
afraid that any provision that may be made in this regard may cut botli 
ways. There are good landlords, there are bad landlords, there are bi^ 
landlords, there are small lanlonls, there are small tenants, there are also 
very big tenants, tenants who are ri(‘lier than the lanlords themselves. 
So, in giving protecticm to the tenants tliere might be eases where one or two 
big t(*nants may benefit. Sir, I liave no doubt in my mind that 
if we give i>rott‘ctioii to the tenants the overwhelming mtSjorit> 
would be all those tenants wdiere the tenants are of small capacity or 
small standing and tenures who eminently deserve our proteetion. 
Sir, there has been one contradiction in the Bill which is to lu* 
solved if we have to enact a perfect law in this matter and that 
contradiction is that if we provide for the r(-oj)ening ot the (‘ontracts. 
re-opening of the terms in which land is held, it might, Sir, lead to the 
re-opening of contract of rent and other eases, in certain matters where 
tlu^ Bengal Tenancy A(‘t gives the tenants amjde protection. Sir, it is a 
matter for deep concern, whether it would be prudent to re-o])en those 
eas(‘s where the Bengal Tenancy Act giv(‘s anii)le j)rotectioii. On the other 
hand there is the argument, Sir, that "unless you give |)owers under this 
Act to re-open those eas(*s it is (piite jKJssible that Government revenui* 
■would be jeopardised, because there might be fraudulent transactions not 
at the upjiermost level but down ])elow where a large number of under- 
tenuiW ami tenures might be eollusively created with the delil>erate view 
of jeopardisirjg Government reveiuu*. Sii‘, this is a dilemma we have to 
solve and for that reason, Sir, I shall not ojipose any motion for reference 
to Sel(‘ct Committee if such a moti(Ui is made. But f would like to inform 
the House at the same time that in case this Bill is referred to a Select 
Committee, Government will have to bring forward measures to put a stop 
tu all suits and j>roceedings that are now pending in the courts of law so 
that there might be no further iMunplicatious. The Select Committee 
mjght discuss this Bill and give it such shape as it thinks fit. But, Sir, 
I think it would be fair to stop all suits and proceedings so that there might 
not be any additional complications in the meantime. Sir, it is for the 
House to decide W’hether the Bill should \w referred to Select Committee 
but ii the House dec'ide that the Bill should go to the Select Committee 
for thrashing out these complicated legal (piestions, I can tell the House 
that, in that rase, it will be necessary to bring forward another mea.snre 
by which all pending suits and prm'eedings will have to be stopped in 
order that there might be^o furtber implications. 

Now, Sir, I would await other motions that might be moved from 
diffeTent parties of the House. 
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Janab A. F. M. ABDUR RAHMAN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I caagralu* 
late the Hon'ble Minist^r-in-charge of I^ud and Land Revenue Depart- 
ment for bringing this most important and long overdue legislation. Sir, 
in the Statement of Objects and Reasons of the Bill it has been tlearly 
stated why the Government wants to intrt>duce thU Bill. It is stated that 
^rreat hardship is being caused to a large section of the people by the 
application of section 37 of the Bengal Land Revenue Sales Act, 1859, 
which entitles the purchaser of an estate sold for its arrears of revenue to 
avoid and annul all under-tenures. Sir, although protection is given to 
certain categories of tenants, ])articularly in (’alcutta and in its subuihs, 
it is not always easy to prove existence of such tenancy as are iut ended 
to be protect<e(i by this Bill. 

Sir, taking advantage of section 37 of the Bengal Land Revenue Sales 
Act, speculative laiullords anti particularly contractor landlords have pur- 
chased several fayzia in auction sale near about (’ulcutta.

Sir, certain amendments have been sug^tested hy some of the meuiWrs and 
I do not know whether the (Ln’eminent is going tt» acct'pt any of them. 
The Bill, as it is, will no doubt give some relief to the tenants from 
unnecessary harassments frtun the ain't ion-purcha.scrN but in order to give 
full relief certain ainendnients to tlie Bill aie necessary. ])articularly <‘lause 
5, abatement of pending suits and proceedings for ejectuumt. Sir, insfpa<l 
of leaving the date vague it will be better to fix a target date as to wlien the 
Act will be operative. I suggest this luM'ausi* (,iie of the uuctiou-purchaserH 
is trying to take ])ossession ot tlie laud hy various mctluxls and tluH (“ausing 
great hardship to the people Besirles, our c.\j>erience is that though the 
House may pass a legislation hurriedly, the assent of the tiovernor- 
General or the Governor, as tin* case may Im*. is not nxeived timely. The 
case of the Non-Agricultural Tenancy Legislation may be cited by way of 
example. Sir, it is also to be examined whether tin* teuiints attecte<l w'ithin 
the jurisdiction of Calcutta can get r(‘liet. Sir, 1 know various influentiai 
reactionary forces are working to salM)tage tin* Bill but tin* Hori’ble 
Minister deserves our sincere thanks and also tin* gratitude of a large 
section of affected j>eoplc for bringing this much iie«*<le<l legislation before 
the House and we hojie the House will pass this useful legislation with 
necessary amendments so that people are protected from unnecessary 
harassments of the sjpeculative auction-purchasers. I op])ose to tlie refer-' 
ence of the Bill to the Select Committee.

Sir, this is a controversial piece of legislation and therefore it is better 
that the Bill be referred to the Select Committee and the matter be given 
due consideration. 

Janab Md. KHUDA BUKH8H: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg to oppose the 
amendment moved by my honourable friend, Sri Shyamapada Bhatta- 
charyya. The urgency of this piece of legislation has been established 
Wyond any shadow of doubt, and the Hon’hle Minister-in-charge of the 
Bill has to admit in the Statement of Objects and Jleasons that a large 
number of people have been affected adversely by section 37 of the Land 
Ilevenue Sales Act, and that it has to be amended immediately so that 
protection may Ik* extended to those jieople, and he has gone on to say 
that this has been the case in urban areas, parti(‘ularly in Calcutta and 
its suburbs where due to phenomenal increase in land values, speculative 
jiurchasers got an incentive to exploit this provision of the law for 
uiiw’arranted large-scale evictions. The Hon’ble Minister himself knows 
that if this Bill is deferred by any subterfuge, either by referring it to 
Select Committee or by dropping it, this large-scale eviction will go on. 
Sir, the Ifon’ble Minister has in his speech invoked the name of the 
Congress and the ideals of the Congress. If he is sincere, he would not 
betray or exhibit any anxiety that this Bill be deferred at this stage. And 
I api)eal to the House that since this overdue piece of legislation is now 
before it, let us consider it here and now and pass it. Sir, I op|X)8e the 
motion that this Bill be referred to a Select Committee.

tion, or shall I say, the Parlinmentary ()i)position Party. Sir, he has Wen 
pleased to observe that this Bill has been sent to the Sele(‘t Committee with 
some motive. Sir, I do totally repudiate such an insinuation. (Janab 
Ml). Kiiuda Bvkiish : Don’t send it to the Select Committee.) Sir, he has 
said that there are ]>eople who are intiuencin^ the Ministry and the Party 
to send this Bill to the Select Committee. Sir, this allegation also 1 deny, 
Wcnuse in my opening’ speech I made it crystal clear that there are legal 
diffi(‘ulties uivolv(*d and there are legal ]»rinciples which have to be clearly 
enunciated and for this reason it is better to thrash it out in the Select 
{Committee on which the inemlnTs of the Op]K»sition will also serve, and, 
Sir, 1 also made it crystal clear in my o])ening sjieech that in case the House 
decides to send this Bill to the Select Cmnmittee the Government is 
absolutely (bdermined to take such measures as will put a stop to eviction 
7)eudiiig ifinali.sation of this Bill at the hands of the Select Committee. 

Sir, in si)ite of this clear assertion from the Treasury Benches the 
honourable Leader of the Ojiposition I’arty has, perhaps for mere opposi- 
tion’s sake, been [)leased to make insinuations and has made the request to 
accept his vision which he himself a few days ago said was not very good, 
and, Sir, I do not think it would be prmlent Utr the Government to commend 
such provision which, according to the testimony of the possessor of the 
vision himself, is not very clear and not very bright and does not go far 
enough. For that reason. Sir, I am very sorry that I cannot oblige the 
honourable Leader of the Barliamentary Opimsition Party. I may assure 
him that the Government and the great party which has the tradition 
of the Congress organisation on it, that party and the Government that 
belongs to tliat party will yield to no one in its solicitude for the interest 
of the small people and the' suffering tenants. 

Sir, many assurances used to be made from these Benches two years 
ago, 5>ut we nave seen to our bitter cost how those assurances were honoured. 
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Sir, I l^y. assure this House that the Conffress GoTerument will not follow 
that trmtion, and the assurance they ^dll will be honoured and will 
be impfeaiented as the honourable members opposite and the people will 
see. It 18 no use speaking tall in this House. It is through our action that 
we waiit to convince the peoj)le. But, Sir, 1 am really sorrj’ that the 
honourable member was pleased to make such insinuati(»n8 which this 
Government does not deserve. Sir, we refer this Bill to the Select Com- 
mittee only because a few legal (luestions are involved and it is perhaps not 
desirable nor creditable for thP tiovernment or for this House to pass a 
legislation which tomorrow iiiav be declared ultra vires or defective, and 
we shall have to rush in amendments, so that there may not be any legal 
lacuna. The honourable member has talked of “ It* would 

have been more helpful if he could give us concrete suggestions to the 
points I raised, but he has not chosen to give (‘oncrete sugrgestions, I can 
assure him that the Congress has, as its fundamental cre(‘d, the welfare (»f 
the masses, and it is from tlu* masses and from th<* i)eo]>le that the ('ongress 
derives its strength and will continue to derive its strength, so long as the 
•Congress is true to its creed. 


"With these words, Sir, I accept the amendment moved hy Sri D. N. 
'Mukherji and hope the House will also accejit the motion to constitute a 
Select Committee for discussing this Bill in all its Innirings. 


The Hon’ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT.MAZIIMDAR: Sir. 1 suggest 
that you will kindly agree to put the motion to vote tomorrow instead of 
today.
